in the city of New York. 

“You don’t get instant primitives, 
you know,” I told her caustically, 
“unless you’re Grandma Moses and 
do your own.” 

But I proved to be quite wrong. 
It is indeed not easy to find good 
original American primitive paint- 
ings, but you can certainly find 
some crackerjack take-offs on the 
real thing at the showroom of Karl 
Mann Associates. I had gone there 
to look at that imaginative young 
artist’s collection of picture frames 
—a whole gamut from gold leaf 
to meticulously aged-looking wood 
moldings—which he likes to design 
to suit the character of whatever it 
is you're framing. As usual, I tar- 
ried, carried away by the eclectic 
profusion of imaginative accesso- 
ries, wallpapers, prints, and paints 
which come quite literally out of 
all times and out of the world at 
large, and suddenly found myself 
gazing into the eyes of a curiously 
lovable leopard, as beguiling as 
any you ever saw in Edward Hicks’ 
“The Peaceable Kingdom.” He was 
bold, tawny, spotty, and comical 
and could only have come from the 
naive brush of an early American 
Sunday painter, or at least so I 
thought. He was painted on a wood 
panel, and the slight crack in the 
background plus the distressed, 
nicked surface had such a look of 
something found in an old attic 
that I was sure I’d come upon a 
find. 

“When was this done—about 
1810?” I asked, showing off a lit- 
tle. “No,” said Mr. Mann, “about

Pennsylvania Dutch fraktur paint- 
ings in the primitive style, which 
could take you in just as con- 
vincingly. 

Irma’s dining room was, natural- 
ly, the hit of the house tour, and 
the short-order primitive and its 
cooky mold companions, which the 
scopophiles were no end impressed 
by, remain the hit of the dining 
room. 
°° think they were midgets,” said 
Mrs. Grant when I asked about the 
original owners of her lately ac- 
quired antique Connecticut farm- 
house. “I -love the coziness of the 
place, but I feel as if my hairpins 
are going to scratch the ceiling. It’s 
psychological, of course—the ceil- 
ings are nearly eight feet high—but 
when the movers put the highboy 
and the old French pier glass in 
the living room, the walls suddenly 
seemed to shrink down. I have so 
many horizontal-looking things— 
the sofa, the sofa table, even the 
black marble mantelpiece—that I 
need to emphasize the vertical, or 
I’m afraid V’ll grow round-shoul- 
dered.” 

“A striped wallpaper?” I sug- 
gested. 

“Stripes?” she said in a disap- 
pointed tone. “I was so hoping I 
could have a documentary, an 18th- 
century mauve-ish something that 
would be more in character with 
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the old place and my old furnish- 
ings.” 

“Well, it’s possible to have both, 
I think, if I remember the new pat- 
terns at Scalamandré.” 

“T thought you said wallpaper. 
Isn’t Scalamandré that fabric firm 
that weaves the silk documentaries 
for the White House and the his- 
toric old mansions?” 

“They certainly do. But they also 
purvey some of the handsomest 
wallpapers you ever laid eyes on. 
Let us give them a look with ver- 
ticality, antiquity, and mauve color- 
ings in mind.” ; 

Practically the first paper we 
saw was it—a documentary called 
“Marblehead,” a design of feathery 
strips interspersed with a_ tiny 
“chicken-scratch” motif which gives 
the background texture. The repeat 
is one inch wide, the trimmed pa- 
per itself 2814 inches wide. It has 
the refinement and down-to-earth 
elegance that characterized the 
homes of those New England mer- 
chant ancestors of ours who had a 
chance to go down to the sea in 
ships and come back with the 
world’s best design. The pattern is 
indeed a replica of a paper found 
in the Marblehead home of Brig- 
adier General Glover. And most 
fortunately, it is available in lav- 
ender on antique white, as well as 
in yellow on beige, oyster gray on 
Chinese green, terra cotta on cham- 
pagne, and gray-blue on white—all 
pleasantly muted or offbeat colora- 
tions such as you find in old calico. 

Visually, its stripes heightened 
the Grant living room as though 
we'd raised the ceiling. But giving 
it some quiet study in the privacy 
of my own studio, I can see that if 
you ran its stripes horizontally— 
on a wall or a ceiling—you could 
increase the apparent length of a 
room. So either way it’s a beautiful

from Air Pollution 


@ The subject of air pollution is not new in the world. 
But what is new is that a chemical linkage has been dis- 
covered between the pollutants in the air and pollutants in 
other phases of our lives. The chemicals present in indus- 
trially-polluted air are the same or closely-related hydro- 
carbons that are present in tobacco smoke, smoked meats 
and fish, burned fats, and automobile exhausts. The cumu- 
lative effects of all these sources add up to a condition that 
must be faced, or we will poison our most necessary physical 
act—breathing. 

Even if you live in the remote vastness of Alaska, or on 
the sunny shores of Waikiki, you can’t escape breathing 
polluted air. Sulphur dioxide air pollution, for example, 
has reached world-wide proportions, according to studies 
made during the last International Geophysical Year. 

Some of the air pollution facts are well known: that 
nylon stockings disintegrate, that white house paint can 
turn black overnight, that pollution can decay marble in New 
York, peel chrome off car bumpers in Chicago, poison plants 
in Florida, kill cattle in Oregon. Air pollution has been 
blamed for the deaths of 4,000 people during the 1952 Lon- 
don smog episode. Deaths of 20 people and the illness of 
5.910 people (42% of the city’s population) in the Donora, 


Pa., incident in 1948 were blamed on air pollutants from . 


factory smokestacks. 
The thousands of tons of dust that daily fall out of the

skies over our big cities contribute heavily to the soiling 
of draperies, dust collection on furniture, soot on paini 
finishes and on your automobile. 

The smog of Southern California makes the eyes water, 
causes stomach upsets, worsens chronic respiratory ills. 
During autumn smog periods, teachers complain that school 
children are less alert, get lower grades. 

Air pollution hurts most those least able to resist its 
inroads the new born, the ill, the aged. According to 
Dr. Peter Y. Hamill, Chief of the U. S. Public Health 
Service’s investigation into the relationship between cance1 
and air pollution, aerial garbage contributes to chronic 
bronchitis, cardio-vascular (heart) disease, asthma, and 
cancer of the lung and stomach. 

In New York City, visibility has been so reduced by filth 
laden air that airplane flights have been canceled, ferry 
boats have collided, schools and industrial plants have had 
to be closed, and cars have collided by the score. During 
these episodes, New York’s hospitals are jammed by patients 
with respiratory ailments. 

Even. Washington, D.C., the country’s least industrialized 
city, has its air-pollution troubles. Citizens on their way 
to work last summer began to weep in unison when a 
combination of still air and a layer of warm air above 
caused a California-type inversion that “locked in” exhaust 


fumes from 200,000 commuters’ cars. (Please turn the page)

HOW TO PROTECT YOURSELF FROM AIR POLLUTION continued 


Medical and,public health investigators, including Dr. 
Leroy Burney, Surgeon General of the United States, say 
that cities with the heaviest air-pollution loads tend to 
rank high in death rates. Dr. Burney says: “We know that 
lung cancer death rates in the largest cities are twice as 
high as those in non-urban areas.” 

In a vast 10-year study of lung cancer among British emi- 
grants to New Zealand, the death rate from lung cancer was 
30 per cent higher among the British-born than among native 
New Zealanders, despite the fact that the New Zealanders 
smoke even more than the native Britons. 

Britishers who emigrated to New Zealand a/ter the age of 
thirty had a lung cancer death rate 75 per cent higher than 
that found in native New Zealanders. Their years of exposure 
to the smoggy, dirt-laden air of England was blamed for 
predisposing the British emigrants to lung cancer, long after 
they had left their native soil! 

What’s in the air that can harm you? One of the most 
common pollutants, and one which has been proved to cause 
cancer in laboratory animals, is a by-product of incomplete 
combustion. 

Incomplete combustion produces unburned hydrocarbons 
that contain an ingredient called 3.4-benzpyrene. According 
to Dr. Wilhelm C. Hueper, Chief of the Environmental Can- 
cer Seciion of the National Cancer Institute, minute amounts 
of 3.4-benzpyrene have caused cancer in laboratory animals. 

What are some of the sources of incomplete combustion 
containing the cancer-causing agent, 3.4-benzpyrene? It is 
found in the fragrant smoke of burning leaves, in the lethal 
fumes of auto exhausts, in the black plume of smoke from 
home or factory chimneys. in cigarette smoke. 

If you live in a big city and are not a smoker, you still 
inhale about 16 times as much 3.4-benzpyrene as the country 
dweller who smokes a pack of cigarettes daily, says Dr. 
Eugene Sawicki, of the Robert A. Taft Sanitary Engineering 
Laboratory. ; 

We inhale, if we live in a big city. about 40.000 times 
the amount of 3.4-benzpyrene capable of producing cancer 
in mice, according to Dr. Hueper. 


About 500 new chemical compounds are introduced into 
our environment each year, and many of them find their way 
as complex combinations into the food we eat and the air we 
breathe. Waste products, dusts. fumes, mists, acids are 
dumped wholesale into the air of our industrial cities. 

Metallic fumes and dusts from lead, vanadium, arsenic. 
beryllium, and fluorine are just a few of the compounds in 
the air you may be breathing at this moment! 

li you're healthy, says Dr. Hamill. you can easily tolerate 
the modest amount of contaminants you breathe on the 
job every eight hours. Or you can stand the daily whiffs 
of car exhaust, the little bit of amino triazole in a spoonful 
of cranberry sauce. any of 18 lipstick coal tar dyes, and 
the pesticides that contaminate the food you eat. 

But add all these poisons up, says Dr. Hamill, and you have 
an aggregate of environmental insults that can harm the 
healthiest of us, sooner or later. 

Will the air we breathe get even dirtier than it is today? 
The evidence points to a positive “yes” unless we do some- 
thing about it now. Already there is a vast metropolitan 
complex, almost one huge city. all the way from Boston to 
Washington, D. C. Cities are growing bigger, and industry 
is adding hundreds of new chemicals and new manufacturing 
processes every year. 

By 1970. there will be over 90 million cars on the road 
as against 68 million now. About 3.5 tons of pollutants are 
produced daily for each 1,000 cars. 

Air pollution, according to a recent report, costs every 
person in the United States $65 per year, a total of 714 
billion dollars! According to Carl A. Lindstrom, of the U. S. 
Public Health Service, air pollution caused over $200 million 
dollars damage to real estate in 1959. 

Air pollution knocked out a huge power plant in North 
Carolina recently, plunging thousands into darkness. Air- 
borne acids ate away power line insulation, shorting out 
main cables. 

The telephone company has to protect its platinum-coated 
relay points in central station buildings from air-borne 
corrosives, by special filters. This costs them a great deal 


of money which eventually is added to your monthly bill. 


What You Can Do About It 


The air-pollution problem isn’t entirely hopeless, how- 
ever. Our children need not grow up in an atmosphere (lit- 
erally) poisoned by subtle, invisible, health-stealing gases, 
dusts, mists, and fumes. 

There’s a lot you can do about air pollution—by reducing 
your own contribution to it, by protecting yourself from 
other’s pollutants, and by participating in your city’s air- 
pollution control efforts. 

What do you do that pollutes the air? Plenty, says 
Detroit's air-pollution control chief, Morton Sterling. About 
40 per cent of all air pollution in Detroit, he states, comes 
from non-industrial sources. 

Did you burn your leaves last fall? If so, you and thou- 
sands of your neighbors added literally tons of unburned 
hydrocarbons to the air in your immediate neighborhood. 

Do you have a gas- or oil-fired incinerator? If so, 
be sure you know how to operate it so it burns free of 
smoke and odors. Don’t send a young child out to stuff it 
with wet garbage. The best-designed incinerator is no better 
than its operator. 

If you're stuck in traffic, shut off your idling motor after 
three minutes. An idling motor spews far more unburned 
hydrocarbons into the air than a motor running at full throttle. 

Keep your motor well tuned, spark plugs and points clean 
and properly adjusted. A top-performing motor emits up 
to 12 per cent less hydrocarbons than the same motor with 
fouled plugs and burned points. If your car leaves a smoke 
screen behind it, have the motor overhauled. 

A new gadget that is claimed to reduce harmful auto ex- 
haust hydrocarbons by about 40 per cent will be on many 
of the new cars shipped to California this year. You can have 
one installed on your car for from $8 to $15 at your garage 
or service station. It’s called a crankcase blow-by unit and 
it pipes fumes from your crankcase vent pipe back into your 
motor, via the carburetor. The unit is also said to save gas 
by returning burnable hydrocarbons to the engine. 

If your clothes dryer is the type with an outside vent. 
you spread lint all over the (Please turn to page 111)

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Build a Good Environment for Plants 


—and YOU will thrive 


@ We have always been told that fresh air is good for us, 
and we have innocently assumed that the air out-of-doors 
is pure and fresh. We may have complained occasionally 
about the dust and soot as housekeeping nuisances, but our 
concern stopped there. Recently, scientific research involving 
the growing of plants and anima!s—chiefly mice—has re- 
vealed that these both grow much better indoors in labora- 
tories where the air has been filtered. Suddenly we have 
become aware that all is not well with our supposedly 
“fresh” air. 

The pollution of the earth’s atmosphere is not going to 
be stopped overnight. Our own lack of awareness of the dan- 
gers involved has allowed it to gain too much momentum. 

But while we are working toward the solution of this 
problem, we can, as individuals, take measures to protect 
ourselves from the detrimental effects of the pollution of 
the environment in which we live. 

An easy test of your own atmosphere is whether or not 
plants do well in it. Scientists have proposed that plants 
be used as indicators of air pollution. Other conditions 
being equal, there is a noticeable lag in plant growth in 
dirty and polluted air. 

The house shown here demonstrates one man’s method of 


and for him- 





providing a favorable environment for plants 
self. In effect, what Robert Weaver Stevens, the designer of 
the house, has done is to take a portion of the outdoors and 
enclose it so that it may be controlled and cleaned. He 
has maintained a kind of openness in doing this. This 
sense of living in the open has only been possible before 
in those rare tropical regions where one actually lived in 
the open, where the climate was mild and the air free from 
insects, dust, smoke fumes, etc. 

When a person enters this house, he is not particularly 
conscious of moving from the outside to the inside. The 
entrance hall, brightly lighted through the trellis-like sky- 
light overhead and having a fountain at its center, is like 
an outdoor space. This is also true of the garden room, 
seemingly open to the sky and filled with luxuriant plants, 
visible evidence of favorable growing conditions. 

All of the main living areas are actually open to the garden 
room. As can be seen in the plan on page 63, they open to it 
directly without the interference of screens or windows. In 
the spaces adjoining the garden room one has a sense of be- 
ing in the open but sheltered under a roof. As one walks 
about, moving from the garden room to the nearby spaces, he 
moves freely, as though outdoors. 

While a person may not be particularly conscious of be- 
ing indoors, he may be struck by the abundant growth of 
the plants and their almost unbelievable good health. 

This might be attributed to a singularly gifted “green

When the entrance door is opened (photo opposite), an in- 
viting view of an environment in which plants thrive is seen. 
Bright with light from above and having an antique fountain 
and plant-ringed basin at the center, the hall seems more 
like an open courtyard than a room. The living room is seen 
through the opening directly opposite the entrance. Through 
the opening at the right one sees the luxuriant plants in 
the light-bathed garden room (seen in more detail on the next 
two pages). The photo above is a detail of the skylight and 
its covering of light-diffusing glass. Wire-reinforced glass 
has been used here as a safety precaution to prevent breakage. 
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The garden room (seen from the living area), seemingly open 
to the sky with only a trellis overhead, is in reality a con- 
trolled environment with filtered and conditioned air. Be- 
cause of this, the nearby rooms can open directly to it and 
be made a part of it. Without interfering screens or windows 
and with a freeness otherwise possible only in rare climates, 


occupants of adjoining spaces can bask in the garden’s aura.

The plan of the house is visually centered around the garden 
room, filled with thriving plants as positive proof of the 
beneficial effects of this controlled environment. Seen from 
nearly all of the main spaces (the end bedroom is the excep- 
tion), the garden’s aura of abundant growth permeates deep 
into the nearby spaces. But the physical basis of this aura 
penetrates the entire house. It is diagrammatically explained 
on the following pages. The mechanical center is near the 
entrance hall, in the fan and heater tower. It is here that 
air is drawn in, filtered, heated when necessary, forced to 
registers near the perimeter of the house and, after circu- 
lating through the rooms, exhausted through the fireplace. 





The bedroom, at right of garden room in aboye plan, is 
opened to it in the,same manner as the guest room at its 
left.

structure was put in place. The concrete block grilles are 
oe the air intakes for the system. The lerge hood of the fire- 
place, through which the air is exhausted, is at the right. 
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Outside air is drawn through the vents into the tower. Here 
it is filtered and, in cool weather, heated. From here the 
fan pushes it through the central supply ducts and into the 
hollow spaces in the floor. In winter the heated air warms 
the floor. In summer, haying been cooled in the supply ducts 
the air cools the floor. Entering the rooms through floor 
registers near the outside walls, it circulates in the rooms 
and back to the fireplace where it is exhausted through the 
chimney. Nete that the plants in the garden room, in addi- 
tion to being benefited by the filtered air, also perform a 
beneficial role in conditioning the air within the house. 


The glass ceiling over the garden room is cleaned by use of 
a hose and a long-handled squee-gee like those of building 
maintenance crews. Note floodlights for lighting the room. 
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The floor construction provides 
a heating unit, a cooling unit, and 


an air distribution system. 


The concrete floor with its network of tunnels performs three 
extra functions. (The metal forms, seen in the photo at 
right before the top slab is poured, form the tunnels.) (1) 
It is the distribution system through which air moves from 
the central intake tower to registers at the perimeter of house. 
(2) In winter, the heated air, passing under the floor, be- 
fore being released into the rooms, warms the floor making 
it into a radiant heat source. (3) In the summer the floor 
acts as a cooling unit. The central supply ducts are cooled 
by contact with the earth, which is always 58° F. The air 
passing through them is cooled and, in turn, before enter- 
ing the rooms through the registers, cools the floor.

in youth. A proper program for successful aging touches every segment of your way of life. 


Above all, it calls for you to develop into a well-rounded individual 


@ If you're going to live the best life in your later years, 
youre going to have to stand up to reality and look it 
squarely in the face. It’s a monster, but now you have the 
best scientific information to defend against it. And more 
is coming. 

Look, if you have the courage, at the future, at a time 
when the years have gone by all too quickly. Try to see 
yourself growing old. 

This is tough to do. I too hate the idea of the declining 
powers that age brings. Every time I see an old man 
shuffling down the street or visit the victims of age in 
hospitals, they remind me of my possible fate. At such times 
I can't help feeling that Robert Browning’s lines: 

“Grow old along with me! 

The best is yet to be, 

The last of life, for which the first was made.” 
romantically ¢over up a far starker picture. Perhaps T. S. 
Eliot is more realistic: 

“I grow old ...I grow old... 

I shall wear the bottoms of my trousers rolled.” 

As so often happens when confronted with a reality we 


abhor, we bury it from consciousness, we fail to see it. We 
turn to present delight to forget. Yet the years cling  in- 
exorably over us; we marry. our children grow up, a loved 
one dies, ill health can trip us. and financial ruin can wipe 
out savings. No, this view is not pretty. 

Yet thanks to scientific data now available about the 
aging process, you may be able to make your later years the 
golden age. You may not succeed, but if you move with 
responsibility and determination when you are young, you 
have the best chance for a serene. purposeful seniority. 

No, I do not mean science has discovered how you may 
live forever. There is no sure-fire method for prolonging 
life, although some have predicted that within a generation 
man’s life will be extended to 150 years. But with what 
we know now, you can reduce ihe discomfort of age. You can 
enter into a time of new abilities. You may find yourself 
ina new excitement, and you may discover hidden resources 
in’ yourself. But you must prepare. 

Here’s what I mean: Every scientific study of old people 
has revealed that the trinity of money, health, and activity 
spells the difference between a happy and an unhappy old

age. If you have enough money, if you keep your health, if 
your mind and body occupy themselves with real problems, 
you can grow old with grace. 

The people who win this three-lap race with age started 
as youths. Some activities they began in their teens! 

Take the common romantic fiction that as a man grows old 
he will set up a workshop in his basement and do all the 
things he wanted to do. A New York University study showed 
that only the men who had a pleasant workshop experience in 
their teens were likely ever to continue constructing things. 

The same appears to hold true for painting, music, and 
almost any activity you can name, including reading. You 
can’t suddenly open up at the age of sixty-five. No, the later 
years give you time to intensify the activities you partially 
developed in youth. 

Suppose you have the idea now that when you retire, you 
would like to paint pictures in oils. You have never done 
much; it’s the stuff of your idle dreams. Now, at thirty or 
forty, you’re too busy earning a living, getting the house 
going, bringing up children, building a career. You think: 
Later, later; there’s plenty of time. 

When retirement comes round, you buy the oils, the 
brushes, the canvas. You pick up the brush and you paint, 
the result is awful, and you realize your dream was only 
that—just a dream. You lay down the brush and hunt for 
a bridge game with some friends. 

If you really mean to paint, you must start now. It need 
not be all-out activity. Probably an hour a week will do. 
Buy the paints now. Take a class. Pick up the brush now 
when failure won’t cancel a dream and spell the differ- 
ence between despondency and vitality. 

Starting young can mean success in having health and fi- 
nancial security as well as meaningful activity. Life weaves 
the three into an inextricable knot. Money secures health and 
activity. If you’re healthy, you can be active, and you'll 
conserve money. Activity appears to maintain health, thereby 
avoiding the expense of medical treatment. 

Dr. Bernard Kutner, in a study for the Russell Sage 
Foundation, proved these human equations for 500 persons 
over sixty-five. He measured the morale of the rich, the poor, 
the healthy, the sick, the active, and the idle among the aged. 

The economically self-sufficient person had higher morale 
than the poor. The story of “poor but happy” appears to 
be a myth, pariicularly in later years. Even when the finan- 
cially secure suffered severe chronic illness, their morale 
kept at a high level; the sick poor sank in misery. 

Having money appeared to protect the health of these old 
people. As a group they were less ill than the poor. Another 
fairy tale: the vigorous, healthy peasant. However, heavy 
laborers less often fall victim to heart attack than clerks 
because of the beneficent effect of exercise. 

If an old person in the study had money, he was more on 
the go, more active, did more things, and joined more 
organizations. He was less likely to be caught day-dreaming 
at home. 

Finally, the crowning touch: Those with economic inde- 
pendence received more frequent visits from their children 
and relatives than did the indigent. It was as if the chil- 
dren of the poor old folks couldn’t (Please turn the page)

At this stage of our nation’s economic evolution most of t 


_have our Old Age and Survivors Insurance—Social Security. 

Taken alone. the benefits can’t support us comfortably, but 
it provides an important financial base. 

Social Security has already wrought great changes in the 
living habits of the aged. Before Social Security fewer than 
half the persons over sixty-five lived in their own homes or 
apartments. Now more than 80 per cent have their own 
homes, independent of family and friends. 

However, more than half this housing is substandard. 
Furthermore, these homes have not been designed for the 
declining physical strength of the aged. A threshold becomes 
more dangerous than a bear trap: a bathtub worse than a 
ski-slide; high cupboards and ladders menace like gantlets. 

One investigation of housing for the aged showed that the 
rate of broken hips (a catastrophe for an old person) in 
substandard housing was significantly, higher than in a care- 
fully designed institution. This is but another example of 
the influence of money (meaning better housing) on health. 

Yet it is curious how many old people who have finally 
paid off their mortgage on the homestead stick to it long 
after they can no longer maintain it. The house they once 
loved becomes a death trap for them. 

But if you want more than simply subsistence-level living, 
you've got to do something about it. You must apply a prin- 
ciple we all learned as children but which many have forgot- 
ten: Defer current pleasure for future reward. 

In personal economics, this means reducing your standard 
of living now so that the last third of your life has meaning. 
Let me get closely personal. A few years ago, | wrote a series 
of articles on aging for my newspaper. What I learned about 
the economic plight of many of the aged left me emotionally 
drained. 

I found half the families in America headed by an old 
person had incomes of less than $1,500 a year—$30 a week. 
Only one person in twelve could count on more than $5,000 
a year. Widows, divorcees, and unmarried women were in 
the most desperate straits (and still are). With no social 
security. pension, work skills, or husband to support them, 
four out of five women live on less than $1,500 a year. 

Translated into living. these figures mean poor diet, few 
friends, no amusements, and terrible housing. Many of these 
old people get help from the city or the state to bring their 
incomes up to levels | found. They have few resources of 
their own. 

Money connects with health, not only through housing. 
but with diet as well. When a person reaches sixty-five and 
leaves employment, he struggles against loneliness and use- 
lessness. Old people like to be with other people. Death may 
have weeded out many of their friends. 

So rather than cook at home and eat alone, they wander 
to cheap restaurants. With limited fund:. they turn to high 
starch diets rather than to protein. The result is disastrous. 
In a thousand such subtle ways, lack of adequate financial 
resources batters at their health defenses. 

Ill health can destroy financial security. | found that in a 
single year one out of seven persons over sixty-five will 
suffer a chronic ailment lasting three months or more. Hos- 
pitalization today costs a minimum of $25 a day, not counting 
doctors’ fees. In the absence of health insurance or enough 
funds, the old person is quickly pauperized. And you can't 
get free medical care unless you have no money. 

Well, after learning these facts and seeing them illustrated 
in the faces and lives of countless old people [ visited, I 
asked myself: What about me? Is this what my life will be 
like? It became clear to me that Social Security plus a 
meager newspaper pension would never suffice. 

I had about 30 to 35 years of earning ahead of me. In

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A Program 


of Exercising 


for Life

e To do you any good, exercise must be vigor- 
ous, but not necessarily fast. Yet it is painful, if 
not dangerous, for a person who has been sitting 
down for ten or twenty years to start sweat-pro- 
ducing calisthenics without warning. It is just 
as foolish to try to get back into trim by several 
hot sets of tennis, an hour’s gallop on horse- 
back, or by skiing for the first time in years. 

How do you resolve this dilemma if you're go- 
ing to exercise? You start slowly. I have found 
in twelve years of teaching modern dance (this 
is a rigorous, athletic kind of dance) that a 
body of almost any age can be molded back to 
vigor, if the exercises are graded. I have medical 
opinion on my side. 

Dr. Robert Wilkins, professor of medicine at 
Boston University School of Medicine, recently 
told an audience of heart specialists that he be- 
lieved in graded exercises for everybody, start- 
ing with a little bit each day. 

Before you start on any exercise program, it’s 
a good idea to ask your doctor if you have some 
disease that-rules it out. Actually, many physi- 
cians prescribe exercises even for the most in- 
capacitating ailments, including heart disease. 

You can do the following exercises—all very 
simple—as gently or as ruggedly as you need to. 
L use them in most of my classes. Many profes- 
sional dancers, who keep fit and lithe well into 
their sixties, use them too. 

You can start them at any time of the day. My 
husband uses them to wake up in the morning. 
Some people try them in late evening and follow 
with a hot bath. The combination makes them 
sleep as if struck with a sledge hammer. Some, 
who have progressed a good way toward fitness, 
follow them with a brisk walk, a run, a swim, or 
some other vigorous activity. 

Above all, don’t try to conquer the world in 
a day. Start slowly. Follow these recommenda- 
tions for your age group: 

If yowre twenty, these exercises should give 
you no trouble. You can work this daily dozen as 
hard as you want to and get on to the variations 
as quickly as possible. But you have to keep do- 
ing them for the rest of your life; don’t start 
and stop. 

If yow’re thirty, and you haven't done anything 
with your body for ten years, it’s going to be 
painful. But in general you can work pretty hard 
with little danger. 

If youre forty, you have to take it slowly if 
youve been sitting (Pledse turn to page 113) 
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to take care of myself for about 15 years after retirement. 
Just as important, there was my wife. Looking at reality, I 
could see the statistics that show she would probably outlive 
me. Was she to be condemned to be one of those pathetic 
“unrelated females” of the statistical columns? 

After a few months of having the picture gnaw at me, I 
realized I would have to reduce my standard of current living 
by about 10 per cent, if I were to have a chance of avoiding 
the fate of so many Americans. I knew I couldn’t count on 
Federal government payments, which have always been on a 
subsistence level. 

How to handle that 10 per cent represents an expert's job. 
As an amateur you can’t predict the economics of our coun- 
try over the next 30 to 35 years, and you don’t know how to 
take care of contingencies. Just putting the money in a bank 
won't do. The best thing is to consult an investment broker, 
an estate planner, or any of the licensed persons who can 
help you set up your economic future. But you must start 
early by deferring some happy things you can do with your 
money now. 

The next thing I did was to buy a kind of health insurance 
to protect my financial resources against a long, catastrophic 
illness. It’s called major medical insurance. For a modest 
premium, it will pay all your medical bills up to $10,000 or 
$15,000. The company can do this because it is a deductible 
policy. i.e. you pay the whole bill on minor illness up to any 
amount you name: $500, $750, or $1,000. Unfortunately, 
you can’t buy this insurance too cheaply beyond the age of 
sixty-five now, but several companies and the Federal govern- 
ment are moving to make this possible. You can see that to

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prepare the economic ground for the last third of your life, 
you have to start early. 

The same principle applies to health. After having neg- 
lected your body for sixty-five years, you suddenly can’t go 
on a health kick and expect it to pay off. 

In the article on diet in this issue, we outline what science 
has in store for you in the coming years. Thinking about the 
older years, let’s recapitulate the important points: 

First, obesity. The folk saying: “You never see a fat old 
man,’ has a basis of truth. A recent investigation of 5.000,000 
Americans by the Society of Actuaries demonstrated that 
even a modest dab of overweight—five pounds—bears a 
lethal barb. It’s the wiry men and women who survive. 

Next, there is the kind of food you eat. In general, the rec- 
ommendations go toward low fat (low animal fat) diets to 
protect against the scourge of old age—atherosclerosis, the 
disease that clogs your arteries; and to high variety diets to 
give you the vitamins and minerals you need to maintain a 
healthy body. 

Such a pattern of eating may be one of the keys to the bet- 
ter health of the richer persons in Dr. Kutner’s study. With 
more money they could afford more variety. In general, they 
had more education, too, and understood the eating problem. 

But eating habits start early. One scientific study shows 
that the way we eat as children carries over into adulthood. 
If you stuff your children now, they will stuff themselves as 
adults. Pediatricians are beginning to realize that the fat 
child is not necessarily the healthy one. 

And once ingrained, food choices are hard to change. A 
vegetarian in India will be nauseated by meat. If you’ve been 
drinking whole milk all your life, you'll find skim milk 
(which is much better for adults) watery. To change your 
pattern takes determination and will. You'll be surprised how 
good-tasting some of these good-for-you foods are, once you 
get rid of your prejudices. 

In the future, scientific research will reveal the best diet 
for the aging body. At the moment informed nutritionists 
believe that high-protein, high-vitamin foods make up for 
the declining reparative powers of the old. 

Actually, scientists know little about the biology of aging. 
Why does your body grow old? What actually happens to 
your organs, your cells? Does their chemistry change as a 
result of passing time or because they have suffered from an 
outrageous biological fortune? Nobody knows. 

Nobody knows either why we live as long as we do. The 
biological limit is 100 years for humans. Practically no one 
lives beyond that age. Interestingly enough, all the big gains 
in prolongation of life have been made during our early 
years through conquest of infections. 

At the age of ten or twenty your chances of living to sixty- 
five are two to three times better than they were for your 
grandfather at the same age. But the chances of living 20 
years more after reaching sixty-five are but slightly improved. 
But we are in a period of deep searching right now, which 
may cross us over the age frontier. 

As far as fitness goes, you make the greatest gains when 
you are young. You set the pattern of your physical activity 
young, and the pay-off is in old age. Some scientific investi- 
gations show that life-long, vigorous exercise can prolong life 
in animals. At the very least, such work-outs can make you 
look good and feel good. 

Dr. Ancel Keys, of the University of Minnesota, suggests

How to prevent deterioration

@ Many of us build dream castles without giving thought to 
the real needs of our later years. Or we may hopefully assume 
that we will somehow go on living where and as we are 
without realizing that our present environment may not 
answer our future needs, nor enable us to live at our optimum 
level of activity. 

But, just as we plan financially, we can plan environ- 
mentally to build resources upon which we may draw in our 
later years. It is possible to build an environment that 
will nourish and sustain us in body, mind, and spirit and 
help to retard our deterioration. 

This house, designed by Charles Montooth, Taliesin As- 
sociated Architects, demonstrates the qualities that such an 
environment might desirably have. 

The rapid pace of present-day living, with its stresses 
and strains, wears us down physically and spiritually. The 
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environment in which we live can, and should, help to restore 
us. It should lift our spirits. 

Nothing accomplishes this so easily as a spiritually re- 
warding view. It is not without reason that philosophers 
have generally sought out high places in which to spend 
their time. Height makes for a certain serenity and detach- 
ment. It fosters a philosophic point of view. Life is seen 
in clear perspective. Trivial events are seen in their true 
proportions in relation to more important things. 

As a person grows older, he may have a tendency to turn 
in upon himself. For this reason older people should not 
be boxed up in little cells but should live in an environ- 
ment that is outgoing and that will encourage them to be 
outgoing also, to develop interests outside themselves. 

This house has this quality. It is open; it faces out- 
ward. But it is not so open that (Please turn the page)

whatever benefits of mind and spirit are gained are negated 
by an unnecessary over-exposure. 

This house gives the occupant an open and direct relation 
with the outside; it also gives him a secure sense of shelter. 
He is not exposed on all sides. There is a quality of en- 
circling embrace in the form of the house. Just as it nestles 
back against the hill, so the inhabitant can nestle within the 
house. He is not vulnerable to attack from all sides; he has 
something to back up to. This can be psychologically 
reassuring. 

A person needs many kinds of nourishment, including 
the often-forgotten aesthetic. He needs to feast his eyes, to 
feed on pure pleasure. 

This house offers such a feast; it is visually rewarding. 
It offers a rich interplay of forms, lines, and textures, and 
of light and shade. Every detail of it invites discovery. 
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Because its plan is based upon the circle and ares of 
circles, the spaces inside and out have a rich variation in 
aspect. As one moves about in a rectangular space, he has a 
fixed impression of its size and shape. In a curved space 
one may receive a changing series of impressions. This qual- 
ity of change gives a sense of vitality and liveliness. 

The mirror mural in the dining area has this quality in an 
almost two-dimensional medium. With colored mirror as the 
basic material, light and reflection become important ele 
ments in the design. These give it an almost infinite numbei 
of aspecis. What it appears to be depends upon where one 
stands, the time of the day, the season of the year, the 
particular quality of the light, etc. 

A house in which one may spend a great deal of time 
should have this capacity to intrigue one’s interest.

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The mirror mural above the sideboard, a feature of the dining 
area designed and executed by Eugene Masselink, of Taliesin 
Associated Architects, complements the visually rewarding 
qualities of the house. A yariation played upon the circular 
motif, the abstract pattern captures in essence the vivid 
color and exuberant forms of the bougainvillaea growing in 
the walled court outside. Note how the concrete-block wall, 


seen through the glass, is made an integral part of the pat- 


tern. The mural, a lively kind of eye-musie haying no lit- 
teral implications, echoes and heightens the design motif 
of the house. Its over-all effect is like rich brocade. 





The vital quality of change in the mural be- 
comes evident when it is seen from different 
positions and under varying light conditions. 
In the photo at right, taken in the afternoon 
when the sun reaches far into the room, the 
areas of gold leaf, appearing to reflect more 
light, are the dominant element in the design. 


The quality of change in the mural results from the reflective 


nature of its basic material; the background is a warm-tinted

At this time of day other parts of the design become important. 
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This view of a small portion of the 
garden indicates its rewarding 
qualities.

The rich con- 
trast of color and form in stones 
and plants offers numerous sources 


of pleasure. A close-up study re- 


veals new discoveries and delights. 








In this view from the living room, across the terrace and 
toward the master bedroom, one senses the protective quality 
of the design. The occupants are embraced by its encirciing 
gesture. This alse gives the garden a more intimate and in- 
tegral relation to the interior. There is a certain pleasure, 
as well as a sense of security, in being able to look at a 
part of the exterior of your house and still be within it.

The living room, although open on one side to the garden, 
has a quality of protective snugness suggested by the inward 
curve of the wall back of built-in couch (photo left). This 
quality is augmented by the bold strength and simplicity of 
the fireplace mass. The high windows above the seat, a sec- 
ondary source, balance the light, preventing glare, but do not 
lessen sense of security. Integrally-colored concrete masonry 
walls require litthe maintenance. 





An unobtrusive cabinet, seen at the right of the fireplace 
in the photes of the living room on the opposite page, neatly 
organizes potential clutter behind its multi-fold, piano-hinged 
doors. At the bottom is ample storage space for firewood. 
Above it, at counter height, are the television set, a record 
player, and a tape deck. Above these, at eye level, are an 
AM-FM radio tuner and an amplifier. Speakers for all of the 
units are behind the wood-louvered grille at the top. 


A bar is conveniently located in 
the passage (seen near the center 
of upper left photo) that leads 
from the entrance hall to the liv- 
ing room. Directly opposite bar 
are doors opening to the terrace. 
Back of it is the kitehen. Narrow, 
louvered-panel doors, hinged like 
a screen, close it from view when 
desired (photo right). Glassware 
is stored in the upper cabinets. 
A small sink is at right in the 
counter. Below it is liquor stor- 
age, with a refrigerator at left. 
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When the entrance doors are open, visual “‘stepping stones,” 
cireles of marble set flush with the concrete floor, invite 
movement through the entrance hall (photos at top of oppo- 
site page), across the terrace, and to the garden (photo at 
right) to enjoy the compelling view of desert and mountains. 
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The motif of the house is used in many ways to create har- 
monious overtones giving richness to the whole. It is echoed 
in the cast broaze medallion and handles on the entrance 
doors (photo at left and in detail above at left). It appears in 
the Japanese sword guard (above right) adapted for use as an 
escutcheon for the doorbell push button. There is a pleasure 
in this tightly co-ordinated theme of ares and circles. This 
organic oneness produces a sense of order and rightness and, 
in turn, a sense of well-being in the occupant. It provides 
him with a sense of being snugly enclosed in a careful skein 
of thoughtfulness, an asset valued in a person’s later years. 








The play of light and shadow upon the forms of the house 
produces a rich interplay of ares, an elaboration of the basic 
motif of the house design. Even the shadow cast by the roof 
upon the terrace and lawn creates a continuously changing 


pattern made up of the overlay and intersection of circles. 


In the entrance hall the circle, the basic theme giving unity 
to the house, is reflected in the floor pattern, in the semi- 
circular planting area, and in the brass sphere of the light 
fixture and its pierced pattern of swirling lines. The pas- 
sage, visible at right of photo and leading to the living room, 


is shown in detail in photos at the top of page 81.

In this view toward the liv- 
ing room from the opposite 
side of the garden court, one 
“sees the over-all form of the 
house and its theme, which 
is the interplay of circular 
elements: the pool in the 
foreground. the protective 
encircling cove formed by 
the bedroom wing, the domi- 
nant form of the higher livy- 
ing room roof, the dotted 
line along the lower edge of 
the roof fascia, the terminal 
mass of the cylinder that is 
the living room fireplace. 
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This mirror-lined alcove in the entrance hal! is formed by 
the coat closets on either side. In its fuli-length mirrors a 
guest can check his over-all appearance, arriving or leaying. 
The shelf with drawers serves as a vanity for guests, as a 
telephone desk, and as a place for family reminders.

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We Calmed 


Most families who need sound-conditioning 
don’t realize it. They are just irritated and 
unhappy. We finally discovered the villain— 
noise—and took a giant step to eliminate it 

@ Our house had a bad sound. It sounded cold, un-pro- 
tective, non-sheltering. This is not the kind of thing you 


notice right away. It creeps up on you. At first, all I knew 
it looked all right but it didn’t feel right. Here I had 





was 





bought a house—a house of my own! According to all the 
books, it should have given me a big thrill, a sense of well- 
being, of security. But it didn’t. To me it was just an invest- 
ment, or rather, a mortgage. I couldn’t see that it gave us 
anything we couldn't have had cheaper in a motel. 

Gradually it became clear to us that the trouble was the 
noise—not so much the volume as the quality. All sounds 
were harsh and shrill. Conversation often sounded like argu- 
ment, and argument sounded angry. An element of irritation 
crept into everything. 

I would sit in the “breafast nook” and hear my wife 
banging the pots and pans around rather viciously. “What 
is the matter?” I would think. “Is she angry? Have I done 
something?” But it wasn’t that at all. It was simply the 
sound-quality of the house. 

The reasons were the usual ones—an open plan, much 
glass, comparatively light and non-stuffed furniture. On 
top of that, we had an extra problem—a ceramic tile floor 
throughout. It contains the radiant heating ducts. It is nice 
to look at, pleasant to walk on, easy to clean, spill-proof, 
child-preof, easy to live with. It is, in itself, beautifully 
quiet because it is solid. When you walk on it, nothing 
shakes or thumps or drums. But the hard surface of this 
floor did not absorb any sound. Rugs would have helped, but 
like most people with the combination of a heated floor and 
children, we wanted few rugs. To cover the floor would have 
undone its most important advantages. We did have heavy 
draperies, which was about as far as we could go. So we 
decided to “put a carpet on the ceiling”’—i.e., to put in a 
“sound-proof ceiling,” and started investigating. 


Pes thing we learned—don’t say “sound-proof” ceiling. 
Say “sound-absorbing.” please. The experts will correct 
you every time with a pained expression. An acoustical ceil- 
ing is not sound-proof: it cannot keep outside noises from 
coming in. It can only doctor the noise-action inside the 
house. The word “sound-proof” has misled people. We were 
told about one case. A school board specified acoustic ma- 
terial on walls and ceiling of a new school. When it was done, 
they found it calmed down the din inside a classroom, only 
to make the voice of the teacher next door come through all 
the more clearly. That’s what you get if you use words wrong, 
and that’s what the acoustics people are anxious to avoid. 

We accepted the correction and are hereby handing it on. 
But on the facts we were right; an acoustic ceiling was 
just what we needed. We knew that our problem was our own 
homemade din, not noises from the outside. And we suspect 
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the same is true of most families with noise problems. 

We went to a specialist firm in this field, which also sells 
supplies to the man who wants to do it himself. We checked 
into materials—looks and prices. Like most people, we had 
thought that an acoustic ceiling must always consist of 
white squares with those characteristic little black holes 
drilled into it. We found this is no longer so. There is now 
a vast selection of materials. 

As to looks, you can get: squares with the holes scattered 
at random and in random size, which makes the ceiling 
look much less industrial and the holes less noticeable; 
squares in which the holes are really fissures (these fissures 
make the tile look like travertine, a type of limestone often 
used in buildings) ; or squares with smooth surface, without 
visible holes or fissures. 

At one time these ceiling tiles came only in white. You 
will now find, in addition, spatter-painted and printed tiles 
in a variety of colors and patterns. In some cases the design 
is used to camouflage the acoustical holes; in other cases 
it is merely for decoration. Color-patterned tiles have to 
be used with great care or they will create too much dis- 
traction in the room. 


s to material, acoustic “tiles” are made of wood fiber, 
AN asbestos, fiber glass, cork, and “bagasse” (sugar cane 
after the juice has been squeezed out of it). You can also 
get a metal surface (with holes) which hides the sound- 
absorbing fluff and can be washed and painted; also fiber 
glass covered with a plastic membrane which can be washed. 

As to shape, the most-used is the foot-square tile, though 
there is a 16” square and a 12” x 24” size. You can also 
get sound-absorbing plaster. So there is a great variety. 
However, you cannot get all types of surfaces in all kinds 
of materials at all price levels. Prices vary from 18 cents 
to 60 cents a square foot. 

And not all sound-absorbing materials are equally effec- 
tive. Any one material does not absorb high-pitched and 
low-pitched noises equally well. Materials also differ in their 
capacity to absorb noises coming at them squarely and 
noises, that come at an angle. It gets quite complicated and 
full of fine points. The industry uses a simplified rating 
system which averages out these finer points and is for all 
practical purposes the measure of effectiveness. The rating 
of each material on the market is published in technical 
handbooks, and no fooling or fast talk can change it. The 
rating indicates the percentage of incoming sound energy 
that the material absorbs instead of bouncing it back into 
the room. Absorption rates are as high as 90 per cent, as low 
as you please. Almost any wall or ceiling material has some 
sound absorption; even glass, for example, absorbs 5 per 
cent. Some materials that are not usually called “acoustical” 
have a quite noticeable quieting effect. Wood paneling, for 
instance, is more sound-damping than plaster or glass; some 
wall boards more than wood paneling. There are also some 
materials that look more sound-absorbing than they are. For 
instance, ordinary ceiling tile is sometimes made to look 
“acoustical” by simply covering it with paper on which the 
traditional holes have been printed as black dots. 

Out of this array of materials we got “Forestone.” It is 
a wood product, made by the Simpson Logging Company of 
Seattle. It is not fireproof, but has a “fire-resistant finish,” 
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Our [louse Down 


a paint which has a 20-minute fire rating. As the rest of By WOLFGANG LANGEWIESCHE 
our house is plain wood, this was safe enough. It’s white 
with a slight tinge of wood color and seemed to go with our 
ceramic tile floors, which are brown. Its surface is “traver- 
tine,” with fissure-like holes that absorb the sound the 
way a blotter absorbs water. It is repaintable. It’s rated 55 
to 75 per cent sound-absorbing, depending upon the thick- 
ness chosen and how it is installed—enough to put the house 
way over on the quiet side. Its price was about 25 cents a 
square foot—a lot of quiet for the money. 


he labor costs extra, of course. And the economics of 
sound-conditioning, just like the economics of every- 
thing else to do with building, revolve mostly around the 
labor cost. There are two methods of putting up acoustic tile. 

One is recommended for do-it-yourself, for the neighbor- 
hood painter, carpenter, paperhanger, who has no previous 
experience with acoustic tile, and for the job of applying 
acoustic material at the time the house is built. First you 
nail furring strips against the existing ceiling or over new 
ceiling rafters (thickness of strips will depend upon condi- 
tion of ceiling or width of space to be spanned). Next, you 
staple the tiles against the furring strips. The tile comes 
with joints cleverly designed so that the overlap of one 
piece hides the staples of the other. 

The other method is used to fix acoustic ceiling tiles 
to an existing ceiling, most likely plaster, provided the 
ceiling is sound and level. 

It is recommended primarily for professionals. They use 
single tiles, one-foot-square each, and glue each tile against 
the existing ceiling with four globs of a special glue. 

Common to both methods is that the tile floats free, 
about half an inch away from the ceiling, fixed only at a 
few points. This is essential. The whole tile has to flex 
a little to absorb the lower sound vibration, while the holes 





and fissures take care of the more high-pitched noises.

Our work was done by two skilled specialists, using the 
glue method. It was interesting to watch them work. They 
would start in the middle of each room and work outward 
toward the edges. This is one of the tricks of the trade. 
The area of tile would grow very quickly and seemingly 
without effort until it approached the edges. Then would 
come the job of cutting tiles to fit into the remaining gap. 
and this took even those highly-skilled men much time. 
Watching them work, you could see some economic facts 
about sound-conditioning: 


¢ A small room is proportionately more expensive to 
treat than a big one. This is because of a mathe- 
matical law: the smaller the area, the bigger, in 
proportion, the edge. 


e A room of complicated shape, with nooks, ells, etc., 
is more expensive to treat than one of simple shape. 


© Sound conditioning is cheapest to do at the time the

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Every Room Has a Sound 


@ Every room has a sound, just as it has a scent, a feel of 
warmth or coolness, a degree of lightness or darkness. And 
how we “like it” in a room depends perhaps more on its 
sound, along with its scent, warmth, light, than it does on the 
right proportions, harmony of colors, “taste.” Before the 
cultivated mind has a chance to respond to those photo- 
graphable aspects of architecture, the human animal has 
already responded to these other, deeper ones and has 
decided: “This is a good cave.” or, “Let me out of here.” 

How can a room have a sound? Go into a cathedral. The 
sound reverberates. A quick sharp noise, such as a footstep 
or a cough, echoes back and forth the length of the building 
and becomes a long-drawn-out sound, lasting a whole second. 
Before it ceases. some new sound comes, so that the whole 
space is filled with a mysterious life. 

The same effect exists to some degree in every room. 
Reverberation prolongs every sound by a little time called 
the “reverberation time.” When you clap your hands, the 
sharp crack takes a little time to die down—perhaps a tenth 
of a second, perhaps even less, but a noticeable time. Jt 
sounds a little like the twang of a guitar string. Those are 
the echoes jumping back and forth between wall and wall, 
between floor and ceiling. and gradually diminishing. This 
can be most clearly heard in an empty room, before draper- 
ies, rugs and furniture are in. But it also shows up in 
kitchens and in many other rooms. 

This is one way the sound of a room can be pleasant or 
unpleasant. A long reverberation time is good in a cathedral 
because we consider it proper. A church with a living-room 
sound—no reverberation at all—would seem unchurchlike 
to us, and almost indecent. The experts want some reverbera- 
tion in a concert hall, a little reverberation even in a lecture 
hall. But in a living room or a kitchen it only makes life 
hard. It blurs all speech. People don’t understand one an- 
other. The machines sound louder, and their sounds seem to 
come from everywhere. People raise their voices to out-shout 
the machines and each other. 

In a house, the less reverberation the better. True, there’s 
such a thing as a room that is too muffled. Radio studios and 
such have so-called an-echoic chambers—rooms with no echo 
at all. It’s a bit eerie. It is itself a sort of sound. But to pro- 
duce such a room takes very special engineering, materials, 
design. There is no chance that an ordinary living room will 
turn out to be too quiet. 

There is a second sound-effect to rooms: resonance. If you 
have two pianos in one room and hit one key on one piano, 
the corresponding string will begin to vibrate on the other 
piano, as if you had hit the same key on it. That’s resonance 
in its pure form. 

In its legendary form, resonance means that the great 
singer could break a wine glass simply with his voice. He 
sang a note that made the glass vibrate until it broke. 

In a rougher form, resonance is known to everybody. 
Every time a piano or a radio hits a certain note, something 
rattles, say a plate or a window pane. And in still rougher 
form, the same thing happens in every room. Hold a seashell 
to your ear, and you can plainly hear a rushing, hissing 
sound. Children say you can hear the ocean! This is reso- 
nance. Of course. the little chamber does not make the sound, 
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it merely selects the sound. Many sounds surround us— 
traffic, conversation, radios, machines, dog barks, airplanes, 
wind noises; even the rush of our own blood makes a noise! 
Out of this welter of random sounds, any enclosed chamber 
picks up certain notes and magnifies them while it suppresses 
other notes. That’s resonance. The same effect also goes into 
making the sound of a cathedral. Not only are short noises 
—the footstep, the cough, the word—made long by rever- 
beration, they also are all made to sound somewhat alike 
by resonance. Every room responds more strongly to a cer- 
tain note, to noises of a certain pitch than to others. For 
instance, a room with lots of glass has a high sound— 
conversation and music tend to sound shrill. Open the win- 
dows, or draw curtains across them, and the pitch is lower. 
This is why the hi-fi expert adjusts his bass and treble 
differently in every room: One room favors the high notes, 
another kills them. And through this too, every room works 
on us all the time we are in it. 

How can the sound quality of a house be so important? 
It’s not because noise is unbearable as in a boiler factory. 
Even so, it’s partly because noise interferes with conversa- 
tion. People usually don’t realize this. They just strain a 
little more, speak with strained voices, listen with strained 
expressions. The strain is there. But mostly, noise is im- 
portant because noise (along with scent and warmth and 
light) acts directly on the soul, by-passing the intellect. 

Darkness scares children. There are states of mind that 
“cannot stand the light of day.” Heat or cold affect your 
posture (both physical and mental). the whole style of your 
mind and your work, your taste. Smells evoke memories and 
moods. Noise has an affinity for fear. It is nature’s scaring 
device and alarm signal. Where there is fear, noise triggers 
it off; or call it anxiety, worry, concern, tension—there’s lots 
of it around nowadays. Our life is less secure than it used to 
he. Fifty years ago, the world seemed solid as a rock. Now 
we are surrounded by dangerous uncertainties, from the 
atom bomb to the stock market to the way our children 
drive the car. We live at a high risk; at least we have a feel- 
ing of doing so. And in this mental state, each bang, each 
squeak, each shrilling of the phone takes on a meaning of 
alarm: What does the world want now? What new demand 
will now be made on our time, our pocketbook, our energy, 
our self-control? 

During the same 50-year period, the sound of houses prob- 
ably has become louder and nastier for the following rea- 
sons: 


Many new sources of noise 


Radio, TV, dishwasher, washing machine, drier, blender 
—each with its own rumble or screech. Airplanes, cars, 
diesel trucks, diesel trains, children (whom we don’t 
squelch as children used to be squelched). And simply 
more people. 

Bigger windows: Uncurtained glass makes a nasty rever- 
beration, stressing the shrill notes. Without “glass cur- 
tains” our voices bounce back from the naked glass. 

Less massive furniture: The bulky and _ over-stuffed 
sofas and chairs of an earlier era absorbed more sound 
than our present streamlined style does.

Open Plan: The “cooking-dining area” means in ef- 
fect that we now eat in the kitchen; we live with clattering 
dishes and a lot of new machines, and we want quiet. 


How can we get it? Practically only by sound absorption. 
The sound wave that hits your wall, ceiling. or floor must be 
largely absorbed, rather than thrown back into the room. 


What will absorb sound-waves? 


Rugs: Twice as effective if heavy and on a felt or rubber 
underlay. 

Draperies: Twice as effective if heavy, and twice as 
effective again if actually drawn. A thin membrane (a cur- 
tain) floating a few inches away from a rigid surface (a 
wall or windowpane) is a powerful sound-damping de- 
vice. Wall-to-wall draperies are therefore effective in the 
daytime also. Even ruffles are good for sound absorption 
because they mean there are in effect several membranes 
floating at different distances away from the wall. 

Furniture: Or rather, the upholstered type. 

An open window: The sound that goes out the window 
won't come back! 

Special materials: Sound-absorbing materials applied 
to walls and especially to ceilings. This is the businesslike 
way of going after noise. The best known form of this is 
the acoustic tile with a lot of small holes drilled in it. The 
principle of all of them is the same. Each sound-wave, 
instead of bouncing back from a solid surface, penetrates 
into a spongy, fluffy mass and loses itself in the tiny air 
channels inside. With sensitive instruments it can be 
shown in the laboratory that the sound-energy is converted 
into heat inside the acoustic material! 

This is a new thing—acoustic material. That is to say, it’s 
been around less than 30 years. The world generally takes 
about 30 years to really catch on to something new and 
really put it to use. It is now time we faced it—modern life 
in modern houses requires conscious attention to sound 
absorption. It practically requires the use of some acoustic 
material. Much of the strain of modern life is due to the poor 
noise control we have. And this includes both office life and 
family life. 

But now a caution: An acoustic ceiling, rugs, draperies do 
not keep out noises that come in from the outside through 
walls or ceilings or through windows, They do not keep out 
traffic noise, neighbor noise, radios from another house or 
another room. You might have acoustic material on a parti- 
tion and still hear everything that’s said in the adjoining 
room. Sound-absorbing material does not keep outside noise 
from coming in; it only conditions the sound generated 
inside. To keep outside noise out is a separate problem, re- 
quiring a separate campaign. 

Many noises can be softened at the source. You can put 
washing machines, radios, etc. on rubber or felt pads. You 
can make a washing machine much quieter by leveling it 
precisely with a carpenter’s level. It then rattles much less. 
You can block traffic noises and neighbor noises by planting 
or fences or waterfalls. More can be done along these lines 
than people think. 

To convince yourself, drive along a residential street with 
the window of your car open and listen to the noise of your 
own car. Every time you pass a wall or a fence, you hear 
yourself louder because the sound is thrown back toward 
you. And this extra noise, caused by the wall or fence is, of 
course, noise the people in the (Please turn to page 105)

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@ Sometimes I think we’re headed toward a national neuro- 
sis over food. We’re in a perfect set-up for it. On one side, 
national health authorities, predicting heart attacks and 
early death, urge us to lose weight, to cut down on calories 
and to stop “living off the fat of the land.” 

Tearing at us from the other side, pictures of luscious 
cakes and fat-filled dishes, made up of nothing but calories, 
pop out of nearly every magazine and newspaper you lay 
your hands on these days. In restaurants, you face an end- 
less Roman table of rich food. (Ever try to order a piece of 
plain fruit for dessert?) And at home, your spouse—proud 
of her achievement—urges you to have another helping of 
1,000-calorie-per-portion, irresistible Beef Stroganoff (made 
with pure cream, if it’s any good). 


Thus we are caught between delight and desire to live. In 
the coming decade, our nutritional quandary may deepen as 
scientists uncover facts to revolutionize American food fash- 
ions. The current drive to reduce calories in the midst of 
man’s greatest food abundances merely signals more drastic 
food changes to come. 

Just as America learned about balanced diets a generation 
ago, we'll have to learn to handle fats in our food. We'll 
have to master new methods of food preparation to preserve 
essential nutriments. We may even be required to tailor our 
meals to each member of our families because of individual 
nutrition needs. 

Simultaneously, food technology—freezing, 
breeding, flavor control—will load our tables with the great- 
est assortment of foods in the history of mankind. And we'll 
have to develop self-discipline to take advantage of them, to 
live our lives to the full. 

As scientists plunge ahead, you will be called on to make 
more and more responsible choices of food and to carry out 
that responsibility in your kitchen (if that’s your job) or 
when you order food in a restaurant. If you shirk this duty. 


storage, 


you may slice years off your (or your family’s) life and 
shrink efficiency. You may grind out your daily existence 
within an old-fashioned and pallid style of living. 


As I see it, the new frontiers of knowledge in food will 
challenge you to get the fewest necessary calories while 
achieving precise control of nutrition, the greatest food 
variety, and the peak of gourmet thrills. Can you do it? 
Will you meet this responsibility the scientists are going to 
put on you? 

Nutrition researchers have discovered that our individual 
food requirements may be as different as our faces. If you 
were to measure the chemicals in your blood and mine, you 
would find them different in a dozen different ways. Our 
skin composition differs; so do our bones, our teeth, and 
eyes. Scientists have now discovered half-a-dozen ailments 
whose outcome depends on unique dietary requirements. 

At the moment we do not know what you, an apparently 
healthy individual, need in special foods to fit your bio- 
chemical individuality. Dr. Roger Williams, a professor of 
biochemistry at the University of Texas and one who has 
been emphasizing this individualized aspect of the human 
animal, believes, for example, that the dividing line between 
alcoholism and normal drinking in certain persons is drawn 





by a lack of specific vitamins. Somehow, he says, the poten- 
tial alcoholic needs more of those specific vitamins to avoid 
alcoholism. 

Most of the dietary peculiarities will probably turn out 
to be hereditary—you were born with them. Others you ac- 
quire from a lifetime of eating habits; still others from your 
way of life. Who knows precisely? The information is just 
coming in. It may change your food habits overnight. 

In the future, the housewife may have to know the special 
dietary needs of each member of her family. Perhaps she 
will have to prepare different meals for each, or significant 
variations of a single meal. Chemists may help her by 
supplying needed chemicals to add, just as they now give 
her vitamin pills. But they can’t help when there is some- 
thing to be left out—like fats, for example. 

Many homemakers know which of their children have 
allergies to eggs, chocolate, wheat, or other foods. This is 
just one area of dietary specificity. In the future, the number 
of areas may be a dozen. 

We already know one place where we stick to dietary 
individuality. The amount of food we eat varies enormously 
from person to person. Our calorie needs depend on our 
inherited build, our daily physical activity and, less im- 
portantly, on the rate at which we burn food in our resting 
state—our thyroid gland control. 

If I want to stay at my present weight (156 pounds) for 
my height (5 feet 10 inches) in my present occupation (a 
typewriter cowboy with a chair for a saddle), I should eat 
no more than 2,200 calories a day. 

My wife (102 pounds, slightly under 5 feet, and a dancer) 
starts adding fat if she eats more than 1,200 calories a day. 

This information about caloric individuality has been 
known for years. Indeed, many persons know it intuitively. 
Yet not one person in ten knows his true caloric require- 
ments, and even fewer apply the knowledge in their daily 
lives. 

The result has been a national epidemic of obesity with 
its accompanying heart attacks, diabetes, and other ills. Cer- 
tainly, the current fashion in food has not helped: high 
calorie cakes, fatty meats, plenty of cream and butter, snack 
restaurants for pizza pies and cheeseburgers, a teen-age fad 
for malts. 

To me, a mere male, it seems that cookery, as opposed to 
cuisine, has degenerated in America into a race to pack the 
most calories into each ounce of food. I confess, however. 
that if you lay a nesselrode whip cream cake (500 calories 
per slice) before me, I devour it. And then guilt washes over 
me in tidal waves. 


It will be no wonder that we thin men, who harbor fat 
men locked up inside us screaming to get out, will end up 
as food neurotics. The current preoccupation with foods 
tempts us. but the national health authorities threaten us 
with early death if we eat too much. (Sometimes. the same 
publication will feature an article on “How I Lost 150 
Pounds in Three Months” back to back with a new method of 
frying cheeseburgers in flooded butter.) 

For us poor guys, the future looks grim unless the fashion 
in cuisine turns the other way: low-calorie dishes with a 
gourmet fiavor. We know that the only way to lose weight

is to know our individual calorie requirements and to stick 
to them. You simply have to count calories—true calories, 
not the so-called “portions” of the fad reducing diets. 

Of course, many obese persons don't find weight reduc- 
tion so simple. The mystery of appetite still awaits com- 
plete scientific revelation. However, in recent years, scientists 
have discovered many facts about appetite to help you. 


First, food itself produces appetite. The more you eat, 
the more you want to eat. Mainly, hunger is in your blood 
and your head rather than in your stomach (although your 
stomach plays a part). In your brain, there is a clump of 
nerves that samples your blood for sugar and other ingre- 
dients. When the level of blood sugar (Please turn the page)

falls, the nerves signal: hunger. Some scientists call it the 
“appestat,” a word akin to thermostat—a heat regulator. 
When you eat more calories, then you turn up your “ap- 
pestat.”” 

If a reducing diet is to be successful, it should aim at 
appestat-retraining, teaching that little group of nerves to 
accept a lower calorie regime as you grow older. In some 
cases this takes months. 

Now you can see why crash diets so often fail. Sure you 
can lose weight with them, but since you did it in a few 
weeks, your appestat hasn’t had a chance to be retrained. 
You go back to your old gorging habits. 

Dr. Norman Jolliffe. head of New York City’s Bureau of 
Nutrition, one of the exponents of this idea, discovered 
that a small glass of orange juice taken an hour before meals 
helps control appetite. It can prevent you from grabbing 


that extra slice of bread. 


In recent years, the role of exercise has come to be appre- 
ciated as an appetite controller. While it is certainly true 
that exercise alone won’t melt fat, for many persons the key 
to slimming may be vigorous physical activity. 

Dr. Jean Mayer, of the Harvard School of Public Health, 
performed the following experiment on mice. In all cases 
the animals could eat as much or as little as they wished. 
But some were confined to a sedentary life, restricted in 
their movements around their cages. Others were exercised 
on treadmills up to eight hours a day. 

The sedentary rodents grew fat while eating large quanti- 
ties of food. The vigorously exercised animals also ate vor- 
aciously, but the running they did burned up the excess 
calories, and they remained lean and muscular. They ate just 
enough to keep pace with what they needed. 

For those animals moderately exercised—about a half 
hour a day—food intake stayed at a minimum. They re- 
mained thinner than their sedentary littermates, but not as 
muscular as their athletic brothers. 

Dr. Mayer, a former handball enthusiast now too much 
taken to chairs by his own confession, checked the animal 
experiments against human observations. He had to go to 
India to do it. The stall keepers at the bazaars, who sat all 
day, were fattest, government clerks were next, while the 
porters and laborers were thinnest. The food intake followed 
almost the same pattern as that of the caged rodents. 

“But the minute I finish a game of tennis, I’m terribly 
hungry,” cries the poor soul who thinks one tennis match a 
year is exercise. To be a help in controlling appetite, exer- 
cise must be taken every day and in big doses. 

Dr. Ancel Keys, a nutritionist of the University of Min- 
nesota, believes that to be effective exercise should burn up 
about 2,000 calories a week. Again, we come to your per- 
sonal responsibility. 


The amount you consume in exercise depends on your 
weight. You can see this easily. A big arm is going to cost 
you more energy to lift than a small arm. For an adult weigh- 
ing about 150 pounds, an hour of brisk walking—over three 
miles an hour—will burn up 300 calories; a 100-pound 
person will burn 200 calories. 

An hour of brisk walking a day, seven days a week, will 
just about hit the 2.000 calories Dr. Keys demands, but not 
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for a 100-pound person. Of course, if the exercise is more 
vigorous—say swimming, tennis, or running—you can cut 
the time in half. If you haven’t wiggled a muscle in years, 
start out slowly, keep building up the amount, and keep it 
going long after you've reduced. (Try our exercises, page 69.) 
Again, you have the responsibility to organize your life 
to get this exercise if you are in a sedentary occupation. If 
you take advantage of the scientific data now building up. 
the chances are (no guarantee yet) you'll look better, feel 
better, have more fun, and maybe even live longer. 


In the future. your responsibility for diet will deepen. 
After 30 years of propaganda, most people today know that 
to get adequate vitamins, proteins, and minerals they must 
daily eat vegetables, fruit, meat, and cereal products. 
(Whether they do or not is another question. ) 

Now we have arrived at a new crossroad in diet discrimina- 
tion: fats. Scientific research on food fats has reached a 
crescendo and is still rising. We seem to be just at the brink 
of discovering the exact link between fats and atherosclerosis, 
the artery ailment in which fatty deposits, like scale in an 
old water pipe, clog up blood vessels. If such a plug enters 
the coronary artery that feeds blood to your heart muscle, 
you are in danger of a heart attack. 

This new and growing information involves cholesterol, a 
fatty material found in your blood and essential to life. 
Your body makes many chemicals from cholesterol, including 
hormones. Your tissues also manufacture loads of cholesterol 
even if-you don’t eat any. The amount of cholesterol in your 
blood is merely a signal of what your body is doing with 
fats in general. 


The story also involves two kinds of fats, typed as satu- 
rated and unsaturated. These are but chemical terms to 
describe the fatty molecules. By and large, vegetable. fish, 
and chicken fats are unsaturated; beef, pork, sheep, and milk 
fats are saturated. You can recognize unsaturated fats, 
although there are exceptions, because they are liquid at 
room temperature. 

The following statements show how tantalizingly close 
scientists have come to solving the riddle of fats, cholesterol, 
and heart disease. 

1. Individuals who have large amounts of cholesterol in 
their blood run an increased risk of atherosclerosis and 
heart attack. 

2. Diets high in unsaturated fats will reduce the amount 
of cholesterol in your blood. Scientists have accomplished 
this with persons on hospital-controlled diets as well as with 
ordinary men going about their daily business. 

3. A high. saturated-fat meal will increase the tendency 
of your blood to clot. In a person whose arteries are fat- 
ridden, easily clotted blood in the coronary artery could 
plug that artery and cause a heart attack. 

But there is one brush stroke missing in this pretty pic- 
ture: Will a diet high in unsaturated fats (the good ones) 
which leads to decreased blood cholesterol result in lowering 
your chances of heart attack? That test—the most crucial 
one of all—has not yet been completed. It is terribly diffi- 
cult to do. 

That’s why you hear many experts say the time is not yet 
ripe to advise the American public (Please turn to page 108) 
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ne of the major secrets of having a good 

life is never to be bored. Being bored puts 
a physical and mental strain on you that makes 
you tired, dispirited, and purposeless. You may 
not even realize you are bored. But the symptoms

‘Train Yourself to Create Beauty

® The idea that beauty is a thing apart—a special 
quality to be found only in museums or public build- 
ings or in the homes of the wealthy—is all wrong. 
Beauty should and can be a daily diet for everyone, 
for it sustains, feeds, renews, and rests. Beauty 
should be everywhere you look. Since the world 
outside the home is becoming increasingly ugly, 
scarified by thoughtless land development and ugly 
building, your home environment more than ever 
needs to be an oasis of beauty. 

Composing the possessions you see and touch in 
your daily routines so they create an aura of beauty 
is not a matter of great expense. It is more a matter 
of bringing useful objects together with a sense of 
composition, so the parts help each other, rather than 
detract from each other. It requires alertness to color 
and form. It means developing critical attitudes that 
let you grade objects and compositions on whether 
they are good, better, or best. It means really seeing 
when you look—seeing the eflect one color has on 
another, or how shininess becomes more shiny when 
seen against dullness. 

Quite apart from arranging your possessions so 
they are harmonious and serene, there is another side 
to the coin. When you do not bother to arrange the 
daily necessities so they lift each other into beautiful 
compositions, you create distracting clutter that is 
a drain on your eye and attention. The boredom and 
monotony of ugliness and confusion is just as real 
a strain as noise or hatred. 

How do you go about achieving this kind of useful 
beauty? You start by looking around your house for 
scattered possessions that would compose interestingly 
while performing functionally. Look for interesting 
objects to put to use, even though your use may be 
different from what the maker originally intended. 
Free yourself of preconceptions about what a thing 
is supposed to do. 

Organize all the functions that are going to occur 
in a single place around a theme. The theme may be 
color. Or the theme may be to hide all the variegated 
clutter of a desk in covered boxes which are then 


arranged upon a beautiful tray. 
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Using a theme for a composition quiets and unifies 
the parts. A theme makes the parts count for more, 
because they gain from each other, making the whole 
become greater than-the sum of the parts. = 

As you gain experience in creating simple composi- 
tions around a single theme, you can go on to more 
complex arrangements where several themes are being 
developed at once—a kind of decorative counterpoint. 

This kind of awareness in turn affects what you 
buy and how you choose it. You see things not alone 
and by themselves, but in the light of how they will 
look when they are brought together with what you 
now own. 

The result of this kind of shopping is a twofold 
reward: Order is effortless when you’ve made a 
handy place for everything; and what would ordi- 
narily be a routine phase of living becomes an oppor- 
tunity for association with beauty. If alertness to your 
personal needs and an awareness of how they can 
best be served goes with you everywhere, you can 
watch for that chance purchase that solves some 
specific need neatly and beautifully. 

The requirements of real life needs are the first 
consideration. But the finding of appropriate and 
appealing solutions for those needs makes it a veri- 


table treasure hunt. (Please turn to page 101)

to create beauty in your daily life 


Even the smallest circumstance in daily life can be the basis 
for beauty. Here, the solution for keeping daily medicines 
and vitamins at hand produces a charming, permanent decora- 
tion for the breakfast table. This collection of antique boxes 
on a porcelain dish go together in scale and coloring to make 
a miniature composition in blue, white, and silver. It creates 
order and delight for the eye, where otherwise there would be 
at best only a distressing miscellany of bottles and boxes. 
And, most rewarding of all, in handling these little works of 
art the act of taking a pill is elevated from just one more 
mindless gesture to a conscious moment of delight. Besides 
their prettiness and the fun in remembering where each came 
from, there is pleasure in seeing how much more charming 
they seem when they are brought together. 
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Color scheming is one of the simplest ways to bring unity and 


repose into a group of unrelated objects. For this desk top, each 
item* was chosen with three requirements equally in mind 
to serve a definite and needed function, to be appealing in itself, 
and to contribute to the build-up of the color scheme. Keeping 
everything plain or using matched accessories would accom- 
plish over-all unity, but it would lose interest. What really 
makes an arrangement count is when each object has interest 
in itself, lending variety in size, shape, and texture or pattern 
within the framework of the scene. If accessories are chosen as 
if each will be an isolated object, the accumulation may well 
result in chaotic clutter, no matter how choice or rare or costly 
the individual items may be. These desk fittings are mostly 
one-of-a-kind antiques, except for the brocade writing portfolio 
and the calendar clock; both are from Mark Cross. 
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The coffee table shown above is an example of organization for 
convenience and delight. The brass tray coordinates the com- 
ponents required here: cigarettes, matches, a small box for 
extra supplies, and a stack of ash trays to draw on. Within this 
set of needs each requirement is made into an opportunity for 
enjoying a possession.

new way to do two things at once 


Listen to the world’s great literature, 
read by skillful readers, 


while your hands are busy with routine tasks

@ Being read to by the world’s most skillful voices would 
be judged a pleasure by anybody’s scale of values. 

But when you can command these voices to read you the 
world’s great literature while you are lolling at ease or 
doing some needed task with your hands, it is a deluxe de- 
light of the first order. 

It is just beginning to dawn on many people that this is a 
way to make their precious time pay off double. For you can 
listen to these talking records while doing almost any routine 
(and therefore mindless) household task. I listened to the 
complete and unabridged “Meditations of Marcus Aurelius” 
while cooking, washing dishes, darning socks, knitting, tidy- 
ing bureau drawers, and doing my nails. And I refinished 
furniture while renewing my acquaintance with Washington 
Irving, Jonathan Swift, and H. G. Wells. 

While there’s no doubt that reading is richer, the use of 
your ears seems to give you a new perspective on a writer’s 
style. There’s no boundary and your imagination is more 
active when the seductive voice of an actor lulls you into 
the enjoyment of simply listening. Every adult who loved 
being read to as a child will also find the old story-telling 
magic creeping back over him. But if you’re visual-minded, 
you will also want to read the story that you hear. Perhaps 
this whetting of the appetite to see the printed word is 
another thing to be said in favor of talking books. 

New “talking book” records use the 16 rpm speed. A 
12-inch record gives you a full hour of listening on each 
side. A 7-inch record gives you a half hour on each side. 


At this.speed musical recordings would have distortion. But 
the human voice, confined to the lower frequencies, has no 
distortion. In the many recordings I have listened to, every 
word came clear as a bell. 

The list of titles offered at this 16 rpm speed numbers 
about 54 now available, and 36 more are in preparation. 
There are two companies producing this speed—Audio Book 
of St. Joseph, Michigan, and Libraphone of Long Branch, 
New Jersey. 

There are many other literary recordings for 33 rpm 
speeds, but few “read” full-length novels or non-fiction 
books like many of the new 16 rpms. 

These new “talking books” are not to be confused with 
the recordings issued by the Library of Congress and dis- 
tributed solely for the use of the blind. The ones we are 
talking about are for people who want to enjoy literature by 
hearing it as well as seeing it. Some of the records are 
accompanied by printed matter which you can follow as 
you listen. 


The most appealing part of all this is the undeniable 
quality of the authors. Run your eyes over this list: Plato, 
Conrad, Melville, Emerson, Thoreau, Aldous Huxley, Vir- 
ginia Woolf, Defoe, all three Sitwells, Robert Louis Steven- 
son, Faulkner, Joyce, Poe, Proust, Oscar Wilde, Boswell, 
Dickens, O. Henry, Ruskin, Maugham, S. J. Perelman, Priest- 
ley, Mark Twain, Steinbeck. Rich fare, isn’t it? 

Prose recordings not only stimulate an interest in reading 
but add a new dimension to it. Listening to the vocal build-up 
of a story is a different experience from seeing the structure 
grow in print. Spoken words have a certain freshness. Sound, 
ably expressed by a good narrator, quite often intensifies 
the author’s meaning. Images vocally stressed by an actor 
with a sensitive regard for rhetoric—Emlyn Williams read- 
ing Dickens, for instance—evoke fresh echoes from words 


you ve seen many times in print. 
When authors themselves read their prose, as do such 
masters of English diction as Somerset Maugham, Aldous 





Huxley, John Collier and the three Sitwells—Dame Edith, 
Sacheverell and Sir Osbert—and such stylists as Katherine 
Anne Porter, John Steinbeck, Truman Capote and others, 
you hear tone and rhythm vocally expressed as the writer 
intended it to be. 

So much for what good reading on records can do to enrich 
the experiences of adult listeners. 

Probably as great a beneficiary as yourself is the child 
of the family. Although 30 per cent of the total output of 
records are earmarked for children, many (such as Alice in 
Wonderland, Gulliver's Travels, Oscar Wilde’s fairy tales 
and world-wide tales) transcend the boundaries dividing 
these two worlds. 

Where a child lacks imagination to make a story sing, he 
ean learn a great deal from able narrators. Boris Karloff, 
Michael Redgrave, Carl Sandburg, or Siobhan McKenna, 
having fun with a story on a record, can provide an illuminat- 
ing experience. 

A child who has seen more words in print than he has 
heard learns correct pronunciation from records. Remember 
Alice “who hadn’t the slightest idea what Latitude was, or 
Longitude, either, but thought these were grand words to 
use?” Here’s a way to learn the meaning of words as well as 
to put them into use. 

If a poor reader follows recorded stories word for word 
on the printed page while he listens, he can help improve his 
reading ability. 

As tempting as it is to dip into the rich storehouse of 
recorded literature for the bedtime story, this is one use 
for which educators turn thumbs down. Nothing can sub- 
stitute for a live performance. Intimacy shared between the 
parent and the child during the story-telling experience builds 
a fragile bridge. But over it they can pass during pre-bedtime 
visits into each other’s world. 

A child gets the most out of a record when he shares the 
listening experience with his entire family. If the Big People 
enjoy it, he will too. If after listening, for example, to the 
Mowgli tales from The Jungle Book, he hears the Big People 
discuss India’s flesh-and-blood “wolf boy,” Ramu, he will 
fairly throb with excitement and curiosity: precious by- 
products of the listening experience. 


If your machine doesn’t have a 16 rpm speed—most 
machines do—you can get a turntable adapter. Just slide it 
over your present turntable spindle, and set at the 33 speed 
to accommodate the 16 rpm records. 

Prices of 16 rpm records of full-length books range from 
$3.95 (for three 7-inch discs with two hours of reading time) 
to $12.95 (for four 12-inch discs with eight hours of reading

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time). Compared with the $5.95 cost of just one 12-inch 
33 rpm record, playing from 40 to 60 minutes, the new 16 
rpms give you much more reading for your money. 

If you don’t want to invest very heavily, get your friends 
to join a pool and share costs and ownership. If you’d rather 
borrow or rent than buy, many public libraries have cir- 
culating record collections. Records that can’t be found at 
your public library can be rented from a commercial one. 
The Listening Library, Box 215 Long Branch, N. J., rents 
for $3 a minimum of five records for two weeks and furnishes 
a returnable carton and repackaging kit. 


Once you get into the habit of listening while working, 
youre so oblivious to tedious chores that you are willing 
to take on more of them. I can give an example from my own 
experience. With a big chest of drawers to refinish and my 
favorite fantasy, The Time Machine (H. G. Wells) to listen 
to, word for word, on a talking book, I decided to do these 
two things together to kill the tedium of the world’s most 
boring task. It worked. With my mind up in the clouds, 
journeying with the Time Traveler 800,000 years hence 
into the world of the future which Wells describes with 
words that flame like a torch, I scraped, sand-papered, 
rubbed, and painted for four uncomplaining hours. 

Now, with the availability of such spoken literature, you 
have been robbed of that old excuse about “I haven’t the 
time to read.” They’ve made the time for you.

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The Prudent Man’s Diet 


By Dr. Norman Jolliffe 


Director of the Bureau of Nutrition, N.Y.C. Department of Health:

Eprror’s Note: Dr. Norman Jolliffe is widely recognized as 
one of the leading nutritionists of our time. He is co-editor 
of the book, “Clinical Nutrition,” the basic work in the 
field, commissioned by the Food and Nutrition Board of the 
National Research Council. At one time or another Dr. Jolliffe 
has served on nearly every important nutrition study group, 
public and private. This “Prudent Man’s Diet” was designed 
for the “Anti-Coronary Club.” a group of ordinary business 
men who were generally overweight. It is adapted Jrom 
“The American Journal of Clinical Nutrition.” 


(1) Consume adequate amounts of high-grade protein at 
each meal. The sources for these include: cottage-type 
cheese, fat-free milk, chicken, turkey, veal, leaner cuts of 
beef, mutton, lamb, and pork (with the visible fat removed). 
fish, sea food, and egg whites. 

Remember there are 21 meals each week. Therefore, from 
this list, include fresh or canned fish or sea food at least 
five times each week. Do not limit yourself to the leaner 
fish but include fat fish as well, since they are good sources 
of poly-unsaturated fatty acids. Bake. broil, roast, or boil 
meats and poultry. Fish may be fried as instructed. Serve 
beef, lamb, mutton, and veal medium to well done: when 
rare, less fat drains off. When fat is required, use a high 
linoleic acid oil or an 80 per cent unaltered high linoleic 
acid margarine or cooking fat.* Use veal or fowl four meals 
each week or oftener. Use beef, lamb, mutton, or pork not 
oftener than four times each week. For the other eight meals 
use cottage-type cheese or ege whites. Unless instructed 
otherwise. you may include four egg yolks each week. You 


may also use whole milk for coffee, but otherwise restrict 
the use of milk to non-fat varieties such as fresh or re- 
constructed skim milk, fat-free buttermilk, or evaporated 
skim milk. When instructed, you may add an emulsion of 
corn oil to your skim milk. 


(2) Consume a minimum of one ounce of corn oil or its 
equivalent at the table each day exclusive of that used in 
food preparation. This may be added to milk, cereals, or 
desserts, or may be in the form of 80 per cent unaltered 
corn oil margarine used as a table spread. When fats are 
desired in cooking or baking. use corn oil or a specially 
prepared equivalent. 


(3) Do not eat the following except under unusual cir- 
cumstances: butter, ordinary (partially hydrogenated) mar- 
garine or shortenings, lard, or cream—or foods containing 
them in large amounts, such as most cakes and pastries. In 
place of buiter or margarine. use an 80 per cent unaltered 
corn oil margarine; in place of shortening, use either corn 
oil or a specially prepared 80 per cent unaltered corn oil 
margarine; in place of cream, use an emulsion of corn oil. 


(4) Balance your diet by consuming adequate amounts of 
bread, cereals, nuts, vegetables, and fruits. 


* Although many high linoleic acid oils could be used (e.g., sunflower, 
safflower, soybean, and cotton seed), Dr. Jolliffe uses corn oil ex- 
clusively in order to control the fat component of the diet as closely 
as possible. Also, corn oil is available in every grocery store and 
labeled as such, taste-tests indicate its wide acceptability, and it 
possesses a relatively high content of vegetable sterols not always 
found in other oils.

To make walls, partitions, and 
ceilings sound-tight, they must be: 
(1) heavy and (2) tight. The sound- 
stopping power of a wall goes al- 
most by the pound. It’s true that it 
is possible to build a partition that 
is both light and reasonably sound- 
proof. What you need is construc- 
tion in which the two sides of the 
wall, facing into the two adjoining 
rooms, have no rigid connection 
with each other—so that the sound 
vibrations of one side of the wall 
are not directly transmitted to the 
other side. (See drawing.) But this 
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is non-standard construction and, in 
building, anything that is non-stand- 
ard is usually expensive. 

Tightness is important because a 
small crack or hole lets in almost as 


much noise as a big opening would. 


The usual crack underneath the 
connecting door between two rooms 
makes them practically one, as far 
as the ear is concerned. But even 
hairline cracks cause big sound 
leakage. This is why so many hotels. 
motels, apartment houses are un- 
livable. First one contractor builds 
a good tight wall. Then another 
contractor drills a hole through it 
for a pipe or some wiring. Nobody 
cares enough to make the hole air- 
tight. 

These are the only means that 
will really help keep noise out: 
fencing, heavy walls, tight walls. 
But for all that, acoustic material 
inside the room does help make out- 
side noises less annoying. This can’t 
be proved by measurement. But it 
can be experienced. And it can 
be understood by visiting an an- 
echoic chamber, i.e., a room with 
extreme sound-absorption. In such

In the winter the 
heated air warms the floor making 
it into a source of radiant heat. In 


the summer the air is cooled in 
passing through the central supply ‘i 
ducts. These are buried in the earth 
which has a nearly constant tem- 
perature of 58° F. The air. thus ° 
cooled, in turn cools the floor before 
being admitted into the rooms.

CONSTRUCTION DETAILS 


This is a masonry house built of 
integrally colored 4” x 8” x 16” 
concrete blocks. The concrete block 
walls have been left exposed on the 
interior as well as the exterior. 
The horizontal mortar joints, on 
exterior face of all block walls, 
are recessed 14”, creating continu- 
ous horizontal shadow lines _be- 
tween each block course. 

The entire house rests upon re- 
inforced concrete footings and on 
an on-grade, two-layer, reinforced 
concrete floor slab. Upon the low- 
er concrete slab (or sub-floor) a 
system of interlocking cross-tunnel- 
shaped metal forms were set over 
entire area of lower slab. The sec- 
ond concrete slab was poured over 
the metal forms. Thus the metal 
forms created a complete criss- 
eross of open air tunnels in the 
center of the two-layer concrete 
floor. (This system is discussed in 
detail’ in the story itself.) 

The over-all flat roof is framed 
with Douglas fir members. The 
roofing is a four-ply, hot-mopped, 
built-up roof. The weathering sur- 
face of the roof is volcanic slag. 
The ceiling insulation is glass fiber 
batts installed between roof fram- 
ing members. 

A yinyl protective coating has 

been applied to all concrete block, 
wood, and concrete surfaces ex- 
posed to the weather. Roof flashing 
and weatherstripping metal work 
is galvanized sheet steel. 
_ Interior finish ceiling surfaces, 
applied directly onto roof framing, 
are sheets of laminated 4’ x 8’ 
boards made up of pressed cedar 
chips. 

Roof framing members left ex- 
posed on the interior, in the en- 
trance foyer and the garden room, 
have been roofed over with wire- 
reinforced large 
skylights. 

Hinged exterior doors are solid 
core flush wood doors. All other 
exterior doors are steel-framed 
sliding glass doors. Overhead cle- 
restory windows are jalousie-type 
glass louvers set vertically. 
General interior lighting is pro- 
vided by 45 recessed interior light 
fixtures and by exterior floodlights 
mounted on the roof to cast light 
through the two large skylighted 
areas. 

Decorative hardware throughout 
the house is either antique or cus- 
tom made. All interior folding 
shutters were custom-built and 
were designed by Robert Weaver 
Stevens.

as a whole to change their diets to 
unsaturated fats. Many physicians 
have put their heart attack patients 
on low animal fat diets. They even 
go so far as to prescribe vegetable 
oils—like corn oil or safflower oil— 
high in unsaturated fats. However, 
for older people, it may be like 


locking the barn door after the 
hérse has been stolen. 
HAT should you do? Let’s 


look at some of the facts. In 
1955, the average American ate 44 
per cent of his calories in fat. Two- 


thirds of it was of animal origin— 


meaning saturated fats, the bad 
kind. 
When you look at other coun- 


tries where the rate of death from 
heart attack is low, you find that 
their diets contain fewer fat calo- 
ries and even fewer saturated fat 
calories than ours. In Japan, where 
an important staple of the diet is 
fish, and there are no butter or milk 
products used, only 10 per cent of 
all calories come from fat. Heart 
disease from atherosclerosis is rare 
in Japan. 

In fact, a study made of coronary 
heart attacks involving Japanese 
men in Japan, Hawaii, and Califer- 
nia revealed the apparent result of 
a low-fat, high-fish diet. In Japan, 
the disease rarely struck. In Ha- 
wail, it was more frequent, and in 
California, where the Japanese eat 
almost as other Californians do, the 
disease reached the same _propor- 
tions as among other Americans. 

What is the best diet as far as fat 
is concerned? Nobody knows yet. 
There is some evidence that a diet 
high in unsaturated fat (the good 
fat) should be accompanied by in- 
creased amounts of Vitamin E lest 
the fat localize in the brain. 

Dr. Norman _ Jolliffe. 
Bureau of Nutrition in New York 
City’s Department of Health, has 
prepared what he calls “the pru- 


director, 


dent man’s” diet (see page 104). 
Seventy-nine men who stuck to it 
six months or longer successfully 
lowered the level of cholesterol in 
their They did it 
about their ordinary lives. 

In this diet, only a third of the 
calories came from fat (remember 
the average is 44 
cent). Dr. Jolliffe reversed the pro- 
portion of saturated fat: one-third

saturated, two-thirds unsaturated. 

One trick Dr. Jolliffe used was to 
recommend that out of 21 meals a 
week. five be devoted to fish. With 
frozen fish now available widely, it 
is possible to meet this requirement 
with ease and pleasure. 

Aside from lowering calorie re-

quirements and paying attention to 
fats and allergic diets, it is prob- 
ably too early to get any more spe- 
cific in your diet. For some diseases, 
such as gout, diabetes, ulcers, your 
doctor can make the best recom- 
mendations. 

Any attempt on your part to make 
special diets based on some harum- 
scarum recommendation of people 
who have great faith in molasses, 
wheat germ, and other concoctions 
amounts to simple food faddism. 

Your best is still a yaried 
diet, keeping in mind the problem 
of fat and calories. It’s a good idea

National Academy of 
National Research Council recom- 


mends at least one ounce of protein 


proteins, 


a day for every 50 pounds you 
weigh. 

However, only 10 to 20 per cent 
of high-protein foods—meat, milk, 
fish—is protein itself. That means 
a 150-pound man would have to eat 
one to two pounds of these high- 
protein foods daily to get his three 
ounces. 

You see, you have to walk a 
tightrope between getting your pro- 
tein in without getting too much fat 
and calories. It’s not easy to do and 
its hard to do by intuition. You 
have to take the responsibility for 
it. You have to know enough about 
foods to-know what you are eating. 


VARIED diet saves you from 

other mistakes, too. Take the 
problem of trace minerals. Recent 
research has shown that our bodies 
need such elements as magnesium, 
cobalt, zinc, and even such an ex- 
otic substance as molybdenum. 
Some of these you need in amounts 
less than one part in a million of 
food or water. 

Technology is helping us get that 
variety. Thanks to food freezing. 
you can pick from among dozens of 
vegetables, meats, and fish—in or 
out of season—with almost their 
full complement of vitamins and 
minerals. 

Animal and plant breeding, per- 
haps aided by exciting new chemi- 
cal work in the control of heredity, 
can turn up entirely new meals, 
new tastes. Remember how turkey 
used to be available only in tough, 
stringy, dry 25-pound birds once a 
year? Now breeding and freezing 
has turned out the 10-pound deli- 
cacy you can get any time. 

There’s more coming. The whole 
cattle and pig industry may be 
revolutionized as the new knowl- 
edge of fat accumulates. The ani- 
mal breeders will have to produce 


meat with less saturated fat. It can 


be done now. In the future, the 
farmers will have to do it. New 
methods of awakening natural fla- 
vors in your food also lie on the 
horizon. Using flavor enzymes, you 
will stir up sleeping taste chemi- 
cals. It works this way: all foods 
contain flavor chemicals. the sub- 
stances that jolt your taste buds, 
Delicate, the taste chemicals are 
easily killed by heat or evaporated 
during storage. Foods contain fla- 
vor enzymes, too. These substances 
change pre-flavor chemicals into 
the active taste substances. Alas, 
flavor enzymes can’t stand much 
bruising either. Only the pre-flavor 
—tasteless—chemicals are rugged. 

If you could replace the flavor 
enzymes, you could create more fla- 
vor in food from the existing pre- 
flavor chemicals just as nature does 
it. One research company has ex- 
tracted and dried horseradish fla- 
vor enzymes. In this the 
enzyme can withstand storage. You 
just mix it with the weak-tasting 
horseradish and in a few minutes 
the strong odor of the food devel- 
ops. It’s just a beginning.

HERE you have them: variety 

and flavor—gifts of 20th-century 
science and technology. What a 
challenge to us to make the best 
of them! Yet there are portents: 
ready-made dinners you heat in the 
oven, “instant” foods with factory 
taste, synthetic chemicals to create 
ersatz texture and flavor. Can the 
freezer anesthetize the American 
palate as the can-opener almost did 
a generation ago? 

In many restaurants and hotels 
get the standardized menu. 
Harold Taylor, former presi- 
dent of Sarah Lawrence College, 
used to say of banquets: “When- 
ever I see chicken, peas, and po- 
tatoes, I automatically stand up 
and make a speech.”) 

Our individual responsibility in 
the coming decade will be to fight 
standardization in food. to struggle 
against the technology taste bud, 
which is just as unrewarding as the

But in the absence of legal con- 
trols, food additives can lead to 
disaster. 

In nutritional control, however, 
you and I have the big job. Again 
technology has shoved us forward

cies we used to see in this country 
a generation ago.

less obesity, tne bane of the later 
years. 
Not all the long-term effects of 


| regular exercise are known. In the 


coming years, scientists expect to 
study this intensively, particularly 
as the population becomes more 
sedentary because machines take 
over the heavy work. 

Second, you'll look better. Even 
if exercise turns out to be of little 
health value (which is doubtful), 
your appearance will be improved: 
no pot belly, better posture, no flab. 
This will be good for your morale, 
especially as you grow older. 

Dr. Edward L. Borst, of Lanke- 
nau Hospital, Philadelphia. pointed 
this out in a recent symposium on 
exercise: 

“There is likewise an aesthetic 
component. I regard the trim, well- 
groomed body as a thing of beauty 
—at any age. The more lithe, the 


| more readily responsive. the more 


alert, the more bright-eyed and in- 
terested the individual, the richer 
is his life content and his prospect 
for longevity.”

It is entirely possible for a hu- 
man to go happily through life 
without ever having read a book, 
visited a museum, listened to a con- 
cert, attended a lecture, or had a 
“serious” conversation.

Again, crushing disappointment 
awaits you if you think you'll start 
any of these things afresh when 
you're sixty-five. Any skill takes 
training, lots of it and early on. 
This is perhaps the principal rea- 
son why many experts are coming 
to believe that you should start 
retirement training in kindergarten. 


S FOR emotional stability, the 
holds.

well-adjusted old person. In fact,

site to be true; as you grow older, 
the assaults on your emotions be- 
come sharper, heavier. Most old 
people who have been studied have 
become more, not less. neurotic. 
Since so little 
about the control of emotional and 


science knows 


severe mental illness, there are few 
concrete suggestions to make, based 
on sound knowledge. Dr. Kutner 
and most other gerontologists have 
found that the more physically and 
mentally active a person is after 
sixty-five, the higher his morale 
and less likely is he to be emo- 
tionally disturbed. 

It seems clear, therefore, that 
if you take care of your financial 
security, your health, and your 
physical and intellectual activity, 
you will make the greatest contri- 
bution to emotional stability in old 
age. 

However, there appears to be 
just one more 
recipe for a successful old age. 


ingredient in a 
While scientific research has _ pro- 
duced no evidence for it, so many 
experts have observed it that there 
is a strong tendency to believe it 
really exists. In any case, you can’t 
go wrong to act as if the ingredient 
did provide the leaven of life. 

I’m talking about a sense of pur- 
pose. If there is any “philosophy 
of life” that is universal. it is that 
a human life has a direction. a 
reason for being, a purpose—eyen 


if man himself supplies it. Many 
old people find that direction in 
the religion of their fathers. Not 
only out of fear of death do so 
many of the aged turn once again 
to their faith. 

Since most of us pass our entire 
adult lives working at a job, re- 
tirement removes one important 
sense of purpose. Perhaps that is 
why so many persons resist retire- 
ment; they fear they will become 
useless to themselves, to their fam- 
ilies, and to society. For women, 
the loss of purpose comes sooner— 
as the children grow up and leave 
home and particularly after the 
husband dies. (Two out of three 
aged women are widows.) 

Each of us must find a reason for 
his old age, just as we have rea- 
sons for the other eras of our lives: 
As youths we learn and grow and 
play; as adults we earn and build 
and create. What about old age? 

Many old persons try and suc- 
ceed in continuing their adult life. 
They work, and they are proud of 
it. Others take age as a period of 
reflection and of deepening their 
lives. 

Some find a purpose in a second 
period of growth and_ learning. 
(Old people learn just as well as 
young people as long as you don’t 
press them with speed.) Many re- 
turn to school, refusing to allow 
their brains to die. 


VERY large number renew or 

intensify their involvement in 
civic affairs. They run for public 
oface, they volunteer in hospitals, 
libraries, nurseries, schools, and 
such voluntary organizations as the 
Red Cross. the church, the health 
organizations. 

But perhaps the majority see 
their lives as having no reason. 
Their days and hours are filled by 
waiting. alone, for death. 

Dr. H. €. Dunn, of the U.S: 
Bureau of Vital Statistics, who has 
studied old age. believes a sense 
of purpose binds the human animal 
together. With this idea guiding it, 
the human organism reaches its 
fullest maturity in old age, main- 
taining function until it reaches the 
end of its biological tether and 
then suddenly—taking its owner 
by quiet surprise—dies. 

In a sense, this is a philosophy 
of death that says: The reality is 
that we are all going to die, but 
before we do we can wring from 
life everything it has to offer. We 
can live a full life, but we get out 
of it only what we put in—if we 
start early enough.

landscape every time you dry a 
batch of laundry. You may think 
your contribution is small. Try go- 
ing outside and watching how much 
lint you discharge, and how far the 
wind takes it. Add to your dryer 
those of the thousands around you 
and you have a nuisance source. 
An auxiliary lint trap on your 
dryer can help the problem. Ask 
your plumber or dryer service man. 

You can also keep from poison- 
ing yourself, as well as your neigh- 
bors, from another source of can- 
cer-causing fumes. A survey recent- 
ly made by the California State 
Health Department showed that the 
occupation with the highest inci- 
dence of lung cancer was that of 
professional cooks and chefs. The 
suspected cause: fumes and smoke 
from frying and charring grease- 
laden foods, which create polycy- 
elie hydrocarbons heavy with 3, 4- 
benzpyrene. (See “The Last Word 
on Meat Cooking.” Housr Brau- 
tiruL, August 1958.) 

A range hood over your kitchen 
stove, with an exhaust fan of at 
least 600 cfm capacity, will pull 
harmful cooking fumes and odors 
away from your breathing zone. 
But you should add a grease filter 
to your range hood, to keep cook- 
ing odors and fumes from outside. 

If you burn coal for home heat- 
ing, be sure to use a low-sulphur 
content variety. The air over Pitts- 
burgh was dramatically cleaned up 
when citizens changed from sul- 
phur-laden soft coal to a clean- 
burning low sulphur coal, accord- 
ing to Emerson Venable, a Pitts- 
burgh consulting engineer, who 
helped research his city’s problem. 

If you own a vacant lot. cut down 
your weeds during hay fever sea- 
son. If your land is bare, sow it 
with low-cost rye seed to keep ex- 
posed topsoil from blowing. 

If you’ve ever been to Madison 
Square Garden or to a football 
game on a fall day when the air 
was still, you’ve seen the choking 
cloud created by 100.000 burning 
cigarettes. Smoking, says Dr. Ham- 
ill, is a “highly personalized form 
of self-fumigation.” Put 
bluntly. it is a severe form of per- 
sonalized air pollution. San Fran- 
cisco smokers are said to put 300 
tons of irritants per day into the 
air by smcking alone.

How to protect yourself 


What can you do to protect your- 
self from the polluted air you live 
in? Most obvious, of course, is to 
seal off your house, leave storm 


windows on all year, and install air 
conditioning. Since air pollution is 
worse during spring, winter and 
fall, sealing off the house isn’t 
necessary, though air conditioning 
can be a boon. 

To your air-conditioning system 
or to your forced-warm-air heating 
system, you can add activated char- 
coal filters to trap organic fumes 
such as unburned hydrocarbons. To 
the same systems you can also add 
electrostatic filters, which will keep 
the house clear of cigarette smoke 
—even during a club-meeting. 

A new air-cleaning unit recently 
available, which can be added to 
your warm-air furnace, is a real 
smog killer. It washes the air, hu- 
midifies it during winter, traps dirt 
and odors. It’s costly, though, and 
may set you back nearly as much as 
the furnace itself. 

A low-cost electrostatic filter in- 
troduced requires no alterations to 
the furnace and can be installed 
in the space occupied by your old 
mechanical filter. 

Don’t try to vacuum-clean your 
dirty mechanical furnace filters. 
You won't get all the dirt out, and 
filter efficiency will be greatly re- 
duced when you put them back. 
Replace them with new filters. 

Activated charcoal filters can be 
a real blessing, especially if you 
live near a source of odors, or in a 
city whose main industry is chemi- 
cal processing or petroleum refin- 
ing. In Los Angeles, downtown 
buildings equipped with activated 
charcoal filters advertise smog-free 
offices to prospective tenants and 
employees alike. 

Before adding activated charcoal 
filters to your present forced-warm- 
air furnace, better check with your 
furnace man. You may need a 
larger blower motor because the 
charcoal filters impose more resist- 
ance to air flow through the fur- 
nace. 

If you have a wet heat system 
(steam or hot water), you can in- 
stall a room-size filter unit between 
normal room stud spacing to filter 
dust and remove odors. One such 
unit has a bed of activated charcoal 
and a mechanical filter, through 
which a blower continually forces 
room air. 

An electrostatic furnace filter 
may be a good idea if you live near 
a hospital. Hospitals are being 
eyed by medical people as sources 
of “clouds” of staphylococcus au- 
reus, the dread, drug-resistant bac- 
teria that is a product of this age

This is just one daily dozen. 
There are many others that are fa- 
vored by individual teachers and 
physical culturists. They are prob- 
ably roughly equal. But the one 
thing I insist on is a slow start and 
working slowly until you achieve 
stamina. You can pull a muscle or 
a tendon by trying to win an Olym- 
pic medal the first week. 

Exercise alone will not slim you 
down, either. You must combine it 
with a reducing diet. However, if 
you do the “daily dozen” vigorous- 
ly for about a half hour each day. 
you can deduct 100 to 200 calories 
a day. It will depend on how hard 
you work—and how consistently. 
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DO YOU BELONG TO THE NEW BREED OF TRAVELER? 
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The change in travel has come 
about so swiftly that many of us 
haven’t caught on to the fact that it 
requires certain changes in our 
own approach to travel. This will 
explain perhaps why there are still 
people girdling the globe, alienat- 
ing their hosts and reflecting no 
credit on their own country by their 
bad manners and shocking exhibi- 
tions of ignorance. 

But the greater miracle is that 
so many travelers have caught on 
in ten short years that they must 
bring more with them to a foreign 
land than hotel reservations and 
a suit case. For clearly a new breed 
of traveler has been developing, 
people whose well-tempered atti- 
tudes reflect credit on themselves 
and their country, and indicate that 
they have courteously prepared 
themselves to better understand the 
culture, the customs, and the prob- 
lems of the people they’re visiting. 

These travelers are what we have 
called The New International Set. 
We first spotted them among the 
businessmen whose jobs take them 
all over the world. But more and 
more into their ranks are coming 
the travelers who go out into the 
world for the pure joy of it. And 
we are happy to report that more 
and more Americans are among 
them, ready to give the lie to our 
national reputation for brashness 
and noisiness and insensitivity. 


HIS new breed recognizes not 

only the inevitable one-world- 
ness of our times, but the perennial 
truth of the Spanish proverb that 
says: “He who would bring home 
the wealth of the Indies must carry 
the wealth of the Indies with him.” 
They realize that travel in our times 
implies personal responsibility as 
well as recreation, that modern 
travelers are. willy-nilly, citizens of 
the world. They therefore equip 
themselves for the cultures they’re 
about to visit with the kind of in- 
formation that is rarely given in 
guidebooks and almost never re- 
layed in travel folders. 

You can spot these up-to-date 
travelers simply by listening to 
their conversation and observing 
their travel procedures.

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The Best ‘That Garden Science Offers 


Just because a product is new doesn’t mean it deserves a 


place on your garden shelf. But the scientists have developed 


some new products that are marvelously efficient timesavers. 


Here are recommendations from a man who has tried most of them 


@ The thoughtful gardener is caught on the horns of a 
dilemma when new garden materials are enthusiastically 
announced. He knows from experience that many things for 
which much was promised have failed to deliver. Such things 
as vitamins for plants, new soil conditioners, maleic hydrazide 
to retard growth, and gibberellic acid to stimulate it come 
to mind. Except for very special uses, most of these have 
not lived up to expectations. But, on the other hand, we 
could hardly manage today without the aid of many marvels 
from the laboratory. Anyone interested in getting better 
results with less work should know and use the best of the 
new developments of garden science. 

It is part of my job to try most of the new materials in 
a test garden. Following are some of the recent products 
that have, in my opinion, earned a place on the shelf of any 
gardener faced with the problems they are designed to solve. 


Plant toods 


One of the eternal problems with fertilizers high in nitro- 
gen has been that nitrogen is released faster than the 
plant can take it up and use it. This can harm the plant, 
or the plant may reject the excess and it will be leached 
away and lost. 

But scientists have now found a way to combine urea, an 
organic nitrogen material, with formaldehyde to make a 
really improved product. The new material, called ureaform, 
supplies nitrogen to plants safely at an even rate for a 
longer time than was ever possible before, even with natural 
organic fertilizers. 

The slow even release of nitrogen makes ureaform fer- 
tilizers especially good for lawns. Nitrogen, of course, 
stimulates their green growth. This kind of fertilizer is also 
excellent for such long-season plants as hydrangeas, lilies, 
and tomatoes, as well as for trees and shrubs. 

Ureaform has low solubility and is safe to apply in quite 
heavy doses. It is clean and odorless and does not attract 
flies. And, when used as a top dressing. it does not encourage 
algae or green scum to grow on the soil. 

Another worthy development in the field of fertilizers 
is the so-called high-analysis, all-soluble plant food. This 
comes in a liquid, a paste, or a crystal form. It needs only 
proper dilution and it is ready to use. The high concentra- 
tion of tke active ingredient makes this material really quick- 
acting. Any fertilizer with a formulation of 10-10-10 can 
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rightly be called high-analysis. Some are 17-17-17, and some 
go up to 23-21-17. These figures, of course, refer to parts 
of nitrogen, phosphorus, and potash in the make-up of the 
fertilizer. The formulation is always shown on the label. 

If you spray a high-analysis liquid fertilizer on the foliage, 
the plant begins to use it almost instantly. When the root 
area is soaked with it, the plant will respond in a matter of 
hours. It is not meant to be a substitute for a long-range 
program of feeding plants, but it ¢an help out in many 
special situations. 

If your garden has sufiered a dry spell and some things 
obviously could do with a shot in the arm to perk them up, 
this is the material to use. It will speed growth, improve 
over-all vigor, and increase the size and the quality of 
blooms. Many prize-winning roses and chrysanthemums are 
fed through the leaves with this kind of plant food. 

The high-analysis soluble fertilizers can also be used as 
a starter solution when seeds-are-sown, or at the roots of 
plants when you first set them out in the garden. They can 
also be used as a booster for established plants that need a 
quick shot of energy. These materials are completely soluble. 
No sediment remains to clog the nozzle of a spray gun or to 
complicate the cleaning of equipment. 


Weed killers 


There have been a few noxious weeds for which science 
has never developed a really satisfactory control. Japanese 
honeysuckle, poison ivy, and chrysanthemum weed are 
among them. In the past these could be eliminated only by 
persistence, patience and care. 

A significantly more effective weed killer for these and 
most other plants is now available. It is amino triazole, a 
non-selective, non-arsenical herbicide. It will kill every plant 
it is applied to—and more positively. Yet with all its strength, 
amino triazole does not persist in the soil. Even if weeds 
on the ground are sprayed with it, the active material will 
break down in the soil, and plants can be grown safely there 
in a few weeks. 

The chemical works by interfering with the formation of 
chlorophyll in the leaves. This process is vital to the life 
of all plants. When it is stopped, the plant will die. As 
the poison starts to work on the plant, you can see ‘the 
leaves begin to lose their color.

with amino triazole to make it effective. It requires thorough 
application, but this actually works as an advantage. Minute 
concentrations of the chemical carried on the wind to other 
plants will not affect them. This is not true of 2,4-D, for 
example, A relatively small amount on a plant can kill it. 

You must, of course, be careful in applying amino triazole. 
If you wet the leaves of any plant well with the chemical, 
it will be killed. Lilacs, privet, and roses are especially sensi- 
tive. Be particularly careful in killing weeds around these 
plants. Amino triazole is considered non-toxic if used as 
directed—it need not be labeled “poison.” In addition, it is 
non-corrosive and easy on spray equipment. 

There are two new chemicals for crab grass control, and 
both look very promising: Dacthal is one; Zytron is the 
other. These are both pre-emergent controls designed to be 
used in early spring to keep the seed of crab grass from 
sprouting later in the year. This is the best single approach 
to crab grass control. 

These pre-emergent controls will inhibit grass seed as well 
as crab grass seed. This means that you cannot expect to 
start new grass seed on lawns,treated with these new materials 
until the effect of the material has dissipated. 

The safest practice is to wait until fall to seed lawns 
treated in the spring. By this time the effect of the chemicals 
is gone. It is also best to use them on established lawns 
rather than newly-planted grass. 

Dacthal, however, is less persistent in the soil. A two-month 
waiting period seems to be all that’s required before seed- 
ing lawn grass. In warmer climates, where it can be applied 
in January or February, you can still start grass seed safely 
in March or April. These chemicals are safe, clean, and 
easy to work with. 


Pest and disease control 


The battle against insects and plant disease is as old 
as gardening and will probably never be decisively won. 
But our scientific weapons are steadily improving. 

Sevin is a new and safer type of insecticide. It is especially 
effective against insects that attack roses, particularly the 
Japanese beetle. It kills when the insects touch it or eat it. 
It has also proved effective against tent caterpillars and the 
Mexican bean beetle. 

It is non-toxic enough to be approved for use on fruit 
trees and can be applied within a day or two before picking. 
While such approval is well founded, it is my personal 
practice to wash all fruit and vegetables thoroughly before 
using them. Increased safety and wider spectrum of effect 
are the advantages that set Sevin apart. But for all its relative 
safety, handle it as you would any chemical. Do not inhale 
it directly; wash your hands thoroughly after use. 

Antibiotics, first used for treating human ills, have found 
a permanent place in the control of certain plant diseases. 
One, known chemically as cycloheximide, will control bac- 
terial blight (fire blight) of apples, pears, hawthorn, moun- 
tain ash, and other members of the rose family. 

A different formulation of the same chemical will control 
all the more important fungus diseases of lawn grasses. You 
must be careful to apply cycloheximide properly. If too 
much is put on, it will turn grass yellow. Too little won’t 
do the job properly. 

Phaltan is a new, more versatile fungicide. It helps control 
such diseases as black spot on roses, leaf spots on chrysan- 
themum, and iris, and rust on snapdragons. It is related to 
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captan but has the added advantage of controlling the downy 
and powdery mildews that captan will not. One shortcoming 
of phaltan is the white residue it leaves on the plants. 

The best and longest-lasting killer of soil-borne insects 
such as Japanese beetle grubs is dieldrin. When properly 
applied, it will control insects in the soil for at least five 
years. Be very careful not to get it on the skin or to inhale 
the fumes. The easiest, safest way to apply it is in granular 
form with a fertilizer spreader. 


Mechanieal aids 


Almost every imaginable kind of garden labor can be done 
today with the aid of mechanical power. You can now spray, 
cultivate, trim, edge, clip, saw, and carry with the willing help 
of horsepower. There are individual tools for most jobs, as 
well as power units which drive a wide variety of accessories. 

Another labor-saver developed in the laboratory is the 
aerosol push-button can. The material in the can is ready 
to use. Push the button and out it comes, propelled by com- 
pressed freon gas. No mixing, filling, or pumping is required. 
There are other advantages too. 

For one thing, some materials, such as tree paint, normally 
require a brush to apply. With the aerosol you can just spray 
it on. There’s no brush to clean. And compared to a pump 
sprayer, an aerosol can put the material where you want it. 
Borer-control, for example, can be put right on the trunk 
and branches where it is needed. Also, some materials, such 
as hormones to increase fruit-set, require very accurate 
dilution. Ready-mixed in the can, there is no danger of 
getting too much or too little of the active ingredient. 

The disadvantage of aerosol cans is cost. They are best 
suited to materials that you use little of. 

Science has also found a way to use water pressure to 
save labor. You can get chemicals, from plant foods to weed 
Killers, that can be applied through a self-metering hose 
spray. Water passing a small orifice creates a low pressure 
area into which the chemical moves. It is picked up by the 
flow of water, mixed, and distributed in a stream. 


On the horizon 


The end of the scientist’s help to the gardener is not in 

sight. New experiments and new thinking will continue to 
result in more useful products for home use. Here are some 
of the things, well beyond the experimental stage, that may 
soon be ready to use: 
¢ Chemicals that can induce a plant to bloom in any season. 
They stimulate cell activity in the buds, but not in the 
stems of the plants. 
¢ Materials that will control the height of the plant without 
impairing flower size, color, or fragrance. 
¢ Chemicals that can change the sex of flowers so that 
dioecious plants, such as holly, won’t need a plant of the 
opposite sex nearby to induce berrying. 
e Insecticides, called systemics, that can be introduced into 
the plant and will kill pests when they attack the plant. This 
technique of pest control—by the plant itself{—may also be 
applied to the control of fungus infections. 

All these new developments and those to come are a con- 
stant challenge. As gardeners, we must know about them, 
understand them, and evaluate them. And above all we must 
use them properly. All the genius and ingenuity of garden 
science are meaningless unless someone takes them out in 
the garden and puts them to work.

The victims lack enzymes in their 
bodies to process a substance called 
phenylalanine. Unfortunately, it’s 
found in all meats and_ protein 
foods. 

This deficiency turns phenylala- 
nine into a poison that changes a 
thinking brain into a bowl of aim- 
less jelly. The child (the disease 
strikes at infancy) becomes an 
idiot. ’ve seen them in institutions 
—not pretty at all. 

However, in the last five years, 
scientists have found a way to re- 
move phenylalanine from the diet.

From cancer in general, exclud- 
ing lung cancer, the mortality 
among smokers flew up 30 per 
cent; from respiratory disease it 
was three times as high; and from 
lung cancer itself, 9.35 times high- 
er! These figures are quite similar 
to those reported from England 
and from the American Cancer So- 
ciety study.

loopholes. The perfect experiment 
in any field has yet to be done. But 
the real question, the question of 
personal responsibility, is: Does 
enough evidence exist to suggest 
to me that I stop smoking?

In the next decade, I confi- 
dently expect scientists to resolve 
unequivocally the mystery sur- 
rounding cigarette smoking. Per- 
haps, a “safe” cigarette will be 
produced. There is already a sug- 
gestion that high doses of certain 
vitamins can reduce the blood ves- 
sel effects of smoking. It is by no 
means proved. 


NTIL it is proved, the prudent 
person will stop smoking. Un- 
fortunately many can’t 
break the habit. Apparently, taper- 


ing off doesn’t work. You just have 


persons 


to stop. 

If you do drop cigarettes, the 
have heartening news. 
Heavy cigarette smokers who stop 


statistics 


smoking have a lower death rate 
from all causes than those who 
keep puffing. 

At this point, the slave smoker 
speaks up. In hope of removing any 
responsibility from himself, he asks 
if it isn’t true that air pollution 
causes some lung cancer. So do 
certain jobs like professional res- 
taurant cooking. (Perhaps it is due 
to the inhalation of burnt fats.) 
But only a tiny percentage of the 
total can be laid to these causes. 

Besides, if you look at cigarette 
smoking as a kind of intimate air 
pollution, you can eliminate the 
semantic difference. Isn’t cigarette 
smoking the same as sitting in 
front of a continuously burning 
pile of leaves—in this case, tobacco 
leaves? 

Although I have emphasized per- 


sonal responsibility in deciding 
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bout cigarette smoking, I am pes- 
simistic about the ability of many 
dividuals to overcome the influ- 
ence of cigarette smoking on their 
thinking. 
Let me tell you what I mean: 
ome years ago the University of 
ichigan Survey Research Center 
nducted a small opinion poll in 
Ann Arbor, Mich. They asked sev- 
ral hundred individuals: “Do you 
hink cigarette smoking causes lung 
cancer?” 

Cigarette smokers: “Of course 
not.” Non-smokers: “Certainly.” 
Even more amusing: The more edu- 
cated a person was, the more strong- 
ly he held his opinion either way. 

It comes down to the same old 
problem: to be able to look at the 
evidence coldly and come to a per- 
sonal decision for yourself. Often 
you'll need help: your doctor. your 
attorney, your public health officer. 
These are the people whose duty it 
is to study the problem scientifically 
and arrive at a responsible conclu- 
sion. By asking them the right ques- 
tions, you force them to make 
considered judgments. 


N THE next decade, there are 

. going to be plenty of such deci- 
sions for you. In one area—the 
process of aging—your ability to 
make decisions may already have 
passed you by. It may be too late 
for you to affect the quality of your 
later years. 

Few persons like to think about 
old age, particularly when the ac- 
cent in this country is on youth. 
Perhaps that’s the reason why so 
many old people are miserable. 
Several scientific studies (see the 
article on aging, page 66) have 
demonstrated that the patterns of 
behavior are laid down early. 

It is too late at the age of sixty- 
five to develop hobbies you have 
never had before. It is too late to 
prepare yourself psychologically for 
retirement. It is too late to start 
accumulating money assets for 
yourself or your spouse. It is too 
late to start from the beginning to 
take care of your health. 

The time to start retiring is at 
the age of thirty, perhaps earlier. 
Here again, the personal decision: 
Should I reduce my current stand- 
ard of living by 10 per cent to lay 
away assets for my later years? De- 
cision: Should I start a program of 
weight reduction and exercise so 
that my arteries will be fully oper- 
ating at sixty-five? Decision: Should 
I take the time now to learn a new 
skill or interest that will fill my 
old age? 

Of course, new scientific research 
in the next decade may help you 
make these decisions, but as usual 


you must be prepared to use what 
science offers. Another example of 
the influence to be wrought by sci- 
ence in the next decade goes by the 
catchword of automation. Many of 
our nation’s leaders worry about its 
economic influence: What will hap- 
pen when machines really take over 
more jobs? 

In your own life, machines that 
do for you what you now do for 
yourself can produce a disaster or 
an exhilaration. The disaster lies in 
the direction of the sedentary and 
intellectually lazy life. The life 
of the chair also leads to ill health. 
A lack of physical activity increases 
appetite; that means more calories 
and, in turn, obesity. 

Our lives may even parody the 
machines working for us, turning us 
into non-thinking, non-feeling au- 
tomatons. When faced with a four- 
hour work day, you may find it 
quite appealing to do nothing but 
be hypnotized by television or some 
other form of escapist entertain- 
ment for the hours given to you by 
the machines. Perhaps it has al- 
ready happened. The average U.S. 
family now has its TV turned on 
about six hours a day. 

Actually, the machines will give 
us freedom to think and act on 
deeper levels. The scientist knows 
this now. Relieved of the drudgery 
of arithmetic by the electronic com- 
puters—the electronic “brains”— 
he can concentrate on problems 
once considered impossible. 


O, TOO, in everyday jobs filing 

and clerking are fast becoming 
archaic. In the future machines will 
cut paper work in half, thus saving 
our industrial society from the pa- 
per deluge that has threatened to 
drown us. Machines will write our 
letters, carry messages to distant 
planets, operate our factories, even 
our national and world economies. 
(Some scientists say the day ap- 
proaches for the elimination of 


money; we'll buy everything by | 


charge plate with a giant computer 
keeping track of everything. Our 
salaries will be deposited automat- 
ically in our banks. We'll never see 
the cash.) 

As always there is the overtone of 
personal responsibility. Dr. Norbert 
Wiener, a professor at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology 
fears the machines may take over 
too much and lead us to ruin. 

The new machines will be able to 
“think” just as human beings do. 


We will give them more responsi- | 
bility and turn over to them many | 


decisions we have made up to now. 

Dr. Wiener gives a wonderful ex- 

ample of what might happen.

Suppose a man has an automatic 
bottle factory. He sets the elec- 
tronic brain to make the maximum 
number of bottles at the least cost. 
But the machine is so good, it turns 
out thousands of bottles, bankrupt- 
ing its owner by overstocking be- 
fore he has a chance to push the 
stop button. 

Will we be in the place of the 
factory owner, delegating machines 
to take over crucial responsibilities 
but failing in some way to set the 
“stop button” until it is too late? 
Already military leaders are talk- 
about (and in some cases 
using) machines that will decide 
whether we go to war. In the future 
there will be “giant brains” that 
will operate our economy. Are we 
going to be smart enough to con- 
trol the machines? 


ing 


LREADY we have seen instances 
in which technology ran away 
from us and led us to the brink of 
disaster. I speak specifically of air 
pollution. We have allowed our fac- 
tories and automobiles to poison 
our atmosphere so that it is almost 
too late to push the stop button. 
Anyone who has visited Los An- 
geles knows the biological price 
being paid because control of tech- 
nology came too late. 

In the same way, are we paying 
for fast air jet transportation with 
harrowing increases in noise level? 
Does jet transportation mean that 
large areas around airports will 
become unlivable because of the 
noise? Shouldn’t we control this 
noise new before our investment in 
jet aircraft becomes so huge that 
we can’t push the stop button? Are 
we to drown ourselves in the jet 
screech?

drugs have the possibility, like the 


Even the marvels 
electronic brains, of running away 
from us. We may be poisoning our 
As is well 
known, more and more patients are 
becoming allergic to penicillin. A 
serious reaction to this drug can 
even kill you. 

The antibiotics in general have 
roused from their sleepy state the 
quiet germs that rest in the soil and 


internal environment. 


in our intestines. These have sud- 
denly become virulent and are kill- 
ing human beings in great numbers. 
Will doctors use the antibiotics so 
carelessly (under the urging of 
know-nothing patients, perhaps) 
that they kick up an epidemic of 
infection with soil germs? 

Even the tranquilizing drugs and 
the mental medicine of the future 


have a built-in trap. Marvelous as 
they have been for the severely ill, 
the tranquilizers used by “‘nervous” 
people may subtly change thought 
patterns. indiscriminate use could 
turn our population into a docile, 
sleepy herd of cows. 

All these examples have the same 
thing in common: They illustrate a 
technological advance that can run 
away. Is there a way out? Dr. 
Wiener says we must be smarter 
than the machines, smarter than the 
technological progress we are mak- 
ing. We have to keep learning at a 
great rate. We need to be “general- 
ists,” synthesizing the results of the 
specialists. We need to know enough 
to be wise, wiser than man has 
ever been before. 

In principle, it matters little that 
as individuals we do not know how 
to operate electronic brains or un- 
derstand, in detail, modern tech- 
nology. What counts is that the 
men who push the buttons know we 
are watching them and that we are 
informed enough to know when 
they have made a mistake. 

Just as the founders of our coun- 
try had in mind an informed -elec- 
torate, we must become the in- 
formed beneficiaries of technology. 
Such a situation not only guards 
against the evils of a rapid tech- 
nological development, but it gen- 
erates a class of men and women 
who are better equipped to operate 
our social scheme. 


OW, this brings me to the nub 

of the argument. The next dec- 
ade promises great advances in 
physical and mental well-being for 
all of us. To take advantage of the 
offerings of science, we must be 
ready for them. I have tried to out- 
line some of the areas of personal © 
responsibility. 

I see as the most urgent personal 
requirement the necessity for con- 
tinued self-education. Such a plea 
may sound fatuous, but how can 
you act responsibly unless you 
know? This means pouring more 
money into educational institutions 
for ourselves and our children. 

Technology may help us. Inten- 
sive research at Harvard has come 
up with learning machines that may 
increase our learning efficiency two- 
fold even at advanced ages. 

If we’re lucky. enough of us will 
see our responsibility and act ac- 
cordingly. Otherwise, somebody will 
write the history of our civilization 
as one that had TV, autos, and elec- 
tronic brains—and died because of 
them.

News from the home furnishings market which

During a recent week end on a 
Pennsylvania farm, I was regaling 
my host and hostess with my pet 
theory that you can only really see 
the country by plane, contrary to 
those who feel that air travel is 
simply going places without seeing 
where you've been.

Can Negative Ions 
Added to the Air you Breathe 
Improve your Well-Being ?

We will attempt from now on to give 
you up-to-date, though realistic and conserva- 
tive, reporting on this field, which is so vitally 
linked to your well-being. 





ys you know that the air you breathe has electrical 
charges? These electrically charged particles are called 
“ions.” Some of them are negatively charged. Others have a 
positive electrical charge. (“Negative” and “positive” refer 
to the two opposing forces of electricity, and are not to be 
misconstrued as value judgments.) The amounts or ratio of 
negative ions to positive ions in the air you breathe appar- 
ently affect how you feel. 

You have long known that the shifting patterns of weather 
—sunny calm days, days of overcast gloom, skies of jagged 
lightning—influence your disposition. 

When the ill-famed Foehn winds of the Swiss Alps blow, 
when the Mistral blows in France, when the Chinook of the 
Rocky Mountains howls, weird things happen to people. 
They complain of discomfort and become irritable. The 
crime rate goes up. 


In windowless rooms, in tightly constructed homes, in 


heated and air-conditioned rooms where windows remain 
tightly sealed, many people complain of stuffiness. have 
headaches, feel depressed, drowsy, are less alert. 
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Some researchers are now more and more convinced that 
the common denominator in these outdoor and indoor situa- 
tions is to be found in the electrical charges of the air. The air 
of the Chinook, of the Foehn, of the “stuffy” rooms of tight- 
ly constructed houses where air conditioners and_ heaters 
are used the year round—all this air is thought to have 
more positively charged particles than normal. 

Do you recall how charged with excitement the air seems 
to be just before a summer thunderstorm, as masses of 
clouds gather on the horizon and the sky, knifed by jagged 
streaks of lightning, booms with the fury of thunder? Ai 
this time, it is believed the air has a high count of negative 
ions; that is, the air is much more negatively charged than 
normal. 

Negative ions number about one-third fewer in heated or 
air-conditioned spaces than in the air outside. So it seems 
important that we do something about ions in our homes. 

Polluted air has a far lower negative ion count than clean 
air. Even clean air at sea level has a negative ion count of 
only about 500 per cubic centimeter. At the University of 
California’s high-altitude research station in the White 
Mountains, clean mountain air has a density of about 2,500 
negative ions per cubic centimeter, attributed to greater cos- 
mic ray intensity and less air pollution. Air pollutants ab- 
sorb negative charges, neutralizing them. 

Ions are made by radioactivity, by ultraviolet light, by 
cosmic rays and by high-voltage electric arcs. The lightning 
of thunderstorms is such a high-voltage electric arc. 

The quantity of negative ions in outdoor air varies greatly 
from hour to hour and from season to season. For example, 
when the weather shifts and the barometer rises or falls, 
outside air “breathes” deeply into soft, sandy soil like 
that found in Long Island, N.Y. As the air penetrates this 
soil, it meets radioactivity absorbed over the ages and comes 
out positively ionized. During periods of barometric changes, 
residents in these areas complain of respiratory diseases. 
irritability, headaches which are generally associated with 
positive ions in some controlled laboratory experiments. 


hat do negative ions do? Nature’s first line of defense 

against air pollution in animals—including us humans 
—is the tiny, hair-like protrusions in the breathing tract 
called “cilia,” and the mucus of the breathing system. Mucus 
traps airborne pollutants, and the waving cilia move them 
to the nasal passages for ultimate removal from the breath- 
ing system. 

Dr. Albert P. Krueger, Professor Emeritus of Bacteriol- 
ogy, and R. F. Smith, both of the University of California, 
have found in research on rabbits and monkeys that expos- 
ing the animals to negative ions greatly increases the wave- 
like motion of the cilia and the rate of mucus flow. Exposing 
the animals to positive ions slows down the cilia rate and 
brings the mucus flow almost to a halt. 

Other research seems to indicate that cigarette smoke 
slows down the cilia rate, but negative ions, even when ciga- 
rette smoke is present, keep the cilia rate up, as though no

cigarette smoke were present. It is still too early to draw a 
conclusion from this, but indications are that the pollution 
of “smoke-filled’” rooms may be controllable. 

There is evidence that controlling the number of negative 
ions in the air may help prevent infant strangulation, an 
all-too-common tragedy of the newborn, caused by the build- 
up of mucus. Negative ion therapy is already being tested on 
bronchial asthma and hay fever victims, and is also used for 
treatment of severe burns. Dentists are investigating other 
research by Dr. Igho Kornblueh, the University of Pennsyl- 
vania and American Institute of Medical Climatology, in the 
use of negative ions for the relief of pain. The tranquilizing 
effect of breathing negative ions also seems to reduce high 
blood pressure caused by hypertension or nervous tension. 

The science of climate control has up to now all but ig- 
nored the possible helpful effects of negative ions, thought 
to be so health-giving a part of nature’s clean, pure. fresh 
air, before mankind began adding pollutants or otherwise 
tampering with it. Air conditioners and air heaters offer 
many benefits, but consider how you feel in a closed-in 
room where the air conditioner has been at work over a long 
period of time? You may have a vague feeling of discom- 
fort, perhaps you call it “stuffiness,” or perhaps you feel it 


‘as a mild claustrophobia. What has happened is that the 


ducts, walls, and machinery have absorbed the negative ions 
naturally in the air and actually produced more positive 
ions. The result is an imbalance of positive and negative ions 
in the air you are breathing, which has been related to 
breathing difficulty, higher blood pressure, and nasal con- 
gestion. 

If these findings are to be credited, we need a practical 
way to replace the missing negative ions in the rooms where 


we live, work, and play.

TT here are a few good units now on the market. They are 
systems or as free-standing ionizers. 

You can’t put them near the furnace or far away from the 
room air outlet because the ductwork will absorb 90 per cent 
of the negative ions before they get out into the room and 
also increase the nuraber of positive ions. 

If the ionizer you buy does not have a blower attachment, 
you should keep it about ten inches from your face when 
using it therapeutically. A blower model should be used 
within a few feet of your face for best therapeutic results. 
For general climate control, place the ionizer in a central 
spot or in such a position that air circulates through it 
into the room. The smaller the room, the higher the con- 
centration of negative ions will be. 

A larger (and more costly) ionizer has been designed but 
is not yet on the market. It will do a fine job of negatively 
ionizing an entire room. It is freestanding and will cost 
about $1,000. Other, smaller units cost from $75 to about 
$250. 

You should select an ionizer with great care. In general, 
you should make sure that the manufacturer will guarantee 
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that the unit will not generate ozone and that it will put out 
at least 600 negative ions per cubic centimeter. Dr. Korn- 
blueh recommends from 600 to 1,000 negative ions per 
cubic centimeter in the breathing zone for climate control 
ion replacement. For more urgent therapy, as in hay fever, 
he recommends 8,000 to 10,000 negative ions per cubic 
centimeter. 

Negative ionizers as of today are admittedly high-priced. 
It is to be hoped that when the importance of negative ions 
as a vital part of climate control for health is more widely 
recognized, demand will bring the price down. 


hither negative ions? The American Institute of Medi- 

cal Climatology in Philadelphia, with which Dr. Korn- 
blueh is associated, is currently analyzing all sorts of data 
and relating it to negative air ion counts. Absenteeism in 
industrial plants, tardiness, plant accidents, and general be- 
havior are being checked against weather conditions and air 
ion counts. The Philadelphia police are compiling crime 


data, and physicians are collecting. with the help of Dr. J. K. 


McGuire, Donald Dunlap, and F. P. Speicher, daily reports 
on over 3,000 patients. The medical examiner is collecting 
facts on suicides, natural deaths. and homicides. 

This material will be related by the Institute to variations 
in natural ionization of the air, atmospheric electricity, baro- 
metric pressure, storms, and other weather data. 

Dr. Karl Schaeffer. Head, Physiology Branch, U.S.N. 
Medical Research Laboratory, New London Conn., cautions 
that not enough is yet known to determine whether it is the 
negative ions per se that are doing the good work, or whether 
it is the interaction of negative ions with the aerosols in the 
air. The need for creating and controlling normal air in sub- 
marines and space ships is giving an extra stimulus to this 
research, which will tell us how we can control more success- 
fully our home environments. 

Can you get too many negative ions? Repeated tests by 
Dr. Kornblueh revealed no harmful effects from large 
amounts of negative ions. Other researchers exposed 300 
infants and children to high negative ion counts and found 
no harmful effects. The effects of using a negative ionizer 
last up to eight hours after using. 


About 35 per cent of us, says Dr. Kornblueh, are insensi- _ 


tive to negative ions, including himself. 

Healthy young folk are unaffected by either negative or 
positive ions, according to L. P. Herrington, of the John B. 
Pierce Laboratory of Hygiene. New Haven, Conn. 

A word of caution is added by Dr. John Rheinstein, 
Technische Hoshschule, Munich. He found, when investigat- 
ing reaction time, that long continued exposure to a high 
concentration of negative ions tended to immunize against 
further effects, in much the same way that one eventually 
becomes immune to certain drugs. 

The forces of the natural atmosphere—dynamic, shifting, 
and invigorating for the most part—are what are lost in our 
indoor climate. The next few months will tell if negative 
ion control can help fix our indoor climate needs.

It was all this that brought Mr. and Mrs. Nathaniel 
Owings to this area: the immense view and the presence of 
the Pacific, which placed everything else in miniature.

Our aim was to dis- 
turb as little as possible. We moved only two or three rocks, 
and destroyed a minimum of natural growth.

prevalence of earthquake tremors and_ periodic violent 
storms with winds up to 80 miles an hour. Because of the 
rugged, precipitous, exposed site, with no flat area to speak 
of, much reinforced concrete work had to be done to create 
points of support. 

More than two-thirds of the floor area is actually exposed, 
so substantial cantilevering occurs in three directions. 

The over-all configuration of the house is an A-frame, us- 
ing three pre-cast reinforced concrete bents. This framing 
method was adopted to reduce wind resistance and to provide 
a structure: equally strong in all directions, since stresses 
from below (earthquake tremors) were just as important as 
those from above. 

Even with the house safely sited and placed, there re- 
mained the problem of garaging, car turn-around—and not 
too far from the house. For such an abode is dependent on 
the automobile, especially when the owner must conduct his 
business life in the marts of trade. 

By digging car space out of rocks, like a cave, and by very 
slight regrading for car turn-around, this feat was somehow 
managed. But the house is still 70 feet beyond the turn- 
around, and is approached by a twisting foot path that 
reminds one of the trails of mountain goats. Walking down

Special faucet connector on this dishwasher has a push-button 
that makes it possible to draw hot or cold water while machine 
is connected and operating. Hot water is guaranteed by 750- 
watt heat booster and thermostatic control which delays wash- 
ing and final rinse until water temperature is high enough. Ball- 
bearing caster and quiet rubber wheels make it easy to roll 
to the sink.

‘Loday a vacation retreat — 


tomorrow a retirement house 


This is the view of the Hoggarth house presented to those pass- 
ing by along the street. It discloses very little of what lies 
behind its walls and, frankly, does not invite inspection. The 
house was designed for a couple who now seek a quiet respite 
here during the winters and who, in the future, expect to live 


here in pleasant, relaxed—but private—retirement. 


Enclosed within the concrete grille block wall (seen in the 
photograph at the top) is this dining terrace. It is shaded from 
the tropical sun by the deep overhang of the roof as well as by 
the tall palms and other trees that surround it. These grille 
blocks give real privacy, for it is impossible to see through the 
lacy openings, except from head on. 


The lot on which the Hoggarths built was not big, but it had 
the advantage of being on one of the many Florida canals. The 
site plan (right) shows how the architect angled his two-winged 
house so as to give maximum protection to the rear area, which 
faces the water. The streets with neighboring houses are 
actually quite close to the Hoggarths, but sitting in the rear of 
the house, sheltered by the two wings (opposite page, top 
photograph), you seem to be alone in the world.

@ “Home is where you hang your childhood” was a quip 
born in the rootless thirties. Today, for more and more 
Americans, home will be where they hang their retirement. 
The vision of the small, easy-to-keep house is, for many, 
coming true. Whether a cabin in the woods of Maine or a 
beach house on the coast of California, it is a house designed 
to keep the world from intruding, to be yourself in. 

On these eight pages you see one such house. It was de- 
signed by Architect Alfred Browning Parker for Ernest Hog- 
garth, a Kentucky golf professional, and his wife. It was 
built in Florida for less than $30,000. The Hoggarths now 
spend the winter months at this house, but look forward to 
the time when it will be their year-round home. 

It is a small house, with enclosed floor space of about 
1,100 square feet (not counting the carport). Yet it seems 
much bigger for two reasons. Since the Hoggarths required 
only one bedroom, nearly all of the space could be concen- 
trated in a large living area. This generous room is about 18’ 
x 27’ and sets a tone of spaciousness throughout. The second 
space-making quality is the use of the terraces at each end 
of the long axis of the house. The generous overhangs of 
the roof that bring these partly under cover and the wide

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Looking back to the Hoggarth house from the canal at its rear, 
you see how carefully the architect has sited the house to 
gain the utmost privacy from the neighbors at each side. The 
two wings of the house form a V with its opening pointed 


The corner space at the front of the house was exposed on two 
sides, but by enclosing part of it with concrete grille block, 
the architect gave the Hoggarths a completely private dining 
court. This used otherwise wasted land. At the left below is 
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directly at the water. Thus, two sides are made to do the work 


of three (see site plan, opposite page). The master bed- 
room is in the wing at the left and the living room (with its 
raised roof) at the right. Note deep sheltering overhangs. 


the front door of the house, with the screened court at one side. 
Looking from the house (below, right) you can see how the 
depth of the concrete blocks effectively prevents passers-by 
from looking in, yet allows the court itself an open feeling.

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Since the Hoggarths required only one bedroom, the architect 
could afford a generous use of space in the living room and 
still keep the house relatively small and economical. The 
room (seen here in three views) is roughly 18’ x 27’. Phe 
house is so open throughout that a vista of more than 64’ 
can be seen from dining patio at one end to living-room 
patio at the other. This generous space with its views in 
every direction is especially desirable in a retirement house 
which serves its occupants for the whole day. The roof was 
raised in this living-room area to permit clerestory windows 
to bring balanced natural light in from all sides. Only 
low-maintenance materials were used: concrete block or 
cypress walls; terrazzo floors; natural-finish plaster ceilings. 




















The preblem of protecting a Florida house from the violence 
of tropical weather, while maintaining its openness to the 
sun and warmth, was solved here by the use of wood-louvered 
doors. They allow complete freedom of access and maximum 
ventilation (as seen above), yet when closed with louvers 
turned, they act as built-in storm shutters against hard-driving 
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rains and hurricanes. The master bedroom shown here has as 
pleasant an outlook toward the canal as the living room, so can 
also serve as a private sitting- or reading-room. In the bathroom 
(below, right) the same high quality of design and use of 
materials are found. Walls and cabinets are of moisture- 
resistant cypress; counter top is ceramic tile in matching color. 








From the corner of the bedroom wing, you look across the shel- 
tered grass terrace to the living room. With all the louvered 
doors open you can see the pavilion-like feeling created by 
the structure. At the end of the living room is a covered 
terrace, with a block wall (an extension of the house wall 
proper) giving it even further protection from the neighbors.

doors that open to them make the terraces completely a con- 
tinuation of the interior space. The vista from the end of one 
terrace to the other reaches 64. feet. 

The lot on which the house was built is located on one of 
Florida’s many canals. If you study the site plan (page 102), 
you will see how carefully Architect Parker placed the house 
so it would take maximum advantage of the canal side, 
while acting as a buffer against intrusion from the street and 
nearby houses. By angling the L-shaped house so it formed 
a V (with its open side toward the canal), the architect 
broke with custom. But by so doing he made the two wings 
of the house do the work of three in making the canal-side 
a private outdoor living area. At the same time he arranged 
the house so that the prevailing breezes (from the southeast) 
would blow through the living room. 

Though the house effectively turns its back on the street 
and the neighbors, it welcomes the out-of-doors on the canal 
side through a series of wood-louvered doors that provide 
easy in-and-out movement as well as complete environment 
control for the interior. (These doors are seen in many of 
the photographs and are discussed in detail in the caption 
on page 106.) The large (18’x27’) living room has six 
sets of these doors and, when all are open, the room becomes 
a simple pavilion in which interior and exterior space is 
merged. The bedroom, in the other wing of the V, has two 
sets of doors opening to the same lawn and water view. 

The roof overhangs on all sides are deep enough to give 
protection against direct sun and to cut down indirect heat 
and glare from sky-shine. At the same time they protect the 
window and door openings so it is unnecessary to close up 
the house during the quick showers common to Florida. 
Since the rains often occur at night and through the most 
humid season, this becomes a major benefit. To keep these 
deep overhangs from creating a gloomy interior, the living 
room has a raised roof with a band of clerestory windows 
that bring a balanced natural light in from all sides.

Phe carport on the street side of the house provides a level, convenient 





landing platform with full protection during bad weather. The car can 
be parked right at the door to the kitchen so that groceries need be 
carried only a few feet (see photograph, opposite page). The car can 
also be parked by the opening to the dining court and the house 
entered through it. This makes an attractive way to bring guests in. 


On its far side the carport is supported by a shallow but long (24’) 
storage room. This houses the laundry equipment (tub, washer. dryer. 
ironer) in a line-up designed to simplify clothes handling. In addition, 
there is plenty of room for a supplementary shower and toilet and for 
such workshop and gardening tools as are necessary for the main- 


tenance jobs. This room even has a telephone to prevent extra steps.

The Hoggarth kitchen has a U-shaped work space, out of the 
traffic lane from the carport to the rest of the house. It has all 
the basic mechanical equipment, all the storage needed, plenty 
of counter-top work space; in short, it is properly efficient to 
serve the couple for whom it was specifically designed. It is 
not over-gadgeted nor over-glamorized, being finished in the 
same low-upkeep materials used elsewhere. The windows seen 
here look out on the delightful dining court at the front. 


Though just adjacent to the kitchen, this dining area is effec- 
tively separated from it by storage cabinets, broken only by 
the low pass-through at the counter height. The mess of food 
preparation can thus be left out of sight during dining. A 
measure of the thoughtful planning that went into this house 
is provided by the correct location of the overhead light fixture 
directly over the spot where the dining table would finally go.

What to Mix with What

@ What does it mean by “What to mix and how to mix”? 
The phrase may sound somewhat epigrammatic, but its 
meaning is plain to the connoisseur. The culinary art, like 
other fields of 


be brought together in combinations in order to heighten 


art, generally requires that diverse things 
their taste, form, and appearance. Of course, there are dishes 
which may be said to be “autonomous” by nature and so 
require no combination. These dishes belong to the roasting. 
grilling, and frying categories, such as roast beef, grilled 
steak, fried chicken, and the like. But these are only 
a few forms of cooking. There are many others that are the 
cooked 
together, mutually benefit both themselves and each other in 


composition of several ingredients which, when 
taste. These dishes that derive from mixing or combining 
are particularly comraon to the Chinese cuisine. A good 
Chinese menu takes in the whole gamut of foodstuffs and all 
methods of cooking. And a single dish may bring together 
four to foodstuffs to 
dentals are surprised that lobster and chicken livers make a 


seven different be combined. Occi- 
delicious combination. Or that poultry, pork, and sea food 
combine well. Chicken and ham complement each other 
miraculously. 

Variation by different combinations leads to the constant 
creation of new dishes, which explains the fact that there 
exist so many schools of cooking in China. But behind all 
this varicty in combining lie a few basic principles. 

The heart of the mixing problem is what will mix well with 
meat. No one would think of mixing one kind of meat with 


another. such as beef with mutton, or lamb with pork, or the 
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like. They simply do not go well together because they all 
belong to the animal family. Therefore, one looks mainly 
to the vegetable kingdom for materials. For vegetables mix 
well with animal flesh, poultry, and sea food. And most vege- 
tables can mix with each other also. 

The basic kinds of vegetables are: Bamboo shoots, french 
beans, snow peas, peas (such as petit pois), mushrooms dried 
or fresh, green peppers, bean sprouts, broccoli stems, Chinese 
broccoli (called gai laan choy, the leaves of which can also 
be used as an ingredient in combination), asparagus tops, 
kohlrabi, cabbage, onions, water chestnuts, aubergine, tur- 
nips, almonds, Chinese pickled mustard plant (called pickled 
or salted gai choy), and bean curd. 

The two “queens” among mixers are bamboo shoots and 
water chestnuts. They perform as catalysts—marrying the 
flavors of anything they are combined with, though not hav- 
ing too much taste of their own. 

Omitted in the above list are carrots, cucumbers, and 
cauliflowers. The explanation is that carrot is rather sweet 
and so is unsuitable for Chinese food except in the case 
where “sweet and sour” sauce is used. Cucumber has too 
much water content, which is unsuitable in a “mixture.” 
Cauliflower cannot make slices, strips, or cubes, which are 
the forms in which the vegetable is generally cut, for the 
quick cooking necessary in Chinese cuisine. As certain kinds 
of vegetables are suitable only for certain kinds of dishes, 
those listed above should be explained in detail: 

1. Bamboo shoot, as an accessory ingredient in Chinese 
dishes, is the queen of vegetables. It goes well with almost 
all forms of dishes, whether in low-oil-quick-stir-frying (Chow) 
or in stewing (Mun). Bamboo shoot is the number-one catalyst 
for other tastes. 

2. Chinese dried mushrooms (and to a large extent fresh 
ones) come next after the bamboo shoot as an ingredient: 
for, like the bamboo shoot, they mix well with almost any- 
thing. whether in low-oil-quick-stir-frying, steaming or stewing 
dishes. 








3. French bean, snow peas, green pepper, broccoli, onion, 
asparagus tops, kohlrabi, and cabbage do well as accessory 
ingredients in low-oil-quick-stir-frying (Chow) dishes. 

4, Water chestnut (when minced) is good in making meat 
balls and is even better when mixed together with minced 
shrimp. Cut in slices, it is also a desirable ingredient in “Chop 
Suey.” 

5. Peas, such as petit pois, are good ingredients in low-oil- 
quick-stir-frying diced meat and in “Chow Fan” (fried rice). 

6. Almonds with bamboo shoots and mushrooms cut in 
cubes are the principal ingredients in low-oil-quick-stir-fry- 
ing (Chow) diced chicken. Green peas-may be added to 
enhance the color. 

7. Turnip and aubergine (egg plant) each make good in- 
gredients in stews either of meat or fish, such as carp, turbot, 
halibut, or cod. 

8. Soy bean curd is a very good ingredient in stewing fish. 

9. Bean sprouts are a necessary ingredient in Chop Suey 
and Chow Mein and do well too in low-oil-quick-stir frying 
meat cut in fine strips. 

10. Onions, like bean sprouts, are a necessary ingredient 
in Chop Suey and do well in low-oil-quick-stir-frying beef, 
mutton, lamb, pork, or veal cut in thin slices or fine strips. 

11. Chinese pickled Gai Choy (mustard plant) is an excel- 
lent ingredient in low-oil-quick-stir-frying beef cut in thin 
slices or fine strips. This is a most appetizing dish. 

What has been given above may be said to have disposed 
of the first part of the theme. For almost every conceivable 
kind of vegetable, suitable as an ingredient in the cooking of 
meat in the Chinese way, has been dealt with. What remains 
now is to answer the latter part of the question, namely, how 
to mix. In this connection two rules need to be observed. 
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1. The Rule of the Principal and the Accessory 


(a) Order of Preparation 

The two things should in general be cooked separately; 
because the time required for cooking in each case differs. 
The accessory (namely, the vegetable ingredients) should 
be cooked first because it can “wait.” That is, it will not 
be spoiled by being left over after it has been cooked. The 
principal (namely, the meat) should be cooked last because 
it cannot “wait.” That is, it must be served the moment it 
is cooked. This applies exclusively to cooking by low-oil- 
quick-stir-frying but not to cooking in the form of stews. 
In this case the rule is reversed—that is, the meat should be 
cooked for some time before the accessory ingredients are 
put in; because in this case the principal requires more 
time to cook. 

(b) Proportion between Principal and Accessory 

If you are going to have a meat dish with vegetable, the 
accessory should be about one third of the amount of the 
principal. If, however, you are going to have a vegetable 
dish with meat, either for a change or for economy, the 
proportion still applies, but in this case the meat will be 
the accessory, and therefore in smaller ratio. However, in the 
order of preparation, the meat should still be cooked last 
despite its changed role. 

(c) Time to Mix 

Since the vegetable ingredients (accessory) have already 
been cooked as described in Paragraph (a), the time to mix 
these ingredients with the meat (principal) should be when 
the latter is 80 per cent cooked. The reason is that a little 
time is required for heating up the accessory after it has 
been mixed with the principal, (Continued on page 139)

A Haven is 
Intimate in Scale. 


Warm in Quality 


By CURTIS BESINGER 


@ \iany people have rejected all architecture bearing the 
name “modern” because to them “modern” has meant the 
cold, the austere, and the mechanical. They cling to the tra- 
ditional forms because these represent certain qualities de- 
sired in human habitation: warmth, intimacy, and a vital 
sense of abundance, a richness of form and detail. 

But these qualities that have traditionally helped to make 
a home a haven are not umbilically tied to traditional iorms. 
They can be present in any house, old or new, if the desire 
for them is a determining factor. They will probably not be 
present in work concerned only with novelty of techniques 
or newness of materials. 

What is vitally new in the world today is not so much our 
techniques and materials as it is the spirit of freedom. of 
the possibility of individual development and fulfilment. 
This spirit is expressed in architecture through a different 
quality of space, space that is not contained or restricted 
in form but that is fluid, open, and free. 

This house, cesigned for himself and his wife by William 
A. Bernoudy of Bernoudy, Mutrux. and Bauer, architects. 
combines these traditional qualities (Please turn the page) 








The living room, seen in the over-all view of the room at the 
top of this page and in the photo of the seating area by the 
fireplace, opposite page, has an intimacy of feeling generaily 
associated with the traditional styles ef residential architecture. 
This quality comes in part from the warmth and richness 
of the materials of construction (brick, plaster, and wood) 
and of the furnishings. But it also comes from an element 
in the room, the lower ceiling, which gives it a more intimate 
seale. This lower ceiling, following the rhomboidal shape of 
the roof (see plan on page 118 and photo above) sets up 
an interesting interplay of forms that does much to give a 
sense of freedom to the space of the living room. 
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An enclosed garden, Japanese in character, acts as a buffer 
between the house and street and joins guest house with main 
house (see plan on page 118). In the photo above you see 
the garden as it appears when you enter from the carport. 
A storage unit closes the garden at the far end. In the photo 
on the opposite page the studio is seen from this end of the 
garden. Note the interesting space that is created between 
the studio and the house, at right of photo, where steps lead 


down to carport.

with this new spirit. It has space, both inside and out, that is 
warm in feeling, intimate, and yet free and open. 

Materials that are pleasant to live with were used in the 
furnishings and in the construction. They contribute to this 
sense of warmth, But the many works of art and fine posses- 
sions, reflections of the owners’ interests and enthusiasms 
and expressive of the human spirit, give it added richness 
and significance. 

The space is kept intimate in character by breaking it up 
into smaller segments. But these segments are never cut off 
or closed in. They have a continuity with the other segments 
that is felt and anticipated although it is not revealed all at 
once. Space thus handled, like a story being told, becomes 
more interesting in form. 

Although there are high ceilings over some areas, the 
space is kept intimate in scale by the lower ceilings at the 
perimeter of the house. These lower ceilings are continua- 
tions into the interior of the exterior soffits. This continuity 
of surface between inside and out adds to the feeling of 
openness and freedom. 

In the main house this sense of freedom is increased by 
the handling of the roof and the ceiling, which follows the 
outer form. An interplay of forms is set up between the 
rhomboidal shape of the roof and (Please turn the page) 


The view from the entrance hall of the guest house into the 
enclosed garden shows that, though the house and studio are 
separate units, a sense of intimacy has been achieved in the 
relationship between the two. The stairway at the left of en- 
trance leads down to the maid’s room and storerooms on the 
lower level. Note the fine detailing of the hand rail and the 
incorporation of the fragment of oriental wood carving. This 
thoughtful regard for details and the architectural use of 


fine possessions contribute to the human quality of house.

As seen from the street. the house is very unassuming and 
unpretentious.

chrill of Discovery 


Don’t let “art” or the need to produce a finished piece stifle the joy of finding out 


for yourself what materials can do. They will lead you into new and satisfying experiences 


ven if you have never been considered “artistic,” you 

can share the creative thrill of the artist. For much 

of the satisfaction is not in a superficial “look-what- 

l’ve-done,” but in a revelation of what materials are capable 

of. This revelation is open to you, even as an avowed amateur, 

for it requires only a fascination with materials themselves. 

It need have nothing to do with “art,” as such, nor even 
with the practicality of a finished object. 

What is this revelation then? It may be the lovely curve 
ef a bowl, a piece of beautifully grained wood, or a mass 
of wonderfully colored yarns. They can release in all of us 
the desire to touch and manipulate materials for the sheer 
joy of it—kneading a lump of damp gray clay and feeling 
it respond to our hands, feeling the resistance oi a tool as 
it cuts through the grain of wood, or noting the interplay 
of color and texture you can make in braiding yarns. 

Are you stopped short of trying these by the feeling 
that it’s useless because you know youre helpless with 
your hands? Are you afraid of failure, afraid of being 
laughed at for awkwardness, and, most of all, afraid of your 
own feeling that you have no ability to “create”? Have 
you tried to satisfy the need to “make something” by doing 
the safe things—stitching in the background of pre-designed 
needlepoint or laboriously painting the areas in a paint-

by-number canvas? If you have, you often end with a dull, 
unimaginative, and expensive thing. You have half-satisfied 
the urgency to use your hands without fulfilling the need 
to use head and hands together. 

Throw away your fears of failure with the simple declara- 
tion that you are an amateur, with no aim beyond the sense 
of joy and wonder you get from serious “play” with mate- 
rials. An amateur—but creative—cook is admired, not 
laughed at, ior her ingenuity in trying various seasonings 
and unlikely combinations of foods. She counts her failures 
as lessons. Be as unself-conscious as she in your own experi- 
ments with other materials. 

Discard at the start any idea of “art” as an end in itself. 
You are not saying you're an artist. The term is a conscious 
barrier to “play.” We're forced, much too young, to separate 
materials into art categories. You were given sewing lessons, 
ceramic lessons, painting lessons, courses in metal work and 
carpentry. But each was separate, and in each you had to 
do a finished piece. Practicality was the goal. It may even 
have been called “vocational training.” It ought to be called 
“killing the fun of making.” 

Now, as an adult amateur, you can try a completely dif- 
ferent approach. You are playing. experimenting, exploring 
freely in all materials, without (Please turn to page 149)

This workshop at the De Camps was originally their double 
garage (the car is now stored in a new barn along with a horse, 
two donkeys, and the garden tools). It is spacious enough so 
that several members of the family can work at one time, each 
at a different craft, each having the proper work surface 
and tools. Major area seen here is given over to woodworking. 


@ For proof of the joys of amateur craft work you need go 
no further than this garage at the home of the Stewart De 
Camps, in Caldwell, N.J. When they built their house ten 
years ago, the De Camps included a 12’ x 15’ workshop. 
But after a few years even this generous space was too small 
for the family’s wide interests and many projects (they have 
four children). So they turned their double garage (about 
20’ x 25’) into the family craft center you see here. It is 
a room that literally breathes activity—woodworking, enam- 
eling. mosaics, pottery, leatherworking are all done here, in 
the proper space, on the proper work tables. using the 
proper tools. Out of this room have come furnishings and 
accessories for their own house—tables, cabinets. desks, 
book shelves, picture frames, wall plaques, jewelry. ash 
trays. bowls—as well as countless gifts for friends. But 
beyond ell these objects has come a family-shared satisfac- 
tion in the creative experience and a common fascination 
with the nature of materials themselves. 








This is the enameling center. It can be located in the big 
picture at the upper right corner. This is a particular interest 
of Karen, 14, the youngest of the four De Camp children. 
The shelves at the left hold the supplies, and the magazines 
and catalogs above are being saved for their application to 
this special craft. Jewelry, ash trays, bowls are made here. 


The leatherworking bench was the special province of Ralph 
De Camp, now away at college, but who still finds the work- 
shop-studio a big attraction when he’s on vacations. Since he 
could not keep up his special crafts at college, he has started 
studying magic and bookbinding. This “follow-through” into 
other fields is typical of what happens when a fascination 
with materials is developed, whether by children or adults. 
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This part of the room is devoted to Mrs. De Camp’s ceramics 
and pottery. At the right is her potter’s wheel. Supplies are 
stored in the cabinets below the wheel and below the counter 
at the left. On the counter is rolled clay that Mrs. De Camp 
will cut into small pieces before firing. They will be used to 
make mosaic plaques. Though she has worked in ceramics for 
a long time, this particular technique is a recent enthusiasm.

means endowing it with more than the mundane 
necessities. It means providing for the 


emotional, psychological requirements of living

a quiet inlet, a harbor that provides good anchorage. All 
of these words are ideal for associating with a home. 

lor how can we get the necessary replenishment in this 
strident and troubled world if we have no retreat to go 
to where we can be completely and naturally ourselves? How 
can we renew ourselves for the stresses and strains of what 
we must do in the outer world if we have no place that fully 
cradles and coddles us in our private life? 

Naturally, what is one man’s cradle is another man’s 
prison. This is what is to be expected, since we are all so 
highly individual. And what may be a haven during one’s 
early married life may be quite wrong for the years after 
fifty. 

The house on these six pages is a good example of what 
one family decided they wanted for the last half of their life. 
Now it is a winter vacation house, but it is designed to 
be a year-round house after retirement. Now it is filled 
with the patter of young grandchildren’s feet at Christmas 
and Easter holidays. But the guest wing will function 
just as well when these same children are teenagers with 
their secretive, stand-offish ways. 

Yet the heart of the house is the section for the owners’ 
use. It can be opened and used separately from the guest 
bedrooms, which can he left unheated and uncooled as well 
as unnoticed, for no passage through them is needed in the 
operation of the house. With the guest wing closed, the 
house can become as small as a four-room house (if no 
maids are in residence). This expanding-contracting pos- 
sibility makes it possible for the owners to pop in for a

The high-ceiling living room (photo above) is a serene, com- 
fortabie room. With the covered loggia in the foreground, 
it forms the central link between the two wings of the house

complex) has huge walls of glass, which could produce 
severe glare if not properly handled. A lot of light brought 











in from only one direction is a glare maker. But if outdoor 
light can be introduced from opposite directions and pref- 
erably in equal amounts, little glare is created. (The ideal 
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is to have light come from all sides as well as from above, 
which approximates the conditions of outdoors and does 
not produce glare.) The Ketchums live in a house filled with 
light and sun without having to cover their glass walls with 
a variety of shade-makers whose purpose is to cancel and 
diminish the presence of the glass. 

This axis can also be a breezeway when doors are opened 
at both ends.

Clever thinking was done on the siting and grading. As is 
frequent on the east coast of Florida, a high dune runs parallel 
to the water.

This detail of the front door relates to the regrading which 
was done when the top of the dune was moved to make a 
better site for the house (see cross section on page 129). 
The whole house on this side sits well above the normal 
grade, making the front entrance seem more important. 
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The central feature, the dominating influence, of this house is the 
enclosed and central outdoor patio. More properly it should be 
called an atrium, for one passes into it first, after entering the 
front door. One enters yet one is still not inside. This atrium is 
the visual hinge of the architecture. It is room-like, yet it is not a 
room. The main rooms borrow light from it and, more importantly, 
a “presence.” When the sliding doors of the loggia are open, it 
becomes one with the atrium. When closed, this presence still per- 
vades the house. Practically speaking, this atrium has the functional 
value of being a sunpocket for outdoor living when the breezes 
are so strong that it would not be comfortable to sit outdoors without 
wind protection. Yet the perforated front wall prevents it from 
being a dead-air, hot-spot in summertime.

The master bedroom wing of the house could operate quite separately 
—almost like an apartment. For, with the guest wing closed and 
the maid’s rooms unoccupied, the owners could be living in what 
would classify as a big three-room apartment. The master bedroom 
and the kitehen are in good relationship to each other, should 
the owners be doing their own housework. This ability to expand 
or contract is a very desirable attribute in a house plan, even 
if it is not supposed to be a part-time vacation house. For living 
needs fluctuate during the years, and children do grow up and go 
away. And it is easier to stay put, where you have roots, than to 
go elsewhere and start again. The plan is worth study on this 
particular point, for design thinking is not often carried this far. 


The wing of the house devoted to guest bedrooms is fully self- 
contained. The rest of the house may function with or without it. 
This is an important factor in a house which is to be a vacation 
house at times but a full-time residence at others. This wing may 
be cut off entirely, so it would never weigh on the owners as 
depressing emptiness. But when visitors do come, both owners and 


we guests would have the tremendous luxury of privacy. For the guest 
SS baths even have their own entrances, so trips to the beach can be

refrigerator, and hot-plates. Here the nurse can make the babies’ 
special foods without disrupting the normal kitchen routine.

No matter how much you worship fast-moving efficiency, 


there is another part of you that needs a moment of frivolity, 


an impractical bit of foolishness that will lift you out 


of life’s rut and reveal a new aspect of the world’s ever-changing face

@ The little girl came toward me just as I was passing the 
school She was walking almost on tiptoe in her best black 
party shoes. Her pink dress stuck out all the way around so 
airily it seemed as if she might suddenly take off into the 
sky. She held her head high and came along with such gaiety 
I found that I had stopped to watch her. It was obvious she 
felt like a Princess. When she came to where I was standing. 
she looked up and smiled. 

“It's my birthday and I’m wearing my best party dress 
and shoes to school!” Then she turned and skipped up the 
walk to the building. 

Her best dress and shoes to school! By three o'clock the 
shiny toes would be scuffed and dull. the wide skirt deflated 
and smudged—but she would have been a Princess all day 
long. How can we measure the joys of being impractical, or 
attempt to evaluate the object or experience which by its 
beauty lifts life momentarily from the ordinary to a level of 
intenser enjoyment and awareness? 

Nearly everyone can remember a special time when the 
practical framework of every day was swept aside for some 
unique event—the big snowstorm when school was closed 
for four days and even the mothers left work behind to jom 
the fun of sliding and frolicking in the snow; the afternoon 
the old lady in the big house on the corner invited you in 
to see all the old dolls in her attic and no one minded that 
you were not home on time to practice your piano lesson 
before supper. 

We Americans live practical. fast-moving lives of phenom- 
enal accomplishment, yet every now and then each of us 
swings out on a tangent of joyous impracticality. We know 
why the young husband buys for his wife the extravagantly 
beautiful negligee worth half a week’s salary. or why so 
many of us come back from the supermarket with pots of ivy 
and philodendron instead of a large supply of the food 
special of the week. 

The Chinese have a saying: “If you have two loaves of 
bread, sell one and buy a lily.” Sadi said much the same 
thing in 4D. 1258 in the poem Rose Garden: 


“If of thy mortal goods thou art berejt 
And oj thy store two loaves are lejt, 
Sell one. and with the dole 

Buy hyacinths to feed thy soul.” 


Indeed some of the lilies or hyacinths have lasted through 
the years and come down to us as family treasures, the luster 
teapot too precious to use but the one radiant thing in a 
bleak farmhouse kitchen, or the pewter pitcher carried west- 
ward in a prairie schooner usurping the most precious com- 
modity of all. space, but somehow necessary to the homesick 
wife building a new life in the wilderness. 

I remember a story I read years ago. The title and the 
author have long since slipped away, but the essential idea 
stuck fast, It concerned a woman’s love for a chair. She was 
a busy mother who lived in a battered house with her large 
family of active, healthy children. So immersed was she in 
the needs of her family. she seldom sat down or took off her 
apron from morning until night. However, among the worn 
pieces of furniture in the house was one beautiful Victorian 
chair. It stayed in the corner by itself. No one ever sat in it. 
It was never used—not in the ordinary sense. Yet when the 
woman was weary. or if her dream grew dim, she would 
stand and look at the graceful curve of the mahogany back, 
watch the play of light on the carved grape design, and enjoy 
the humming soitness of the velvet seat. No one questioned 
the place in the household of “mother’s chair.” 


O f course, we all have friends whose plumbing never leaks. 
who pass the practically chosen clothes down from child to 
child regardless of fit and style, who turn in their cars every 
two years to get the best resale price. who even dispose of 
their baby kittens at birth to save themselves the difficulty 
and emotional twinges of parting with them later on. They . 
would not dream of standing in the wet grass at dawn to 
watch the first satellite roam like a maverick star across the 
sky. or take a family trip before the new playroom is paid for. 
They would certainly disapprove of Paul Gallico’s delightful 
and preposterous story of the little English charwoman who 
saved with such pitiful care so that she might go to Dior’s in 
Paris to buy a lovely evening dress she would never wear. 
Indeed, it was a highly impractical notion, “there was no 
place in her life” for such a creation, but she wanted “to have 
it hanging in her cupboard. to know it was there when she 
was away. to open the door when she returned and find it 
waiting for her.”

will lengthen the dishwashing cycle 
by about a minute for every two 
degrees the temperature must be 
raised, but dishes will be cleaner 
and dry faster. 

In even moderately hard-water 
areas, an automatic dispenser for 
a rinse additive is called for to 
avoid water spots. 


Dishwashing detergents 


No less important than the tem- 
perature of water is the use of a 
non-sudsing detergent specifically 
designed for dishwashers. There 
are a number of these on the mar- 


ket, including Dishwasher All, Cal- 








gonite, Cascade, Electrosol, Finish, 
and Thanx. Never use any deter- 
gent that has not been engineered 
for the automatic dishwasher, as 
sudsing can clog the machine, 
cause overflowing, and actually im- 
pede the water action. 

On  top-loading dishwashers, 
there is sometimes a minor prob- 
lem of water condensing on the 
hinged lid. As the water droplets 
fall on silver or glassware, a spot 
remains. A small amount of rins- 
ing agent smoothed over the inside 
of the lid will help the water sheet 
off quickly. This must be replaced 
occasionally.

Push-button controls 

Special cycles now available on 
a few roll-around dishwashers give 
added flexibility. The  pre-rinse 
cycle, for example, takes the place 
of a hand rinse for dishes to be 
stored in the dishwasher until a 
full load is accumulated. There’s a 
gentle cycle for fine china and 
crystal, a heavy surging power 
wash for pots and pans, and a 
cycle for warming dishes. Not all 
are on one machine, of course. How 
important these special cycles are 
in your life only you can decide. 
That means shopping around. If 
there is a suitable nesting space 
adjacent to the sink for the dish- 
washer, these special cycles will 
surely get more use than if the 
dishwasher has to be pushed clear 
across the kitchen every time. 
Other convenience features 

While some roll-arounds require 
a prescribed method for racking 
dishes, there are others that permit 
random loading. Most homemakers 
find this an advantage, particularly 
with large bowls. pots and pans, 
and serving pieces. 

If your sink has only a single 
faucet, one added convenience is 
the special faucet adapter that per- 
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mits you to draw water from the 
faucet while your dishwasher is 
attached and operating. This will 
be made available by three compa- 
nies on their most de luxe models. 

Another advantage of the mobile 
dishwasher is that it may be rolled 
directly to the table for unload- 
ing—which means you can set the 
table with clean dishes out of the 
dishwasher. One unit is designed 
for use as a tea cart, for it rolls 
easily about on four heavy casters. 

Today’s dishwashers incorporate 
many changes and improvements. 
Because they make use of water 
hotter than human hands can stand, 
dishes are washed cleaner and have 
a lower bacterial count than those 
handwashed. This, of course, can 
reduce the spread of colds through- 
out a family. 

There’s a new sense of freedom 
in being able to load all the dishes. 
glasses, silver, pots and pans into 
a machine, attach the hose to a 
faucet, plug the cord into an out- 
let, and walk away. According to 
a study made at Ohio State, the 
use of an electric dishwasher in a 
home also provides a bonus of more 
than 200 free hours a year in which 
to pursue special interests or cre- 
ative activities.

in such a different idiom from his 
public work indicates how seriously 
he took his own, private haven. 

As Nat Owings puts it himself: 
“We and the house became friends 
in the model stage, long before a 
spade of dirt was moved. As the 
house grew into a three-dimension- 
al reality, our mutual friendship 
seemed to grow with it. The house 
seemed to respond to this feeling. 
Returning from a long trip espe- 
cially accentuates the almost hu- 
man qualities I find there awaiting 
me. 


“Our

The mosaic 
on our porch, by Louisa Jenkins, 
represents the Seven Gifts in the 
form of seven birds. A great hunk 
of redwood from a Big Sur canyon 
was carved by Gordon Newell into 
“The Spiral of the Universe’ and 
was placed at the end of our little 
hall. 

“T painted a leaf six feet tall at 
the entrance to our living room. It 
was to be an understatement, like a 
dried leaf lying beneath a tall tree. 
Then there is the little lyrical fig- 
ure of a woman, done in bronze by 
the sculptor Mascharini, represent- 
ing the feminine spirit in the house 
in contrast to the masculine 
strength of the structure.” 

When the owners can speak thus 
of their home, it is clear that they 
have achieved far more than mere 
shelter. They have achieved a habi- 
tation that is for them the most sig- 
nificant place in the world. 


What more can one ask of a

WHAT TO MIX WITH WHAT—AND HOW

during which the latter will cook 
100 per cent. The whole thing 
should be salted to taste, dished up, 
and served when the meat (princi- 
pal) is about 97 per cent cooked. 
Because, while the mixture is 
steaming hot, the process of cook- 
ing continues and by the time it 
reaches the dining table it will be 
100 per cent cooked, though at the 
time it was dished up it was only 97 
per cent cooked. 

Of course, when vegetable in- 
gredients are the principal as dealt 
with in Paragraph (b), the time to 
mix the meat (accessory) is when 
you desire to have the mixture 
served; because the whole thing 
must be served as soon as the meat 
is cooked, whether it plays the part 
of principal or accessory. 


ll. The Rule of Symmetry 


The Chinese treat cooking as an 
art rather than a science. In conse- 
quence. the average cook can sel- 
dom explain satisfactorily why cer- 
tain methods or ways are adopted 
in producing the best results, for 
he simply goes by experience. Yet 
a scientific mind can at least in 
many cases deduce some rules that 
underlie the methods or ways used. 
Hence, the rule of symmetry: that 
is, the accessory should follow the 
principal in form as far as possi- 
ble. whether it is cut in thin slices, 
fine strips, or cubes. The reason is 
simple: by being similar in size and 
shape they can mix better without 
being like “a square peg in a round 

_ hole.” 

So far the theme has been ade- 
quately dealt with in the abstract. 
A few recipes illustrate these points. 


1. Meat as Principal cooked with 
vegetable as Accessory in 
low-oil-quick-stir-frying 

(a) Materials: 

1 lb. meat (beef, mutton, lamb, 
veal, pork, venison, poultry, or 
sea food such as lobster. crayfish, 
scallop. shrimp, or fish suitable 
to be cut into thin slices, strips, 
or cubes without falling to pieces 
when cooked.) 

6 oz. vegetable (bamboo shoot, 

_~ snow. pea, mushroom, bean. green 
pepper, asparagus top, kohlrabi, 
broccoli stem, cabbage (except 
when the meat is cut in cubes), 
onion, green peas (only for diced 
meat), or bean sprouts (only for 
meat cut in fine strips). 

(b) Preparation: 

Cut the meat into thin slices, 
strips, or cubes, and mix it with 1 
teaspoon of cornstarch dissolved in 
1 teaspoon of water, 1 teaspoon of 
sherry, and 1 teaspoon of soya 


sauce. Cut the vegetable into more 
or less the same size as the meat. 
(c) How to Cook: 

Put enough (say. one tablespoon 
to begin with) peanut oil in a fry- 
ing pan. When it begins to boil, 
throw the vegetable ingredient in 
and stir it constantly over a medi- 
um fire until it is cooked. If the in- 
gredient gets too dry, add a des- 
sert-spoon of water and/or a little 
more peanut oil to prevent it from 
being burned. When it is cooked, 
salt it to taste and set it aside. 

Then clean the frying pan or use 
a fresh one, if you have it, and put 
enough peanut oil (say, two table- 
spoons to begin with) in it. When 
the oil is boiling, rub the pan all 
over with a piece of garlic on a 
fork and discard it afterward. This 
is not absolutely necessary though 
desirable in cooking beef, mutton, 
or lamb, but not chicken. 

Then turn the heat high and, with 
a tool like a pancake turner, spread 
the meat ingredient all over the 
frying pan. Press it hard against 
the frying pan and stir it quickly 
until it is about 80 per cent cooked. 
Then throw in the vegetable acces- 
sory, mix the two well together, 
and stir them constantly and quick- 
ly until the meat is about 97 per 
cent cooked, when the whole mix- 
ture should be salted to taste 
and served without delay. 

The methods herein suggested 
apply to all combinations in low- 
oil-quick-stir-frying, varying, with 
the kinds of principal and acces- 
sory used, as the case may be. leav- 
ing the question of choice and sea- 
soning to the performer. 


2. Meat as Principal cooked with 
aubergine or turnip as Accessory 
in stewing (Mun) 

Here the rules regarding propor- 
tions between amounts of principal 
and accessory and the order of 
preparation differ from those given 
above. The accessory should be in 
equal proportion with the princi- 
pal, because the accessory, being 
vegetable, is apt to shrink when 
cooked, particularly in stewing. 
And the principal should be cooked 
first, as meat takes more time. 
Preparation: Cut the meat into 
pieces the size of a walnut and the 
aubergine or turnip into somewhat 
the same size. Stew the meat first 
until it gets fairly tender. Then put 
the accessory in and continue the 
stewing over a low fire until the 
latter gets quite tender too, when 
the mixture is ready. Before serv- 
ing it, add a dessert-spoon of soya 
sauce and a teaspoon of sherry, 


also salting it to taste. In stewing, 
it is hardly necessary to say never 
to use too much water at the begin- 
ning, otherwise you would be mak- 
ing soup. Use just enough water to 
have the thing cooked and produce 
some juice. the fire 
should be low so as to prevent the 
stew from getting burned. If it is 
necessary to add water to it, do so 
by small cupfuls or tablespoonfuls. 


Therefore, 


3. Almond Diced Chicken 


Materials: 1 lb. chicken meat diced 
as principal and 6 ounces almonds 
(that have been roasted), bamboo 
shoot, and mushroom in equal pro- 
portions and diced. These ingredi- 
ents are essential, though some

E AMERICANS tend to fence

Edith Hamilton, 
in her Echo of Greece, tells us: 
“Beautiful art produced beautiful 


character. That was the Greek 
creed.” 
Might not our daily lives be

We 
could carry this out in small ways, 
a single camellia floating in a bowl 
on the dining-room table in the 
dead of winter, a carefully chosen 
Renoir print for the kitchen.

If you have a ledge of rock on your property, 
consider it a great blessing. 
Reveal it to view. Nothing you could cover 


it with will serve you so well as the rock itself.

This entire garden was designed around the 


magnificent outcropping of solid rock. 


There was a handsome show of rock above ground when this 
property was purchased. But Landscape Designer Edwin T. 
Wyatt excavated to expose much more of it, and then arranged 
the rest of the garden to display it at its best. Some of the deep 
fissures in the rock were filled with sandy soil and planted 
with small sedums, sempervivums, and creeping thyme. The 
flat area of gravel was formerly a slope covering part of the 
rock. By cutting away the slope on the rock side, and filling in 
by the house, a level plane was made. This carries the eye from 
the screened porch to the rock, and avoids the feeling that 
the slope is pushing in on the house. Handsome sculptural 
boulders are placed where visual accents are needed. Gravel, 
boulders, stepping stones, and rock ledge are all the same 
basic material and go together beautifully. Picture above 
shows how important rock is to view from the living room. 


@ Nature is by far the best rock gardener of all. If you are 
fortunate enough to have an outcropping of rock on your 
land, or if you know there’s solid rock under the soil, by all 
means consider excavating to bring it into view. 

This kind of rock in a garden is so much more rewarding 
than any man-made collection of boulders and plants. At 
best, such “rock gardens” are at their peak for a few weeks 
in the spring and are desolate the rest of the year. Exposed 


natural rock is always beautiful. No cosmetic application of 





portable rock—no matter how large—can be as satisfying 
to the eye and mind as an expanse of solid stone jutting out 
of the earth. 

Rock is the basic stuff of the earth. It forms a crust some 
thirty miles thick. The ledge of rock in your garden is part 
of the elemental structure that holds the earth together. It 
crops out in gardens in Spain and San Francisco, Mongolia 
and Manhattan—as well as the garden next door. 

To the observant eye, rock is colorful and ever-changing. 
When revealed to air and light, lichens and mosses begin to 
grow on it. They wax and wane with the seasons. The years 


add a patina as the rock weathers. (Please turn the page)

4 little of the rock was visible at the 
top of the ledge, but this entire slope 
was originally covered with soil and 
brush. Landscape Architect Karl Linn 
reasoned that there was rock here to 
be exposed—and in perfect relation 
to the house. Most of the digging was 
done by hand, and he could have hardly 
dreamed that the excavation would re- 
veal such sculptural form. The pool 
was designed as a dramatic setting for 
the rock. to reflect its color and form 
and to provide a reason for pumping 
water to the top of the ledge and letting 
it splash down a crevice in the rock. 
Succulents, pines, and other rock-loy- 
ing plants are used for color and tex- 
ture. The rock, and the way it has been 
enhanced with plants and water. is 
much more rewarding here than any 


other garden planting could have been.

~ You may not even see rock above ground. But if part of a 
lawn or planting bed consistently shows signs of needing 
food and water before other sections do. there is probably 
just a thin layer of soil over the rock. Rather than struggle 
to keep plants growing under such difficult conditions, why 
not remove the soil and reveal the rock?

These confessions of an unabashed bug-watcher 


will brighten your spading chores, 


and may help you bring in a better harvest

@ The hard work of spading your 
garden can have a fascination if 
you approach it in a quiet spirit of 
investigation, keeping a watch for 
mysteries, every-day miracles, and 
bugs. Let me tell you about the 
events and creatures I found in my 
garden as I spaded it in 1960, for 
every gardener needs to know about 
these things because they will be 
present in most soils. 

I carry a small pocket lens (cost 
49¢) whenever I go into the gar- 
den, and the wonders it reveals— 
brought to light by the spade—are 
worth a lot to me. 

The first thing I noted were 
earthworms, several in every spade- 
ful. When I first planted my pres- 
ent sandy plot there were very 
few. I had worked in a large quan- 
tity of organic matter over a single 
year’s time, and here they were, the 
precious slitherers. I had not put 
in one. Some people grow fishing 
worms for sale to gardeners on 
what, I presume, they call earth- 
worm ranches, but why buy them? 


Put bought worms into a plot with- 


out organic matter and they will 


‘starve to death. Put organic decay 


into the earth and they come with- 
out invitation. 
The next things I observed were 


_ Many tiny crawlers, a third-of-an- 


inch long, brilliant white with a 
tint of pink abaft. Their bodies 
were round, segmented, and thin as 
a pencil mark. When disturbed, 


_ they curled up like a hedgehog or 


armadillo; then, after a minute or 
two, they slowly walked away on in- 


-numerable legs. J had to use the 


glass to watch the legs moving; 
they moved in waves—two or three, 
apparently, coursing down the bank 
of legs at the same time. It was a 
wonder to watch. 

The name of these creatures, mil- 
lipede, means thousand-legged, and 
some species do have as many as 
400 legs, two te each body segment. 
I think these were infant speci- 
mens, for the hues of the adults I 
have seen vary from dirty yellow to 


dark brown. They are hard of shell 


and possess antennae. They are 


quite common around here in the 
damp and dark under decaying veg- 
etable matter. The common garden 
species grow an inch or more long. 

I have read that they feed mainly 
on decaying vegetable matter, but 
now and then they may chew a 





seedling, a seed, or small root, or | 


crawl into a cabbage head and 


startle the cook. It is said that they | 
are useful scavengers, useful in | 
the process of turning decaying | 


matter into humus—on the whole, 
valuable members of the garden 
club. But I have often been suspi- 
cious of millipedes for damage 
done and the cther day I secured a 


conviction. I found five millipedes | 


tangled together in a hole in a 
radish. Well, it was a rather mature 
radish and, perhaps to their taste. 
was ready for the compost heap. 
Several others, as well as some car- 
rots. showed damage that might 
have been caused by millipedes. 
They may also harm fruits— 


strawberries, tomatoes or melons— 





that lie in the damp, so make your | 


muleh light and airy under such 
fruits if you have many millipedes. 


You may not have many; in some | 


gardens they never 


found guilty of crime in your gar- 


appear.

den, chlordane or DDT will kill | 


them, and your seedman can secure 
poison baits that are effective. 
You may also see a myriapod, 
which all children, I believe, call a 
thousand legger, a crawler of a 
different class. Their true name, 
centipede or hundred-legger, is still 
an exaggeration, for they generally 


own a mere dozen to two dozen 


pairs of legs. They also have a hard | 


segmented shell, though flatter than 
that of a millipede, and are brown, 
orange. yellow, or tan. 

Centipedes are no possum-play- 


ers. but run fast when brought to | 


light, seeking the snug darkness. 
Their legs are much longer than 


those of millipedes. They have dis- |

To a casual eye a wireworm 
looks very much like a millipede. 
At first the tiny larvae may be

shiny jointed

and may attain a half inch to an 
inch and a half in length. They are 
a trifle more tapered at the ends 
than millipedes, and the last seg- 
ment of the body is longer than the 
other joints. When brought to light 
they do not curl, but scamper for 


white with dark jaws. 
they grow a hard, 


cover as fast as their short legs will 
carry them. Wireworms are mighty 
destructive in some places. They 
feed on roots and such vegetables 
as carrots and potatoes; they par- 
ticularly like grass roots; some gar- 
deners plant corn here and there 
to attract them away from other 
crops. Make no peace with the 
tribe of wireworms. Aldrin and 
chlordane are both recommended; 
one treatment should give control 
for four years. 

Three beetles from Asia spring 
from fat white grubs, the Japanese 
beetle, Asiatic beetle. and Asiatic 
garden beetle. These three Asiatics 
are as delinquent when adult as 
they are as juveniles chewing roots 
underground. The grubs have be- 
come among the worst of lawn de- 
some lawns have become 
so heavily infested with so many 
roots destroyed that a thick turf 
can be rolled back like a carpet.

Cutworms are a different breed 
of worm—the larvae of many spe- 
cies of somber-colored moths. They 
are thus caterpillars, with only six 
legs, though some also have several 
little warts that might look like 
legs, which help them to hump 
along.

_are also overstuffed in the round. 
| Some curl up, some do not. Some 
_are striped or dotted, but all I have 
seen are colored in dull hues, gray, 
green, brown, or almost black. 


They are all ravenously, wanton- 
ly hungry, the most wasteful of 
bugs. Most of them cut the stems of 
young plants for a living, as a 
woodsman might fell a tree—near 
the surface of the ground—but 
some climb higher before cutting 
and others craw! out on branches 
and eat the leaves. 


They spend the day underground 
or beneath debris. Tender seedlings 
are their desire, for they do not 
have the equipment for heavy work. 
They do not chew woody plants, 
and when a tomato or cabbage is 
fairly well grown it is generally 
safe. For protection we may spray 
a little chlordane around the base 
of a plant, grub-proof the entire 
garden, or scatter cut-worm baits 
in little pellets. 

If you see a white tangled mess 
around the roots of a plant, look 
closely. You may find that it is a 
snarl of thread-like growth, the 
mycelium of certain fungi. Though 
it may look mean and menacing, do 
not destroy it, for those threads 
have the facilities for manufactur- 
ing fertilizer from the nitrogen of 
the air. Some plants, including 
many of the heath family, such as 
azaleas and rhododendrons, cannot 
exist without this mycorrhizal as- 
sociation, as it is called. A mir- 
acle? In a single spit of earth there 
are enough mysteries and miracles, 
as Walt Whitman once wrote, to 
“confound sextillions of infidels.” 

None of these tiny monsters has 
ever done great harm in my gar- 
dens, though in many others every 
harmful one of them has been a 
serious Menace at one time or an- 
other, and I have found a few of 
all in every garden I have spaded. 
No, they have not done serious ™ 
harm, but they certainly have made 
me mad! 

There are several preparations 
on the market that will clear them 
out when mixed with the soil at 
spading, and no doubt in some in-_ 
fested soils it is essential to use one 
of them. 

Two considerations make me hes- 
itate: Chlordane, some say, wiil 
affect the taste of root crops, and I 
like to rotate my root crops around ~ 
the garden. I tried it on carrots, 
however, and noticed no taint. I 
have heard no such criticism of 
aldrin, dieldrin, or the others on 
this score. Then, I am afraid that 
any of these poisons will damage 
my new population of earthworms. 
And I count these among one of 
my more successful crops. 
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restrictions. Nothing you do has to 
Jast or even to be finished. A pot 
needn't hold water, a blockprint 
needn’t be washable, a piece of 
hand-woven cloth needn’t be siable 
or large enough to cover your sofa. 
Even thinking of a finished piece 
when you begin can be a restriction 
on inventiveness, though in time, 
you may want to do one. But to 
begin, let go and try any medium 
that pleases you. 


Wonderful designs result from ac- 
eeptance and understanding of the 
properties of your material. Your 
work can have an integrity and dis- 
_ tinction no amount of paper-drawn 
design can give. Accidents and even 
mistakes can be design in them- 
selves: dyes run and 
enamels react against each other; 
_ glazes pucker and bubble. A single 
_ glaze on a simple bowl. or a glow- 
ing enamel on copper can have a 
beauty not found in all the compli- 
cations of a carefully worked-out 
“pattern.” 

Designs and patterns can be bor- 
| rowed without respect, and from 
anything. One field can lead into 
another totally different one: re- 
search in herb patterns for em- 
broidery can lead into old garden 
plans and on into actual garden- 
ing; pattern translation and transi- 
tion obliquely can lead into the 
field of music; work with glass can 
lead into the confused world of 
Science, into such things as the 
oxydizing of metals, etc.

' AT FIRST you'll have a guilty 
| feeling that you’re cheating. 
Its a feeling left over from class- 
room days when you had to plan ev- 
erything so carefully, cut a smooth 
hard block of wood for each wood- 
cut, apply gold leaf only in a cer- 
tain way, or fuse only glass pieces 
of the same component parts.

Many of your things will cost noth- 
ing at all; bits of wood with a love- 
ly grain—like old weathered shin- 
gles—flowers, or leaves. (Leaves 
fuse between two layers of glass 
leaving a frail burned-out white ash 
if you’re successful, a large charred 
bubble if you are not. And leaves 
make wonderful resist-print designs 
using Clorox on dyed papers. Or 
use them just for design ideas.)

terials and buy only small amounts 
at first. It’s a challenge to use what 
you have on hand in place of ex- 
pensive tools.

If you want to try fusing enamels 
or glass or firing pottery, you 
can get a small kiln for about $30 
—the cost of the cook’s electric 
frying pan. You don’t have to have 
a studio. Keep the kiln in your fire- 
place, using the hearth as a work 
space. A small hand loom can start 
you off on weaving. A saw and your 
kitchen counter can be all the work- 
shop you need for work with wood. 
Other things such as batik, wood 
blocks, gesso, need no equipment 
but the medium itself. Don’t suc- 
cumb to all the expensive accesso- 
ries at the start. They can come 
later when you’ve found something 
you want to go further with.

a somewhat pyramidal form that 
has a great sense of stability and se- 
curity. This form abstractly echoes 
the general conformation of the 
surrounding landscape. The result 
is a happy marriage of house and 
site, a kind of unity. 

This unity of house and site is 
not a casual coincidence nor a 
product of feeling or emotions 
alone. As a study of the plan will 
reveal, many logical and rational 
decisions are involved in making a 
more pleasant place to live. 

As buffers against the street and 
its noise, the enclosed garden and 
the guest house, which is the least- 
used element, are placed nearest it. 
The entrance to the house is from 
‘a private drive which also serves 
an adjoining property. It has very 
little traffic. The carport and space 
for parking cars of guests are on 
this drive. 

The house itself serves as a buffer 
between the street and the outdoor 
living areas. The main portion of 
the terrace is on the south side of 
the house and away from the street. 
It is only partially visible from the 
driveway. 

This same idea of the protective 
buffer is carried into the plan of 
the house itself. The main living 
areas are on the south side of the 
house where they may take advan- 
tage of the sun, breeze, and view. 
They are shielded from the street 
by the kitchen and the bathrooms. 

Though not a stronghold in the 
traditional sense this house does 
protect its occupants without shut- 
ting them in. 


CONSTRUCTION DETAILS 


The Bernoudy house rests upon 
steel-reinforced poured concrete 
footings and foundation walls. The 


sub-floor throughout is a steel-re- 
inforced concrete slab. 

Load-bearing walls are built of 
brick which is left exposed on 
both interior and exterior surfaces. 
Wood framing of both the interior 
wall partitions and the roof is 
Douglas fir. Generally, the finish 
surface over wood framing is sand- 
finished plaster.

Spanish-Mexican-Indian flavor it 
inherits from the past when it was 
actually part of Mexico. It is now 
only 67 miles away from the border 
and the town of Nogales, an eve- 
ning’s drive if you care to say 
you’ve been “abroad” for a night 
out and a little shopping. (Some 
silver and liquor are bargains.) A 
typical Tucson tie with the past is 
the 18th-century Spanish Colonial 
Mission, San Xavier del Bac (pro- 
nounced san sa-veer)on the Pa- 
pago Indian reservation. In Tucson 
itself, litthe remains of the original 
straw-and-clay buildings known as 
adobe, but a small area of town 
called Ash Alley is being jealously 
preserved by a group of artists and 
craftsmen, specializing in leather, 
squaw boots, saddles, silver and 
turquoise, who have shops there. 
For all its 
Tucson seems to relate itself inti- 
mately with the desert, especially 
close to the tubular saguaro cactus 


big-city character, 


(called sa-war-ro) which is Ari- 
zona’s trade-mark and covers this 
southern part of the state in pro- 
fusion. From Tucson, one of the 
sightseeing musts is a trip on the 
Old Spanish Trail to the Saguaro 
National Monument, 63,000 acres 
of saguaro forest conserved by the 
government. 


UT IN our book the most fasci- 

nating encounter a neophyte 
can have with the desert is a visit 
to the Sonora Desert Museum, 17 
miles west of Tucson. It’s a zoo, 
aviary and botanical garden—an 
ingenious living museum of desert 
flora and fauna and a revelation of 
the diversity and beauty that lives 
on and under the sunbaked land. 

Culturally, Tucson supports a 
delightful Art Center, a Histori- 
cal Society, and a Festival Society 
which brings Tucsonans some of 
the world’s best in all the arts. Not 
far off. in Tubac, there’s an art 
festival every February. 

The desert and the Indians of 
Sonora County are most sensitively 
depicted in the work of artist Ted 
de Grazia. He is something of a 
Jack-of-all-arts, but seems to be 
at his best in his touching portray- 
al of Indian children. You may see 
his paintings and ceramics in his 
shop in Tucson, where you can also 
get an excellent Mexican lunch, 
but a most rewarding excursion is 
into the foothills of the Santa Cata- 
lina Mountains where he has built, 
spine and handmade 
adobe, a chapel dedicated to the 
Indians, called the Mission in the 
Sun. The roof, where the ridgepole 


of cactus 


should be, is simply open to the sky 
and the mountains, the walls are 
painted with de Grazia’s tender, 
almost playful, murals of the saints 
who are familiarly dressed as Indi- 
ans, and the place of worship has 
a warm, light-hearted feeling, 

If you imagine Arizona still to 
be the home of the gun-toting bad 
man and the fearless U.S. marshal, 
it isn’t of course. But near Tueson, 
there’s a prototype of the western 
town of film and legend called Old 
Tucson. It’s frankly a film set used 
for Westerns, but authentically 
equipped with every proper ac- 
coutrement from a blacksmith shop 
to a local “loyal Indian” and a run- 
ning gun fight which is staged 
every so often during the day, 
Western fans of all ages are com- 
pletely entranced. It is in effect an 
amusement park and a pretty im- 
aginative one. 


OR THE most part the desert 

around Tucson is nature unmo- 
lested, hence riding 
country, and the ranch resorts of 
this area—with such _ provocative 
names as The Lazy K. Bar, White 
Stallion, Wild Horse—play up the 
trail ride, the pack trip and the 
chuck-wagon cook-out as part of 
their activities. Almost all ranches | 
include riding in their rates.

All of Arizona is rodeo country. 
The World Championship Rodeo | 
takes place in Phoenix in March. ! 
Tucson has its rodeo February 23-— 
26 with La Fiesta de los Vaqueros. 
And smaller towns put on their 
rodeos throughout the summer.

The simple pine paneling, 
the long counter which runs under 
the windows and serves as a desk, 
the round pine game table and its 
encircling captain’s chairs—all tra- 
ditionally associated with hearty 
coziness—were bound to take on 
a certain urbanity when juxtaposed 
with this pattern. Kitchen-y, in- 
deed! 

I was right, of course, and Mrs.

There isn’t much argument that 
vegetables are the most mistreated 
of foods on American tables. We 
have become great pastry bakers, 
but we don’t prepare vegetables 
with understanding, finesse, and en- 
thusiasm.

This sophisti- 
cation derives from the French, a 
culture having great influence on 
the Danes during the 17th and 18th 
Centuries. The cuisine of the Court 
of Versailles so influenced the Dan- 
ish rulers and the nobility sur- 
rounding them that chefs were im- 
ported from Paris and installed in 
the kitchens of palaces and castles. 
It wasn’t long before recipes were 
being passed from castle maids to 
cottage mistresses. Vegetable cook- 
ery to this day is a combination of 
court cooking and simple, garden- 
fresh fare supplied from rich and 
fertile lands and a

Danes use the basic quick-cooking 
methods which all good cooks use 
all over the world. Their main 
method is steaming in a perforated 
steamer set above a boiling pot of 
water. Mrs. Jensen says her mother 
cooked vegetables in 
such a utensil 50 years ago. Danish 
cooks are even more unwilling than 
we are to let vegetables stand after 
turning off the flame. 

In making vegetables more in-

teresting, there are many differ- 
ences between the Danish methods 
and ours. If cauliflower is par- 
boiled, it is tied up whole in a net 
whole-headed at- 
tractiveness. To turn it into a gour- 
met’s dream, it is served with a 
sauce seasoned with minced ham, 
shrimps, or tomatoes. Leeks, when 
prepared Danish style, make an un- 
usual dish for those of us who only 
use this vegetable for soups. The 
Danish cook first parboils leeks, 
then bakes and serves with Hol- 
landaise sauce. (See recipe on op- 
posite page.)

The Danish cook uses cinnamon 
to enhance the sweetness of a veg- 
etable, like tender, young acorn 
squash, or dresses spinach with 
nutmeg to give it an aromatic zip. 
There are few vegetables that don’t 
get a sprinkling of caraway seed, 
but the most favored is the potato. 
Danish prefer the fresh 
leaves of dill, parsley, and savory, 
and for this reason they grow herbs 
in every available spot—from win- 
dow sill to kitchen garden—to be 
sure to have leaves handy to crush 
between two layers of cloth to put 
into the pot just before the vege- 
table has finished cooking.

Vegetables are used to garnish 
each other. Potatoes, carrots, tur- 
nips, cut before cooking into small 
stylized shapes, are boiled only un- 
til the tine of a fork can pierce 
them, which means only a short 
time. Mushrooms garnish lima 
beans or vice versa.

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@ As the postwar era draws to a close, one cannot 
eC help but draw some general conclusions about what the 
architectural essence of the last 15 years has been. 


Over and above the fantastic statistics about how 


many houses have been built, there is the rather little- 
SS¢ i ) Ce known fact that thousands and thousands of “great 


houses” have also been built. They represent—in 


costliness and extensiveness—everything that is in- 
ot herent in the word “mansion.” 


In one way, these postwar mansions are not like 


prewar mansions. They have the personal style of 
their owners, rather than bearing the stamp of any 
ahh Ta particular Style. 

In another way they are like earlier mansions. For 
they have had a great influence on houses built in most 
of the lower-price categories. This is as it should be. 
For, without the possibility of interchange of ideas, 
without seeing how the more or less fortunate live, 
without outside contacts and experiences, a person 
is unable to grasp or to imagine any situation or 
level of living other than his own. 


‘ 


To those “‘set in their ways” this may be unimpor- 


tant. But to those whose lives are still fluid and in 





a state of becoming, these other contacts and experi- 
ences can be vitally important. 

The house on the following six pages offers such a 
contact. It sums up the best contributions made to 


residential architecture during the postwar years. It 





expresses, at a very high level, the general pattern 





of living wanted by most Americans. 
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e Postwar Version of the Stately Mansion 


The living room, a lofty-ceilinged and 
dignified space, is used for formal en- 
tertaining. Placed forward of the main 
body of the house and on the crest of 
a promontory in a lake, the room faces 
south and to a view of the lake framed 
in the tall window. The photo at the 
right shows the exterior of the open 
gable of the room. The main entrance 
(shown at far right) is on the opposite 
side of the house. Note that the deep 
recess in which the sliding doors and 
the glass above them are set forms a 
sheltered terrace at the head of the steps 
from the lawn. It also prevents the sun 
from entering the room in the summer. 
The cathedral-like ceiling and the open 
gable-end, common elements in the post- 
war idiom of residential architecture, 
have been given an uncommon quality 
and a special significance through an 
appropriate use.

@ In the tremendous burst of building since the war, the fine 
American house has emerged as a new form in the world. 
Unlike the dwellings of other times and civilizations, our 
homes today are built on a whole new set of ideals. Also, 
unlike buildings of the past, these ideals can be brought 
together in many different ways. There is no set form that 
is the American house. Rather, it is an ever-growing col- 
lection of good solutions for life at its best in our times 
and on our terms. 

The chief characteristic of our best houses is that they 
are a reflection of the life within, not an imposed arrange- 
ment that attempts to formalize a set pattern of life. As 
a result, the elegance and dignity they frequently achieve 
is far more genuine and rewarding than the outward tensions 
of not so long ago—those palaces in miniature, cottages in 
grand scale, and, the last of the European imports, the un- 
inspired glass cubes that still line many suburban streets. 

The house shown on these pages is a remarkable example 
of these present-day ingredients for good living. In plan

The dining arrangement for the family’s meals to- 
gether is at one side of the all-purpose room. The 
dining room is used for more formal meals. At the 
right of the photo, in the alcove, is a counter for 
children’s snacks. It may be used as a bar when en- 
tertaining informally. The sliding doors open to an 
outside play yard, useful for the younger children. 
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The central hall, friendly and unpretentious in character, gives 
access to all of the main living areas. Deep recesses in wall at 
left open to living room. Through the opening at end of hall the 
all-purpose room is seen. The dining room is on the right. Floor 
and wall materials were chosen for both practicality and beauty. 


The spacious, all-purpose room (over 21 ft. high at the peak) is 
the center for most of the family’s activities, including their in- 
formal entertaining. Barbecue facilities are provided in an alcove 
at right side of the fireplace. They are directly opposite the alcove 
seen in the photo below. Note how the room is arranged into three 
general areas: the game area at the far side, the seating area around 
the hearth and fireplace, and the informal dining area in foreground.

It is small-town living in a fast-growing city— 


a life of casual, elegant entertaining—a life of civility behind garden walls— 


a life of vital interest in today amid reminders of yesterday

@ Georgetown, the village-in-a-city that dominates the na- 
tion’s capital, is leading a revival of in-town living that is 
spreading across the country. The special, old-colonial! flavor 








of Georgetown—and its importance as a political center 
does not obscure the fact that here, as in many other places, 
Americans are again finding small-town life possible, and 
satisfying, in the midst of a big city. 


\lthough Washington has felt the movement to suburbia 


as every other metropolis has, Georgetown itself has not been 
troubled by this exodus. Instead, there is a growing demand 
for its large and small town houses, and there are few of 
them left to restore in its relatively small area. Only Rock 
Creek Park divide on the east from the daily rush of 


the United Stat vernment in action, yet, as its residents 
say, “it is like entering one century from another.” 

The Georgetownian’s town house may be a large three- or 
four-story house of the Federal period. carefully restored, 
with furniture from the same period, or it may be a small 
row house (in what was once an alley), filled with prized 
pieces picked up in world travels. Again, it may be as Vic- 
torian as velvet, painted a bright yellow and white accenting 
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its gingerbread, or it may be of the Civil War period, with 
high ceilings and fireplaces in every room. It may also be of 
as recent a vintage as 1960, newly built from plans approved 
by the Georgetown Fine Arts Commission. 

No matter what its period, it is away from the city and 
its attendant problems. It offers its owners privacy and gives 
them a sense of being able to shut out the world—for a while, 
anyway. It is also convenient. There are no long lines of 
morning and afternoon traffic to the suburbs; the George- 
town resident encounters these only after he enters the 
city proper. Georgetownians can come home, dress for din- 
ner, and be anywhere in the city in an hour. 

The village-like quality of Georgetown has its counter- 
part in nearly every American city. Here there are little 
shops just to serve the neighborhood and, as in a small town, 
a hostess can run quickly to the corner grocer for a last- 
minute purchase. As worldly as the Georgetownians are, they 
have their own local paper, their own civic associations, 
their own gathering places for local gossip. 

On these and the next ten pages 
we examine what their way of life is and how it developed. 
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Such pleasant, livable retreats as 
this—the garden of Dr. and Mrs. 


Paul B. Magnuson—are to be found 





throughout Georgetown. Although 
each garden has the _ individual 
stamp of the owners, this one is 
typical in many ways. Every inch of 
its 48-ft. width is put to good ac- 
count. There are neighbors and a 
street close by, but the garden is 
completely private. The splash of 
water in a fountain diverts the eye 
and mutes the sound of traffic. Sep- 
arate adjoining terraces (see plan) 
are each in human scale for small 
gatherings, but also accommodate 
large parties. This garden is more 
extensive than most and has the 
luxury of out-of-sight space for a 
garden of choice herbs and vege- 
tables. Mrs. Magnuson is an accom- 
plished gardener, so there are more 
kinds of plants and more seasonal 


color than usual in this climate.

Dinner invitations are always 
engraved, unless it is a telephoned invitation for a “few peo- 
ple in to dinner on the 20th.” The formal afternoon tea still 
exists in some houses, but the weekly “at homes” are no more.

Friends 
drop by without announcing themselves. She and her co- 
hostesses may dash to the kitchen for a quick casserole, served 
in the living room, eaten seated on floor cushions. 

From April until the real heat of July, the garden or ter- 
race is the favorite spot for entertaining. May, in George- 
town, is garden-party month. Hostesses pray for good 
weather when they ve invited a hundred guests for a garden 
reception, for most Georgetown houses can become very 
crowded with a hundred guests. Invitations to afternoon re- 
ceptions are nearly always engraved. There is little use of the 
“cute” cocktail party invitation. Dinner invitations are always 
engraved, unless it is a telephoned invitation for a “few peo- 
ple in to dinner on the 20th.” The formal afternoon tea still 
exists in some houses, but the weekly “at homes” are no more.

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home attains priyacy with civility. There are neighbors on both 
sides, but you’d never know it here.

It is a life of civility behind garden walls 


Most Georgetownians have gardens. Those that don’t 
usually have a small brick terrace for luncheons @ deux in the 
spring or a tiny plot of ground for bulbs. Rare is the house

that doesn’t have some bit of ground for “getting outdoors.” 

Spring comes to Georgetown early because most of the 
gardens are sheltered gardens. It is chiefly a spring-garden 
town, and its tours for charity are planned for April when 
the gardens are at their loveliest. Most of the gardens have 
a Southern flavor, with magnolia floribunda trees dominating 
the landscape. Camellias, azaleas, and dogwood abound. 

The summer garden is usually a green garden, not from 
lack of imagination, but because of the long, hot, dry spells. 
Also, a green garden is easier to tend, and these days the 
house owner is often his own gardener. 

During long, hot summers the garden is the Georgetown- 
ian’s retreat. In some instances, there are glassed-over ter- 
races, with cooling water flowing over the roof. There are 
fountains everywhere and small pools in a few gardens. But 
there are few private swimming pools, because garden space 
is precious, and few residents want to give it up for a pool. 

The gardens, as well as the houses, may be accented with 
personal treasures brought from Japan, Italy, France, or 
Spain. There is usually a family signature somewhere in the 
garden, even if it is shells gathered at the seashore and 
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The seclusion of Georgetown gardens is effective, but subtle. The walls and 
fences, which are everywhere, do not attract attention to themselves. Privacy 





seems perfecily natural because everyone respects the need for it. The screen- 
ing is done with good taste and, as seen here at the Christian Herter home, 
often makes the entire garden livable.

two active citizens’ associations, to which most Georgetown- 
ians belong. But even though the citizens act collectively, 
the individual himself has a pride in his property and re- 
spects the desire for privacy on the part of his neighbor. 
“You almost have to be a good neighbor in Georgetown,” 
said one resident. “You live too close not to think of him 
when you're planning a party or running the lawnmower.” 
There are few private garages, since Georgetown was built 
in the days of the horse. New houses are built with garages 
in front; old houses have garages attached to the sides; and 
if there is no alley, the owner fights for a parking spot on 
the streets, driving around the block until he finds one. 
Georgetown opens its houses and gardens for charity 
several times a year. The annual Georgetown House Tour, 
for the benefit of welfare work at St. John’s Episcopal 
Church, is the oldest tour of its kind in the country. The 
annual Georgetown Garden Tour for the benefit of Children’s 
House is another annual event (April 22-23, this year).

It is a life of vital interest in today amid reminders of yesterday 


@ Georgetown is often accused by Washington of living in 
the past because of its preoccupation with old houses, old 
streets, and old taverns. Georgetown replies that all one 
has to do is read the latest news dispatches to find out which 
part of the city has the newsmakers of the capital. Presi- 
dent Kennedy made history recently by announcing cabinet 
choices and other presidential appointments from the stoop 
of 3307 N Street, N.W., in a most casual manner. 

Datelines on many news dispatches read Georgetown, 
not Washington. All its citizens are well read and most of 
them have all three Washington dailies and at least one New 
York newspaper delivered to their doorsteps. At the same 
time, they keep up with the latest town happenings through 
The Georgetowner, a true small-town newspaper. 

The people of Georgetown are a complex mix. First there 
were the so-called Cave Dwellers, members of Washington’s 
oldest society. Then, during the 20’s, wealthy families from 
Washington began buying up old houses and moving into 
them. During the Depression, families moved into George- 
town because it was a reasonable place to live. 

In the 30’s, the “bright young men” of the “brain trust” 
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who surrounded President Roosevelt moved into old George- 
town houses. Soon the Department of State discovered its 
convenience. During the 40’s it really boomed and, after 
the Second World War, its international phase began. 
Today the residents pride themselves on their individual- 
ity. Every block has its share of people of at least local 
accomplishment, to say nothing of national and international 
renown—It is a town of headliners—Cabinet members, Sena- 
tors, Supreme Court Justices, ete. You may run into former 
Secretary of State Acheson and Justice Felix Frankfurter 
walking to work any morning, especially in the spring. Its 
inhabitants were used to seeing Mrs. John Kennedy shopping 
on Wisconsin Avenue or walking Caroline along N Street. 
Many foreign-service officers and their families live there. 
Retired generals and admirals have joined them. This new 
generation, which fought and won a great war, wanted 
peace and quiet, but it also wanted some of the luxury and 
elegance it had learned abroad. It was they who added the 
final international outlook to Georgetown. As a result, to- 
day Georgetown is a town with a local, national, and inter- 
national outlook. Because of the (Please turn to page 152)

The Miracle of Georgetown 


The revival of this once-decaying section of Washington 


points the way for all who yearn to make city life attractive again

@ Georgetown today is an exalted square mile of beauty and 
enthusiasm in the heart of in-town Washington. D.C. It has 
regained its undisputed monopoly as Washington's “best” 
neighborhood. At one time. in our early history, its dashing 
beaux and belles led the social whirl of the nation’s capital. 
But with the Civil War. a decline began. 

In the years that followed, Georgetown took a dismal ride 
on the roller-coaster of civic decay. Its cobwebby homes be- 
came increasingly forlorn. its streets more dreary and un- 
inviting. Then a miracle took place. Georgetown climbed 
back to new quality, with charm and prestige galore. The 
slum look of its back alleys vanished. Now its reputation as 
\merica’s largest restored neighborhood is spreading fast. 


Today its 20 miles of tree-lined streets set an example 
that beckon millions back to cities. Its brick-paved 
sidewalks welcome visitors to stroll and look around. Its 
4.000 bright-faced homes offer a new image of in-town 
living. Its myriad small gardens show the way to a new and 
more meaningful life. 

The epic of Georgetown is full of surprises. It started 


as a thimble-sized village on the Potomac River in 1751. It 
remains a village 210 years later—a larger village. but 
nonetheless a village still. with cosy streets, modest houses, 
and simple “Federal” or “Georgian” architecture propor- 
tioned closely to human scale. 

To know what makes Georgetown charming and pleasant 


today is to know much about how to make American cities 
attractive again. To understand how Georgetown climbed 
back from its nightmare of blight is to discover much about 
how disintegrating cities can be made to survive. 

When this tiny village on the Potomac River bank was 
first laid out, it had only 80 lots on 60 acres. Later additions 
increased it five-fold. spread its area to ten blocks square. 
Large lots were carved up into smaller ones as the town grew. 
Starting out as a tobacco port. the place became one of the 
most important shipping centers in the Colonial period. 
When Washington was established as the national capital in 
1800, this town was already thriving. with prosperous 
merchants and landowners who had a yen for social life. 

From that day on. the Georgetown story has always been 
given a special flavor by famous names. Its history. legends, 
and myths have been well preserved. Now that the neighbor- 
hood is once more in the news, this ancient history has been 
revived again, as a sort of gay and harmless mystique har- 
nessed to neighborhood value. The three-story Georgetown 
home John F. Kennedy recently left when he moved into the 
White House has become the newest “historic house.” 

All this is harmless good fun in the Department of Aura 
and Prestige. But it wasn’t really important in Georgetown’s 
battle to build a whole new neighborhood out of a ram- 
shackle old one. More recent history makes plain that today’s 
Georgetown owes its new quality (Please turn the page)

The corner property and two others adjoining it were 
saved from demolition by a group hastily formed-just for 
that purpose. Restoration included such details as re- 
placement of the original small-paned windows in both 
the first-floor store fronts and the upstairs rooms. Because 
this Georgian styling was followed throughout George- 
town, the area achieved remarkable architectural unity. 
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Even the new building in Georgetown has’ been ‘done in the 
Georgian tradition. These separate houses (they are not apart- 
ments) are only a few years old, but they fall perfectly within 
the established architectural character of the neighborhood.

not to old legends, but to pioneers just as enterprising and 
filled with inner vision as the men who tackled the Old 
West. For city blight is a new frontier that calls for pioneers. 
Georgetown was fortunate enough to get them. 

When Congress first assembled in the new capital 161 
years ago, Washington was a city in the wilderness. Its 
streets were mudholes. Georgetown, snug and well-established 
on its hill rising from the north bank of the Potomac, was 
almost four miles west of the capital. The man who laid out 
the Federal City, Maj. Pierre L’Enfant, had his lodgings at 
Georgetown’s Suter Tavern. 

This was the Federal period, the time around which the 
quondam Colonies formed themselves into a federation. It 
was only natural that. as time went on, houses built in this 
period would come to be described as “Federal” style. 

Much fuss today is made over Georgetown’s remaining 


homes of authentic Federal origin. But much more important 
is the aesthetic tradition these homes bequeathed to George- 
town, and the flair it gives the town. For the men and women 
who launched the revival of this neighborhood liked the 
quiet, simple, human-scale proportions of the neglected old 
houses. 

In the mid-twenties a number of these homes were bought 
for “historic restoration”; that is to say, to be put back 
to their original state, almost as museum pieces. Prices were 
low, and the word began* to spread. Other old-house en- 
thusiasts started looking around for “a place to do over.” 

But at this stage there was no real movement of neighbor- 
hood revival—only a faint stirring of things to come. 

One big handicap for Georgetown was its loss of identity. 
As Washington proper spread out in waves of construction, 
the little village on the Potomac was engulfed. Builders 
hungry for land bought its uneccupied lots, engaged in a 
flurry of construction in a hodgepodge of styles. Existing 
Federal-style buildings were defaced by remodeling. George- 
town’s Bridge Street (now M Street) and High Street (now 
Wisconsin Avenue) have, even today, never recovered their 
original character. 

To make matters worse, Congress brought Georgetown’s 
separate city government to an end in 1871. In 1895, even 
the right to call itself Georgetown was withdrawn by law. 
From that point on, things went from bad to worse in George- 
town. Only vestiges remained of its former quality. By the 
early twenties, all but a few of the early families had moved 
away. Newer, grander homes had sprung up around Dupont 
Circle; along Sixteenth Street, Connecticut Avenue, and 
Massachusetts Avenue; in aristocratic Woodley Park; on 
Kalorama Heights; and in far Bethesda and Chevy Chase. 

As a place to live, Georgetown epitomized the predicament 
of so many other once-beloved neighborhoods throughout the 
country that have been sacrificed on the altar of progress 
and neglect. 

Ralph Walker, a former president of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects, wrote years ago: “The rulers of great 
cities that sprawled over and obliterated active and normal

An important part of the process of beautifying Georgetown 
and giving it a recognizable character was the attention paid 
to doorways. As you walk through the quiet streets, you realize 
that it is perhaps the uniformly charming entrance-ways more 
than anything that give the area its friendly, village-like 
quality. At the right are four doorways typical of the many 
styles seen. Though the specific architectural details vary, they 
are all reminiscently Georgian in inspiration. The brick side- 
walk laid in a herringbone pattern is another feature for 
which the residents have campaigned. A good example is seen 
at the immediate right. Georgetown has two active citizens’ 
associations through which group pressure is brought. but it 
is the individual responsibility of the homeowners that has 
produced the greatest results in the long run. 








village life, forgot that unless a city developed the art of 
living within itself, forgot that unless it further developed 
the physical and emotional qualities in a visual art to its 
citizens, the citizens might seek—as they have—other places 
where these qualities could be found.” And seek they did, 
leaving Georgetown to its own devices. 

The real turning point in the comeback came in the early 
thirties. These were depression days when Washington’s 
population was swelling tremendously. With a shortage of 
houses, people began to take,a second look at Georgetown, 
especially the bright young men brought in to staff New Deal 
agencies in the greatly expanding government. 

Many young couples scraped up the small down payment 
needed for a house in this section. Too poor to afford a new 
house anywhere else, they set to work remaking an old one. 
Thus, many modest homes were bought and given conven- 
iences and charm they never had before. Georgetown’s come- 
back was now entering a dynamic new stage. 

Restoration of “historic” houses helped revive interest 
in Georgetown to some extent. But, at most, the houses with 
an aura of history numbered only a few hundred out of 
thousands. A new kind of restoration was needed, and the 
pioneers in Georgetown supplied it. As used in Georgetown, 
“restoration” goes beyond the kind of work that merely puts 
a house back into an original state. It often implies restyling 
the exterior of a house to give it something akin to a 
Georgian, Federal, or Colonial appearance. It is a key word 
in the Georgetown story. 

One Georgetown architect, Walter Marlowe, commented 
on Georgian-inspired restoration in this way: 

“The basis for the appeal of Georgian-inspired architec- 
ture is its appropriate scale, essential harmony, design in- 
terest, and simplicity. A good example is that of a house 
built of brick, a small-size building unit befitting a moderate- 
size home. The main entrance doorway will not be too large 
for the size of the facade. It will be ornamented for interest, 
yet not too much. 

“The appropriately proportioned windows are ‘muntined’ 
—that is, divided into small panes, (Please turn to page 159) 
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The quality of restoration throughout Georgetown is unusually 
high. Here is one of the smallest houses in the area (exterior 
width is only 1] feet), but particular care has been taken in 
its remodeling.

Livable Color Schemes 


Use the high-pleasing power of the shibui principles of aesthetics— 


developed through 1200 years of use and perfecting in Japan 


@ Every time we add or take away an object in our personal 
environment we are creating a color scheme. The smallest 
manipulations—whether it be with pillows, bouquets, table- 
cloths, or even the clothes we choose—affect the pleasing 
power of our surroundings. 

We all know—or at least sense—that we are affected by 
our color surroundings. Yet very little is said to explain 
or teach us how to produce successful combinations. Getting 
to the heart of this subject has not only been much neglected, 
but the waters have been muddied by all kinds of false 
prosouncements, such as “this is the color of the month,” 
or “this year decorate with Caribbean colors.” In the name 
of promotion, vogue-ishness has been ballyhooed as synony- 
mous with beauty, livability, and serenity. 

When you look at what is being publicized as the “last 
word” in stylish colors, you can see there is a fallacy some- 
where. For a single color, by itself, is neither good nor bad, 
pretty nor ugly. Only when you bring a color into com- 
bination with several other colors does it begin to have 
value, for better or worse. Any single color can be graded 
up—or down—by the surroundings it is seen against. In 
short. any color is good if used right. 

So the crux is: how to bring colors together so they en- 
hance each other and become a whole that will be quietly 
pleasing to live with for years? For obviously the definition 
of a livable color scheme is that it should be deeply pleasing 
for a long time—for as long as six to twelve years, shall 
we say, for that is about the life span of better-than-average 
soft goods, paints, and wallpapers. 

Note that we say “quietly pleasing.” for if a color scheme 
is too exciting and too demanding of your attention, you 
will tire of it quickly. As in music, you can’t hit high C too 
many times in a song or it becomes screeching—not music. 
Bright and loud color schemes are all right for places you 
pass through briefly or see only occasionally, such as lobbies, 
ticket offices, and other places of public passage. But for 
your home, where you come for repose and refreshment, 
you need backgrounds that will produce serenity. Further- 
more, colors in your home must be appropriate as a back- 
ground for a wide variety of acts—from quiet, private family 
living to gracious entertaining of small and large groups, 
with women wearing all kinds of colors. 

Most important of all, the elements in your backgrounds 
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must be deeply satisfying to you for a long time. They 
should seem as richly appealing when they are becoming 
worn and thin as when they were new. That means livable 
schemes must have depths and intricacies, or they will be 
quickly plumbed and soon become boring. A background 
cannot be obvious, or it will be taken in too quickly. The 
mind will write it off and not see it again. 

So how do you go about making such schemes that are 
quietly rich backgrounds for interesting people and interest- 
ing clothes—backgrounds that “become” without over- 
whelming, that seem just as beautiful ten years later? 

House BEAUTIFUL has gained a great deal of help in this 
direction by studying Japanese aesthetics and particularly 
that part called shibusa or shibui. We devoted two complete 
issues to Japanese aesthetics—August and September, 1960. 
These issues put particular emphasis on the concept of shibui, 
a subject virtually never before discussed in English nor 
even grasped outside the Oriental world. A study of shibusa 
(a noun, with shibui being the adjective) revealed that there 
is a well-worked-out system for bringing together colors, 
textures, and patterns in such a way that anyone can pro- 
duce the quiet, rich, endlessly-satisfying kind of beauty that 
is needed for livable home backgrounds. This system works 
just as effectively in producing pleasing Western back- 
grounds as Japanese backgrounds. 

The easiest way to understand the shibui concept of beauty 
is to say that it is based on Nature. And it uses the colors 
and textures found in Nature, combining them in the same 
ways and ratios as Nature does. 

Nature never makes an aesthetic mistake. And the ex- 
amples of Nature’s infallibility are all around us to study 
and learn from. So let us analyze (Please turn to page 121) 
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Soft colorings of old bronze, tarnished silver, and dull gold 
are the basis of this color scheme. Secondary overtones are 
rust and vyerdigris, natural companions of these metals. 
Brightness of copper reds and oranges used sparingly, as 
shown here with strawflowers, brings the needed touch of live- 
ly contrast. You can see the whole scheme in the variations - 
of natural ores in the glaze of the vase by Irik Ploen. Pat- 
terns are not taken in at a glance, therefore are easy to live 
with for a long time. Tarnished silver paper is handmade. 
Vase from Bonniers, New York. All fabrics by Boris Kroll. 
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Gray and brown patina on the antique pewter bowl is the key to this grouping of 
subtle textures. Silvery gray backgrounds are a quiet foil for the warmth of the 
predominant dark brown. On this sober ground dashes of pink and lavender, 
mingled with clear sky-blue, are like the first freshness of spring flowers. In a 
room these gay colors would be like grace notes, perhaps for pillows and acces- 
sories only.

Iridescent reflections in baroque pearls suggest another gray ensemble, this time 
ranging from charcoal to blue and purple. Irregular designs in weaves count 
more as texture than pattern. They lend depth to the colors, but, because the 
patterns are small in scale and undemanding, they combine without conflict. The 
bright jade-green, used as an accent, has a gray sheen that ties it into the ensem- 
ble. To use this palette for a room, leather or wood might replace the red-brown 


of the seed pods. Light glowing tone represented by the irregularly-formed 
pearls might be transparent curtains. All fabrics, Boris Kroll. 








Green-gold quinces contain the ingredients for a sunlight-and- 
shadow range of greens and golds with deep brown accents. 
Transparent curtain and intricate brocades have softly indefi- 
nite patterns that enrich the fabric with related colors in the 
scheme. Designs themselves are interesting, but do not clamor 


for special attention. Vase has this same come-and-go in the 


unevenness of its worn gold-leaf surface. Scattered glint of gold 
in brocades lends lively but understated refinement.

what Nature does and then see how it translates into the 
field of making decorative schemes. 

1. No color in Nature is uniformly even. Rather it is 
shaded, containing many shades of the same color. 

2. There is no color matching. In a green landscape there 
are thousands of greens. And besides greens, there are 
thousands of other colors: bark colors, stone colors, 
soil colors, flower colors. 

3. The colors in the highest ratio in a scene of Nature are 
quiet, undemanding. Bright, vibrant colors are in a 
very small ratio to the over-all scene. 

4. Pattern and texture are everywhere in Nature. Every 
leaf is veined, every tree trunk is textured. But you 
have to come up close to see that this is so. It does not 
show from far off. You have to examine, to find. This 
patterning and texturing goes hand in hand with the 
shaded coloring, discussed in Point One above. This 
is why there is dimension in the coloring, why no 
color is flat and uniform and even. 

5. There is a certain ratio in Nature between shininess 
and dullness. Most of any natural landscape does not 
sparkle or glitter or shine. It is matte finish in the 
main. But there are always tiny flecks of glitter, from 
the sparkle of dew in the morning to the refracted 
light bouncing off broadleafed evergreens, the sun 
backlighting deciduous leaves, and the sparkle of sun- 
light on lakes and streams and ponds. 

6. Though there is plenty of pattern in Nature, there is 
no monotonous repeating of the pattern—identical 
pattern repeating identical pattern. Each leaf is slightly 
different from every other leaf. Each lichen is a little 
different in color and shape from its neighbors. Yet 
all these compose into a quiet interesting whole. There 
is tremendous variety, but there is unity within the 
variety. Consequently, no confusion. , 

These are the aesthetic bylaws that operate to make Nature 
beautiful. Anywhere, no matter the season or the climate, 
they are in evidence. So the world around you is loaded with 
opportunities for you to find prototypes from which to learn. 

One of the best learning exercises is to study some segment 
of # Nature scene in the light of the above six points. Look 
at it in the broad over-all sense. Then walk up and examine. 
close up, one thing after another. Look at a rock, and see 


< 


Dimensional depth gives texture to a surface through the 
nuances of light and shadow that alter the color, deepening 
the shade or lightening the hue. Here you can see how texture 
enhances the color and form of an Osage orange. The same is 
true of the green leather (foreground), and cork on wall 
covering, where texture is further emphasized by a_ vivid 
green underlay showing through imperfections in the cork. 

Another kind of texture can be achieved with color alone. 
In general, a flat, even, single tone doesn’t have the satis- 
factory effect of a harmonious blend. Here you can see two 
types of fabric texture: the soft-colored damask relies on 
an over-all lacy geometric pattern in its weave; the sheer, 
at first glance plain, actually has many tones in a subtle 
harmonious chord, achieved by warp-printing. Stalhane pot- 
tery has a similarly rich interest-in-depth due to multi- 
colored glazes.

how many flecks of color are in it, or the colors of the lichens 
on the rock. Go up close to the bark of a shrub or a tree 
and see how many colored components it is made up of, 
and in what ratios they occur. Or take a single flower, count 
how many colors you can find in the stem, and see how they 
merge with the calyx colors, how they in turn melt into the 
stamen and petal colors. 

Even a winter scene in a cold northern climate is loaded 
with color—if you have the eyes to see. What seems like 
a predominantly gray or brown scene is teeming with small 
flecks of oranges and reds and yellows—IF you focus on it. 

The ratio of colors to each other is very important. The 
brighter, more vivid colors are in lesser ratio. The less dra- 
matic, demanding colors are used in the highest proportion. 

Furthermore, the darker, solider colors occur underfoot, 
producing a sense of stability. The lighter, more delicate 
colors occur higher, just below or above the horizon line. 

When you examine any scene in Nature you find, perhaps 
to your surprise, that it is comprised of many, many colors. 
That is part of why it is never dull, always interesting. You 
can't take it all in at once. It looks simple, but upon close 
examination you discover it is complex—a highly-controlled, 
highly-developed complexity. The illusion of simplicity comes 
from the fact that nothing is superfluous; everything is there 
because of some organic functioning that requires it to be 
there. No color or pattern or texture is there because of some 
arbitrary whimsey. Everything has its inevitable place in 
some bigger, ordered scheme of things—the secret of which 
has not yet been figured out, but the rightness of which we 
are completely ready to accept. 

These are the ways to put together livable decorating 
schemes. These twelve pages of pictures demonstrate with 
rugs, paints, wall coverings, fabrics, and accessories how 
American schemes look when built on shibui values. 

Study the ratio of patterned things to plain things. Notice 
that even the unpatterned are mostly textured. Note the small 
proportions of sharp, bright accent colors and the high pro- 
portions of non-positive, unassertive colors. This lack of 
positiveness makes things easy to live with. Your attention 
is not demanded—unless you want to give it, and if you do 
give it. there is something there to study and examine. Even 
plain fabrics have an unevenness and iridescence, looking 
like one color in one light and another color in a different 
light. Rugs may have been woven of as many as four to ten 
different colored yarns, like the many flecks of color in most 
rocks. The uneven graining of wood is allowed to be uneven. 

All these schemes have naturalness—as opposed to the 
kind of even, smooth mechanical perfection we associate 
with the industrial age. Since the industrial revolution started, 
about 100 years ago, we have set great store on precision 
and the mechanically-perfect. But perhaps mechanical per- 
fection is not the stuff out of which beauty is to be made. 
Perhaps the rich patina that comes with time and the imper- 
fection that comes from use, weathering, and aging account 
for the continuing popularity of antiques. Perhaps we would 
do well to look for new things designed from the very begin- 
ning to have the rich depths of the “time patina.” 

Such things are not too hard to find, and their availability 
will increase during the coming years, House BEAUTIFUL 
predicts. For the concept of shibusa and shibui has spread 
like wildfire since we introduced its meaning to the American 
public six months ago. Americans seem hungry for it. 
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is impossible unless you grow some of the esoteric,

e If the cucumber has always seemed pret- 
ty pedestrian, nice on a summer day but of 
no special gourmet value, you have a treat 
in store. The Japanese cucumber. with its 
stronger flavor, can be prepared in many 
new ways, alone and in combination, that 
open a completely different world of tastes. 

Your taste adventure can begin as early 
as July Ist, when the first tiny, immature 
fruitlets appear. When they are 2” to 3” 
long, with the flowers still attached, they 
make a marvelous garnish for soup. Use 
three for each bowl] of clear, hot chicken 
consommé, adding a ring of lemon peel 
and some chopped fresh dill sprinkled over 
all. Garnish the bowls of soup this way just 
before serving. Your guests will be aston- 
ished, even more so when they find they 
can pluck out the cucumbers and eat them, 
flower and all. You can enjoy this when- 
ever you want during the late summer for 
these fruitlets will be coming all the time. 

When the cucumbers mature, they are 
used in many ways. Peeled and sliced in 
length-wise slivers, they can be dipped into 
curry-flavored homemade mayonnaise (or 
other sauces) as a cocktail accompani- 
ment. Sliced in rings and tossed in French 
dressing with chopped dill and tarragon, 
they perform as an unusual salad. 


To serve these cucumbers hot, peel and 


frame (where temperature was not lower than 50°). Potted plants de- 
velop strong root balls, transplant without shock, give higher yield. 


cut into julienne-size sticks about 214” 
long. Sauté in butter and minced garlic, 
add salt, pepper, and chopped parsley. This 
takes the place of the usual vegetable. 

Even more unusual is a stuffed Japanese 
cucumber. It can be done either hot or 
cold, using different stuffings. To do it hot. 
cut into 4” lengths, without peeling, and 
hollow out the segments, leaving about a 
14”-thick shell. Stuff with a mixture of 
cooked rice, ground meat, sautéed chopped 
onion, and any special flavoring of your 
own. Dust the ends with bread crumbs, 
place in a buttered pan with tomato sauce, 
tender. Cucumbers that 
have grown too large are ideal for this use. 

Cold stuffed cucumbers are served as a 
salad. Peel the cucumbers and cut into 4” 
lengths. Hollow out as above and stuff with 
a cold mixture of cooked and chilled fresh 
string beans (cut into 1” lengths) and 
peas. combined with a green herb mayon- 
naise. Sprinkle with chopped tarragon be- 
fore serving. This looks good and is good. 
It makes a perfect summer lunch.

Kdible pea pods 


You enjoy them all the time in the best 


Chinese dishes, but did you know you can grow 


them in your own garden? Surprisingly sweet 


and tender, these pods have the true flavor 


of the fresh-from-the-garden vegetable 


Call them snow peas, sugar peas, 
even unborn peas, these edible 
pods will give you a whole new 
slant on peas as a vegetable. The 
pod adds a completely different 
flavor, more bean-like, yet with its 
own particular taste. And the pods 
are picked when they are so young 
that the peas inside have not had 
a chance to grow tough or mealy. 
They are sweet and tender, like the 
finest petit pois. 

The simplest way to prepare 
them as a vegetable is to steam 
them in their own water. Prepare 
the pods by cutting or pulling off 
the tips. If you have harvested 
them at the proper time, there 
should be no strings, but if an oc- 
casional one should turn up, re- 
move it. Rinse in cold water, drain, 
then place in tightly covered sauce- 
pan in their own water. Steam over 
gentle heat until bright green and 
still crisp. They will be only half 
done by the American standard, 
being much crisper than the usual 
vegetable. Toss them in butter, with 
chopped tarragon, salt, and pepper. 

For a heartier dish, steam the 
pods as above, drain any water off, 
then stir in melted butter, frizzled 
bacon squares, chopped scallions, 
chopped hard-cooked egg, salt and 
pepper, and some freshly minced

marjoram leaves. To make the 
bacon squares, cut strips into 34” 
lengths and prepare as_ usual, 
draining fat to make as crisp as 
possible. This can become a main 
luncheon dish. 

To use the pods raw in salads, 
simply take the ends off as above, 
wash, and drain in a clean towel in 
the refrigerator. The pods can be 
used with other vegetables, but they 
make a delicious salad on their own 
tossed in a dressing of lemon juice, 
olive oil, chopped chives, salt and 
pepper, and dry mustard. Serve 
in a wide, shallow bowl on a bed of 
dandelion and mustard greens. 

The edible pods join well with 
other foods in many combination 
dishes, such as stews, soups, or 
Chinese stir-fry recipes. Their 
bright green adds a visual appeal 
to their special flavor, which holds 
up well even in such combinations. 
The important thing to remember, 
in cooking them before combining 
with other foods, is that they 
should not be overcooked. The 
crispness of the pod is a big part 
of their appeal. 

Many of the larger seed com- 
panies carry these edible pods, usu- 
ally as “sugar peas.” If not, you can 
get them from the Kitazawa Seed 
Company (address on page 122).

French cardoon 


A vegetable almost unknown in this country, 


the cardoon grows like an artichoke, 


looks like celery, but tastes more like a cross 


between celery and zucchini. What’s more, 


you'll find it unusually easy to grow 


If you really want to sur- 
prise your palate. try cardoon. 
Its preparation will remind 
you of celery, but it will cook 
up much crisper than celery— 
and a good deal less fibrous. 
The actual taste has overtones 
of both celery and zucchini, 
though it can hardly be said 
to be really similar to either. 

This vegetable must be 
blanched and hit by one hard 
frost before it is harvested. 
Otherwise it will retain a na- 
tive bitterness. Once the bunch 


has been lifted from the 


Nov. 1 


ground, it will keep well for 
two months if it is wrapped in 
burlap and placed in an un- 
heated space. 

To cook as an ordinary veg- 
etable, strip the stems from 
the bunch (like celery) and 
trim away all leafy material. 
Peel the white skin off each 
stalk (this 
green-white 
stalks into sections about 14” 
long and boil until tender in 
salted water with a bit of lemon 
juice added. Discard the cook- 
ing water.

The secret is simple—what you keep on hand in the refrigerator 


and on your pantry shelves is the key

@ If there’s any one category of cookery that can send me 
off into rhapsodies, it’s soup. I love it, and especially I 
like the idea of it, because it’s not only a concentrate of 
the essential goodness of food, but it fits right into my 
easy-does-it philosophy of cooking. Now, you’re probably 
raising an eyebrow at that if you’re thinking of those fancy 
soup recipes that call for endless peeling and chopping, stew- 
ing and brewing, and clarifying with egg whites. That’s not 
my notion of soup-making—not that it isn’t fine for those 
who want to work their heads off. But my feeling is, why 
strain, when you can reach into the refrigerator and your 
pantry shelves and in a few minutes flat come up with a 
soup production that your guests will swoon over. 

With my system, you use tinned soups (let the manufac- 
turers stew and brew), but you use them as a base for your 
own concoctions, revamping their flavors with your own 
seasonings or changing their character completely by com- 
bining them with other foods and vegetables—fresh, leftover, 
or out of the tins and jars in your larder. You can dress them 
up or down; they can be thin or thick, simple or outright 
glamorous. (Some of the most elegant fiestas I’ve ever 
master-minded have centered around the soup tureen.) 

In my soup philosophy there are endless possibilities to 
be explored, if you just open your mind to them. For in- 
stance, you can engineer a soup off your pantry shelves 
which duplicates the superb flavor sensations of Oysters 
Rockefeller—an unqualified triumph when you serve it at 
a party, and something you can do in about one-eighth of 
the time it takes to prepare that complicated production in 
the authentic way and, of course, with none of the fuzz- 
buzz. Seems to me that this business of making a soup 
capture the basic flavor “message” of a great and complex 
dish could revolutionize party food. ; 

To follow my lead into this new realm of gastronomy 
makes one demand on you, and that’s a little thoughtful 
larder-planning. You can’t reach out and compose a little

soup number in a hurry unless you've got the full keyboard 
of ingredients on hand, and in my book speed is of the 
essence. As a gauge of basic soup-making staples, I'll list 
below the items I try to keep in perpetual supply. Besides 
packaged frozen foods and the ingredients in cans, bottles, 
jars, and boxes, | deliberately plan a good supply of left- 
overs, simply by cooking more than I need for any given 
meal and freezing or refrigerating the excess against a 
rainy day—meaning a time when I’m in a greater hurry 
than usual. To give you the pitch, the kids used to say when 
I served a particularly hearty soup, “Ma’s cleaned out the 
refrigerator again!” 

But before we go into our lists, let me say a word for 
my trusty handmaiden, the electric blender. I couldn’t get by 
without it, for besides blending flavors, it does such a com- 
petent, quick job of whizzing solids into purées, semi-purées, 
and liquids when I need them, that I consider it a major 
tool for my kind of soup cookery. 

Now for a picture of my soup larder and a look at the 
way I run my soup life. After some years of experience and 
experiment, I am pretty choosy about brands of canned and 
packaged foods. For instance, I (Please turn to page 153)

The solution was built into this house by Architect Charles 
Montooth, who has integrated a sliding track right into 
the architectural trim.

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Water in all its forms is the real enemy 

of a house. If you could keep it under control, 
half your maintenance problems would disappear.

@® Water in the wrong place can be as hazardous in your 
home as water in the right place is indispensable, Dampness, 
musty odors, mildew, condensation (hidden and visible) , wet 
basements and crawl spaces, gutter-bursting icicles, paint 
blistering or staining, and many forms of fungus rot and 
decay are all evidences of water in the wrong places. 

If you have experienced any of these things this winter, 
or if you want to avoid them in the next home you build, 
this review may help you. For it is true that all of these 
troubles are preventable or correctable. 

Water is such an elusive thing that you must keep your 
wits about you when you try to trace where it comes from 
and where it goes. It can evaporate in the air, becoming 
invisible vapor; it can condense from the air as fog, dew, 
or droplets of water on the surface of cool objects; it can 
soak into absorbent materials like wood, plaster, masonry, 
carpeting, upholstery—in fact almost everything in your 
home except glass and metals—and often disappears in them 
harmlessly. But if these sponge-like materials take up too 
much water they may develop odors, encourage mildew and 
decay, or otherwise deteriorate without your realizing what 
is happening until damage is done. 

Obviously, if water in the wrong place can be harmful, 
the way to prevent damage is to keep water where it belongs. 
This can be done in so many ways, often without expense, 
that you should never need to tolerate excessive dampness 
in any part of your home. 

Water gets into your house under control only through 
the city water supply pipe or from your well. It sneaks 
in without control from rain, ground water, and atmospheric 
humidity. People contribute a little from the moisture in 
their breath and from perspiration. But the water you pipe 
into your home gets out of control in a dozen ways and is 
often the chief cause of trouble. It comes from cooking; 
washing floors or dishes; from your household plants; from 
laundry washing, drying, or ironing; from the defrosting of 
your refrigerator and freezer; from any gas or oil you burn 
in ranges, water heaters, or furnaces; and quite obviously 
from baths, showers, and indoor swimming pools. 

This extra water, now invisible in the air, spreads all 
through the house. Some is absorbed; some escapes through 
chimneys, vents, open windows or doors; some reaches 
sufficiently cool surfaces to condense the vapor back to water. 

While the evaporated water remains invisible in the air, 
it does no harm. But if the relative humidity indoors gets 
above 70% when the air temperature is above 70 degrees, 
you have conditions under which mildew and mould thrive. 





How to Control Indoor Moisture 


1. Keep out rain and ground water and avoid damage to 
roofs and gutters by good design and normal, sound con- 
struction practices. (Most troubles result from taking 
short-cuts to save a little in initial cost.) 


2. Keep humid air from condensing on cool surfaces by: 


(a) Keeping the surfaces warm 
enough with insulation, or other 
means, or 


(b) Shielding the surface with a 
barrier that keeps away the wa- 
ter vapor. 


3. Reduce the humidity indoors to the point where it is 
harmless, by: 


(a) Venting all moisture-producing 
appliances (ranges, washers, dry- 
ers, furnaces, water heaters, etc.) 
to the outside, and 


Venting rooms where moisture is 
evaporated (kitchens, baths, laun- 
dries) with vent fans or by open- 
ing windows when they fog and, 
if necessary, 


Removing excess moisture with 
dehumidifying or air-conditioning 
equipment. 


Prevention or Correction of Common Moisture Problems 


Find a conpiTION close to your own problem. PREVENTION 
tells what to do when building a new house (or undertak- 
ing a major remodeling). CORRECTION tells what to do in 
an existing house. Where several suggestions are offered,

tices including: (a) drains around foundation at 

Damp basements level of footings, with downspouts and drains con- 
nected to a non-clogging outfall such as a storm 
sewer; (b) foundation walls effectively waterproofed 
crawl spaces on the exterior before backfilling; (c) hollow foun- 
dation walls effectively capped to stop moisture ris- 

ing out through hollow cores; (d) application of 

ground cover (such as 3-mil thick polyethylene film) 

over bare earth floors in crawl spaces or cellar; (e)

fit your condition. You may eventually need to use more 
than one measure. Common sense will tell you how far 
it is necessary to go. 


CORRECTION 


Watch for points where water enters, especially dur- 
ing first heavy rains following a dry period, and 
take first corrective steps where sources indicate. 
(a) Revise outside grading to keep surface water 
away from house; (b) replace “dry wells” under 
downspouts with system of drains connected to 
storm sewer (if locally permitted) or to a downhill 
outfall; (c) install pit and sump pump if needed to 
remove promptly any water that leaks in; (d) wa- 
terproof interior wall surfaces with masonry water- 
proofing compounds (follow manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions explicitly) ; (e) install ground cover in crawl 
space as for new construction (even if surface of the 
earth seems dry). Caution: Do not dry laundry in 
the basement! If dampness appears mostly in the 
spring and summer, do not open basement windows 
or doors except on clear cool days and nights; use 
dehumidifier in humid (seacoast) locations. Where 
practical, insulate masonry walls, using vapor bar- 
rier, as for new construction. 


(a) Eliminate dampness in basement or crawl 
spaces (Condition 1); (b) insulate and ventilate 
attic as under Prevention, left; (c) provide direct 
vent to chimneys or outside for al] fuel-burning and 
moisture-producing equipment; (d) install vent fans 
in kitchen, laundry, and baths; and (e) in cold cli- 
mates provide storm windows and doors.

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The Pleasures of 
Creating Perfection 


The story of these two men 


can solve the riddle of how to be happy — how to live a rewarding 


life every minute of every day

@ May we present two happy men? They are happy 
because, every day, they do what they dearly love 
to do, and they do it at a level of perfection that 
takes every ounce of effort in them. 

The result of this all-out effort is the serving of 
about 37,500 meals a day, presented in 33 restau- 
rants of widely differing character. What is inter- 
esting about these men and their daily work is that 
the preparing and serving of food is not usually 
thought of as being exciting. Most housewives con- 
sider it boring—or even drudgery. 

What makes the difference between being bored 
and being thrilled by the same kind of work? Here 
must lie the secret of the whole riddle of how to 
be happy—of how to live a rewarding life. 

House BEAUuTIFUL believes, and we have said it 
many times before, that the secret lies in the 
creative approach. If you are going to do something 
just as it has always been done before, without 
bringing to the act any critical attitudes that lead 
you to say “maybe I can do this better than those 
other people,” then it will be a mindless, routine 
chore. With cooking, which must be done three 
times a day, it is highly important that the mind- 
less, uncritical, follow-the-recipe attitude be shunned, 
if any fun is to be had from this daily necessity. 

But we are getting away from these two happy 
men, Joseph Baum, Executive Vice-President, and 
Albert Stockli, Executive Chef of Restaurant As- 
sociates. Their pleasure in and dedication to the 
preparing and serving of food at all price levels 
(from luxury restaurants to snack bars, cafeterias,

and coffee shops) stems from the fact that they 
think “the book has not all been written yet.” 

If this point seems slight and non-crucial, you 
are mistaken. Creativeness is in truth one of two 
essential ingredients in progress (vitality is the 
other). It is the necessary springboard from which 
to take off into space. And in the restaurant world— 
particularly the gourmet restaurant world—this is a 
most unusual point of view. For quality restaurants 
in the Western world have been tied—emotionally 
and _ intellectually—to the classic French cuisine 
of the past. Granted that this is a great and high 
standard and not to be set aside, it is nevertheless 
limiting if you think that it can never be sur- 
passed, that French methods are the only good 
methods. Too many other civilizations have eaten 
extremely well to warrant closing our minds to their 
contributions. And too many technological improve- 
ments have arrived in our own American food 
repertoire to permit us to ignore them or look down 
our noses at them as though they are of lesser value. 
The jet age, which is bringing all cultures closer 
together, nudges us into examining what other 
people have that is good enough to borrow and 
to copy. 

So Mr. Baum and Mr. Stockli are really a new 
thing in the food world. The whole world is their 
oyster. And THAT is a pretty big oyster. And they 
are having a fantastically good time trying to 
swallow it. You never saw two men so on fire with 
their daily jobs. And never did two men work harder 
—roughly 12 to 14 hours a (Please turn to page 167)

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@ Music is fluid—‘unfrozen architecture.” to reverse the 
phrase. This liquid quality makes it elusive because the 
ear doesn’t establish a complete memory as the composition 
develops. So the tendency is to float along with the melody 
without hearing in depth. You enjoy the parts, but you often 
miss the more powerful impact of the whole structure. 

Complex music, like rich tapestry, has an underlying order. 
a hidden organization that binds the composition into a 
whole. It is often a very simple framework over which a 
fabric is woven with melody, harmony, and rhythm. In classic 
music these basic forms are fewer than you might suspect, 
and are, in their purest form, very easy to hear. When your 
listening includes awareness of this inner organization, you'll 
find new experiences in old favorites. And your pleasure in 
new music will be larger and deeper. Listening to discover 
the over-all pattern in a composition will also develop your 
critical abilities, and you'll be better able to discriminate 
between shallow music and deep music. 

The design above is a visual analysis of Brahms’ “Vari- 
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ations on a Theme by Haydn.” Follow it as you listen to the 
recording and let your eye help your ear discover the 
structural pattern from start to finish.

Theme and variations is one of the major classic forms. 
In Brahms’ hands it was a glorious opportunity for versatile 
invention. The drawing shows the ten episodes in the total 
composition, laid out flat as if coming off a loom. The time 
line along the bottom tells you exactly where you are, so 
at first you can use a watch, stop watch, or electric clock 
(set all hands at 12 and plug in the moment the music starts) , 
to follow the separate units that make the whole. 

In simplified form this design will serve you by illustrat- 
ing five important elements within the musical design, by 
showing their changing phases, indicated as fellows: 

Tail, dark poles separate the ten main episodes: the theme, 
the eight variations, and the finale. Each of these, except the 
finale, is divided into identically-arranged structural units. 
Medium-heavy poles show the four main divisions (phrases 
| or groups of phrases) within the theme and in each varia- 
| tion. This is the repeated pattern that ties the whole com- 

position together. Looking at the theme itself (represented 
| between the first two heavy poles) you can see that it separates 


a lL ee ae 


into four major segments, marked by medium-size poles 
and the type on the upper time line. Lightest poles and 
type on the lower line mark the inner divisions in these 
segments: two parts in the first and second segments, three 
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e Coda 


in the third and fourth. The variations keep this same 
arrangement—a two-unit section repeated and a three-unit 
section repeated. 

Spacing of poles, as you read from left to right, indi- 
cates the time duration of each musical segment. For, al- 
though the number of measures in each part of the theme is 
consistently repeated in each variation, changes in tempo 
and rhythm account for the difference in the actual playing 
time of each variation. 

Note: The time line in minutes and seconds is keyed speci- 
fically to one recording: Erich Leinsdorf conducting the 
Philharmonia Orchestra on Capitol P8483 (Stereo: SP8483). 
If you use another recording, you will have to allow for some 
modification in the timing, for each conductor’s interpreta- 
tion will vary to some extent. On a turntable revolving ac- 
curately at 331 RPM, this recording takes 17 minutes, 6 
seconds. Run the turntable a few minutes to stabilize the 
speed, then play the record through to check on the accuracy 
of your turntable. If it is inaccurate, you can mark in the 
correct times adjusted to your over-all running time. The 
original timing was done with an H.H. Scott adjustable, 
stroboscopically-monitored turntable. 

Color shading indicates the color and texture of the 
sound due io the character of instruments playing at a given 
time. Lightest tone indicates the frailer and lighter instru- 
ments. The darkest tone represents (Please turn the page) 
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the fullest texture or density. You will notice that full 
orchestra doesn’t necessarily mean full volume. 

Patterns within each segment are indicative of the char- 
acter and intricacy of each phase. The first statement of 
the theme is represented by a fairly bold, evenly spaced 
pattern made up of straight-line forms and rosettes that 
suggest the rather even musical balance between heavy 
chords and flowing melodic line. These pattern indications 
let you see at once when to expect an exact repeat of a pre- 
vious section. For instance, in the theme you can see that 
the second major section is an exact repeat of the two seg- 
ments in section one: the fourth is a repetition of the three 
segments in part three. This same system of identical repeats 
holds true for variations 1, 2. 6. and 7. In the other four, 
the repeats are there, but embellishments are added. 


Elements from the “theme” patterns are used in all the 
variations. Sometimes the geometric forms dominate, some- 
times the rosettes, just as the various musical figures in 
the theme are investigated later in many different lights— 
turned inside out, upside down, combined in new groupings. 
and embellished with ornament. Occasionally, ornament takes 
over as the main event. 

In the finale, instead of following the set system, a re- 
peated melodic pattern in the bass forms a ground for a pa- 
rade of variations on variations—a final burst of imagina- 
tive invention that suggests that Brahms could have gone 
on indefinitely if he chose to. 

Graphic height shows the varying highs and lows of sound 
volume. With abrupt changes, Brahms in some cases used 
volume contrast to accentuate the underlying structural 
framework as a prominent feature. Other times where me- 
lodic flow is dominant ( Var. 3, 7. and 8). the transition from 
one segment to the next is less perceptible. 

With this guide you can discover more easily the design 
depth in the composition. It will help train your ear to recog- 
nize the inner structure that serves, like the growth pattern 
of a plant, to govern the character of a composition. 

The greatness of fine music lies in its inner richness. 
There is always more to discover, and for this reason you 
enjoy it more and more. A pretty tune. pleasing harmony. or 
catchy rhythm may be diverting and entertaining for a while. 
But your ear soon gets bored and what was once a favorite 
seems repetitious and trivial. This is what happens with most 
popular songs. Their slim power is soon exhausted and 
they disappear. 

This drawing will help clarify some of the less obvious 
levels of enjoyment in Brahms’ “Variations.” There are many 
other areas to explore—harmonic, melodic, rhythmic. Most 
people hear these easily. but you'll find they have even 
more significance when you are equaily conscious of the 
other elements in music.

The theme and variations as a form appears frequently in 
composition and has been used and developed by many great 
composers. In its simplest form it is usually a complete 
tune between 16 and 32 measures long, followed by varia- 
tions that keep to the same basic structural pattern and 
harmony—the only change being embellishment of the 
melodic line. More complex examples, like this one by 
Brahms, retain only the larger outlines of the theme—the 
number of measures and the structural pattern—while har- 
mony is treated with great freedom. 

Here are some other excellent recordings of Brahms’ 
“Variations on a Theme by Haydn”: Pierre Monteux, Lon- 
don Symphony (Victor 2418); Bruno Walter, New York 
Philharmonic (Columbia 5076); Ferene Fricsay, Berlin 
Radio Symphony (Decca 9975): Antal Dorati, London Sym- 
phony (Mercury 50154); Edvard Van Beinum, Amsterdam 
Concertgebouw Orchestra (Epic 3586); Paul Kletzki, Phil- 
harmonia Orchestra (Angel 35765). 

The Leinsdorf. Monteux. Dorati. Van Beinum, and Kletzki 
recordings are available in both monophonic and stereo. The 
others are monophonic only. Numbers above are for mono. 

In addition to these variations on Haydn’s theme you'll 
enjoy listening to those in the finale of Brahms’ Symphony 
No. 4 in E Minor. They are another great demonstration of 
his use of this form. 

You can hear what Haydn himself did with variations in 
his “Emperor” Quartet (Opus 76, No. 3). An earlier set that 
is delightful is Corellis “La Follia,” a sonata for solo 
violin based on an ancient Portuguese dance tune. Bach’s 
“Chaconne in D Minor,” also a sonata for solo violin, is an 
example that ranks as a masterpiece. 

Beethoven raised the form to its highest level in some 
of his last works, particularly in the Ninth Symphony and 
in the Piano Sonatas in C Minor (Opus 111) and E Major 
(Opus 109). Schubert took a theme from one of his songs, 
Death and the Maiden,” for variations in the D Minor Quar- 
tet—probably his finest use of this structural pattern. 

At the turn of the century Elgar devised the “Enigma Vari- 
ations,” an entertaining series of musical character studies 
of his friends—program music with each episode based on a 
common theme. “Fantasia on a Theme by Tallis,” composed 
by Vaughan Williams. is still another beautiful example 
from a modern composer. 

These are only random suggestions for further exploration. 
Theme and variations is one of the oldest forms in western 
music. You'll find examples as far back as the 14th Century 
and as recent as today. If your ear is attuned to listening 
to inner structure, you will be able to recognize this basic 
form as a frequent device in many compositions, and you will 
enlarge your pleasure in music as you investigate this one 
form as it was used by many different composers.

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Noted beauty consultant answers questions about face creams 


DO FACE CREAMS 
REALLY WORK? 


BY HELEN F. PORTER 


GOOD PART of my time as a 
beauty consultant is spent 
answering the many questions 
about face creams that come in the 
mail every day. In order to answer 
them fully, ’'ve had to make a care- 
ful study of creams—from queen 
bee jelly and hormone creams to 
medicated and vitamin creams. 
I’ve found, as I’m sure that many 
of you have, that while most 
creams will do some good, none 
quite lives up to my expectations. 
In the past year, ve received 
many letters about face creams con- 
taining those new beauty ingredi- 
ents—polyunsaturates. Women want 
to know what they are, how they 
compare with other beauty ingredi- 
ents, and what can be expected of 
them. All this curiosity led me into 
a really intensive study of face 
creams containing polyunsaturates. 
The first thing I wanted to know 
was exactly what polyunsaturates 
are. According to research men [ 
talked with, polyunsaturates, un- 
like many other beauty ingredi- 
ents, are actual elements of young, 
healthy skin. For some unknown 
reason, they drain away with time. 
In fact, scientific tests have shown 
that when you’re 20, your skin 
contains about 50% more polyun- 
saturates than it does at 40. 

The next thing I wanted to 
know was whether a face cream 
can really help compensate for the 
skin’s dwindling supply of poly- 
unsaturates.

“Since we are fishermen,” says 
Mrs. Hensel (they fish the Mira- 
michi River in New Brunswick), 
“we use our own catch of salmon or 
egrilse.” (Grilse are young adult sal- 
mon.) To make the fish soufflé, boil 
salmon or grilse for 15 minutes. 
Skin, and bone fish and put through 
blender for only a minute. Mean- 
while, using not too much water, 
boil the shrimp, scallops, and red 
snapper gently for about five min- 
utes. Shell or bone, put through 
blender, reserve fish stock for Lob- 
ster Sauce (below). When blended, 
total amount of scallops, shrimp, 
snapper, and salmon/grilse should 
come to about 144 quarts. If you 
have more, put it in the freezer, and 
reserve for your next party. 

At this time, Mrs. Hensel says 
she does those mysterious things 
“to add to the taste” which she can 
never account for, but certainly the 
following ingredients are to be 
added to the fish mixture: 
Tarragon, a good pinch 
Y teaspoon freshly-grated ginger 

root (if unavailable, use powdered 

ginger to taste) 
1 tablespoon finely grated onion 
Salt 
Freshly-ground black pepper 

Now, beat egg whites and gently 
fold into fish mixture. Pour into a 
deep cooking mold. Cook in a mod- 
erate oven for 25 or 30 minutes, and 
serve with Lobster Sauce, made as 
follows:

1 large fresh lobster 

3 frozen lobster tails 

Flour 

Butter 

Reserved fish stock 

1 tablespoon brandy to each cup of

Like many another old section 
(Greenwich Village in 
New York, the French Quarter in 
New Orleans), Georgetown has its 
share of artists and writers. Its lit- 
tle galleries (which may dispense 
coffee in the old tradition of 
Georgetown taverns or in the new 


| espresso tradition of Italy) display 


the works of Georgetown artists 
and of artists from all over the 
world. It has a large share of Wash- 
ington’s novelists, poets, newspaper 
and magazine writers. 

Because of its now high-priced 
houses and land, it attracts people 
whose income must be in excess of 


| $10,000 a year. “Nobody can afford 


to live in Georgetown any more un- 


less he makes at least $10.000,” 


| says a resident. “And it helps if he 


or she has a steady income from 
family sources to help out.” 

But in spite of this statement. 
the young and ambitious can still 


| find a way to live in Georgetown. 


The government girl and young ca- 
reer man, bogged down in routine 
jobs, can still enjoy the “atmos- 
phere” of Georgetown. But they do 
it by joining others and renting 
a house or apartment. 

A fledgling reporter on a Wash- 


ington newspaper put its dynamic 
feeling this way: “I believe that 
you might as well live in a place 
with atmosphere—the atmosphere 
of people who are really living— 
not just a domicile to go to when 
you get off from work, but a place 
where there are busy and interest- 
ing people, living busy and inter- 
esting lives. You don’t just go away 
and leave a house in Georgetown 
as you do a house in the suburbs.” 

In Georgetown are many shops 
specializing in gourmet foods, ap- 
pealing to the international tastes 
in the area. There are wine shops, 
cheese shops, a French market 
where the veal is pounded while 
you wait, and many little corner 
groceries. There are shops special- 
izing in coffee blends and candies, 
casserole cookery shops, and ca- 
terers.

But it, too. has attained 
“village” status, becoming the 
gathering place on the week end, 
when residents congregate there 
for gossip.

In the refrigerator I always keep 
a small canned ham, and a few 
cans of consommé so it’s jelled 
when I need it. 

For seasoning soup with wines I 
keep on hand sherry, Madeira, 
port, vermouth, red and _ white 
wines, and Herbsaint, which is a 
100 proof anise liqueur, made by 
Legendre Co., New Orleans. 

To get back to the cracker de- 
partment, I try variations on the 
routine, for unexpected little 
touches add an imaginative fillip 
to your soups. Breadsticks are good 
with thick soups, like minestrone. 
Cornbread is good with black bean, 
and corn sticks are great with len- 
til or split pea soup. Rye or pum- 
pernickel slices are a delicious 
change and wonderful with borscht. 
Fritos or fried tortillas go beauti- 
fully with any hot-spiced, zesty 
soup. Pretzel sticks are an inter- 
esting switch. Sesame crackers 
seem especially right with curry 
soup. And of course there’s my 
favorite—French bread—good with 
all kinds of soups. But here’s a new 
way of using it. If you’re having a 
marmite, dip slices of French 
bread into the broth and dry them 
in the oven before serving. 

How you present your divine 
soup concoctions is most impor- 
tant, because, let’s face it, people 
eat with their eyes as well as their 
palates, and a glamorous or un- 
usual container can make any food 
seem more interesting and provoke 
conversation, which is also impor- 
tant to a good meal. I use the darn- 
edest dishes for my soups—from gi- 
ant coffee cups to tiny Descoware 
casseroles. Consider glasses, fruit 
compotes, Chinese rice bowls, Jap- 
anese petal bowls, milk glass chick- 
ens (for chicken soup; natch), cer- 
amic tomatoes or artichokes for 
vegetable soups, and those lovely 
Javanese lacquer 
bowls (a little impractical in the 


Japanese or 


dishwashing, but delightful). 

For cold soups, I use old-fash- 
ioned glasses, glass bonbon dishes, 
anything cool and refreshing to the 
eye that I happen to have on hand. 
It’s fun to look over the various 
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and sundry items in your china 
cabinets and re-evaluate them in 
terms of unusual soup service. 

I do not use conventional cream 
soup dishes for soup. They’re not 
gay and giddy enough for me. Nor 
do I serve soup in those dear old 
open-faced bowls that the British 
love, because I like soup hot and 
those flat numbers cool it off be- 
fore it gets to the table. I do use 
soup bowls, 
however—but for desserts! 

So now that you have the genera] 
drift of my soup system, let’s see 


these conventional 


what variations we can conjure up 
with dear Mr. Campbell’s 
sommé, or Swanson’s chicken broth, 
which is also a Campbell prod- 
uct. (How that man should love

me! ) 
Consommé with Sherry 


To 1 can of consommé, add 1% 
can of water and 1 scant table- 
spoon of sherry for each cup. 

Pour consommé into sauce pan, 
swish out the can with half can 
warm water, heat, add_ sherry, 
freshly ground pepper, chopped 
chives and parsley, a pinch for 
each serving. Serve in hot contain- 
ers with sesame crackers. A thin, 
thin slice of lemon floating on top 
of the soup is a pretty addition. 


Consommé with Madeira 


Substitute Madeira instead of 
sherry, and if you want to add a 
glamorous flavor, drop in sautéed 
chopped kidneys. Heat to bubbling 
and serve, topped with chopped 
chives and parsley. 


Consommé with Truffles 


This soup often starts my din: 
ner parties. Use the same propor: 
tion of°consommé as water, add the 
juice from the truffle can, chop 
truffles and heat. Add just a dash 
of your favorite flavoring—Port, 
sherry, Madeira, or vermouth, but 
don’t destroy the truffle flavor. Omit 
any trim, like chopped chives or 
parsley. The truffles are enough. 


Consommé with Mushrooms 


Buy the tiniest mushrooms ayail- 
able, cut off stem even with cap 
and save stems for another dish. 
Sautée the whole mushroom in but- 
ter with a little Chef Howald’s sea- 
soning, salt, chives, and parsley, 
and a little vermouth. Combine 
with consommé and serve with 
French bread sticks. 


Hot Consommeé with Avocado Balls 


Prepare the consommé and just 


before serving, add sherry and 


balls of avocado, spooned out with 
the “baller.” If the avocado is firm, 
it adds a different flavor, quite rem- 
iniscent of the ginkgo nut of Japan. 

Speaking of nuts, you can add 
your favorite to the consommé and 
boil for a few minutes. 


Consommé with Nuts 


Use filberts, macadamia nuts (1 
prefer these in chicken broth), 
cooked chestnuts, walnut halves, 
pecan halves, any that you can 
think of. Add nuts to broth and 
cook them for about five minutes. 
They are an interesting texture ad- 
dition. Prepare broth in any of the 
above-mentioned ways. 


Jellied Consommé in 
Avocado Halves 


I keep both Campbell’s and 
Heinz beef and chicken consommés 
on ice at all times, so that I can 
run out a jellied consommé with 
whatever I have on hand. I 
put jellied consommé in avocado 
halves, sprinkle generously with 
minced parsley and chives, and 


serve with a dollop of sour cream — 


with a wedge of lemon and crispy 
soda crackers on the side. If mel- 
ons are in season, I get small mel- 
ons, from cantaloupes to honey- 
dews, and put jellied chicken con- 
sommé in each half. Then I garnish 
with tiny 
minced chives and parsley. Cooked 
artichoke bottoms are excellent 
with jellied soup.

Jellied Consommé with Caviar 


Spoon out jellied consommé in a 
glamorous glass bowl, and refrig- 
erate until ready to use. Spoon out 
caviar, a heaping teaspoon for each 
serving, little lemon 
juice over it, and top with sour 
cream and a generous sprinkling of

Jellied Consommé with 
Mushrooms 


Buy tiny mushrooms, rinse them, 
cut off stems even with cap. Cook 
them in a little consommé with ei- 
ther a clove of garlic or shallot, 
and a little M.S.G. until barely ten- 
der. Remove garlic or shallot and 
let the mushrooms cool. Mix with 
the jellied consommé and chives, 
put into serving bowls, and chill 


until ready to serve. This is a de- ~ 


licious luncheon dish served with 
hot sesame bread sticks, the pack- 
aged “brown-and-serve” variety. 
Eggs in “Aspic”’ 
This is a great dish for a buffet 
luncheon. It is so easy to do, and

since it must be done the day be- 
fore, it simplifies your life if you’re 
giving a party. For the “aspic” I 
use a mixture of both Heinz 
chicken and Campbell’s consommé, 
as this is an interesting flavor. 

Poach as many eggs as needed. I 
use the Revere stainless steel egg 
poacher, so all the eggs will be uni- 
form in shape. Poach them until 
well “set,” but not hard. Remove 
them from pans and set on a paper 
towel to cool. 

Before poaching the eggs, how- 
ever, pour about half an inch of 
cold consommé into the individual 
dishes in which the eggs will be 
served. Put these dishes in the 
coldest part of the refrigerator to 
“set.” After the eggs are cooled, 
carefully place each egg on top of 
the jellied consommé. Then add 
fresh tarragon, or chopped truffles, 
or a slice of paté, or finely sliced 
ham, “matchsticks” or slices of 
chicken. Spoon on cold consommé 
and refrigerate. 

Use containers that are a little 
bigger than the size of the eggs. I 
use everything from Descoware 

butter melters to tiny lotus bowls. 

I also have a stemmed glass that I 

use, and when I use glass, I usually 

put in truffles and paté, for it’s 
pretty to see these delectables 
floating in aspic. 

Now that you are about up to 
your ears in consommé, let us con- 
sider another broth angle. 

Actually I use all sorts of liquids 
to add to various odds and ends of 
cooked goodies that I have on 
hand. Tomato bouillon, clam broth, 
Madriléne, and (don’t let your 
stomach curdle) I also use beer 
and buttermilk as a base. For 
chicken broths, I like a “blonde” 

_ color, and so use Monarch or Ban- 
quet or Swanson’s brands. If I am 
using it as a base, I step up the 
chicken flavor by adding Spice Is- 
lands chicken concentrate. 


Chicken Broth with Shrimps 


This is another soup that I serve 
at dinner parties, for it is so easy 
to run up. 

4 cans of “blonde” chicken broth 
1 package tiny frozen peas 
1 package tiny frozen shrimp 

Defrost shrimp, and peas, bring 
the “stepped-up” chicken broth to 
a-boil and add the shrimp and 
peas.

It does not need to be a curry 
soup—although that’s a mighty 
fine soup to have.

Nor 
could such a standard have in- 
duced other families to come in 
and expend the amount of work 


| that needed to be done. 


To establish a high level of qual- 
ity, the pioneers had to go further 
than merely make a house decent, 
safe, and sanitary. They wanted 
quality kitchens and bathrooms, 
paved rear terraces, landscaped 
gardens, shiny new hardware, 
Janterns at the entranceway. They 
wanted to set a standard of in- 
town style, convenience, and im- 
peccable quality equal to the best 
the suburbs had to offer. And they 
had to do it block by block. 

Further complicating the financ- 
ing problem was the varying qual- 
ity of the original area. Even after 
some sections had revived greatly, 
others remained untouched, 
almost taboo. An example of this 
was encountered by Lorenzo S. 
Winslow, who later became archi- 
tect of the White House and super- 
vised its restoration. 

In 1935, Mr. Winslow fell in love 
with a rundown house on Volta 
Place which, at the time, was con- 
sidered a less desirable part of 
Georgetown. Interest previously 
had centered east of Wisconsin 
Avenue—the north-south street that 
bisects Georgetown. The house Mr. 
Winslow wanted was west of Wis- 
consin Avenue, in the then inactive 
section. (It had once been one of 
the finest districts in Georgetown. 
Right across the street was a house

and builders who bought homes to 
restore, then offered them for sale 
in new condition. 


A builder’s opportunity 


Many hundreds of homes were 
restored in this way, at a profit. 
Efficient and imaginative builders 
were apt to do very well indeed 
in such work. For, above all, the 
restoration movement was success- 
ful in Georgetown because it had 
economic logic behind it. It de- 
pended quality, desirability, 
and the normal working of the real 


on 


estate market. 


Demand existed for in-town 
houses that were modern and at- 
tractive. Such could be 


found—or created—in Georgetown. 


houses 


Georgetown was being upgraded 
steadily. Therefore, Georgetown 
prospered. It was as simple as 
that. But 


more than prosper as a prestige 


Georgetown has done 
neighborhood. It has proved that 
the neighborhood restoration move- 
ment can be successful elsewhere. 
The technique is exportable. For 
already, in Washington, this move- 
ment has been applied in three 
other areas. More than 1,500 homes 
have been restored similarly—to 
Capitol 
Hill, in the Kalorama Triangle,

The lessons of Georgetown, in- 
deed, have even wider application 
than as a means, alone, of upgrad- 
ing neighborhoods. For they teach 
much about how any neighborhood 
can be kept good, as well as be 
made better.

Brick and wood, the two predominant materials, are 
married here in informal steps approaching the house. The walls are of brick; 
the steps, of railroad ties (in lengths as stair nosing, in sections as treads). 


Look at this house for its solu- 
tion to these new-found necessities, 
plus some added niceties that make 
it even more livable. 

In the floor plan you can see the 
separation of varying family activi- 
ties. There is a restful, dignified 
living room for quiet use or ele- 
gant entertainment. In addition, an 
equally attractive informal play- 
room for family living and less for- 
mal entertaining. The kitchen is 
situated with a nice outlook and 
convenience for serving. yet it and 
the service court are as far as pos- 
sible from the quietest areas of the 
house. The bedrooms are independ- 
ent units, each with bath and plen- 
tiful storage. They are small pri- 
vate living rooms that enjoy a close 
relationship to the garden, yet are 
sufficiently buffered from the rest 
of the house so they have privacy 
from the centers of family life. 

Adequate storage makes house- 
keeping easy at a high level. A 
place is provided for everything at 
the point of use. Every room has

sitions pertaining to every phase of 
home life. As our homes become 
more and more the center of our 
lives, we are more and more loaded 
with things to be stored—special 
' clothes and equipment for sports, 
records and tapes, hobby parapher- 
nalia and games, folding trays and 
rolling carts that are part of our 
‘flexible pattern. The list 
could go on for pages. They are all 


living 


things that make valuable contri- 
butions. Planned storage for them 
is necessary if they are to be really 
pleasurable assets. 

Easy maintenance and economy 
are the result of the use of mate- 
rials that will take use and age 
with grace. Here the beauty of nat- 
-ural wood and exposed brick ma- 
sonry provide warm textures that 
will increase in mellowness rather 
than require constant restoration. 

Using the decorative values of 
structural form and the character 
of the materials themselves has a 
two-fold benefit. It eliminates the 
cost of building a shell-within-a- 


shell. (The old-fashioned way was 


to apply a pastiche of moldings and 
trim strips and decorative surfaces 
all over the interior, as if the real 
building underneath were some- 
thing to be ashamed of.) When this 
form and texture of the structure 
is beautiful, the greater subtlety in 
its natural variations can be en- 
joyed much longer because it is not 
so obvious and isn’t taken in at first 
glance. 

Added openness is gained in two 
ways. By taking in the attic as part 
of the living space, the rooms gain 
lofty height and interesting form. 
Secondly, floor-to-ceiling glass 
areas, with the floor extended out- 
ward in terraces, give lateral free- 
dom to the room—the opposite of 
the effect achieved by small win- 
dows which tend to give emphasis 
to the wall as a barrier. 

Planned built-in lighting is an- 
other element that contributes as 
much aesthetically as it does for 
mere convenience. It gives a house 
personality with a 
choice of moods and character.

day, six, sometimes seven days a 
~ week. But when you are enjoying it 
all so much, perhaps the word 
“work” does not apply, which is 
really the point of this article.

Because these men, in the seven 
years they have been associated 
with their company, have made a 
“break-through” in the world of 
food that has already split wide 
open the restaurant world, shatter- 
ing many time-honored traditions. 
This “break-through” cannot help 
but affect the home world of food, 
like a yeast. 


OR THE world of home econom- 

ics and food manufacturing’ has 
also been time-bound about certain 
things, the main one being that the 
home cook must follow the printed 
recipe explicitly and unquestion- 
ingly. This implies that the home 
cook is either inexperienced, or 
dumb, or both. Obviously all begin- 
ning cooks are inexperienced. And 
a certain percentage will always 
be dumb. But of the 
cooking population does not de-

mindless. 

Such an emphasis on cooking- 
by-rote was. perhaps, a good policy 
when the home economics profes- 
sion was young and new, and when

and cooking is coming more and 
more to be regarded as an art, the 
practice of which is a pleasurable 
pastime. 

But millions of people are being 
kept from discovering this pleas- 
ure, due to the 75-year-old attitude 
that the cook should not question 
why, but just stick to the printed 
recipe. But if you don’t question 
why (which is to say not thinking 
about it), cooking is mindless and 
boring. And that which is mindless 
is drudgery and tiring work.

are experimenters. And experi- 
menters are, most generally, good 
cooks. If you are tied to the recipe, 
you may turn out good food, espe- 
cially if you have picked the right 
and the best recipe. But you won't 
be having a whale of a good time 
while you are doing it, because 
there is not much to occupy your 


| mind with while you are doing it. 








The do-it-by-rote approach does 
not even equip you to tell the dif- 
ference between good, better, and 
best recipes. 

The ability to be creative about 
food is not so rare a gift that only 
a few people in a generation are 
blessed with it. Some are blessed 
more than others, undoubtedly. But 
there is a very clear correlation 
between what House BEAUTIFUL 
calls “the many levels of knowing.” 
For the more you know and under- 
stand, the greater the pay-off in 
your pleasure in doing, and the 


more likely you are to be creative. ° 


As a matter of fact, there is an 
immense amount of food creativity 
going on in America, both in in- 
dustry and in the home. Most of it 
is unsung and even unrecognized. 
A magazine like Good Housekeep- 
ing creates about one-half the rec- 
ipes it publishes each year. A firm 
like General Mills feels it’s safe to 
claim “out-of-the-blue” creations of 
about 1,500 recipes. And think of 
the technological miracles: the 
multitudes of mixes, the dehy- 
drated soups and _ concentrated 
soups. the brown-and-serve rolls 
and breads! 

Total creativity is not necessar- 
ily the goal of the home cook, but 
pleasure in cooking is a prime and 
crucial goal. The pleasure may 
come from as little as making a 


| new twist on some old, proven fa- 





vorite. Such an experiment as mak- 
ing French dressings with a suc- 
cession of different oils—olive, cot- 
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tonseed, sunflower, safflower, ses- 
ame seed, walnut—is quite inter- 
esting and entertaining. The exper- 
iment works equally well and in- 
terestingly when you try a succes- 
sion of vinegars—apple, wine, and 
rice—but staying with the same oil. 

Don’t get wrong what we are say- 
ing about recipes. Every cook 
needs them, for a while, till he or 
she gets the drift. They are points 
of departure. But to be tied to them 
is to be bored, like driving across 
the country looking only at road 
maps and the road, and never look- 
ing up to see the bigger scene or 
the social significance of what lies 
along the route. 

The meaning of Joseph Baum 
and Albert Stockli for the home 
cook lies in the fact that they are 
deeply interested—to the point of 
dedication—in the cooking and 
presentation of food. Their feeling 
for “presence,” for making the sim- 
plest act have meaning and grace 
and style, can apply to everyone 
even if they don’t cook. Further- 
more, not only are Baum and 
Stockli having a wonderful time 
themselves, but their restaurants 
are thriving, and the rest of the 
restaurant world has been set on 
its ear and made breathless as a re- 
sult of these 20th-century Ameri- 
can free-wheelers. 

Best of all, they prove that real 
goodness is not only fun in its own 
right, but that it comes out on top 
in the world of commercial trade. 
The Baum-Stockli operation also 
shows that an old formula may 
serve quite adequately for a long 
time, but that imagination can re- 
constitute the whole proposition in 
no time flat. 

In short, perfection pays—pays 
the producer of it in personal satis- 
faction, as well as the recipient of 
it, who is willing to pay a premium 
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to have the pleasure of it in this 
not-so-perfect world.

CONDITION 3 


Localized dampness or water staining. If you find water 
or dampness in spots or areas, but not in all similar parts of 
the house, leakage is indicated. (See also Condition 4.) 


PREVENTION 

Insist on good construction practices and workmanship, using 
durable materials, particularly in the roof, at flashings around 
chimneys, at valleys, eaves, and gutters and over-all door and 
window openings. Pay particular attention to changes in levels, 
as where a wing or porch at lower level abuts a higher wall. 


CORRECTION 

Check condition of flashings near leakage points. Try calk- 
ing of exterior joints and cracks in the vicinity. If necessary 
replace faulty flashings; repair or replace roof as indicated. 


CONDITION 4 


Localized paint blistering or failure on the exterior. 
Where individual boards or limited sections of siding or trim 
show water-filled blisters or paint peeling that is not uniform 
over large areas of like construction and exposure, suspect 
(a) green lumber painted too soon, (b) rain just before this 
area was prime-coated or painted, or (c) local leaks from the 
outside; possibly a pipe leak immediately inside. 


PREVENTION 
Follow good standard painting practices; do not force painting 
under adverse weather conditions; avoid use of green lumber. 


CORRECTION , 
Repair leak. Burn off old paint; dry the siding and repaint 
_when dry and under dry conditions. 


CONDITION 5 


Icicles and ice dams at eaves and gutters. These damaging 
conditions are most often found where there is a wide roof 
overhang, where insulation is inadequate and where attic 
ventilation is insufficient or improperly located. 


PREVENTION 
Design eaves and roof overhangs with continuous slot vents 
that permit and encourage a cool air wash on the underside of 
the roof deck; simultaneously provide maximum insulation of 
the ceiling. Objective is to keep roof surface at uniform tem- 
perature so that snow will not first melt on the upper slopes and 
freeze to form ice dams when it hits the colder eave area. 


CORRECTION 

(a) Keep gutters and downspouts clear of leaves in early winter; 
(b) insulate attic floor as effectively as possible to prevent 
indoor heat from melting snow on slopes (let Nature do it) ; 
(c) install continuous eave vent and enlarge gable or ridge 
vents where feasible; (d) in extreme cases, install electric 
resistance heating cables in troublesome gutters and downspouts 
and use when needed to prevent ice from accumulating. 


CONDITION 6 


Dampness or musty odor in carpeting on concrete slab 
floors in contact with the ground. 


PREVENTION 

Require perimeter insulation between edge of slab and founda- 
tion wall. Other precautions are rarely needed. Theoretically, 
a polyethylene film vapor barrier placed between a durable car- 
pet cushion and the carpeting itself would prevent condensation 
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on the cool concrete, which is the usual cause of musty odors 
from organic cushions and carpets. However, the author knows 
of no actual tests of this method. 


CORRECTION 
This is normally a transient condition due to warm, humid air 
penetrating the carpet and condensing on the cool concrete, 
especially in spring and early summer. If the slab contains 
heating pipes, turn on the heat briefly. Otherwise, keep doors 
and windows closed on excessively humid days, ventilating the 
space only on relatively dry, cool days. Or install a dehumidifier 
or use summer air-conditioning equipment to remove excess 
| moisture from the air. 


Climatic dampness causing frequent or excessive mildew 
and mould-growth problems. 


PREVENTION 

In warm, humid climates with limited change in temperature 
between day and night (Florida, Gulf Coast, parts of Califor- 
nia): Design for maximum natural ventilation, avoiding small 
rooms and closets where air movement is sluggish. Provide 
vertical ventilation through closets, or use heat lamps or de- 
humidifiers in storage closets. Use mildew-resistant finishes and 
paints. Where possible install complete mechanical dehumidifier 
system or, preferably, all-season air conditioning. 

In hot-and-cold seasonal climates where temperature variation 
between day and night is wide (most seacoast areas from Maine 
to Oregon, except Florida and Gulf Coast): Design houses so 
that through ventilation can be permitted on warm, dry days but 
controlled or prevented when outdoor air is excessively humid. 
Dehumidifiers may be needed in basements. Complete air con- 
ditioning offers most complete control. Use mildew-inhibited 
paints and finishes. 


. CORRECTION 
(All climates.) So far as practicable, modify house to conform 
to suggested preventive measures. Control ventilation to exclude 
high humidity and-high temperature air when interior of house 
is cooler; use dry cool air for ventilation when available. Use 
dehumidifiers and air conditioning when feasible. 


CONDITION 8 


Widespread paint blistering on exterior siding, or wide- 
spread white efflorescence (of salts) on exterior masonry. If 
| paint has water blisters (often containing brownish water under 
the skin), it is probable that internal water is primary cause. 
If paint does not blister but peels from the wood or undercoat. 
| it may be due to an improper prime coat, or to painting on damp 
| wood, or under adverse painting conditions. 


h PREVENTION 
Follow good standard building practices with particular atten- 
tion to: (a) dry basements and crawl spaces (Condition 1) ; 
(b) use of adequate (preferably maximum) thickness of insula- 
tion with (c) a well installed vapor barrier over entire insulated 
| areas; (d) avoidance of the use of any exterior siding or finish 
that prevents the escape of trapped vapor (unless the construc- 
tion is so designed as to provide venting of the area back of any 
impervious siding material) ; (e€) back-priming of wood siding 
before application. Use non-blistering paints or lead-base prim- 
ers and paints applied under favorable painting conditions. 
Ventilate as for Condition 2. 
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a 


CORRECTION ‘ 


(a) Eliminate dampness in basement or crawl space (Condition 
1, with special care to prevent dampness in walls or cellar 
from rising into the upper side walls); (b) ventilate fuel- 
burning and moisture-producing equipment (as in Condition 2) ; 
(c) open windows in any room where windows fog until the 
condition disappears; (d) be sure attic is ventilated to FHA 
minimum standards or better (see Condition 2, Prevention).

There is reason 
to think that it was first developed 
in the Indian center of plant ori- 
which Siam and 
Burma, or else in a similar center 


gins, includes 
in remote China. 

The number of different names 
for it in ancient Indian tongues— 
Sanskrit, Bengali, and Hindustani 
—prove that Indians have planted 
it for at least 4,000 years, and, 
probably, since prehistoric times. 
It appears in actual Arabian rec- 
ords of the Ninth Century and the 
Moors brought it to Spain about 





the Twelfth Century. 

So the eggplant has been a main- 
stay of good eating around the 
Eastern Mediterranean for some 
2,000 years. It still is. Turkish egg- 
plant salad is a great favorite from 
Isfahan to Petrograd. Some day 
when you are in New York go to 
The Golden Horn, the Armenian 
restaurant on West 49th St., and 
try the “patlijan” of the day, for 
they have a different eggplant dish 
every day.

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| esteem of the Armenians, who are 
the best cooks of the Middle East. 
Aram Salisian, head man of the res- 
taurant, says its cooking possibili- 
ties are endless. 

Glory and love to the men of 
old, but in their dining they must 
have been much less adventurous 
than ourselves. The story of the 
eggplant in America, as well as 
some other lands, reads like that 
of its near relative in the Night- 
shade or Solanacea family, the to- 
mato. We know that the purple and 
white varieties were used in this 
country for ornament only about 
1806, but it remained in the flower 
garden until a mere 60 years ago. 

The names under which it passed 
reveal some of the story. An early 
botanist called the species Mala 
insana, or “mad apple,” for it was 
thought that eating it would make 
a person insane. The Spaniards 
named it berenjena or “apple of 
love,” for the same reason that the 
French called the tomato pomme 
| d'amour; they believed it was an 
aphrodisiac. 

There were other names over 
the centuries—aubergine, Guinea 
squash, and, finally, the present 
scientific name, Solanum melon- 
gena, var. esculentum—but none 
that adds less glamour to a fine 
vegetable than the gawkhammer 
English word, eggplant. The Eng- 
lish name, naturally, derives from 
the shape of the fruit (the scien- 
tists called it a “berry”). 





The plant is worthy of the flower 
garden, and if you have no space 
for a few plants among the vegeta- 
bles, maybe you can find a place 
among the flowers. The leaves are 
gray-green and rather oddly tropi- 
cal in aspect. The flowers, some two 
inches in diameter, are not flaunt- 
ing, but lovely. The “berries” at- 
tain that rich and glossy purple at 
an early size. In fact an eggplant is 
the most striking fruit a fellow can 
bring in from the garden. 

Where breathes the gardener so 
sure with success, so purged of 
pride, that he can carry to the 
kitchen his first purple beauty of 
the year without a bit of a grin and 
a flash in the eye?

ed indoors in March or early April, 
and the plants set out in the open 
in late May or early June when the 
locust trees bloom. The seeds ger- 
minate in ten days or so, and are 
ready for the garden in about eight 
or nine weeks. 

The seedlings can endure a trans- 
planting, though not with the quick 
vigor of a tomato or cabbage. It is 
important that there be as little 
set-back as possible; the 
practice of starting seed in a three- 
inch pot, so that there will be little 
disturbance of the 
move. Each plant should produce 
two to five fruits. 

Cornell University recommends 
that you soak the seeds 25 minutes 
in water at 122° F., dry, and then 
dust with a fungicide like thiram,

I have never 
soaked the seeds, but I do use the 
fungicide against damping off, for 
this is the best of garden sense. 

If, after the true leaves appear, 
they yellow a bit, give the plants a 
taste of a liquid fertilizer. Indoors 
and out, they need full sun at least 
six hours a day. 

Eggplants succeed in almost any 
good garden soil that contains some 
humus, has a pH of 6.0 to 7.0, and 
is well-drained, but they do like it 
rich. Do not, however, use fresh

Cultivate 
only to destroy weeds, or, better, 
put a mulch around them. 

The book says that eggplants are 
somewhat delicate, but I have 


» found that, if you give them what 


they ask for, they make little trou- 
ble. Mites, flea beetles. lace bugs, 
aphids, and the striped Colorado 
potato beetle can become destruc- 
tive, but they are easily controlled. 

Malathion will kill mites, aphids, 
and lace bugs. Methoxychlor is the 
killer now in fashion for flea beetles 
and potato bugs.

Why don’t you read the labels on 
some of them and find out a few 
things? I preach and I preach, but 
V’ll bet you still don’t read all the 
fine print. 

Usually no disease control is nec- 
essary, particularly if you plant a 
resistant variety. 

Eggplants are perennials on their 
native grounds and will bear until 
the killing frost. 

The fruits are ready to use as 
soon as they achieve that good pur- 
ple gloss and a size you want to 
settle for. I have picked some the 
size of a large goose egg and al- 
grow to a foot in 
length and we have found little 
difference in quality when they are 
fresh from the garden.

She’s proud as 
a peacock of this luminous, bub- 
bled sheet of beauty, but she is ap- 
parently under the benighted im- 
pression that her neighbors might 
think less of her if they knew that 
she had made a major investment 
in a kind of material which they 
associate only with _ kitchen 
equipment or the makings of snow 
boots. How buttoned-down can: a 
mind get? 

I am no blinded champion of the 
plastics industry, but despite the 
cracked handles and the split 
seams and the  unconscionably 
corny design that it has produced 
in its day, I am still, thank heavens, 
able to appreciate the marvelous 
beauty and durability it is capable 
of creating out of its unpronounce- 
able chemical compounds. The se- 
cret of this is not so much a matter 
of judging plastics as plastics. but 
of knowing enough to recognize 
good design and quality in any ma- 
terial, whether it’s gold, silver, 
wood, clay, cloth, or plastics. 

Since an open mind is an essen- 
tial in this, I was perverse enough 
to derive considerable glee out of 
my encounter with hoity-toity Mrs. 
Anderson, She arrived one after- 
noon, unannounced and exuding 
importance, flung herself rather 
forcefully into an antique arm- 
chair, and did a thorough job of 
excoriating my good friend, dec- 
orator X, who had just had the 
temerity to suggest vinyl plastics 
for the chairs in the most impor- 
tant dining room in the world. i. e., 
Mrs. Anderson’s.

ACID. All wine, like lemonade, has a certain amount of acid—if | 
too little, it is flat, insipid, and unappetizing. But a wine { 

that can be described as “acid” has too much. If this is the 


natural tartaric acid of the grape (like Jemonade in which 
one has put too much Jemon juice), the wine ‘is better 


described as “tart.” If there is the taste or odor of vinegar \ 
(acetic acid), the wine is spoiled or sour. The two kinds of : 
acidity are easy to tell apart—one sniff is enough. A tart | 


wine may not be to one’s taste; a spoiled or sour wine is 
not fit to drink. 1 


AGING OF WINES. All wines, if properly stored, tend to improve 
somewhat with age, but, generally speaking, there has been 
too much emphasis placed on age, as if age itself were a 
virtue. It can be, but often is not. Every wine has its natural 
life span, its youth, its prime, its old age, and this pattern 
varies just as wines vary. Many wines are better when young, 
and all table wines (light, unfortified wines) lose their 
freshness and fruit and become “withered” and unattractive 
if kept too long in cask; all table wines and a few rare 


exceptions among fortified wines (Vintage Port, for exam- 
ple) improve in bottle even more than in wood, although 
some of them for only six or eight months, and some for 
fifty years. In general, 75% of the wine produced in the 


_ Se 


world is as good when a year old as it is ever likely to be, 





and will only deteriorate, not improve, after its third birth- 
day. Wines that should generally be consumed by the time 
they are three years old, and certainly before the age of 
five, include: 

All vins rosés, or pink wines, from California or France. 

All California white wines except a few made from the 
Chardonnay, the Pinot Blanc, the Sauvignon Blanc, and the 
Johannisberg Riesling. 

Most white Burgundies, the exceptions being those from 
the finest vineyards in great years. Most of the wines of the 
Loire and those of Alsace. Almost all Italian wines, the 
exceptions being certain Barolos and a few Chiantis. All 
German wines except estate-bottlings of good producers, 
superior vineyards, and great years. Many dry Graves. 

All Beaujolais and most of the lesser red wines of France. 


All California Zinfandels, most Gamays, and even some 
Pinot Noirs. 


ALCOHOL, The colorless, volatile spirit, ethyl alcohol, CoH¢0, 
is formed by the activity of enzymes secreted by living 
microorganisms known as yeast cells. These convert the 
sugar in grape juice into approximately equal parts of

alcohol and carbon dioxide gas. This process is fermentation. 





Table wines contain from 8 to 14 or 15 per cent of alcohol 
by volume; fortified wines, i.e., wines to which more 
alcohol (in the form of brandy) has been added, generally 
contain from 18 to 22 per cent. 


ALMADEN (Al-ma-den). California’s largest producer of premium 
table wines, of Champagne, and of Sherry made by the 
Spanish solera process. The original or “home” vineyard 
is on the western rim of the Santa Clara Valley, some 60 
miles south of San Francisco. 

Almadén was the first California winery to produce and 
market a vin rosé, Almadén Grenache Rosé. This is the 
most widely sold premium table wine in this country, 
perhaps the best American rosé. Other popular Almadén 
wines include Mountain Red and Mountain White, sound 
and inexpensive; a good sparkling wine (or California 
Champagne) made in large part from the Pinot grape of 
France; California solera Sherries made as Sherry is made 
in Spain; and a wide range of varietal wines that take 
their names from the grape varieties of which they are 
made: Cabernet Sauvignon and Pinot Noir (red); Pinot 





Chardonnay, Johannisberg Riesling, Sauvignon Blanc, Pinot 





Blanc; Sylvaner, Semillon, etc. (white). 


ALOXE-CORTON (Ahl-ohss Cor-tawn). Famous wine-producing 
commune of the Céte d’Or, Burgundy, and the northern- 

most important village of the Cote de Beaune. Unique in the 
fact that its red wines and white are almost equally cele- 

brated, although the best of these do not carry the name 
Aloxe at all, and are sold as Corton, Corton-Charlemagne, 
Corton Clos du Roi, Corton Bressandes, etc. Certain wines 
from two nearby villages, Ladoix-Serrigny and Pernand 





Vergelesses, are also legally entitled to these names, and 
| are produced on adjacent portions of the same impressive, 
steep, vineyard-covered hill. All of the above must come 
exclusively from the Pinot Noir or Chardonnay grape. The 
red Cortons of great years are probably the best, certainly 
the longest-lived wines of the Cote de Beaune, magnificent 





Burgundies of wonderful breed and texture, silky, well- 
balanced, and fine. The white Cortons and Corton- 
3 Charlemagne are fully the equals of the best Meursaults 





and, in the opinion of many experts, are even better. Wines 

marketed as Aloxe-Corton (with or without the name of 

a specific vineyard) are of a substantially lower class, 
; lighter in body and alcohol, delicate and attractive but 
maturing early and comparatively short-lived. 


ALSACE (Al-sass). Ancient French province (although most 
Alsatians speak a dialect of German among themselves) 
bordering the Rhine north of Switzerland and comprising 
the modern départements of Haut-Rhin and Bas-Rhin. The 

; vineyards, which cover the lower slopes of the Vosges 
Mountains from near Mulhouse on the south to near 
Strasbourg on the north, are among the most beautiful in 
the world, and the small vineyard towns are exceedingly 
picturesque. White wines are produced almost exclusively, 
but there is a small amount of vin rosé and vin gris, the 
best of it made from the Pinot Noir grape, and sold as 
Pinot Rosé. The predominant white grape varieties, more 
or less in order of quality, are Riesling, Gewurztraminer 
(or Traminer), Pinot Gris (Tokay), Pinot Blanc 
(Klevener), Sylvaner, Chasselas. Shipped in tall, slender 
green bottles, like those used in the nearby German Moselle 
Valley, not too high in alcohol (10-13%), exceedingly frag- 
rant and on the average quite dry. Alsatian wines have ac- 
quired a great and merited popularity since World War I, 
not only in France, but also in Great Britain and America. 


AMABILE (Ah-ma-beel-ay; Italian, “sweet or pleasing”). Used 
to describe a wine which, while sometimes or even usually 
dry, is in this special instance quite sweet. The term is 
used on one and only one American wine label: Louis M. 
Martini’s Moscato Amatile from California’s Napa Valley— 
this is a sweet, exceedingly fruity white Muscat wine, so low 
in alcohol (about 7%) that it has to be shipped and 
stored under refrigeration.

We got our first taste of Tahiti on a South 
Pacific Airline flight from Honolulu to Pa- 
peete, a most auspiciously planned schedule 
which leaves Hawaii at 10:00 P.M. and soars 
over the 2,746 miles of Pacific to Papeete, 
arriving at 7:30 A.M. in glittering sunshine. You 
see the mountains still mysterious and misty, 
just as you've seen them in a thousand photo- 
graphs. This flight is probably the only one 
in the world where stewardesses, specially 
screened for Tahitian good looks, wear pareus 
instead of tailored suits, designed by I. Magnin, 
to be sure, but no matter, pareus—and a 
piquant change it is. Since Tahiti is one of 
the Society Islands of French Oceania, the 
flight is appropriately accented with a cham- 
pagne supper. First class round trip, from 
Honolulu to Papeete, is $702; tourist class, 
$514.80. SPAL, which flies under the house

POOLS THAT CONTRIBUTE AS ARCHITECTURE continued 


Where does the design beauty of a pool start? Since 
there is no pool without a garden landscape and a house, 
the pool form, placement, and ornamentation must be ap- 
propriate to these other, larger elements. If added to an 
existing house, it should be an extension or a reflection of 
the original architecture and not be in radical conflict 
with it. If designed at the same time as the house, it can 
be even more sympathetic, a bridge that ties the house to 
the landscape. A pool can often add an importance and ele- 
gance to a house that it otherwise would not have. You can 
prove this by judging some of these houses without the pools 
(cover them with your hand). 

A key factor in the success of the pools shown here is 
that they were all designed with a real view in mind. From 
the house, from a terrace, from the deck of the pool itseif, 
the body of water is a decorative element. There is pleasure 
in the very sight of it—the water adds a sense of calm 
tranquility that is a reward in itself. 

Though chrome accessories have been minimized in many 
of these pools, the designer’s approach in no way interferes 
with their performance as swimming pools. By playing up 
the natural beauty of the water, these pools actually become 
more inviting. As Landscape Architect Thomas Church put 
it, “a swimming pool need not be a municipal plunge.”

Feelings of a larger landscape are evoked by the two standing 
rocks appearing as twin mountain peaks emerging from the 
sea.

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What is an Aperitif ? 


Whet your appetite the European way 


with a mild, before-meal drink. Some of the famous ones are more than 


150 years old, but others are being invented every day

@ Paris... Rome... London ... New York. The sights, 
the sounds, the tempo, the rhythm, the pulse, the heartbeat 
of every great city leaves an impression that stamps itself 
on one’s mémery. 

Take Paris! The honk-honk of taxis—the Eiffel Tower— 
sidewalk cafes—Notre Dame and the bridges spanning the 
Seine . . . and of course, the flamboyant billboards proclaim- 
ing the virtues of Dubonnet, St. Raphaél, Byrrh, Pernod, 
and Amer Picon. 

Say “Rome” and you picture the fountains, St. Peter’s, 
the Coliseum, the steps of the Piazza d’Spagna, and the 
ubiquitous colorful posters reminding one and all that it 
is smart to enjoy Campari, Punt é Mes, Cinzano, Martini, 
Cynar, or Fernet Branca. 

When you sit at a sidewalk café, whether it be Paris, Rome. 
or Buenos Aires. you cannot escape observing the customs of 
those around you. If they are drinking cocktails, they prob- 
ably are newly arrived Americans, since everyone else will 
be sipping an aperitif. But by the time the American goes 
home he takes an appetite for apéritif with him. 

What makes these drinks so popular abroad? Why aren’t 
they better known here? Are we missing something? Euro- 
peans would chorus, yes! 

Apéritifs are mild, delightful appetite teasers. Their flavor 
spectrum is broad. They are loaded with taste. 

What are they and why do we call them apéritifs? The 
name is taken from the Latin aperio, meaning “to open” and 
that is exactly what they do. They open—they whet the 
appetite in a pleasant way without stunning one in the 
process. 


Apéritif Styles 


While the word “apéritif” is often used to refer to any 
drink taken before a meal, Jet us use it in its strictly Euro- 
pean connotation. There are two branches to the modern 
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apéritif family tree—the wine-base apéritifs and the distilled. 

The wine apéritifs are sub-divided into vermouths—dry 
French and sweet Italian styles—and quinined wines. This 
is almost too nice a distinction. In reality, apéritif wines 
are vermouths with a slight difference in flavor. They are 


made in a similar manner and differ in only one respects 


There is more emphasis on the quinine. 

Distilled apéritifs do fall into two distinct groups— 
the aromatic stomachic bitters and the anis-licorice apéri- 
tifs. 

If we are just becoming aware of their practical delights, 
it is because we have been slow to appreciate a custom Euro- 
peans have enjoyed for many centuries. 

The ancients used herbs. flowers. and other flavorings to 
make their wines aromatic for the same reason that they used 
salt and pepper on their foods—to give added flavor and 
spice. 

The custom of an apéritif before meals is universal. We 
observe it ourselves, although we have preferred the more 
potent cocktails. Naturally, cocktails are also made and 
served in all the smart bistros of Paris, Rome, and Buenos 
Aires, but the “natives” still drink many more of the 
aperitif drinks. It is only logical that we do it now too. 


In B.A. It’s Vermouth 


In Buenos Aires and the other fashionable centers of South 
America the invariable gesture of hospitality, no matter what 
the occasion or the hour, is an invitation to have a copetin, 
which usually calls for a Vermouth. In fact, it is a must 
between 5:00 and 6:00 p.m. This time of day is known as 
the “Vermouth Hour” and even the movie exhibited at that 
time is called the “Vermouth” feature. ; 

In Paris, whether it is the Café de la Paix or Harry’s 
Bar, it will be Vermouth Cassis, a Dubonnet, St. Raphaél 
or Pernod, while in Italy, be (Please turn to page 190)

@ We Americans are so conditioned to the “star system” in 
our lives that we often do not recognize the importance of the 
seemingly unimportant background. Our attention goes to 
that which attracts it and we are not aware of that which 
does not attract actively but directs our attention elsewhere. 
That which attracts us often does so because its background 
makes it possible. A background—or a frame—is effective 
only when it remains subordinate to that which it supports 
or enhances without our being aware of it. 

Architecturally, this house plays such a supporting role. 
Its purpose is not to attract attention to itself or to its furnish- 
ings but to serve in three ways. First, it is a setting for the 
life lived in it. Second, it is a background for a fine collec- 
tion of paintings of the 16th and 17th Centuries. Third, it is 
a foreground frame for the dramatic landscape of the desert 
—seen without. 

In a sense, the supporting role of a house is similar to that 
of the frame of an oil painting or of a mat for a watercolor 
or a print—to put something in a setting where its qualities 
may be made more apparent and where it may be more fully 
appreciated and enjoyed. In the design of this house this is 
subtly achieved in several ways. 

As one enters the house, he walks from the bright sunlight 
and openness of the desert into the shade of a broad portico. 
From this he passes through the entrance door into a shad- 
owy hall that, by contrast, appears to be dimly lighted. 
From here he turns into the light (Please turn the page)

The plan is zoned into three areas: a dining and service 
wing, a bedroom wing, and a central living space that con- 
nects the two. In a house for a family with four children, the 
zoning must be carefully done so there is no unpleasant 
intermixing of functions. Service wing, near the auto court 
for deliveries, is placed so it protects living-room terrace 
from entrance. Parents’ suite is on lower floor of bedroom 
wing, fully separate from children’s rooms above. The 
central living space, though continuous in effect, supports 
a wide range of experiences: the secluded, intimate court, 
placed néar the mountain; the pavilion-like living room 
and the gallery-like passage near it, defined by regularly 
spaced piers; and the more open and exposed terrace with a 
pergola which frames a sweeping view of the desert. One 
enters the house through a shadowy portico, left, linking 
carport and house and framing a close-up view of mountain, 
before turning to the right to the deep-set door, below. 
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The passage through which one enters. seen from the foot of 
stairway to upper floor. reveals the fountain court on the 
right through glazed openings. On the left. through open- 
ings that may be closed with shutters, is the main living room. 





The gate in the photo above closes the outside approach to 
court from entrance portico.

one may look through the passage and the living room to the 
terrace beyond.

indoor and outdoor areas melding them into one space. 

Numerous views of the court and the desert are framed 
between the piers of the living room and the passage. But, 
as can be seen in the photos of the swimming pool and 
the garden on this page, the framing of views, as a device, 
is not limited to the interior of the house. 

In addition to providing a setting for the enjoyment of 
the landscape, the house was designed to provide an appro- 
priate setting for a collection of great painiings. As the 
photos show. similar methods were used. 

The general character of the interior, although not 
stylistically derivative, is harmonious in spirit with the 
paintings. It is an environment in which they do not 
appear out of place. The emphasis (Please turn to page 177) 


The rocky mountain slope against which the 
house is placed is seen in profile in this 
view toward the house and across the swim- 
ming pool from the children’s play* area. 
Note how the garden elements in the fore- 
ground (the olive trees, the seat, the low 
retaining wall, and the flagstone paving) 
serve as a frame for this view. The impor- 
tance of these elements can be appreciated 
if one imagines the picture without them. 


(Opposite page) This balcony, outside the 
children’s room on the upper floor, is ex- 
tended, like a bridge, into the landscape. 
It crosses the walkway leading from the se- 
cluded patio (seen on the preceding pages) 
to the more open terrace outside the family 
room and adjoining the swimming pool. 
Steps at one end give children direct, outside 
access to the pool from their rooms. Note 
how bridge, roof, walls, and planting com- 
bine to frame a view of swimming pool. 


The pool has a windscreen made of panels of 
glass set in stuccoed masonry.

@ You can turn your next evening of entertaining 
into an important occasion by planning it around 
a concert of “live” music presented by one, two, or 
a half-dozen musicians.

The fantastic boom of records and tapes has re- 
acquainted us with how music sounds in the home.

Music composed for performance in home-size 
rooms appeals to those who rejoice in delicacy and 
detail. It is like the interesting fabric, painting, 
idea, or design that makes you look again and look 
for more. This small-size music can be characterized 
by refinement and the serenity of controlled order, 
qualities easily lost in the concert hall. 

House music is less complicated than symphonic 
work, with fewer instruments. simpler musical forms, 
and shorter sections. It is easier than the newcomer 
expects but its appeal is broad. reaching the most 
sophisticated listener. Sensitive listening will reveal 
new depths, new interplays, and new patterns at 
every hearing. 


Music made before your eyes affects almost every 


sense with a directness and vitality that are soul- 
satisfying. There is a give and take between mu- 
sician and audience impossible in less intimate sur- 
roundings. \ Cry delicate sounds ¢ an be easily heard. 


Nuance, balance; and shading are house music’s 
strong points. The visual beauty of the instruments 
and the postures of the players are important. Even 
the small changes of a singer’s facial expression 
take their rightful place in creating the total joy 


of house music. Nothing intensifies so deeply the 


warmth and integrity of home as “live” music heard 
in the company of congenial friends and family. 

We know a man whose birthday present to his 
wife was a house concert. He chose a program of 
her favorite chamber music and invited their closest 
friends to share the evening with.them. What more 
beautiful compliment to his wife and the home they 
have built together ? 


Planning Your House Concert 


The kind of party you give, your budget, the 
space available for musicians and your guests, and 
the acoustics of the room will help determine your 
music program. 

Perhaps your decision will be determined by the 
number of musicians you can afford to hire. You 
can engage a really fine artist, internationally known, 
for from $750 to $1,000 plus travel expenses. How- 
ever, you can find excellent professional musicians 
who are not “names.” They will ask about $30 up. 
The union minimum varies from city to city across 
the country. A singer will require a fee for his 
accompanist, too, and the piano will need to be 
tuned. A good student from a music school who 
is within a year or two of professionalism will 
ask at least $20. Plan to pay a quartet no less 
than $100. When you think of the hours of practice 
necessary for your concert, you will realize how 
modest these minimums are. A world-famous quartet 
might well charge as much as $1,500 for an evening’s 
house concert. 

Perhaps you know of a music teacher who is 
willing to let a student perform “just for the ex- 
perience.” Even though their motives may be of the 
highest, beware! If your artists are not talented 
and trained enough to deserve a fee. your house 
concert may be mediocre, not good enough for the 
enjoyment of your guests. Giving a concert to show 
off the talents of a friend’s son or daughter might 
be a success, but the chances are against it. A pro- 
fessional relationship between musician and patron 
protects everyone. 


Artists and Instruments 


Many solo instruments are appropriate for house 
music. The piano is an obvious choice, with a 
repertoire to please all tastes. Its great-granduncle, 
the harpsichord, should be considered. too. Harpsi- 
chordists own their instruments and bring them in 
long enough before the concert to allow for tuning. 
Consider a house concert of Bach sonatas. The deli- 
cate, soft tones of the harpsichord, lost in a concert 
hall, are best appreciated in a home. The instrument 





has a small range of volume, and the tones are 
unsustained compared to a piano. But these were the 
qualities Bach set out to exploit. They set off his 
counterpoint purely and gently. 

Most members of the string family have inter- 
esting and important solo repertoires. The violin, 
the viola and the cello are as different from each 
other as a soprano, a mezzo-soprano, and a contralto 


are. How about a program of Bach suites for the 


solo cello? They make the round deep tones of the 
cello even more mellow and rich-sounding. 

Other solo instruments to consider are the harp, 
the flute, the recorder, and the classic guitar. 

The oratorio singer with a small voice is admir- 
ably suited to house music, where a Wagnerian 
soprano would shatter vases. A modest-size voice 
can fill a living room richly and freely and show

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“Outdoor living” as a phrase has become so much a part 
of the folklore of modern American houses that its exact 
meaning with reference to any specific house is rarely exam- 
ined. Any small terrace, breezeway, or screened porch is 
considered to have solved the problem, and further questions 
are perfunctorily dismissed. But if the enjoyment of the 
out-of-doors is to be more than just a catch phrase, if it 
is to become a real part of our every-day life, the design 
of the house must make it possible—not as an afterthought 
but as part of an integrated, carefully worked-out design. 

For the small house, the incorporation of useful outdoor 
spaces into the design has a special significance. It means 
freedom from the sense of enclosure; it means more ways to 
get from one place to another; it means lengthening the 
vistas in every direction. In sum, it means enlarging the 
sense of house but adding very little to its cost (because 
outdoor space is built at a much lower cost). 

The house shown on these pages is not large, but because 
each of its four main rooms has its own outdoor area, the 
life lived there has a richly-varied pattern of experience. 
There is no confinement anywhere. (Please turn the page) 
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Four separate outdoor areas add hundreds of 
square feet of usable space to this house: 1. Wide 
deck surrounding the living room on two sides. 
2. Garden court off the master bedroom. 3. Paved 
terrace outside the kitchen (used for growing 
herbs as well as sitting). 4. Sheltered terrace on 
lower level for use with game room (sliding 
screens convert this space into two bedrooms). 






































The master bedroom of the Brotherton house has its own inte- 
rior garden (above). It measures about 12’ by 15’. Except in 
bad weather, it serves as a sitting room in what might be 
termed the master suite, but because it is actually exterior 
space, its cost was only a fraction of what the same size 
room inside would cost. A sliding door in the far translucent 
wall leads to the carport, giving a short-cut entry to the 
suite.

Large glass areas are used to allow the feeling of the out- 
doors to flow into the rooms. Full-length glass doors make 
exit into these outdoor areas as simple as possible. Where 
confinement or privacy is necessary, translucent materials 
and overhead skylights are used to bring natural light into 
the interiors (see these in the hall above, right). 

The living space of the house is primarily one large room. 
Various aspects of the room can be seen in the photographs 
on this page. Notice how the long deck adds to the sense of 
space in the room. This living section includes a lovely sun 
area, a dining area, and a more intimate area for reading. 
The uninterrupted view outdoors from here is an ever- 
changing play of light and shadow on the beautiful sur- 
rounding trees. There is a feeling of complete privacy, almost 
remoteness, even though the house is situated in a well- 
traveled area. The fireplace is located to be enjoyed from 
all parts of the room, but was so designed that it does not 
interrupt the glass and the encompassing view. The deck 
outside helps cut off the sound and the sight of traffic passing 
on the street not too far below.

The compact kitchen is a continuation of the dining L from 
the living room. As seen on the plan (previous page), the 
kitchen is in the shape of a hall, with working areas on both 
sides. This might not be good design in a house with children 
tracking through the kitchen, but for Mr. and Mrs. Brotherton 
(who are normally by themselves in this house), it serves 
admirably. Everything is near at hand or can be reached sim- 
ply by turning around. The back door at the far end leads 
to the small kitchen terrace where herbs grow in plant boxes. 








The focus of the living room is toward the sweeping 
view over the trees on the downhill side. By careful 
placement and design of the fireplace, the architect 
was able to incorporate it on this side without inter- 
rupting the view. A more sheltered reading area is lo- 
cated in one corner. Notice how the extension of the deck 
on this side prevents seeing the nearby street below and 
develops an isolated, floating-in-the-treetops feeling. 


Looking from dining corner of the living space, it is 
still possible to see much of the outdoors. Even from 
the kitchen (behind camera), you can see waving tree- 
tops. House is furnished simply for easy maintenance. 





This view shows only one side of the spacious deck that wraps 
completely around two sides of the living area.

@ There is a time in every garden when there are no flowers 
to cut for the house. Conditioned as we are to using flowers 
for indoor color we often overlook the decorative possibilities 
of foliage from our gardens. As you develop an eye for 


leaf shapes, colors, and textures, you will find many places — 


to harvest material for arrangements—from the vegetable 
garden, the wildflower garden, the perennial border, and 
from shrubs and trees. (See the list starting on page 182.) 

You'll find many plants with this kind of double life. They 
may be grown for their beauty in the garden or for food, 
but they can also perform beautifully indoors. It pays to get 
to know the best of these.

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How to Make 


the Classic Sauces for Fish 


A famous French chef unlatches the secret of preparing 


the six most-liked sauces that accompany fish. All are easy if you 
keep a supply of velouté on hand. It should be made 
in large quantities and kept in the freezer to be drawn on as needed

@ The classic French sauces are not altogether understood 
by American cooks on two counts. They think that the 
sauce changes the taste of the food it is put upon and that 
sauces are hard to make. 

A French sauce in the classic tradition cannot change 
the taste of the food it is put upon because it is made of 
the essence of the food upon which it is to be put. The 
heart of the sauce is the stock, which is made by boiling and 
reducing the meat or fish to a concentrated essence. This 
essence is then used as the liquid in combination with a 
thickening agent and other auxiliary and subordinate flavors 
such as mushrooms, tomatoes, herbs, shallots, or wine. 

It is customary to use fish stock in fish sauces, chicken 
and fowl stock in fowl sauces, and veal or beef stock for 
all animal flesh. Assuming that you would rate the taste 
value of the main ingredient (fish in this case) at 100%, 
the adding of the sauce made out of the essence of that 
ingredient would raise the taste value to somewhere between 
125% to 130%. 

In short, you should think of the classic French sauces 
as a way to heighten the taste of fish, fowl, or meat—to 
make them more themselves than they would be plain. But 
sauces also bring flavor nuances and overtones in addition 
to the essence of the main ingredient, thanks to those several 
auxiliary flavors which add interest but which do not 
dominate. 

Of the sauces in the entire repertoire of French cooking 
there are none more delicate than those for fish. There 
is a saying that it is la sauce qui fait le poisson. This is 
not entirely true, of course, since no sauce can disguise 
a fish lacking in freshness. 

In learning to make a classic fish sauce the culinary 
hobbyist should learn one thing first. The technique for 
making all these sauces is the same. There is one sauce 
base made, known as a fish velouté, which serves for many 
sauces. 

In this article we demonstrate how to make this base 
and how to use it in six sauces. These are Dieppoise, V éro- 
nique, Champagne, d’ Antin, Bonne Femme, Dugléré. Any one 
of these sauces may be used for any sweet, white-fleshed fish, 
whether it’s halibut, pompano, sole, flounder, sea bass, or 
striped bass. 


Here then is the procedure for making these six sauces. 

First we prepare a simple fish stock or, as it is known 
in French, a fumet de poisson. This is one of the easiest 
stocks to make, since it only requires simmering fish bones 
with vegetables and seasonings for one-half hour. It can 
be made with the heads (gills removed) and tails of fish 
as well, and this will make the sauce more gelatinous which 
is all to the good, for the gelatin adds body to it. 

This stock is then used to create the velouté, a thick 
sauce base that, as the name implies, is as smooth as velvet. 
This velouté can be frozen and kept for a year. Or it can 
be stored in mason jars and kept in the refrigerator for at 


least a month. The secret in making the velouté is in the 


long cooking—about one hour—which does away with the 
raw taste of the flour. Any cook who has ever made a success- 
ful white sauce is capable of making a fish velouté, for it is 
nothing more than a simple white sauce made with fish 
stock rather than milk or another liquid. 

The use of the velouté is this: After the fish is cooked, 
a small quantity of the velouté is added to the cooking liquid 
and it thickens the liquid to perfection. It is creamy and 
smooth. And the flavor is vraiment exquise. It can honestly 
be said that with a supply of velouté on hand a finished fish 
dish of a superb quality can be turned out by the home cook 
in one-half hour. 

There is one more trick of the trade used by French 
chefs. It is not essential, although it is commonly employed. 
That is glazing the fish dish before serving. To do this, 
a little beaten egg yolk or whipped cream is stirred into 
the sauce before pouring it over the fish. Then the sauce- 
covered fish is placed under the broiler for a brief moment 
until a golden brown glaze forms. This is much more 
elegant than the unglazed version. 

In the recipe chart on pages 140 and 141, glaze is included 
in the recipes for Red Snapper d’Antin and Striped Bass 
Bonne Femme. You may add a glaze to Sole Dieppoise and 
Sole Véronique if you wish. However, Fillets of Sole Dugléré 
and Sole in Champagne Sauce should not be glazed. 

Dry white wine is employed in the fish recipes on the 
following pages, and it could be any of the excellent wines 
from Europe, or it can be a good quality domestic wine from 
California or New York.

AMERICAN WINES. According to U.S. law and regulations, any 
and all wines produced in the United States. Prevailing 
trade usage is somewhat different. California wines may be 
called American but are rarely so labeled, nor are the 
unblended wines of New York or Ohio. The term is com- 
monly empleyed only on blends of California and Eastern, 
as “American Sherry.” In another and narrower sense, 
American Wines are those made entirely from native 
American grapes, such as Concord, Delaware, Catawba. 
Elvira. and others, whether grown in California or in the 
East. 


ANGELUS ( Awn-shay-luhs). One of the many Ist Growths of St. 
Emilion, sometimes listed as Clos de Angelus, sometimes 
as Chateau de l’Angelus. Its rather soft red wines (nearly 
10.000 cases a year) are made by modern methods frowned 
on by some traditionalists. They are popular, early-matur- 
ing, agreeable, generally not too expensive, rarely great. 


ANJOU (Awn-shoe). Historically, a province in west-central 
France. As far as wines are concerned, principally the 
département of Maine-et-Loire, on both sides of the Loire 
River, west and downstream from Touraine; also. the 
numerous and extremely diverse wines which this province 
produces. These include some of the best sweet white table 
wines of France, made from the Chenin Blanc grape (also 
called the Pineau de la Loire, although it is not a Pinot): 
dryer white wines that are fruity and good. although less 
distinguished, some from the Chenin and some from the 
Melon grape: a few excellent. light reds from the Cabernet 
Franc, or “Breton.” and some less good from the Cot, 
Groslot, etc.: a vast amount of rosé, generally not absolutely 
dry and ranging all the way from fine to poor in quality. 
A great deal of sparkling wine is also produced, most of it 
by the Champagne process, in and around Saumur. 


APERITIF ( Ah-pair-ee-teef, French). A very broad term. meaning 
almost any drink taken before a meal as an “appetizer.” 
A cocktail is an apéritif, so is Sherry, so is a glass of 
Champagne or white wine, if so consumed. The most pop- 
ular apéritifs in France include Vermouth, both sweet and 
dry ( Noilly Prat and many other brands) ; Port: various for- 
tified and flavored wines, prepared according to some special 
formula and often sold under proprietary names such as 
Byrrh, Dubonnet, St. Raphael, Cap Corse; stronger drinks, 
usually taken with water or soda, such as Pernod. Pastis, 
Suze. Clacquesin, Amer Picon, ete. 





APPELLATION CONTROLEE (Ah-pell-ah-see-awn Cawn-troll- 
ay. French). Two words that now appear, often in small 
type, on the vast majority of French wine labels. They are 
the consumer's principal protection and his best friend, and

ARBOIS (Are-bwah). Village and wine district in eastern France, 
near the Swiss border, forming part of the Cétes-du-Jura, 
in the ancient province of Franche-Comté. Red and rosé 
wines of superior quality are produced from the Poulsard, 
Trousseau, and Pinot Noir; dry white wines from the 
Savagnin and Chardonnay (some of them made sparkling 
by the Champagne process) ; and two unusual and special 
wines, Vin Jaune and Vin de Paille, by special methods. 
Some rosé is exported. 


AROMA. A wine with aroma is one having an odor or scent that 
is on the whole pleasing. Often used with a modifying 
adjective or phrase, as an “Aroma of quince,” or “apple,” 
or “raspberries.” “Aromatic,” on the other hand, is usually 
applied to wines that have been deliberately and specially 
flavored with spices and herbs, such as many French 
apéritifs, and Vermouth. 


ARRIERE-COTES (Arry-air Coat). Name given to a series of 
slopes in Burgundy, west of and roughly parallel to the 
Cote d’Or proper, producing wines, both red and white, of 
second quality, usually marketed as Bourgogne Rouge, 


Bourgogne Blanc, Passe-Tout-Grains, Aligoté, etc. 


ARSAC (4r-sack). Wine-producing commune of the Haut-Médoc 
now entitled to the appellation Margaux: one 5th Growth 
vineyard, Chateau du Tertre, plus several crus bourgeois. 


ASPRINIO (Ahs-sprin-nee-o). Dry, pale, rather agreeable, light 


white wine, produced just north of Naples, in Italy. 


ASTI (Ass-tea). Important wine-producing town south of Turin, 
in the Piedmont region of Italy; famous particularly for its 
rather sweet sparkling wine, Asti Spumante, Italy’s best 
known and most popular. It is also a major center of the 
Vermouth trade, and the hilly surrounding country produces 
a great deal of light white Muscat wine, largely from the 
Moseato di Canelli grape. and much red of good quality 
from the Barbera, Freisa, Grignolino, and Nebbiolo. The 
total production of its little province is in excess of 20,000,- 
000 gallons a-year. Also, a town in the northern part of 
Sonoma County, California, home of the Italian-Swiss 
Colony, and famous for its red table wines. 


ASTRINGENT. Wine taster’s term, applied to wines that make 
the mouth pucker, generally because of an excess of tannin. 
Many excellent red wines are astringent when young. Pro- 
viding they are not bitter, this is not a serious flaw, for they 
will soften and mellow with age. In a young wine, as- 
tringency is often but not invariably an indication that the 
wine will be long-lived. 


AUBANCE (Oh-bawnss). Small river, tributary of the Loire, in 
the old French province of Anjou. The adjoining hillsides, 
“Les Coteaux de l’Aubance,” produce good quality, semi- 
dry white wines from the Chenin Blanc grape, and very 
creditable vins rosés, the best of these made from the 
Cabernet Franc, round Brissac. The over-all production of 
the delimited area is in the neighborhood of a half-million 
gallons a year. 


AUDE (Ode). French département, second only to the Hérault in 
total wine production, with some 300,000 acres of vineyard. 
Part of what is known as the Midi, its most important towns 
are Carcassonne and Narbonne. Most of what it produces is 
simply vin ordinaire but two districts, Corbiéres and the 
Minervois (partly in the Hérault) yield what are perhaps 
the best of the common table wines of France. 


AUSLESE (Ouse-lay-zeh; German, “Selection”). A German wine, 
whether from the Moselle, the Rhine, Franconia, or else- 
where, of a very special anc superior sort, considerably 
sweeter and a great deal more expensive than others made 
by the same producer in the same year. At the time of the 
Lese, or grape harvest, the especially ripe and_ perfect

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Botrytis, are put aside and pressed separately; the resulting 
wine is Auslese, and it rarely amounts to over 10-15% of a 
vineyard’s production, even in favorable years. Auslese wines 
are often further graded, especially on the Moselle, and 
given such ratings as feine Auslese, hochfeine Auslese. and 
feinste Auslese. They are dearer and sweeter than Spatlese, 
and an Auslese of a great year, especially from the Palatinate 
or Rhine, should properly be classified as a dessert wine. 

On two occasions (in 1953 and 1959) a wine properly 
entitled to the name Auslese has been produced in the 
United States—by Widmer’s Wine Cellars in the Finger 
Lakes district of New York State. Made from the “New 
York State Riesling” (which is really not a Riesling at all 
but an American grape, also called the “Missouri Riesling”), 
it was pressed from selected bunches covered -with the 
Noble Mold. Unlike its German counterpart, it was not 
sweet. but a dry, fruity Naturwein of exceptional quality. 
The same winery produced Spatlesen by the German method 
in 1949, 1955, 1957 and 1960, but these, too, were dry. 


AUSONE, Chateau (Oh-zone). Famous Great Ist Growth vine- 
yard of St. Emilion, in the Bordeaux. With Chateau Cheval 
Blanc, it ranks officially as the best of the St. Emilions, and 
its wines bring as high prices as the most celebrated Médocs 
—Lafite, Latour, Margaux. etc. Many of them, especially 
prior to World War II, were of truly astonishing quality. 
The average production is some 2500 cases a year. 


AUVERGNE (Oh-vairn). Important old province in central 
France, near the headwaters of the Loire. Although of 
ancient reputation, its vineyards are of little consequence 
today, and names such as Chanturges, Chateaugay, and 
Corent are now hardly wine names, in the real sense of 
the word, at all. These wines were largely made from the 
Gamay or in rare instances from the Pinot Noir or Chardon- 
nay. Certainly they were and are much less remarkable 
than Auvergnats all over the world have led us to believe. 


AUXEY-DURESSES (Qak-say Deer-ress). One of the good 
secondary wine-producing villages of the Cote de Beaune, in 
Burgundy, set down in a little side valley northwest of 
Meursault. Both white wines and red of good quality are 
produced, from the Chardonnay, Pinot Blanc, and Pinot 
Noir, the former comparable to the lesser Meursaults, the 
latter not unlike Volnays, albeit without as much body and 
class. Being little known, they are often excellent values. 


AVIGNON (Ah-veen-yawn). Historic and interesting little city 
on the Rhone River. in Southern France, seat of the Papacy 
from 1309 to 1377. An important center of the trade in the 
wines of the lower Rhéne Valley—Chateauneuf-du-Pape, 


Tavel, Lirac, Gigondas, etc. 


AVIZE (Ah-veez). Major wine-producing village in the Cham- 
pagne country of France, south of Epernay and the Marne. 
With Cramant, it is the most important commune of the 
Céte de Blancs, rated 100% in the official classification. Its 
wines, produced entirely from the Chardonnay grape, have 
extraordinary finesse and class. 


AY (Eye). Village in the Champagne country, near Epernay, on 
the north or right bank of the Marne; its admirable hillside 
vineyards are planted almost entirely to Pinot Noir, and in 
the official rating, it is one of seven townships accorded 
the highest rating, 100%. 


AYL (Ill). Important wine-producing village on the Saar, in 
Germany. Ayler Kupp and Herrenberg are the best vine- 
yards. 


AZAY-LE-RIDEAU (As-zay-luh-Re-doe). Charming little town 
and lovely Renaissance chateau west of Tours in the 
Chateau country. Also. a pleasant, fruity white wine, some- 
what like Vouvray, produced there and legally entitled to the 
appellation “Touraine Azay-le-Rideau.”

The lower level has its own bath

It has its 
own outside entrance down a flight 
of steps from the carport area, and 
is heated by a separate system. 
Only by examining the house in 
such detail do you begin to realize 
the important contribution made 
by the outdoor spaces.

This is primarily a masonry 
walled house of concrete block that 
rests upon reinforced concrete 
footings and a reinforced concrete 
The exterior finish of the 
block walls is stucco. The interior

The roof is framed with Douglas 
fir.

The floors throughout the house 


are. with a few exceptions, terrazzo 
or vinyl tile.

Vinyl tile is used 
in most of the private rooms, such 
as bedrooms and baths. 

The interior wall and ceiling sur- 
faces that are not plaster are wal- 
nut plywood, ash plywood, birch 
plywood, exposed concrete block 
that has been painted, or mosaic 
tile. 

Wood doors throughout the house - 
are either walnut, ash, or birch.

There are many flowers which 
serve double duty and _ provide 
handsome foliage too. Wild indigo

A word about cutting 


Most shrubs can take a little bit 
of judicious trimming at any time 
of year. You can usually get enough 
foliage for an arrangement whether 
or not it’s the “proper” time for 
pruning. It pays to trim with an eye 
for the over-all shape of the plant, 
as well as for the foliage you take. 
You can often improve the lcoks of 
the shrub when you are cutting 
for foliage. 

There’s no problem at all in cut- 
ting foliage from the flower or veg- 
etable garden if not too much is 
taken from the plant at one time. 

You will be looking at the foliage 
close up when you bring it in, so 
choose leaves as perfect as possible. 
Look for good healthy color and

avoid those blemished by weather, 
disease, or insects. 

When you cut branches for the 
house, trim off the lower leaves. 
If you put them in a glass container 
the branch pattern in the water is 
often interesting on its own. For 
tall or heavy branches you may 
need to weight the container with 
sand or rocks to keep it from tip- 
ping over. 

Use good sharp shears for all 
cutting. They make clean cuts that 
heal quickly. s 

You can’t judge how well a plant 
will keep indoors by its appearance. 
Santolina, for example, looks quite 
fragile but is almost indestructible. 

Only experience will tell you 
which kinds of foliage will keep 
best after cutting. It pays to try 
and compare many different kinds. 

One of the best for keeping in 
an arrangement is sweet shrub or 
spice bush (Calycanthus). Its 
bright green foliage resembles the 
“lemon leaves” sold by florists 
(now banned by law in many places 
because the plant was becoming 
extinct). Another good-looking foli- 
age plant that keeps very well is 
Cotoneaster horizontalis. It has 
branches of graceful form and of- 
fers the bonus of minute pink flow- 
ers along the stem in spring, and 
bright red berries in the fall.

Moorea is the tropical wilder- 
ness you've dreamed about—lush, 
almost surfeited with flowers. a 
place of sunny beaches. deep. mys 
terious coves, majestic bays, and 
mountain peaks so eerie you dont 
wonder the early Polynesians peo 


pled them with supernatural spir- 
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its. There are copra plantations 
(copra is the dried meat of coco- 
nuts and has industrial impor- 
tance) and vanilla plantations, and 
native villages where the populace 
occupies itself with just plain liv- 
ing—fishing, making fishnets, weav- 
ing flower crowns, shell garlands, 
and those intricately 
woven, swishy “grass” skirts their 
dancers wear. There is no airstrip, 
no phone to Papeete, and a very 
chancy cable. It is “spoiled” to the 
extent that it has a fantastically 
rough road over which a few jeeps 
and trucks can maneuver, a little 
electricity here and there, and a 
few hotels. One is the excellently 
run, unslick Aimeo, which stands 
like an old Tahitian long house on 
the shore of magnificent Cook’s 
Bay. Another is Pauline’s. Another 
is where we stayed—the One 
Chicken Inn—a find if you are se- 
riously seeking the unspoiled in 
travel experiences. Here it was that 
our genial Chinese host, as a 
friendly gesture to the Tahitian 
lady who accompanied us, left the 
kerosene lamp burning all night in 
the outhouse.

ART of the Moorean adventure 

is a tamaara, the native feast— 
pork, yams, wild bananas, and 
breadfruit, wrapped in ti leaves 
and baked for hours in a pit. It’s 
the origin of the luau, which the 
early Polynesians carried to Ha- 
waii. The feast is served—to song 
and music, naturally—spread on ti 
leaves, eaten in the hand, accom- 
panied by Tahitian poi, which is a 
good-tasting concoction of taro 
mixed with melon or mango. The 
‘feast starts with ar ai, raw tuna or 
mahi mahi “cooked” in lime juice 
and as delicate as crabmeat. Des- 
sert is fresh fruit, and unequivo- 
eally Tahitian grapefruit, mangoes, 
and papayas are the best we’ve 
ever tasted anywhere. In fact, all 
food in Tahiti is good. Visit Pa- 
peete’s colorful market and see its 
wonderful fresh variety some early 
morning and you know the ingredi- 
ients are excellent. Continental 
food is, naturally, French-flavored 
and since the Chinese are Tahiti’s 
merchants, Chinese food is good. 

In Moorea, after the feast comes 
the dancing. You (and the musi- 
cians, still lustily singing their cu- 
riously melancholy songs) are car- 
ried by truck through the moonlit 
forests to the village of Temae. 
You are greeted by flaming palm 
torches, the singing of the iaora 
welcoming song, and crowned with 
the typically Moorean couronne of 
sweet fern and tiare. Dressed in 
low-slung shredded parau bark 
skirts, wearing leis of shells and 


flowers, 40 young men and girls 
perform their spectacular hulas. 
These dances, under the direction 
of the village chief, who barks out 
instructions like a drill sergeant, 
have small resemblance to the 
show-off stuff you see in nightclubs. 
All are done with a fantastic wig- 
gle that looks as if the dancers 
were motorized, but they are as 
classic and disciplined as ballet, 
for they are stylized, religious in 
origin, telling the folk history of 
the people. The loveliest is the 
hoeana, the poetic canoe dance cel- 
ebrating the voyage that brought 
these people to these islands. 


HOPPING in Tahiti 

pretty much about objects of pol- 
ished pearl shell, woven fiber hats 
and bags and, of course, French 
goods like liqueurs, fabrics and 
perfume.

Positano is entirely new. It was 
created only last year.

The distilled apéritifs include | 


two somewhat different groups of 
drinks—the rather bitter-sweet liq- 
ueurs and the anis-licorice drinks.

Campari and Chinamartini Lixy, 
while the latter embraces Pernod, 
the various Pastis of Marseilles, 
the Greek Ouzos and Mastic, and 
the Turkish Raki. 


Medicinal Bitters 


And finally, there are the medici- 
nal bitters that are frankly and 
bitterly distasteful but which man 
has consumed in vast quantities 
“for his stomach’s sake.” The the- 
ory has been, of course, that any- 
thing so bitter and unpleasant had 
to be good for you. As a matter of 
fact, they are beneficial if con- 
sumed in moderation. Most of them 
possess laxative qualities and are 
usually drunk straight, as a morn- 
ing eye-opener. They are often 
mixed with vermouth to give an 
added fillip of bitterness. The most 
widely “appreciated” are the Ital- 
ian bitters of which Fernet Branca 
is the best known, and the German 
Boonekamp bitters.

e By the usual standards of a “good investment,” this prop- 
erty could be called overimproved. But in view of the 
dividends it pays in usefulness, the considerable cost of the 
garden (in relation to the cost of the house) has proved to 
be money well spent. 

The house is in a tract in Jericho, Long Island. The 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. Frank Roehl, bought it about three 
years ago for $27,000 complete with “‘landscaping”—a rye- 
grass lawn and eight shrubs. As of today they have spent 
about $7,600 on landscaping. This is a whopping 35 per

cent of the cost of the house, but for the owners it is a 
sound investment, not for future monetary gain, but for 
the very tangible gain of more enjoyable living every day. 

The Roehls moved here from an apartment. As do most 
apartment dwellers, they cherished dreams of a little place 
in the country. They had in mind a couple of acres, with 
fruit trees, a vegetable garden, wild flowers, and woodland. 

But when they started looking for a home, they faced two 
dilemmas that confront most prospective property buyers: 
© Should they wait a few more (Please turn the page) 
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There are fresh vegetables in this small space from 
spring until fall, the result of rotating crops and fol- 
lowing sound garden practice. Poor soil here was dug 
out and replaced with a rich mixture of loam, peat, 
and sand. Deep mulch keeps down weeds, holds in water. 


This well-equipped play yard is a focus of neighborhood 
activity. The house is between it and the parents’ terrace 
to prevent intrusion of one activity on another. When 
outgrown, this area can be added to vegetable garden. 


The entry garden adds a look of individuality to this 
house in a subdivision where the houses are very much 
alike. This not only brings pleasure to all who enter 


here, but adds welcome variety to the street scene. 








Most unexpected, but delightful in such small space, is this woods 
garden with specimen conifers and dogwood trees. The surface is 
tanbark retained by railroad ties and a low brick wall. This is 
a worthy destination for a garden walk—to inspect new growth 
on the trees, feed birds, or sit in the shade of the grape arbor. 
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Plans shows three of the principles used by Landscape Architect 
Robert Malkin to make the garden seem larger than it is: Take 
advantage of the diagonal dimension of the lot; 
of land to definite use; divide the garden into

separate areas. 
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Raised lily pool and planting bed is a link 
between the terrace and garden. There’s a col- 
lection of small choice plants, and the wall is 
a good height for sitting. Fire pit, for charcoal 
cooking. is part of the total design. 


This is the orchard. It has 16 fruit and nut 
trees—apple, pear, peach, apricot, and filbert 
—and some berry bushes. A row of trees is 
espaliered against the south wall to save space 
and cover the high masonry foundation. The 
other trees here are neatly arranged in geo- 
metric beds and mulched with gravel. The walk 
leads to service entry and covered terrace. 


The lath house seen below serves as an attractive buffer be- 
tween the vegetable garden (behind camera) and the terrace 
(partly visible through the slats). It is used for ferns, 
hanging geraniums, and camellias in containers. Note how 
the walk through it ties it to the rest of the garden.

years until they could buy the ultimate place of their dreams, 
or should they get what they could afford at the time? They 
decided not to wait. 

@ Should they buy as much house as they could afford and 
develop the property in the years to come, or pay less for 
the house and have money to spend immediately on de- 
veloping the land? They chose the latter. 

Their guiding principle in each instance was to invest 
in the things that would give them the most comfort and 
enjoyment at the time. They decided not to mortgage the 
pleasures of family life today for those of the unknown 
future. 

When they decided to buy, all the houses in the tract 
were not yet built so they had a choice of locations. They 
selected a lot away from the main thoroughfare and away 
from the perimeter of the tract to reduce traffic and noise, 
but near a main exit road to avoid cross-tract driving. 

They bought the largest available lot in the area they 
wanted. It was 83 by 130 instead of the standard 72 by 
100, and cost $1,000 more. This extra depth and width 
might not seem very important at first, but it comes to 
2,760 square feet of garden area. This is as much square 
footage as a very large house would have. 

The garden got its start from the Roehls’ list of dreams 
for a place in the country, a surprising number of which 








have been fulfilled here in relatively limited space. 

They wanted garden-fresh salad, herbs that were hard 
to find in the stores, and vegetables with freshness measured 
in minutes from garden to table. They wanted fresh rasp- 
berries and blueberries for breakfast, grapes sugar-ripe 
from the vine, and tree-ripened pears, not the kind that 
are picked green and ripened in storage. They now have 
all these things—and more. 

They have a place to enjoy some of the beauties of nature 
and to have outdoor relaxation without driving a crowded 
read to find it 
lilies and goldfish, a musical spray of water, and proces- 





also crowded. There’s a pool for water 


sions of wild and cultivated bloom. There are handsome 
plant specimens and a place where birds come to be fed 
—and watched. There’s a safe place for children’s play; 
a comfortable terrace for dining and lounging in the day- 
time and at night. The whole garden is a place in which 
to relax and enjoy what has been chosen from nature’s 
store to satisfy the sense of taste. smell, sight. and touch. 

All of this did not just happen. The Roehls knew from 
the start that they could expect no more from their garden 
than they were able to put into it. 

For the first year they were in the house they studied 
garden books, visited nurseries, and went to lectures to 
learn all they could about gardens and gardening. They 
learned, for example. that a good garden must have good 
soil. They dug out the poor soil they had and replaced it 
with top soil and humus. Much of this labor they did them- 
selves to be sure it was done right. 

When they developed the list of things they hoped to 
have on their land, they realized it would take a landscape 
architect to bring order, workability, and beauty to this 
bill of particulars. 

The end result of this long and challenging project is 
a garden so rewarding to the family that its value simply 
cant be measured in dollars and cents. 





Next to the kitchen steps is an herb garden, a welcome and 
much-used adjunct to cooking. Chives, tarragon, oregano, 
marjoram, and mint are among the herbs at hand throughout 
the growing season. This space is also used as a reserve 
garden to develop potted plants for the terrace and entry.

Okra is related to cotton, the 
mallows and the common rose of 
Sharon. The gooey element in 
cooked okra corresponds to the 
cotton in the boll; 
turns 


when mature, it 
into aerial filaments like 
milkweed silk, on which the seeds 
ride to find their luck. 

Okra thrives on any good garden 
soil that is well drained, with a 
pH between 6.0 and 7.5, in full sun. 
It does not demand special fertility 
but will do better if it is well fed. 
In the South four or five plants 
will provide a small family with a 
serving about as often as one de- 
sires it, but in the North you need 
about ten. 

In the North the dwarf varieties, 
which grow about two feet tall, 
prosper best; there is little differ- 
ence in the table quality of the 
various kinds, in most opinions. 
Some fancy that the variety White 
Velvet, whose pods are pale green, 


| almost white, has the best flavor, 


but others assert that this distine- 
tion is pure psychology. 

Sow the seeds half an inch deep 
in spring, an inch in hot weather. 
Dwarfs in the North may be 
planted in rows eighteen inches 
apart and thinned in the row to fif- 
teen inches. 

In the South, tall varieties which, 
according to Artemus Ward, some- 
times tower to eight feet, need 
three feet at least between the 
rows and two feet in the row. 
Clemson Spineless, a favorite and 
silver medal winner, belongs to 
the betwixt opinion, attains four 
feet, and should be spaced accord- 
ingly. On the average, okra seed 
keeps only one year. 

Okra is ambitious and requires 
nothing special in cultivation ex- 
cept summer heat. The seeds will 
rot before they sprout in cold wet 
earth. It cannot endure rough 
transplanting, so if you want to give 
your gumbo an early start indoors, 
use pots. Although most kinds 
mature in 50 to 60 days, an early 
start may be worth while, for, if 
you keep these worthies picked 
clean, they will keep trying for 
seed and eternity until frost. 

By picked clean, I mean that 
you pick the seed pods as soon as 
they reach finger length, and that 
will sometimes be every couple of 
days; the pods come on fast after 
the flower fades and reach har- 
vesting size in four or five days. 
Most varieties are at their best 
when they are finger length, and 
still thin, though some grow larger 
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pods than others. Neglect picking 
for a week and enough pods may 
feel maturity coming on to per- 
suade the plant that the season is 
over. 


Now—about those bugs 


I could list a score of bugs that 
have been observed on gumbo, from 
the corn-ear worm to the southern 
green stink bug, but the probabil- 
ity is you will see little or no dam- 
age to your okra. This hibiscus 
keeps about as free of pests and 
plagues ordinarily as any vegeta- 
ble you can grow. Last year mine 
suffered a horde of aphids and 
mites; one spraying with mala- 
thion and one hurricane rain fin- 
ished them off for the year, but this 
was out of the ordinary. 

The mite and aphid populations 
have given us a couple of excep- 
tionally bad years hereabouts, and 
I suppose they were crowded onto 
pasturage they ordinarily would 
not choose. Authorities believe that 
the reason for this is that too many 
of us have been using insecticides, 
particularly DDT, which does not 
control mites or aphids but does 
great execution among their nat- 
ural enemies. 

Birds and gardeners are nice to 
have around and, no doubt, are 
very useful in the insect wars, but 
the killers that accomplish the 
most against the bugs by far are 
their own kind, worms and Arthro- 
poda such as spiders, ground bee- 
tles, aphid lions, certain wasps and 
bees, flies and their maggots, daddy 
longlegs, ambush bugs, some ants 
and thrips, damsel bugs, lightning 
bugs, and lions or doodle bugs 

that dig traps for their prey, rob- 
ber flies, the cannibal shark nema- 
tode which, fangs and all, is the 
very model of a _ sea_ serpent 
(though microscopic), and numer- 
ous others. 

If our insecticides are killing 
these beneficent savages as well 
as those we count pests (only one 
per cent of the million known spe- 
cies that feed on vegetation! ), it 
does look as though we must find 
a better answer in the end. Our 
methods serve for the present well 
enough, and are often all we have. 
But what will be the long-time ef- 
fect of breaking nature’s balance? 
We do not know enough to tell. 
The contest has been compared to 
the second labor of Hercules, the 
duel with the Lernaean Hydra, 


which grew two heads for each one 
the hero lopped off. 

But courage, all sprayers and 
dusters! Science is working on the 
problem with its usual incredible 
cunning. The true story of the 
search for biological control of 
plant pests and diseases is as fan- 
tastic as the fabled Hydra. Con- 
sider the late news on the nema- 
tode or eel worm; some varieties 
of this microscopic genus become 
sore pests when they multiply by 
the millions in the soil, for they 
live by sucking the sap from plant 
roots. The golden nematode, for ex- 
amplé, once threatened to destroy 
entirely the potato fields of Long 
Island. 

Among the flora and fauna that 
prey on nematodes in the earth are 
several strange microscopic molds, 
known as nematode-trapping fungi. 
Some of these tiny organisms, 
dwarfed by the size of their prey, 
use a fly-paper technique, setting 

t “lethal lollipops,” as they have 
been called, coated with an adhe- 
sive so sticky that a mere touch by 
a passing eel worm is_ usually 
enough to hold him to his doom. 

Others use a rabbit snare. One of 
these makes a noose of three cells, 
into which it somehow lures a nem- 
atode; then, in a tenth of a second, 
the noose inflates to three times its 
resting size, squeezing the eel 
worm into groceries. Researchers 
have experimented with multiply- 
ing these molds in test plantings 
and give promising reports, though 
no predictions. 

Science is exploring many roads. 
Consider the huge and ingenious 
strategy that E. F. Knipling, Direc- 
tor of the Entomology Research 
Div. of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, and Raymond C. 
Bushland of the same department 
worked up against the screw worm 
flies in southern pastures. Let us 
waste no sympathy on these big 
blue-green tropical flies, for their 
way of life calls for stringent con- 
trol. 

The female lays some 250 eggs 
in any break in the skin of a warm- 
blooded animal. The eggs hatch in 
a day, and the maggots feed on the 
animal. Within a few days the dam- 
age done by one hatching is sufh- 
cient to kill a small beast. 

The flies attacked domestic ani- 
mals as well as wild and, before 
the eradication program, were the

Use rocks with weathered sur- 
faces showing the patina of their 
age. They are the rocks that have 
lain on top of the ground for many 
years exposed to the elements. 
Rocks dug out of the ground or re- 
cently cut do not have weathered 
textures and colors. 

In selecting rocks for your gar- 
den you should first plan carefully 
how they are to be used. If they 
are to serve as natural sculpture in 
a composed grouping they should 
have body and girth in three di- 
mensions and they should all have 
a general similarity of color or 
texture so that when they are set 
into the garden they will appear to 
belong to each other in some kind 
of natural unity. 

Rocks should not be placed on 
the surface of the ground but 
should ‘be partially sunk, leaving 
exposed only that portion of the 
tock which you show.

Perhaps the least desirable grav- 
els are the various mechanically 
crushed rocks—granites, lime- 
stones, and marbles—which form 
angular, sharp-edged chips in sev- 
eral size screenings. There is some- 


thing brutal and ungentle about 


this crushed stone gravel. Its uses 
are mainly industrial. But crushed 
stone may serve as inexpensive 
ground covers in large spaces 
where other gravels would be too 
costly. One additional advantage is 
that crushed stone compacts better 
than rounded pebbles and so is 
more serviceable in driveways and 
paths. 

Rock and gravel used together 
become vital structural elements 
of a garden. In planning their use 
you must consider all relationships 
and contrasts of scale, shapes, col- 
ors, and textures. 

One last warning: Rock. stone, 
and gravel alone do not make a 
garden. Growing plant life of some 
kind, even though kept to a mini- 
mum, is still an absolutely essen- 
tial ingredient. Even though it be 
only a small, delicate slip of a 
plant in a pot, a low fern, a single 
strand of ivy, a patch of moss, or a 


_ tiny desert cactus, it is this neces 


sary complement to rock and grav- 
el which brings the garden to lite. 
One without the other would seem 
something less than whole.

BALANCE. Wine-tester’s term, a little dificult to explain. Essen- 
tially, a well-balanced wine is one completely harmonious 
in its make-up, with nothing overly pronounced and no 
striking deficiency in its bouquet, flavor, or aftertaste. If 
light, it will be delicate; if full-bodied, it will have a cor- 
responding amount of flavor and character. A well-balanced 
wine may not be great; it is exactly what it should be in 
its type and class, and the term is high praise. 


BANDOL (Bahn-daw/). Pleasant, lesser wines, white, red, and, 
above all, rosé, produced on the Mediterranean Coast of 
France, round the twin resorts of Bandol and Sanary-sur- 
Mer, near Toulon. Although coming from the general region 
of the Cétes de Provence these, like Cassis but unlike 
most of the others, have been given an appellation controlée, 
although this is not by any means to say that they are 
better than Provence wines that carry instead the VDQS 
seal. The reds and rosés are mostly from the Mourvédre 
grape, plus some Grenache and Cinsault; the whites from 
the Clairette and Ugni Blane. There are about 60,000 
gallons a year.

BARBERA (Bar-bear-ah). A red-wine grape grown principally 
in the region of Piedmont (northwestern Italy) and _ to 
some small extent in California. The: wine made from this 
grape is deep-colored, full-bodied, full-flavored, somewhat 
lacking in distinction, very agreeable with Italian food 
and at its best when young. 


BARDOLINO (Bar-doe-/ean-o). Excellent light red wine pro- 
duced round the village of the same name, on the eastern 
shore of Lake Garda, in northern Italy. Like Valpolicella, 
which is grown on a very different soil some ten miles 
farther east, Bardolino is made mostly from Corvina, 
Negrara and Molinara grapes; hardly darker in color than 
a dark rosé, at its best when from one to three years old, 
rarely over 11% alcohol, fruity, charming, never great, it 
is one of the most delightful wines of the province of 
Verona, and a perennial favorite in Switzerland as well. 


BAROLO (Bar-oh-low). Perhaps the best red wine of Italy, 
very full-bodied, slow-maturing, comparable to the great 
French wines of the Rhone Valley, such as Hermitage or 
Cote Rétie. It is made from the Nebbiolo grape in Piedmont, 
south of Turin, in a small, strictly delimited, hilly district of 
which the village of Barolo is the center and which includes 
as well the townships of Serralunga, Castiglione, Grinzane, 
Monforte, La Morra, Sommariya Perno, Verduno. Generally 
kept at least three years in wood before bottling (in 
“Burgundy bottles”), it deserves and almost requires addi- 
tional aging in bottle before being drunk, although it often 
throws tonsiderable sediment. Powerful, deep-colored, long- 
lived, it is definitely a great wine and, at its best, a quite 
extraordinary one.

BARSAC (Bar-sack). The northernmost and, after Sauternes 
itself, the most famous of the five townships of Sauternes. 
It is some twenty-five miles southeast of Bordeaux, and its 
vineyards are on low, rolling hills that overlook the Garonne 
River. All Barsacs, legally, are Sauternes, made by the same 
methods and from the same grape varieties. They are all 
rather sweet, though often somewhat less sweet than other 
Sauternes, and with a special delicacy and fruit. Chateau 
Climens and Chateau Coutet are the outstanding vineyards, 
but there are many smaller good ones; all the best of them 
chateau-bottle their production except in very poor vintage 
years. 


BAS-RHIN (Baa-Ran). The northern of the two départements 
into which Alsace is divided. On the whole, its wines are of 
less distinction than those of Haut-Rhin, but a first-rate vin 
rosé is made from the Pinot Noir grape at Marlenheim, 
and other vineyards, planted along the Vosges foothills, 
yield good Rieslings, Traminers, etc., at Obernai, Goxwiller, 
Barr, Mittelbergheim, Dambach. 


BASTARD. Sweet red or white wine from the Iberian Peninsula, 
popular in England in Elizabethan days, and mentioned 
by Shakespeare (Measure for Measure, Henry IV). It may 
be presumed to have got its name from the Bastardo grape, 
one of the principal varieties used in the making of Port 
and also Madeira. 


BASTO (Baas-toe). Spanish term meaning coarse or common, 
the opposite of fino. Applied to a Sherry of no breed and 
poor quality.

BEARN (Bay-arn). Old French province consisting of most of 
the modern département of Basses Pyrenées; its capital 
is Pau. Its best known wine is the rather sweet white 
Jurancon, but some more than passable rosé and dry white 
wines are also produced, are entitled to the VDQS seal, 
and sold as Rosé de Béarn, Rousselet de Béarn (a white 
wine made at least in part from the grape of that name) 
or simply as Vin de Béarn. 


BEAUJOLAIS (Bo-sho-lay). One of the most popular and best- 
loved wines of France, nearly always red (an insignificant 
amount of rosé and white is produced and legally entitled 
to the name); also the district from which it comes, 
in southern Burgundy, just north of Lyon. The vineyards 
make up a rather small, compact area of vine-covered hills 
west of the main Paris-Lyon-Riviera railway line and road. 

Although traditionally part of Burgundy its wines are 
very different from those of the great Cote d’Or, being 
made from a different grape, the Gamay, rather than the 
Pinot Noir; its prevailing soil, furthermore, is clay and 
granite rather than limestone. Only a few Beaujolais wines 
may legally be sold as Burgundy—these are admittedly the 
best; they come from nine specific villages or vineyard 
slopes: Brouilly, Céte-de-Brouilly, Chenas, Chiroubles, 
Fleurie, Julienas, Morgon, Moulin-a-Vent, St. Amour. Any 
one of these names on a bottle of Beaujolais is an indica- 
tion, almost a guarantee, of superior quality; few such wines 
are ever sold as “Burgundy” or “Bourgogne,” even though 
entitled to the name, being more salable and worth more 
under the appellation of their village of origin. Ordinary 
Beaujolais is a light, agreeable, fruity, eminently drinkable 
red table wine; it is usually served at the temperature of 
the cellar rather than that of the dining room; it should 
be inexpensive, and is at its best when under two years old. 

Beaujolais Supérieur is a slightly better grade, with a 
somewhat higher minimum alcoholic content; Beaujolais- 
Villages (or a wine labelled Beaujolais plus the name of a 
town) is of a higher class, and must come from one of 
thirty-five designated villages or communes, of which those 
listed above (Fleurie, etc.) are particularly outstanding. 
Even these wines should generally be served cool and drunk 
young—only exceptional bottles of great years improve 
appreciably after their third birthday, and many French 
gourmets prefer them when their age can still be counted 
in months, not years. Few wines go so wonderfully well with 
good food, and fine Beaujolais is unquestionably among

BEERENAUSLESE  (Bearen-ouse-lay-zeh; German, “Berry- 
selection”). A German wine of an exceedingly rare, special, 
and expensive sort, made from individual grape berries 
selected for their over-ripeness at the time of the Lese, or 
picking. In the production of Auslese the most perfect and 
ripest bunches are set aside and pressed separately; here 
the selection is in terms not of bunches, but of chosen, 
single grapes, cut from the bunches with tiny scissors. 
Beerenauslesen are produced by leading growers in all of the 
more important German wine districts only, with rare excep- 
tions, in years ranked as good or great and, with no excep- 
tions at all, more as a matter of prestige than profit. Quite 
sweet though not at all cloying, with an almost indescribable 
wealth of bouquet and fruit and flavor, properly served 
only with dessert or after dinner, they are among the most 
remarkable white wines in the world, fully worth the 

fabulously high prices they bring. 


BELLET (Bel-lay). Popular and agreeable vin rosé (also occa- 
sionally a white wine) produced near Nice, on the French 
Riviera. There are only about 50 acres of vineyard entitled 
to the name, and the annual production amounts to some 
50,000 bottles, promptly and happily consumed by the 

Nicois themselves and by thirsty tourists. 





BERNKASTEL (Bairn-cat’l). Picturesque and world-famous lit- 
tle town in the heart of the Moselle wine country; its best 
wines are among the most expensive and most highly re- 
garded of Germany. All of these are estate-bottled and 

carry the name of a specific vineyard, since wines sold 

; simply as “Bernkasteler” or “Bernkasteler Riesling” are

The equivalent on 
the Moselle is Bestes Fuder. Neither term is ever abused, 
and wines so labeled are great rarities and expensive. 


BEYCHEVELLE, Chateau (Baysh-vell). Well-known vineyard, 

and the fine red Bordeaux wine which it produces, at St. 

Julien, in the Haut-Médoc. Officially classified in 1855 as a 

4th Growth, Chateau Beychevelle now brings a higher price 

than many 2nds, and is notable for its texture, delicacy, and 

breed. The present elaborate chateau, dating from 1757, 

+. overlooks the estuary of the Gironde; its name is said to 
be derived from the French, “baisse-voile,” or “lower sail” 
—a gesture of respect which all passing ships paid to the 
Duke of Epernon, one-time owner of the estate and Grand 


Admiral of the French Fleet.

is more than just a wor 


@ Orientation is such a basic principle of architecture—and of life—that 


C$ CO CE ——— = == 


it is often taken too much for granted and, therefore, ignored. We suffer 
from this neglect in architecture as in life. It means we are frequently 
exposed to the hot sun in summer and the cold breezes in winter. We end 
up living in rooms that face public streets or look into neighbors’ living 
rooms. And we often miss much of our land that we might otherwise have 
enjoyed. Above, and on the pages that follow, is a house that makes orienta- 


tion more than just a word in an architectural textbook. 





How to

@ Many people think of a house as an object that can be 
pi ked from a catalog or from the shelf of a store and 
placed anywhere art itrarily. To these people, orientation 
as a process may be nothing more than placing a building 
with regard to the compass points. This is the kind of 
orientation (or lack of it) practiced in real estate develop- 


ments where little or no thought is given to setting up favor- 
able relationships to sun, wind, view, or other features of 
the environment. In these developments, streets may be laid 
out and houses built along them without realizing—or car- 
ing—that the future occupants will live in dreary, sunless 
rooms, with little privacy and no outlook except the street 
and the houses on the other side. 

But orientation may be understood and practiced in a 
better way, as an interactive process by which, out of a 
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tage of your site

concern for more healthful, comfortable, and pleasant living 
conditions, the form of the building is developed in relation 
to its environment. The objective is to secure privacy and 
outlook, derive the full benefits of sun and breeze, and make 
the best use of the site and all its features. 

The house seen here, designed for Alice Erving by Archi- 
tects Lutah Maria Riggs and Arvin B. Shaw III, is one 
illustration of what this can mean in actuality. 

Orientation, as a process, will not produce one inevit- 
able and unvariable result out of one set of conditions. 
Nor is it a guaranteed means of producing great architec- 
ture (we know of none that is). But it is a process in which 
one seeks to establish optimum living conditions in relation 
to both the natural environment and the man-made cir- 
cumstances within it. (Please turn the page) 


Privacy is one of the important considerations 
in the orientation of a house. The location of 
the approach and the character of the entrance 
partly determine the degree of privacy. Here the 
garage structure and double-door gate (left) 
stop the uninvited somé distance from the house.

One of the important considerations in the design of a 
house is privacy. The orientation of a house may give its 
occupants privacy and do it without loss of other desirable 
conditions, such as its relation to sun and view. 

In this particular example, the site of the house was 
crossed from north to south by a creek. After a study of 
the site with regard to its best use, it was decided that 
the house should be in the area east of the creek and that 
the creek bed should remain undisturbed. The irregular 
shape of this area was one of the determining factors in 
the final form of the house. As an aid to privacy, the area 
west of the creek was to be kept as a buffer zone between 
the house and the road. In addition to the actual separation 
between house and road. there is a psychological separation 
gained as one approaches the house and crosses this buffer 
zone and the creek. 

While the design was still in a very general and nebulous 
state, several other considerations played a part in the 
formative process. First, there was a clump of oaks on 
the site. It would be pleasant to live among them. They 
would provide shade, and their picturesque shapes would be 
a source of pleasure. Second, it is generally desirable in 
the northern hemisphere to have the rooms, in which we spend 
the greater part of our time, facing the south so that they 
receive sun most of the day. 

The combination of these factors helped to determine that 
the living area should face south and be near the oaks and, 
if possible, be among them. As can be seen in the plan, in 
the final form of the house these thoughts developed into 
the projecting, central living area and the deck outside 
it. Whether inside or out, one has (Please turn the page) 
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The wood deck provides an easily maintained outdoor 
living area in the shade of oak trees and leaves the site 
seemingly unmolested. Deck encircles: and includes a 
whole sylvan landscape within the living area. The wood 
wall around the deck screens it and the living room 
from the view of passers-by on the street and at night 
from the annoying beams of car headlights. particularly 
of cars turning at a nearby intersection.

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in order to keep the creek bed unchanged and to use 
the area west of it as a transitional buffer zone, 
the house was designed for the irregularly shaped 
eastern portion of the site.

These considerations 
plus those of sun, wind, and view helped to deter- 
mine the general plan and form of the house. A 
regard for the conformation of the ground and the 
features of the environment suggested that the en- 
trance drive and auto court would be at the north.

the sensation of being among the trees. At night it is 
possible to enjoy the same effect transformed by dramatic 
lighting. The trees are lighted from below by floodlights. 
Some are housed in angular boxes on the deck; others are 


hidden in pieces of concrete pipe sunk into the ground. 
(See the photographs on page 163.) 


A third feature of the site, not on it but in its sur- 
roundings, suggested that the living area might face in 
the opposite direction. There is a range of mountains to 
the north; their peaks are visible from the site. And, if 
possible, it would be pleasant to see these from the living 
area. But, since it had been generally decided that the auto 
court and carport should be north of the living area, and, 
since the space between the east boundary and the creek 
was somewhat limited, securing a view to the north was 
something of a problem. It would not have been desirable 
to be looking at cars as well as mountains. 

This problem was solved in the design by separating the 
auto court from the living area and by raising the roof of 
the living room at the center on the north side and form- 
ing a high glass gable. The carport (Please turn the page) 





The dining area is a part of the central space and is, sepa- 


rated from the living area by the sculptural masonry mass of 
the fireplace. Barbecue grill at right is back of the fire- 
place. The dining area opens directly on the terrace, seen in 
photo at left. Pass-through from kitchen is in the end wall. 


Storage for the dining area is provided in this cabinet with 
sliding doors of plate glass and adjustable shelves for dishes, 
glassware, etc. It is located just inside the kitchen (left 
photo) and near the dining area, seen through the open 
pass-through above the counter.

is far enough away from the house, and its roof is low 
enough, so that it does not interfere with the line of sight 
toward the lower slopes of the mountains. The ridge of the 
roof was lifted and directed toward the peaks so that they 
can be seen from the far side of the room (diagram above) 
Because of the see-through character of the living area and 
the height of the gable, the peaks can be seen through the 
living area by a person in the garden on the south side 
of the house (see photo opposite). 


The space between the carport and the house, the entrance 
garden, is surfaced with gravel and serves as a kind of out- 
door entrance hall. Carefully placed rocks, reflecting the 
character of the surrounding terrain, and a minimum of 
plant materials make up its easily-maintained design. 

The garden is screened from the auto court by one wall 
of the carport and from the road and approach drive by a 
high fence at one side of the covered walkway leading from 
the entrance gate to the entrance door. Although the gate 
is some distance from the house, this causes no inconven- 
ience. With today’s inter-communication systems it is pos- 
sible to speak to a person at the gate. It does have the 
advantage of stopping persons some distance from the house. 
There is a service walk from the auto court for deliveries 
to the kitchen entrance. (Please turn to page 160) 
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The photo at the right will help one to appreciate the fact 
that the form of the roof was not chosen arbitrarily. It pro- 
ceeded from the desire for the view of the mountains. Since 
these are rather close, the ridge of the roof was lifted so 
that their peaks could be seen. It is directed toward them. 
Seating area near fireplace and on its broad hearth pro- 
vides a snugness amid the room’s general openness. Sculptors 
William and Edna Hesthal participated in the fireplace design.

The ruggedness and informality of stone 
set a characteristic tone for a house that breaks 


the tradition of its New England neighbors 


By GUY HENLE 


@ In an area where nearly every town name rings with an 
echo of colonial America, this contemporary house is making 
itself right at home. Though it has a flat roof and uses such 
modern trappings as full-length glass walls, huge skylights, 
and an interior garden court, it nevertheless exudes the 
characteristic warmth, informality, and friendliness of early 
New England houses. 

What gives it this quality? More than anything, it is 
the architect’s wise choice of native New England stone as 
the dominant material in the house. Fieldstone is used in the 
solid supporting masonry columns and as a veneer. And 
flagstone is used as the floor throughout the living area and 
hallways. The visual interest of stone plays a part in enrich- 
ing nearly all the interiors of the house. It touches every 
vista, softening what might otherwise have been severe lines, 
giving the warmth of texture to what might otherwise have 
been cold surfaces. 

Designed by Architect Elroy Webber for a couple whose 
children had reached college age, the house revolves around 


two large living areas. The first (Please turn the page)

is a space just short of 50 feet long that has the official 
living room at its center, flanked by a TV-den area on one 
side and the dining area on the other. The second is the 
master suite, roughly 40’ x 26’, which includes a bedroom, 
dressing room, generous bath space, and an L-shaped en- 
closed garden for private sun-bathing. Two smaller bed- 
rooms—for children home from college or for guests—and 
the well-appointed kitchen-utility area (to be shown in a 
future issue) complete the house. 

The central living space, though it is separated into 
several functional areas, is so open that it acts as one. Be- 
cause of its great length and the offset spaces at each end 
(see plan above), there are many changing vistas as you 
move about in it. There is great drama in the stone piers 
and planting at the fireplace. Sunlight coming through the 
skylight emphasizes the rugged texture of the stone and fil- 
ters gently through the leaves of the planting. At night 
spotlights on the roof penetrate the skylight in an even more 
dramatic way. Outside the glass walls of the living and din- 
ing areas are rambling flagstone terraces that make the 


wooded outdoors part of the house. (Please turn the page) 


Looking back down the entrance walkway, you see how filtered 
sunlight recreates perfectly the natural growing conditions 
for shrubs like laurel and rhododendron, which luxuriate here.

The second major space unit—the master suite seen on 
these pages—is designed to provide as much of an outdoor 
experience as is possible in the New England climate. The 
bedroom, dressing room, and bath wrap around an L-shaped 
garden that includes planting and rockwork, a fountain, 
stream, and pool, as well as space for sun-bathing. Privacy 
is assured by a roof-high fence on the only open side. The 
long axis of the garden faces south so that it catches as 
much of the low-slanting winter sun as possible, and makes 
this a pocket of warmth long after cool weather has arrived. 

The master bedroom itself is not large. In a home in 
which the children have reached college age, parents no 
longer need a bedroom that can serve as a sitting-room 
retreat. Thus, square footage is released for the luxuries of 
a large dressing area, lined with fitted storage closets, and 
a truly roomy bathroom with separate shower, sunken tub, 
and sit-down grooming counter.

learning to judge things on their own aesthetic merits, 
minus the price tags that can so often confuse your notion 
of values when you shop around in a store. 

The most propitious time to get acquainted with Ameri- 
cana is on your travels in the U. 5. A., for there is hardly 
a locality that hasn’t preserved at least some store of its 
past. So you can make even a week-end trip with the family 
pay off in the kind of knowledgeability that can improve 
your life at home. And there is no question that when you 
travel with a special interest the whole experience takes 
on the excitement of a treasure hunt. 

As you might expect, the richest concentration of early 
Americana is in New England, the Middle Atlantic, and 
Southeastern states, in those areas where our country had 
its start. However, Michigan has a good cache of it in the 
collection of Henry Ford which, as you will see in this 
issue, is fine enough to inspire reproduction. (We discuss 
this museum separately on page 170.) The South is particu- 
larly well endowed with early 19th-century elegance, while 
the West has its covered-wagon and “round-the-Horn” 
treasures, 

These collections vary in purpose and content, in size 
and importance. Besides museums per se, there are sections 
of general museums devoted to Americana. There are whole 
museum towns, and there are innumerable museum houses. 
In fact, America’s interest in preserving its past seems to 
be coming alive so fast that up to date there is no one 
comprehensive and official list of the possible exhibitions 
open to you. 

Our suggestions, compiled from House BEAUTIFUL’s own 
staff experience and presented purely as an arbitrary choice, 
set you in the direction of some of the country’s most 
important collections. Admittedly the greatest and most 
profuse is in the Henry Francis DuPont Winterthur Museum, 
on Route 52, six miles northwest of Wilmington, Delaware. 
In more than 80 rooms taken from original old houses in the 
East and South, and furnished with some of the choicest 
examples of early household goods, you get a most con- 
vincing impression of American life on all levels, humble 
to grand manner, from 1640 to 1840. To see the whole 
museum, you must write ahead for an appointment to visit; 
you are then taken through in groups of four. Allow a full 
day. From April 25 to May 27, however, there is a special 
tour which does not require advance booking—30 museum 
rooms and Winterthur’s magnificent azalea gardens. 

The American Wing of the Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
New York has a distinguished and catholic collection, from 
the mid-17th century to 1825. Like most Americana, there 
are things that prove to brash moderns that there is noth- 
ing new under the sun—in particular, several 17th-century 
gate-leg tables which slim down to a bare 6” width when the 
leaves are dropped, and an ingenious 1675 chair that turns 
into a table. There is some excellent Duncan Phyfe, block- 
front secretaries by John Townsend of 18th-century Newport, 
Rhode Island, and florid but magnificently carved Philadel- 
phia highboys. Most is presented in rooms. The Museum of 
the City of New York, the New York Historical Society, and 
Cooper Union Museum have collections worth seeing. The

From the very outset, America’s design showed an indi- 
viduality of its own. Naturally, the dominant influence was “4 
English, which explains why this furniture, for instance, may 
be reminiscent of Tudor, William and Mary, Queen Anne, or 
the great 18th-century cabinetmakers. But invariably the 
free-spirited, pioneer point of view shows through, for the 
young Americans simplified their inheritance, eliminating 
the unessential, giving their furniture greater function. With 
the inventiveness that is a persistent national trait, they 
devised easier ways to make things in quantity—a charac- 
teristic that makes true American antiques especially suited 
to reproduction by modern manufacturing methods. 

The Henry Ford Museum Collection includes 55 pieces of 
furniture reproduced by Century Furniture Company of 
Hickory, N. C. The originals, in the Decorative Arts Gallery 
of the Museum and in the houses of Greenfield Village, span 
the period from mid-1éth Century to 1840.

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“Americana,” frequently misinterpreted to mean only the 
naive, country-style furnishings of the earliest settlers, refers 
to all things of American inspiration, regardless of date. Proto- 
types of the pieces above were made at different times in 
different places, but a knowing eye will spot them as 
Americana because of their consistent simplicity of line and 
the fact that they are as functional as they are graceful. The 
round, drop-leaf mahogany table and chairs, from Secretary 
House, originated in early 18th-century Rhode Island. The 
pine hunt board, dated 1800, belongs peculiarly to the South. 
The generous mahogany buffet, with its separate, glazed hutch, 
is from Pennsylvania.

What you can learn 
from this 


roof-top garden 


@ No matter how much land you have, there are places where 
it is vitally important to get the utmost from small space, 
just as it was in this 20 x 23-foot roof garden. To have a 
really good terrace, for example, or entry garden, or small 
courtyard calls for the same kind of imagination, restraint, 
and simplicity that make this garden a success. 

The owners, Dr. and Mrs. Richard Gratton, felt a great 
need for a garden, but there was not a single foot of extra 
land. The house is exactly the same size as the property. 
The roof was the only possible place for a garden, and as 
you can see from the “before” pictures, it was not very 
promising. Besides the limited space. it was terribly windy, 
sloping, and within view of neighbors on the uphill side. 
All of these familiar garden problems were solved beauti- 
fully by Landscape Architect Thomas Church.

Let children 
Open your eyes 
to the world 


Even the most jaded tourist sees things 
in a new light when traveling with children.

wo summers ago when my husband and I returned 
after spending six weeks in Europe with our three 
children, the question we were asked most fre- 
quently was: When does your vacation begin? 

Obviously, there is a widely-held belief that traveling with 
children is exhausting. I would not attempt to dissuade 
parents who hold this view. Those who prefer to send their 
children to summer camp while they see the world may be 
provident and wise. Nor would I insist that a family trip is 
preferable to one with a spouse. It’s not. It’s just different 
in many wonderful and unexpected ways. 

Until we started traveling with our family a few years 
ago, | would never have believed how casual and easy-going 
a trip with children can be. Nor how many adventures and 
heart-warming experiences can occur. Nor how much more 
you see, discover, and learn when the children are along. 


To become a travel-addicted family, I find two ingredi- 
ents are necessary: a desire to sample the ways and wonders 
of other people and places, and—nice children. After meet- 
ing these requirements, the just deserts follow as a natural 
consequence. 

Kindling a desire in children to visit alien shores is not 
always easy. Many adults never acquire this sort of curiosity 
themselves, and I’m sure it has to be coaxed in all children. 
They hate to leave their safe, known circle of home and 
friends. In my family, for example, the younger boy con- 
fided to a pal that he would go to Europe once, but if he 
didn’t like it, he’d never go again. 

With this natural antipathy to overcome, the best pro- 
cedure, I’ve found, is to start early with trips that have 
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sure child-appeal. Our first all-family junket was a river 
trip that had been enthusiastically recommended to us as 
being “as much fun as riding a roller coaster.” It was. For 
four summer days we alternately drifted along and “shot” 
the rapids of the Green River, one of the tributaries of the 
Colorado. Each day we passed through spectacular and differ- 
ent country. We saw beaver, deer, and wild sheep. The time 
out of the boats was spent picnicking, swimming, exploring, 
and camping. In every way this inaugural venture was a 
child’s idyll that put no great strain on parents. This par- 
ticular river excursion was under the auspices of Buzz Hatch 
of Vernal, Utah. Mr. Hatch and his boys supplied the boats, 
food, and river know-how. We had to bring only our clothes, 
sleeping bags, and camera. 

On the other hand, getting to the river and our launch- 
ing site did include some of the harsh realities of travel. 
We had to spend a day and night on a train, take two long 
bus rides and sleep another night in a motel. None of this 
proved particularly troublesome to the children, but it might 
have, if they had been introduced to such confinement and 
wearisome rides at a later age. Through experience our 
youngsters have taught themselves how best to cope with the 
discomforts of travel. On planes they curl up and go to sleep. 
In cars and between connections they always have a book or 
game to occupy the time. They’ve learned to read maps, road 
signs. and timetables so they can gauge their rate of progress 
and know the trip is not of interminable duration. 

Above all. they’ve learned it doesn’t help to complain. They 
simply make the best of things, knowing the inconvenient 
part will all be obliterated by the happy memories of the 
vacation itself. I know this to be true because, when asked 
if they were ever bored on long train trips, one of the children 
replied, “Heck, no, you can do everything you do at home 
on a rainy day.” 


Another way we've found to fan the wanderlust in children 
is to plan trips that have some bearing on what they’ve 
studied in school. This is not always possible, of course, 
but we've been lucky. Last spring after our twins had com- 
pleted Early California History (fourth-grade level), we 
drove along the Camino Real from Santa Barbara to Mon- 
terey, stopped at three different missions and finally spent 
several days wandering around the old Mexican capital and 
the ghost towns of the Mother Lode mining country. 

The children loved this trip. They were determined to 
read every roadside historical marker. They knew the date 
and story behind each of the twenty-one missions. They could 
tell us why Monterey was selected as the seat of provincial 
government and when gold was discovered at Sutter’s Mill. 
Instead of going to Monterey merely to play golf (we did 
that. too), the trip had added impetus because we were trav- 
eling with a pair of enthusiastic fourth-graders. 

Similarly, trips to Hawaii, Mexico, and New England hap- 
pened to follow the older boy’s study of these places. With- 
out any historical background, I’m sure he would have en- 
joyed the beaches of Waikiki and Acapulco. Equipped with 
some knowledge, however, he was anxious to see famous land- 
marks he’d read about. His eagerness and some information 
spread to the younger two. Long before we left home, names 
like Kamehameha, Montezuma. and the Minutemen were 
familiar to us all. It was no surprise then that, once at our 
destination, no one had to be coerced into climbing the 
pyramids, visiting Queen Emma’s museum, or seeing Bunker 
Hill monument. If anything, the children were the eager 
travelers who urged their parents on to one more sight- 
seeing effort. 

The point about having “good” children for traveling 
companions cannot be overstated. Even with angelic person- 
alities there is an inevitable (Please turn to page 177)

just as it is more enjoyable to drive the 
sweeping curves of a highway rather than 
struggling with tortuous twists and turns.

One uninterrupted 
pass with the mower neatly trims the edge 
of the grass. Width of pavement Keeps grass 
clippings from getting into the pool.

A lawn that is to be mowed by power needs to have 
somewhat different provisions in layout and details, 
if the power is to be 100 per cent effective. If you plan 
with its capabilities in mind, you'll get the most out 
of your mower’s easy efficiency. And the sheer fun

Planning this way doesn’t mean giving up any aes- 
thetic values. You will not be confined to rigid patterns, 





straight lines, or specified curves. But whatever the 
size, shape, and contour of your ground, if you bear 
in mind the following points, your power equipment 
will be the means for greater beauty in your garden 
and more outright pleasure in its maintenance. 

1. Long straight lines or sweeping curves are the 
natural course for this high-speed tool. When it is 
out in the clear, it is raring to go and tirelessly speedy, 
ready to take on anything without strain on your 
muscles or blisters on your palms. But tight corners 
and sharp turns are not natural to its movements. Time 
spent negotiating them is a waste of its potential. So, 
sharp and tortured turns should be avoided. Right- 
angle corners should occur only if wide paved edg- 
ings are provided so the mower can make an easy 
curve to catch all the grass without plowing into 
close-growing planting. 

2. Separate grass from everything except grass. Re- 
gardless of its other abilities, your mower cannot 
reach the very last bit of grass next to a barrier 
of any kind. Walls, steps, (Please turn the page) 
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You can imagine the problem of trimming the grass between 


this hedge and the line of the mower without a mowing strip. 
The paving here is wide enough to allow the mower handle to 
swing around the curve without hitting the adjacent planting.

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Large lawn areas are less 
expensive, initially, than 
pavement on a large scale.

built-in seats. trees, and especially adjoining areas 
of planting need special treatment so you can mow 
past them without concern, leaving a neat edge behind. 

The simplest way is with a redwood or cedar board. 
securely staked. It will form a clean edge that eliminates 
the risk of cutting on a crooked line or in scallops 
like an amateur barber. A wider separation of paving 
(asphalt, concrete, brick or stone) is even better. 
\cting as a safeguard, it allows a faster pace and 
assures the safety of adjoining shrubbery. flowerbeds 
or ground-cover areas. This band of paving can be 
an aesthetic boon as well. It can be used to accentuate 
the form and pattern of a garden layout, sharpening 
the contrast in plant textures. 

Around pools of any size this encircling pavement 
prevents clippings from falling into the water. And 
as a guard around trees it will form an island that 
may be cultivated, fertilized. and watered on a different 
program from the adjacent lawn. 

3. Steep banks should be avoided if you want an effort- 
less time with your mower. While its power will take 
it almost anywhere, difficult terrain slows up the 
process, and its exuberance is not so easy to use as 
on the straightaway. Lawn areas should be on shallow 
slopes and gentle rolling ground where mowing is a 
freewheeling operation, smooth and enjoyable. 

4. Convenient storage and ready access to all grass 
areas 1s an important provision to make. There should 
be no wrestling necessary in getting the mower from 
its garage to the lawn. Changes of grade should have 
ramps so the motor can move the machine without 
effort on your part. Gates should be wide enough for 
easy passage without twisting and turning. 

When these four basic points are kept in mind. your 


power mower can let its energy serve you to the full- 
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est. Whether you're doing it yourself or having a 
gardener do the job, the mower’s performance will be 
its best and most economical in time and effort if 
you plan for its abilities. 

With a garden planned to eliminate difficult mow- 
ing traps you can even consider refinements in your 
mowing patterns. There are various opinions on the 
most efficient circuit—concentric circles or continu- 
ous lines—but each operator can work it out to his 
own satisfaction in conformity with the shape of the 
lawn area. 

There is an interesting side-light to this aspect 
of maintenance: An analogy exists between the pat- 
terns imposed by our mowers on newly-cut grass and 
the pre-meditated raked designs of Japanese sand gar- 
dens. Ours now vary with the whim of the man behind 
the wheel and are fleeting: time soon erases them. In 
Japan, sand patterns are an integral part of the over- 
all mood of the garden. It might be interesting for 
us to explore these subtleties in our own idiom—the 
mowing marks on cut grass. If you don’t like them, 
they are more easily changed than your next hair cut. 

How wide shall paved mowing strips be? That de- 
pends on a number of things, for they may also serve as 
terraces or paths. And they must be in scale with the 
entire garden as well as with the power mower. In any 
case they should be adequate to allow for easy turn- 
ing and, at minimum, wide enough to accommodate 
the mower wheel. When materials used are in harmony 
with the house and other garden surfaces, these bands 
can add an architectural interest and order to the 
over-all design. The paving solutions will be as varied 
as the problems, but they will all serve the basic pur- 
poses of making the mowing easier and the outlining 
of grass forms to give them visual snap. 











Paved band calls attention to the change of grade at this 
terrace edge. It acts as a safety factor as well as a design 
feature. It permits speedy passage of the mower and eliminates 
time-consuming weeding and trimming along the uneven stone- 
work, giving a bold trim outline to the base of the terrace.

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Curved lines are not always suitable in the over-all design. 
Where straight lines and right-angle corners are called for, 
the mower can handle them without difficulty when paved edges 
are provided. The band should be just wide enough to let 
the mower take in all the grass in one turn around the corner. 


Changes of level in the garden or at storage areas should have 
ramps instead of steps so machine’s own power can take it 
anywhere. Paths and gates should be sized to fit its width. 
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Where grass meets walls, steps, or any vertical obstruction, 
there is always an inevitable inch or two that can’t be mowed. 
Also, trying to get in very close slows up the work. Here 
another version of the mowing strip eliminates this problem. 
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Paving or mowing bands should be flush with lawn surface 
so mower rolls quickly and smoothly, and edge is neatly cut. 
Level condition alse saves blades from dulling or damage. 


Trees need adequate protection to prevent bark damage. With a 
mowing band you get rid of time-consuming hand trimming 
and can water and feed trees on a different schedule from grass.

the Classic Sauces for Chicken 


There is nothing really mysterious about haute cuisine. One of its secrets 


lies in basic sauces, which are simple to make. Once you have them on hand, a world of possibilities 


is yours. This month, see what you can do with the delicate flavors of chicken

n the French cuisine, sauces serve to intensify and 
enhance, rather than cover up, flavors. Consider the 
classic (and glorious) sauces for chicken. They start 
with two easily made bases. Both can be stored in quantity 
for long periods in the refrigerator or freezer. Once a base is 
made, the finishing of a sauce itself is literally easier than pie. 

The usual base for the classic sauces is a velouté, an easily 
prepared cream sauce made with chicken stock. It is similar 
to basic white sauce, but cooks for a longer period of time to 
eliminate the raw taste of the flour. 

The second foundation is a brown chicken base and, al- 
though it requires a longer list of ingredients, such as veal 
bones, chicken bones, vegetables, and seasonings, it can 
be made as easily as an old-fashioned vegetable soup. The 
chief requirement is a proper kettle. preferably of heavy 
metal with about six quarts capacity.

These bases serve two purposes: They add flavor to the 
finished sauces because they are concentrates of chicken 
flavors, and, equally important, they add texture and body 
to the sauces. In this issue, recipes are given for the two 
highly versatile bases and for six chicken dishes in which 
they are used. They are: chicken with herbs, chicken with 
mushrooms, chicken breasts with mushrooms and truffles, 
sauté of chicken in red wine sauce, chicken with bourbon, 
and chicken flavored with garlic and bay leaf. The last two 
are shown in step-by-step photographs as well. 

Once the imaginative cook learns how simple yet how dif- 
ferent from each other these sauces are, she will begin experi- 
menting. The principles are easy to grasp. Notice that the 
special flavor of each sauce depends on just one or two deli- 
cate additions. The taste of the chicken is never covered up; 
it is always enhanced in some particular way. 





Combine all ingredients in a large ket- 
tle. Bring to a boil and simmer over 
gentle heat for 1 hour. Do not cover. 
Skim the surface with a large spoon 
to remove foam and scum as it rises 
to the top. Strain the stock through a 
fine mesh sieve lined with cheesecloth. 
This stock may be frozen in several 
containers and used as necessary. Or 
it may be stored in the refrigerator 
for a week or longer.

A chicken velouté is a highly concentrated thickening agent. 
Made similarly to a simple white sauce, the principal difference 
between the two is that the velouté cooks for approximately an 
hour and it is this long cooking that destroys the raw taste of 
the flour. The velouté does more than merely thicken other 
sauces. It also gives body and flavor to them. The step photo- 
graphs to the right show in detail the preparation of a velouté. 
While a wire whisk is not essential in making sauces, it is the 
best of utensils to prevent lumps. Like the other sauces in this

Preheat oven to 475° F. Arrange veal bones and chicken on a 
large pan. Add seasonings and vegetables. Bake uncovered 45 
minutes. Reduce heat if necessary to prevent burning. Transfer 
bones to a large kettle, add 1 quart water to pan. Cook over 
medium heat, stirring to dissolve any brown particles on bottom 
and sides of pan. Add to bones in kettle along with remaining 
water and tomato purée. Cook over medium heat for 5 hours, 
stirring occasionally.

Add velouté and cream, 
stir till smooth. Bring to boil. Add 
corn. Season to taste. Remove from 
heat, stir in remaining butter and 
bourbon. Pour a little over chickens, 
serve remainder in a sauce boat.

Add 1% cup dry white wine to cook- 
ing dish. Stir in all the dark par- 
ticles around bottom and _ sides. 
Cover and cook over high heat for 
5 minutes. Add brown chicken base 
and continue cooking over high heat 
stirring with a wire whisk until 
blended and smooth. Remove the 
sauce from heat and stir in 2 table- 
spoons cold butter. This tends to 
thicken the sauce slightly. Pour the 
sauce over the chicken and garnish 
with chopped parsley. 


Place trussed chickens side down in 
larger roaster. Sprinkle with salt, 
pepper, and dots of butter. Baste.

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Introduce your child to 


The Wonderful World 
of the Symphony Orchestra 


Records and books make it easy to meet the instruments 


of the orchestra at home. Even the six-year-old is mature enough 


rom a little band of 24 musicians in Haydn’s day, 

the symphony orchestra has grown into a complex 

ensemble of more than 100 players and an increas- 
ing number of instrumental combinations. An orchestra is 
much more than a collection of instruments. It is also an 
instrument in and of itself. Its tonal resources, range, and 
power multiply—seemingly to infinity—the colors and tex- 
tures of music. 

{t is important for your child to know about the symphony 
orchestra, for it is the backbone of Western music. To grow 
up without knowing its inner workings is to miss a basic 
step in enjoying the richness of music. 

Using records, you can start introducing your child to the 
orchestra at a surprisingly early age—five or six may not 
be too young, if he is curious. Each instrument has its own 
personality, peculiarities of expression, and methods of per- 
formance. As a child becomes more and more familiar with 
instruments, suddenly music isn’t just music. It’s the way a 
clarinet sounds (rich and mellow), how a flute answers 
(jaunty and high), what a violin adds (basic fiber), why a 
drum is there (beat and pitched tone). and how these and 
the other instruments weave tonal threads into a tapestry of 
music. Many a second-grader can close his eyes and distin- 
guish all the orchestral instruments except, perhaps, two 
toughies, the English horn and the oboe. 


To some children, every new sound of a musical instrument 
is an exciting adventure. One child may be intrigued by the 
flutter-tonguing of a flute; another. by the razzing of the 
trombone; still a third, by the hitting of violin strings with 
the wooden part of the bow. 

Sometimes curiosity focuses on the science of sound. Chil- 
dren who learn about the action of a lever from a kinder- 
garten seesaw are curious to know how vibrating objects 
produce sound. One young father on House BEAUTIFUL’s 
staff had to give himself a quick brush-up in physics to be 
able to explain to his eight-year-old son how and why air 
that enters a tube comes out sounding like a musical tone. 
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to enjoy listening and learning

Another child will wonder why, and find out how, instru- 


ments that “talk” in so many different voices can be made: 


of hide, hair, and guts of animals, wood, metal, grass-stalks, 
bamboo reeds, tubing. coarse leather, keys, buttons, pegs, 
screws, and varnish. The electronic organ with stops imitat- 
ing clarinet, violin, flute, etc., is marvelous magic to him. 

No matter how the curiosity shows, take advantage of it 
to open his ears and mind to the various physiczl character- 
istics of instruments, their different sounds, techniques, and 
expressive capabilities. 


Such awareness in a child doesn’t develop overnight. It 
takes time and a slow and steady absorption of sounds, but 
what he hears should be an every-day part of his natural 
home and school environments. Better than any music appre- 
ciation course is an easy, casual exposure, as natural as 
playing baseball or checkers or learning to skate. Let his 
introduction to the orchestra be just another one of the 
good things of growing up in a family that shares, esteems, 
and enjoys symphonic music. If you are interested in learn- 
ing more about the orchestra, your child will find your 
enthusiasm contagious. 

It is his good luck that there is a wealth of orchestral music 
on records, TV. and radio that he can listen to, and that 
there are many fascinating books that he will want to read. 
There are live concerts your child can hear at school (one 
organization, Young Audiences. Inc., brings 5,000 concerts 
a year by top musicians to schools in 19 states). There is a 
wealth of symphonic music for him to hear with you in the 
concert hall (1.142 symphonies of different grades, varieties, 
and abilities in the U. S.). Then. there are numerous student 
bands or orchestras (73.000 in U. S. schools) where he can 
perform—and there’s no better or more pleasant way to dig 
deep into the heart of an orchestra than to be a part of it. 

With the exception of band or orchestra work and live 
concerts, all of the above facilities for soaking up sounds are 
available right in your home. 

Take records. Almost phenomenal in what they can do to 
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Invaluable home tools to help a child become familiar with 
the different orchestral instruments are his own portable 
phonograph and ear-training records, books to satisfy his 


train young ears are two types of records. (See list of these 
at end of article.) One type sugar-coats teaching by means 
of fantasy or story with instruments personifying people. 
The other type of record gives straight, factual instruction. 
The latter may introduce a musical form, such as the rondo, 
and show what all the instruments can do with it. Or it may 
concentrate on an instrument and show how a clarinet, for 
example, plays solos or blends with other instruments. 

Don’t assume that the very young child can manage only 
the story records. A five-year-old’s favorite may be one of 
Mozart’s Horn Concertos, a twelve-year-old may prefer Peter 
and the Wolf. 

In records of factual instruction, instruments usually make 
their entry into the orchestra, one by one, and play a brief 
passage drawn from the symphonic repertory. Each demon- 
strates its range, tonal qualities, technique, or unique capabil- 
ities. When all are heard from, the orchestra takes over, 
plays the symphony as written. Then the orchestra becomes a 
powerful voice with many shadings and colors, different com- 
binations of tone, different planes of sound, according to the 
directions of the composer. 

For ear-training, some instruction records offer original 
concert pieces. Benjamin Britten’s Young Person’s Guide to 
the Orchestra, with variations and fugue on a Henry Purcell 
(1695) theme, is a concert favorite. Created for an educa- 


curiosity and whet his interest, and a portable radio on 
which he can hear good musical programs.

tional film and dedicated to four young friends, the same 
brilliant demonstrations of orchestral instruments that de- 
light music lovers at concerts can educate millions of chil- 


dren with record players. 


For your child’s education on records some of the world’s 
greatest orchestras are taken apart and put back together. 
Where else but on records could a great orchestra be tapped 
for musical instruction? A child can hear a conductor of 
Bruno Walter's stature scolding and cajoling his musicians, 
counting and humming difficult passages, shouting “Per- 
fect!’ in the rehearsal of a great symphony—Mozart’s 
“Linz.” This Birth of a Performance recording also has an 
actual performance. A youngster so exposed is truly the 
heir of a rich recording era. 

3esides, many records offer verbal narrations, text, and 
pictures for identification of instruments. Some offer quizzes 
for self-scoring after the instruments are heard. 

The story-telling record captures a younger child’s imagi- 
nation and holds him during a short interest span. But there’s 
no age limit to the enjoyment of these records. Children as 
exceptionally gifted as Ellen Glickman, fifteen-year-old com- 
poser, and Joey Alfidi, eleven-year-old orchestra conductor

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Installing air conditioning: ts only the first step toward full 


summer comfort. To get the most out of cooling equipment, 


your living habits must be adapted to it in many little ways

complete air-conditioning 
system installed in your 
home will take you only 
about three-fourths of the 
way toward healthful hot- 
weather comfort. To get all the summer com- 
fort air conditioning can give. you will need 
to make a few minor but important changes 
in your summer mode of life and in how you 
order your home. 

For instance, your air-conditioning con- 
tractor carefully calculated exactly how much 
cooling your home would need in order to keep 
the size of your air-conditioning system at a 
practical minimum (and within your budget). 
His calculations were based on certain as- 
sumptions about you. If you don’t live up to 
them, your cooling system most likely won’t 
live up to your expectations. 

It’s obvious, of course, that your contrac- 
tor assumes you will keep doors and windows 
closed when the air conditioning is turned on. 
He also assumes that you will keep the sun 
from shining directly into rooms through 
closed windows. Those rays of sunshine carry 
a tremendous amount of heat through window 
glass. This heat is absorbed by furniture, 
walls, and woodwork and released slowly back 
into the room all day. The result is an over- 
burdened air conditioner that won’t cool the 
house down until late evening. 

You should have pull draperies, curtains 
(lace won’t do), or venetian blinds to close 
over east windows in the morning and west 
windows in the afternoon. Louver-type insect 
screening or awnings can also block the sun, 
but, if the awnings have sides, be sure they 
also have a vent slot at the top to let out 
trapped hot air. 


How effective are these sun-stoppers? Awn- 
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ings decrease heat “gain” (an engineering 
term meaning quantity of heat passing 
through a substance) by a whopping 32 per 
cent; inside shades or venetian blinds, by 17 
per cent. As you can see, it is more effective 
to stop sun rays outside the house than inside. 

If small children run in and out of the house 
all day, you can minimize the heat influx 
through open doors by putting on heavy door 


springs or automatic door-closing devices. 


The “flywheel effect”—what it means 
to home air conditioning 


It’s important to know that’ while hottest 


conditions prevail (engineers call them 
“peak” conditions) outside the house around 
3:00 p.m., inside the house the heat load is 
heaviest at about 7:00 p.m. This is called the 
“flywheel” effect, because the sun heats up the 
structure of the house all day, but the ab- 
sorbed heat continues to penetrate and warm 
the inside of the house, even though the sun 
is gone. 

Many new owners of air-conditioning sys- 
tems learn about this flywheel effect the hard 
way. They put off turning on the air-condi- 
tioning system until late in the afternoon, in 
the mistaken notion that they will save money. 
By this time, the house has been thoroughly 
and deeply “soaked” with solar heat and, 
even though the air-conditioning system is at 
last turned on full blast, it is unable to cope 
with the heavy load. 

The problem is simply that the cooling sys- 
tem was not designed, nor is it big enough, to 
handle the cooling load thrust upon it at 3:00 
p.M. of a summer day. If the system were 
large enough to handle 3.00 p.m. cooling 
loads, it would be far too big the rest of the 






time and would cycle on and off rapidly, with 
consequent fluctuating temperatures from hot — 
to frosty cold. 

Your air-conditioning system was designed | 
to be turned on in the morning before the 
sun’s heat penetrates the whole house, and to 
do battle with this heat on a restricted basis 
all day. In effect, your air conditioner, if 
started early enough in the day, will continue 
to push back heat that tries to infiltrate into 
the house through windows, roof, and out- 
side walls. It will do this successfully if you 
set the thermostat to where you feel comfort- 
able, and let the system turn itself on and off 
as necessary. Part-time cooling is not only 
poor economy; it simply won’t work. 

Don’t be a thermostat juggler. Your ther- 
mostat is a precision instrument far more 
sensitive to minute temperature changes than 
you are. It will respond quickly to a need for 
cooling faster than you will notice it and will 
keep room temperatures comfortable even 
from floor to ceiling. Once you set the ther- 
mostat, give the cooling system at least an - 
hour to catch up with the new setting. 


What effect humidity has =if 
on the operation of your air conditioner — 


Anything you can do to keep moisture from | 
the air in your home will pay rich dividends 4 
in summer comfort and in reduced cooling ; 
costs. What does humidity have to do with 4 
comfort? The U. S. Weather Bureau has come — 
up with a “Temperature-Humidity Index” to | 
relate combinations of humidity and tem- 
perature to how comfortable most people feel. 

If the temperature is 80 degrees and the 
relative humidity is a steaming 90 per cent, | 
most people feel acutely uncomfortable. It’s — 
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too hot and too damp to permit the bodily 
cooling mechanism of perspiration evapora- 
tion to work properly. If you leave the tem- 
perature at 80 degrees and reduce the humid- 
ity to 40 per cent, most of us will begin to 
_ cool off as the perspiration exaporation rate 
speeds up. If, at a temperature of 80 degrees, 
relative humidity drops to 5 per cent, we may 
even become slightly chilled in ordinary sum- 
mer clothing, because perspiration will evap- 
orate still faster and carry away heat from 
our bodies at an accelerated rate—faster than 
our bodies can generate heat. We're cold if 
we lose heat too fast, warm if we gain it too 
fast, comfortable if heat loss and gain are in 
balance. 

Even if the thermometer reads 72 degrees, 
excess moisture in the home may still make 
you feel unduly warm and uncomfortable. 
And adding moisture is the same as letting 
the sun shine hotly through uncovered win- 
dows. Moisture must be removed by the cool- 
ing system for you to feel comfortable. 


What you can do to cut down 
the moisture load 


Keep moisture out of the air in your home 
by restricting moisture-producing activities 
to off-peak cooling hours, in the morning or 
later in the evening. Bathe in the morning or 
evening, turn on the bathroom vent fan, and 
_use a plastic, rather than a cloth shower cur- 
tain. A cloth shower curtain holds a quart 
or more of moisture that will be released into 
the air all day long. 

Mop floors in off-peak cooling hours and, 
by all means, do your heavy cooking and bak- 
ing then, too. A four-burner gas stove and 
oven with all burners lit adds about four tons 


of cooling load to your cooling system. This 
is about four times as much cooling as re- 
quired by the average 1,000-square foot home. 
Either do your cooking and baking in the cool 
of the day or turn on the kitchen vent fan 
and open a kitchen window to keep from 
drawing cooled air from the rest of the house. 

Wash clothes during the morning, too. Of 
course, your clothes dryer should be vented, 
because an improperly vented dryer will add 
a gallon of moisture per load to the air. 

If you have summer moisture and conden- 
sation problems in the basement, you have a 
humidity problem upstairs too, because mois- 
ture “migrates” away from any source and 
travels rapidly throughout the house. 

If basement condensation is serious, see a 
waterproofing contractor. If moisture “sweats” 
on cold water pipes, rusts tools, ete., but is 
not otherwise a serious problem, a mechani- 
cal basement dehumidifier will usually end 
the moisture problem. Or, if you have the 
kind of air conditioner that is added to a 
warm air furnace, open the basement heating 
register enough to “bleed” a little chilled air 
into basement air. Above all, keep basement 
windows shut all the time. 

If your house is over a crawl space, cover 
bare earth underneath with a moisture bar- 
rier blanket of plastic or tarpaper, sealed at 
the joints. The earth may Jook dry, but mois- 
ture is continuously leaving the ground and 
you should keep it out of the house. If the 
crawl space is vented, then moisture-laden, 
hot outside air will move through the crawl 
space. You should insulate exposed floors 
with at least two inches of insulation, prefer- 
ably the kind with reflective aluminum foil. 
Floor insulation will save winter fuel, too, and 
keep floors warmer in cold weather. 


You'll be far more comfortable at night, 
sleep better, wake up more refreshed, if you 
turn down the thermostat a few degrees be- 
fore going to bed. The extra cooling will 
keep air dry and crisp, relieving asthma and 
sinus troubles too, because it squeezes extra 
moisture out of damp night air. By running 
the air-conditioning system all night, you'll 
be able to leave windows closed. 

You can even keep storm windows and 
storm doors on all summer. The extra window 
and door glass reduces heat “gain” into the 
house, keeps out street noises, and reduces 
leakage of dirt-laden air into your home. 
Even though storm windows and doors are 
on all year, enough outside air leaks in 
when outside doors are opened and shut to 
change all the air in the average home six 
times a day. Outside air isn’t very “fresh” 
anyway. Chances are it will be a good deal 
dirtier than the filtered air in your home. 
It certainly will be hotter, wetter, and alto- 
gether less fit for human comfort than your 


home-conditioned air. 


How to pre-cool your house 
for party nights 


Prepare for parties by pre-cooling the 
house during the day to compensate for the 
extra heat ten or so guests will add to your 
living room. Each adult is a miniature fur- 
nace, and ten adults give off enough heat to 
require a quarter-ton of cooling as compensa- 
tion. You can pre-cool the house by reducing 
the thermostat setting about five degrees 
around noon, which permits extra cooling to 
be soaked up by house contents, walls, and 
woodwork. This cooling will last you until] at 
least 10:00 p.m., if (Please turn to page 156)

head back to see it, and his words 
came down to you from a distance. 
When he picked you up, he picked you 
up fast, and you went flying through 
the air to the dizzy height of his shoul- 
ders. It was exciting but safe; safer 
than anything. When you got tired go- 
ing someplace or coming from some- 
place, you often went to sleep up there. 
But when you were wide awake, you

In seleciing a second refrigerator, it is important to know 
how and where it will be used. The question of design may 
be vital if the unit is to be used in some living area. Finishes 
vary from the standard baked-on white enamel to a variety 
of colors and metallics, to a pre-paint base for decorator 
use, to colorful textured vinyls, to handsome walnut, mahog- 
any, and other wood grains. 

Read the specification sheets carefully. You'll find that 
some units emphasize large storage capacity at the expense 
of ice-making capacity. Others are designed almost solely for 
ice-making to service a bar. If you are planning it primarily 
for cold drink storage, make sure the shelving heights are’ 
right. If the unit is to be built in, take careful note of the 
space you have available before shopping. And, as with any 
appliance, check the electrical requirements to see whether 
you will need any special wiring work done. é

The meaning of CAC 


It’s a good idea to let your cool- 
ing system blower run continuous- 
ly, instead of letting it start every 
time the thermostat calls for cool- 
Continuous air circulation 
(CAC) means invigorating air mo- 
tion and more constant air tem- 
perature and humidity from floor 


to ceiling in every room in the 


ing. 


house. You'll also have continuous 
air filtration and odor removal, a 
blessing on party nights when the 
air would otherwise become stale 
with cigarette smoke. 

Some thermostats have a switch 
marked “Fan Int.” and “Fan 
Cont.”; others say, “Fan Off” and 
“Fan On.” Turning the switch to 
the “Fan Cont.” or “Fan On” po- 
sition will keep the blower run- 
ning continuously. Your air-condi- 
tioning contractor can install such 
a switch for you. 

Continuous fan operation is es- 
pecially important if you use the 
same floor or low side-wall regis- 
ters for cooling as for heating. 

The only time I recommend that 
you do not let the blower operate 
continuously is when it’s extremely 
muggy outside. In areas like New 
Orleans or Houston for example, 
it’s best to let the blower come on 
only when the thermostat calls for 
cooling (turn fan switch to “Int.” 
or “Off’). This will keep the cool- 
ing coil colder to increase its mois- 
ture-removing capacity. 
central 


Some air-conditioning 


systems have two refrigeration 
compressors. You should learn how 
to use the thermostat console so 
that one compressor runs most of 
the time, with the second compres- 
sor coming on intermittently for 
maximum dehumidification of room 


air and additional temperature re- 


| duction when necessary. 


Keep the attic cool 


On a summer day when the sun 
shines from cloudless skies onto 
your roof, attic temperatures can 
soar up to 160 degrees. Such a hot 
attic will push heat at an accel- 
erated rate down into the house, 
much like a ceiling radiant heat- 
ing panel. You should insulate attic 
floors, between joists, if you don’t 
already have attic ceiling insula- 
tion. ; 

Even with attic insulation, 
though, attic temperatures will still 
soar. You should keep attics cool 
by installing a small fan in one of 
the attic vent louvers so that it 
pulls air in one end of the attic 
and blows it out the other. A small 
1,000-cubic-foot-per-minute fan will 
do fine, will use little electricity, 
can be left on all summer, and will 
reduce heat gain downstairs from 
the attic by at least 25 per cent. 
Be sure to oil it every month un- 
less it has permanently sealed 
bearings. Most important, keep the 
attic entrance closed so cooled air 
from downstairs won't be drawn 
up into the attic. For this reason, 
do not use the type of attic fan 
that’s installed in attic openings 
to pull air up from rooms and dis- 
charge it into the attic! That’s for 
people who do not have air-cooling 
systems. 


Roof overhang lowers 
cooling cost 


A roof overhang can, by shad- 
ing walls, keep solar heat from en- 
tering your home through walls 
and windows by conduction. If you 
can add an overhang without alter- 
ing the architectural beauty of your 
home, you'll reduce your cooling 
costs considerably. For example, 
a 12-inch overhang reduces heat 
gain through walls by 10 per cent; 
a 24-inch overhang by 19 per cent; 
a 36-inch overhang by 28 per cent 
and a 48-inch overhang by 32 per 
cent. These savings apply to a 
single-story home, or to the upper 
story of a two-story home. You 
can accomplish the same _ thing 
with trellises, arbors, vines, trees, 
and awnings. Try to keep the sun 
off east, south, and west walls. 

If you live in a hot climate 
where winters are mild, a white 
roof can reduce heat gain into the 
attic about 25 per cent. White re- 
flects heat, while black or dark 
colors absorb or permit more heat 
to pass through into the attic. 
Light color paint can reduce heat

wear and tear by causing frequent 
starts and stops. 

If your system shuts down or 
blows a fuse. it is permissible to re- 
trip the overload switch or change 
fuses to get it going again, but 
if it promptly trips out or blows 
another fuse, call your service man 


right away to keep something 
drastic from happening. 
Don’t let children put toys, 


boxes, etc., around the air-cooled 
condenser or cooling tower. This 
goes for the man of the house, too. | 
The most blocked air-cooled con- | 
denser I ever saw had a neat stack 

of fireplace logs around it. 

These instructions for summer 
comfort definitely do not mean that 
you should completely reorder 
your life around the air-condition- 
ing system. A well-designed air 
conditioning system should fit the 
pattern of your life, not the other 
way around. The suggestions I 
have made are exactly those your 
air-conditioning contractor has con- 
sidered in the design of your air- 
conditioning system and, if you fol- 
low them, you should always live 
in a healthful indoor environment, | 
no matter how hot and muggy it 
gets outside.

The living area, although quite 
open, is screened from the entrance 
garden by a 614-foot high storage 
unit nearly 23 feet long. The unit 
is not high enough, however. to 
block the view from the room to- 
ward the mountain. 

The placing of the unit forms an 
entrance hall within the central liv- 
ing space. Openings at the ends of 
the unit lead into the living and 
dining areas, to the guest room and 
the master suite. 

The storage unit and the large 
fireplace together form a seating 
area where a person has a sense of 
coziness in the general openness of 
the space. They form a corner to 
nestle into. The broad hearth of the 
fireplace, about ten feet long. pro- 
vides extra seating for parties. The 
fireplace is so generously propor- 
tioned that one can, in effect, snug- 
gle up inside it next to the fire. 

The eaves of the roof were made 
| low and broad on the south as a 
| kind of eyeshade. The view here is 
| close in and low. The combination 
| of the sunny, warm light from this 
| area and the cooler north light from 
| the high gable gives the room a 
pleasantly balanced natural light. 





It is interesting to observe that no 


shades or draperies are used in the 
room. 

Privacy has been taken care of 
by the fences and walls surround- 
ing the garden and deck. The de- 
sired light quality has been achieved 
by this balance between the high, 
north-facing gable and the low, 
shade-protected southern source. 

The principles of orientation rep- 
resented by this house are perhaps 
as old as the art of building. They 
have been built into many ancient 
cities. They were stated about 2.000 
years ago by a Roman architect 
named Vitruvius in his books on 
architecture. 

The fact that they are ancient 
does not make them any less valid; 
nor buildings in which they are 
ignored any better to live in. Al- 
though they are so fundamental, 
we seem to keep losing sight of 
them. Eventually they are redis- 
covered. 

The particular forms that a re- 
gard for orientation has produced 
in this house may not be applicable 
to your particular site and may not 
solve your individual problem. But 
the sound, basic thinking repre- 
sented by these forms, if incorpo-

The Henry Ford Museum— 
Wonder House for the Whole F amily 


Whatever it is that makes a mu- 
seum come alive and exciting. the 
Henry Ford 
field Village in Dearborn, Michi- 
gan, has it. It is full of wonders. 


Museum and Green- 


but the greatest wonder of all is 
that it has not been quite recgg- 
nized for what it is—a vast store- 
house of everything that every-day 
Americans have made and used 
and lived with. 

It is a monument to American 
ingenuity and inventive genius. nat- 
urally enough, since its own in- 
ventive founder had an abiding re- 
spect for individual initiative ard 
a consuming interest in the me- 
chanics of manufacture that could 
make life more livable for more 
people. You will find here the pan- 
oramic history of the steam engine, 
the electric light, the power plant. 
and our transportation system. But 
also celebrated are the fruits of 
man’s hand Jabor in a remarkable 
collection of America’s “intimate” 


possessions—the furniture (all of 


American make). fabrics. glass- 
ware, silver, and living utensils 


that have been a part of the nor- 
mal scene since the 17th Century. 

The Museum itself, its entrance 
a perfect replica of Independence 
Hall, includes fascinating chrono- 
logical displays of the decorative 
arts, including a particularly fine 
collection of American glass. You 
will find also a diversity of such in- 
triguingly mechanical devices as 


music boxes, nickelodeons. bicy- 
cles, vintage cars, planes, locomo- 
tives. Thére are carriages. boats. 
and a great collection of watches. 
There is also a street of American 
shops. from blacksmith to candle- 
maker. barber. 


And if this were all, you could un- 


from milliner to 
derstand why this is made-to-order 
for a family junket. 

But it isn’t all. by any means. 
On the extensive acreage of the 
Museum, within walking distance, 
there is Greenfield Village. an en- 
tire town recreated from buildings 
brought to the site. rebuilt and 
furnished and equipped in the 
manner of their time. Among the 
buildings mills and 
shops, historically important in the 


there are 


development of America’s manu- 
facturing processes—among them 
a grist mill, a machine shop, a shoe 
shop, the Wright Brothers’ cycle 
shop. the jewelry shop where 


Henry Ford once worked. and the 


very building where the first Ford 
car was made. There is even a silk 
mill and a grove of mulberry trees 
in acknowledgment of an abortive 
attempt at American silk growing. 
Shrines in a very real sense are the 
Menlo Park Laboratory of Thomas 
Alva Edison, in whese memory Mr. 
Ford established the Museum, and 
the birthplace of Luther Burbank. 

But the distaff side is usually 
enthralled with the houses 
which have been rebuilt in the Vil- 
lage to tell the chronological his- 
tory of America’s domestic archi- 
and household design.

A 
house of any given era is never 
furnished purely with furnishings 
of that time alone. but represents, 
in the really human way that peo- 
ple have always furnished their 
homes. an accumulation of past 
possessions mixed with new.

through 127, and a visit to this 
fascinating place will be especially 


intriguing. for in the Museum and | 


the Village houses you will be able 
to spot the original models for the 
reproductions. 

The big two-day annual event, 
held every September on the week- 
end after Labor Day. is the Old 
Car Festival—a parade of past mo- 
tor cars which circles the Village 
green and brings out the aficion- 
ados in droves.

With so lit- 
tle space and the need to get the 
most from every inch of it, it might 
seem best to have leveled the whole 
area with one deck. But three small 
decks, each of a different shape 
and on a different elevation, were 
used instead. The area between the 
decks 


rock and gravel. Limiting the deck 


is covered with attractive 
space cuts down on the weight. of 
course, but, more importantly, by 
two materials—rocks and 
gravel on the roof, redwood for the 


decks—variety and visual interest

are created. By showing each deck 
clearly, as a separate but related 
form, the lightness of the construc- 
tion is revealed. You see and ap- 
preciate the logic of leaving the 
roof undisturbed and 
the decks over it. By

This 
temptation to include too much of 
a good thing is the gardener’s con- 
stant companion and should always 
be resisted. 

The wind on the roof was fierce. 

so a rather heroic fence was put 
around three sides to help fend it 
off and provide privacy. It is not 
seen from the front of the house 
and does not alter the fine lines of 
the house facade. The fence is so 
well proportioned that you don’t 
realize it is 7 6” high. The point 
is that you can fit the construction 
to the job it must do, if the design 
good. 
There are three tall metal flues 
on a chimney here. They were at 
first considered eyesores, but they 
have been so nicely related to the 
fence, by means of a pilaster, that 
they are now an accepted part of 
the scene. Many a so-called eyesore 
can become a point of sculptural 
interest once you begin to think of 
it as such. 

The large boulders, the rocks of 
various sizes, and the pea gravel 
that flows under the decks all con- 
tribute a welcome change of tex- 
ture, form, and color. The largest 
stones are Featherock, an amaz- 
ingly lightweight lava. They were 
carried through the house to the 
roof by the owners themselves. 
The rocks put no undue strain on 
the roof or the structure of the 
house. 

Entertaining in the garden is 
limited.

Plan of my apart- 
ment, as furnished, 
shows how two walls 
were unified by con- 
tinuous horizontal sur- 
faces. As much space 
as possible was left 
clear in the center of 
the room. Tiny kitch- 
enette and the bath 
are off the entry at 
this end of the room. 


in two-foot-wide doors, a variety of 
woods and prices—from $9.95 for 
Philippine mahogany up to $19.95 
for walnut. (These are prices for 
single purchases. If you buy six or 
more at a time the price will be 
lower.) Then you buy legs to attach 
to these little beauties, to bring 
them to whatever height you have 
in mind. Legs come in both wood 
and metal and in 2] heights. 

What may be new is the way I 
arrived at an architectural built-in 
look. Since the living room was 
only 11’ 6” x 15’, with the entrance 
at one end, I could carry a contin- 
uous effect around the three other 
walls. This continuing line made 
the room seem bigger, and actually 
gave me a lot of utility without 
being spotty-looking and eating up 
a lot of floor space. 

Under the window there was a 
built-in air conditioner, and on 
another wall, a radiator. The faces 
of these two necessities did not 
match in any way, so I minimized 
them by putting them in shadow 
under a counter and disguised 
them still more with a shelf of 
books and objects. 

The lowest window shelf con- 
tinued around onto the third wall, 
and became the platform for a new 
foam-rubber mattress. To make a 
sort of headboard, for sitting up 
in bed to read, I turned another 
door on edge vertically and an- 
chored it to the platform with 
angle irons. Against this headboard 
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I placed a walnut chest, whose legs © 
I removed so its top would be flush 
with the “headboard.” 

Altogether I used 10 doors and 
42 legs and got a 13’ desk counter, 
1l’ 6” of window counter and book 
shelf, 6’ 3” of bed platform, 3 low | 
tables or hassocks—all for $257, . 
plus carpentry and finishing. ; 

Finishing, in my case, meant buy- © 
ing the “wood tape” with which to } 
cover the cut edges of the doors _ 
(since I used some of them in sizes | 
other than those they could be | 
bought in) and boiled linseed oil 
to be rubbed into the grain. The 
latter I did myself, but I paid $113 
for a carpenter to do the swing 
leg attaching, and edge taping. I 
I had had my power saw from— 
home I would have done this my- | 
self, but I am not too expert with | 
a handsaw. Some men would have ~ 
saved that $113, but I felt I was 
ahead on the whole deal. 

For even though I have spent 
$1,088.95, I am having the pleas- 
ure of living in a nice room for 
these two years. And I am not un- 
mindful of the fact that these 
things will have some salvage” 
value at the end of my stay. The 
rug, curtains, chests, lamp poles, 
mirror, chairs, plus all the equip- 
ment made from doors, I should 
be able to resell to the next tenant 
for at least $600 or $700. It is all 
still new looking, for I am not the 
kind of housekeeper who leaves 
rings or burns. 
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Two very handsome chests of drawers helped give more of an architec- 
tural feel to the rather leggy look of so many horizontal counters and black 
iron legs. | took the chests off the platforms on which they came. One fit 
perfectly under the desk counter; the other, flush against the headboard.

@ Wherever you have an expanse of paving there are poten- 
tial problems of glare (from the reflected sunlight) and 
heat (accumulated in the paving and re-radiated). The best 
remedy for both problems is ventilated shade, which, for- 
tunately, comes in many forms. The most natural is shade 
from trees. It gives the pleasure of changing pattern and 
includes the value of the tree itself. An overhead trellis, 
with or without vines, is a quick and easy source of ven- 
tilated shade. It can be put almost anywhere. A solid roof 
casts the most constant shade, but, without ventilation, 
can become a heat trap. 

The texture and color of the paving affects the problem 
considerably. The darker the paving, the more heat rays it 
absorbs and the fewer it reflects. Dark paving, such as 
blacktop, can become too hot to touch after a few hours of 
direct summer sun. It re-radiates this heat and continues 
to do so long after the sun has gone. Light paving absorbs 
relatively few heat rays and reflects the rest. It seldom 
gets hot -to the touch and is therefore more comfortable 
to sit or walk on. The reflected rays are so diffused by 
the surface of any rough material that relatively little of the 
reflection is actually felt as heat. 

While it’s true that light surfaces reflect more light—and 
glare—than dark, any rough-textured surface, such as 
broomed or pebbled concrete, reflects much less light than 
a smooth surface of the same color. Density of material 
is another factor. Flagstones in full sun can get too hot to 
walk on barefoot, while adjacent brick will not. In short, 
for optimum comfort in the sun, use paving that’s not too 
light, too dark, too dense, or too smooth.

How to grow cantaloupes 


—and improve your point 


By WILLIAM ALVADORE BUCK 


e As a cantaloupe man I cannot 
brag that I am exactly a ring- 
tailed roarer, for I have had less 
luck in growing them than I felt I 
deserved. So I was unholy glad to 
find that Ruth Stout, the inventor 
of the Stout method of gardening, 
has had scarcely better luck than I 
have had. The trouble was not that 
she could not grow them; one sea- 
son she had 85 for the compost 
pile, but only once over some years 
did she harvest fruit as good to eat 
as a vine-ripened muskmelon 
should be. 

I have stopped in the prime 
melon country around Rockyford, 


Colorado, 


at their finest, and I am in doubt 


when the melons were 
whether the strawberries of a new 
breed which Henry Wallace gave 
me to taste behind his barn or the 
cantaloupes I had in Rockyford 
are the best fruit Heaven and sci- 
ence have ever created. 

Ruth Stout said she gave those 
vines all they could ask, cherished 
them with ample love and well- 
rotted manure, but they were in- 
sipid every season but that one. 
Yet her neighbor on the hill above 
her could raise excellent melons. 
She finally came to the conclusion 
that the night breezes that blew 


| down Poverty Hollow in Connecti- 





cut where her garden lies were 
too cool for ripening of good musk- 
melons. She gave them up. Such is 
one hazard to growing cantaloupes 
—a cool spell at the time of ripen- 
ing will damage the flavor.

like a 20 long, 
which I think of growing this year 
to petrify the neighbors.

nical word, but I can’t stand it) 
some of these breeds. At any rate, 
by a most patient and meandering 
process, they arrived at strains 
they could release as Powdery 
Mildew Resistant Cantaloupe No. 
45 and 50; both excellent strains. 

In 1938 a new race of the same 
mildew appeared in the same re- 
gion against which the new canta- 
loupe had _ little resistance. The 
scientists went back to India once 
more and started the long process 
again. Not until 1944 did they 
develop a cantaloupe that could 
stand up against both the mildews. 


F YOU live in Arizona or Cali- 

fornia you will want to plant only 
a powdery mildew resistant strain. 
such as Georgia 47, which also re- 
sists downy mildew and has some 
resistance to aphids. On the other 
hand, some other diseases, such as 
bacterial wilt—which once de- 
stroyed most of my squash—and 
anthracnose are not your worry, 
for they are rare in the Southwest. 
Your seedsman, if he is a real 
seedsman, or your county agent 
can advise you. 

All of this roundabout calls to 
mind a saying of Lao-tzu (c. 604- 
531 B.C.), the traditional founder 
of Taoism: “Meandering leads to 
perfection.” What an astounding 
statement for our time! 

Nowadays every man and every 
action, whether in international 
diplomacy or Sunday School, must 
have a goal and then tallyho after 
it. The man who chooses his aim 
and drives hard and straight to- 
ward it is our dream, the man we 
all yearn to be. Yet at the very 
source of modern times is science, 
which, as pure and basic research, 
hardly ever knows where it is go- 
ing, nor does applied science al- 
ways know, as we observed in our 
mildew meander. 

The driving way is not at all the 
way of the poet, the artist, the so- 
cial worker, the philosopher, or 
any other adventurer in the higher 
realms of life. It is not at all the 
way of the mind of the gardener. 
It is not the way to mastery of any 
subject of depth and complexity 
such as gardening, where one must 
look at facts from many sides, in 
many connections—hence my me-

For this reason, 
and also because the melons are 
rather long-season growers, taking 
70 to 100 days to maturity, some 
gardeners start their melons in- 
doors. The beetles are active for 
about a month in the spring. 
Cantaloupes cannot endure frost, 
and should even be spared the cold 
rains of spring. In cold, damp earth 
the seeds will rot. Where I plant, 
near 41 north latitude, the time to 


| sow the seeds outdoors is May 20: 
| to June 1. Under hotcaps, or what 
the English call cloches, they might 


be planted on May 5th. By the 
time they are vining well, they are 
not entirely out of danger, but are 
able to outgrow many troubles. 
Melons cannot stand common 
transplanting so, indoors, use pots 


to start them. 


AS OF THE cucurbits like it 
rich. Put a shovelful of rotted 
manure, compost, or peat moss 
mixed half and half with dried ma- 
nure under each hill and a handful 
of 5-10-5 fertilizer (on sandy soils 
8-16-16 or its equivalent is better) 
and dig it in. Your hole should be 
deep enough so that you can cover 
this with an inch of soil, put in 
your seeds, then cover with another 
inch of soil. Hills may be 5 feet 
apart, or, if you plant in rows, 
space the rows 6 feet apart and 
thin plants to 20 inches in the row. 

A hill is not an eminence above 
the surrounding territory, in gar- 
den talk, of course, but if the soil is 
heavy or if you have a drainage 
problem it might be well to plant 
on an actual hill 6 inches high or 


| more. The pH is very important— 


6.0 to 6.8. 

Before the vines travel very far, 
dig in another handful of fertilizer 
just beyond the radius of growth 
at the time. It does not matter too 


| much where you scatter it, for the 


melon has shallow roots all over 
the lot, almost as far as the vines 
rove. So it is important not to dis- 
turb the roots in digging; let your 
hoe chop no deeper than an inch 
when covering plant food or culti- 





vating. When thinning, cut the 
seedlings off at ground level if 
they are close enough that there is 
any chance of disturbing the roots 
of the next vine. 

For a native of a dry climate, the 
muskmelon does require a great 
deal of water. For this reason, and 
also because it is almost impossi- 
ble to keep down the weeds with a 
hoe after the vines spread, the best 
practice is to surround them with a 
fairly heavy mulch after the hot 
weather comes. 

Planting on the south side of a 
wall might be ideal. In such a spot 
you might have better luck than 
Ruth Stout if your situation is like 
hers, with the cool August draughts 
that blow down the creek. 


FTER they have outgrown early 
youth I have not often had 
much trouble with the cucurbits, 
except for a plague of aphids and 
mites and, every year, a few borers. 
Keep a daily watch on the vines 
and pick the fruit as it ripens. If 
the leaves wilt at midday, except 
when it is very hot, look for trouble. 
The most likely trouble is lack of 
water; if that is it, soak the earth 
deep once a week until rains come. 
If you find a little hole, with 
something like sawdust around 
about, there is a borer at work 
within. Most likely the hole will be 
near the root or the base of a side 
stem. You can slit the stem, find 
the crawler and show him the way 
to go home, or you can buy a little 
can, like an oil can with a spout, 
filled with an insecticide which you 
squirt into the hole, and never need 
to look at the borer’s ugliness. 

However, there is on the market 
a special melon dust which should 
protect your melons from all the 
usual plagues and pests, including 
borers, and if you use it on a reg- 
ular schedule you probably will 
find muskmelons as easy to grow 
as chickweed. A regular vegetable 
dust, so long as it contains no 
DDT and does contain a fungicide, 
a dust which the fine print says is 
good for melons, could give you 
equal protection. Of course, you 
must not use sulfur on melons 
when the temperature is in the 
90’s. If you can, arrange for a 
three-year rotation. 

I think I know which meander 
I'll take this year on my way to 
perfection in growing cantaloupes. 
for I mean to keep trying and 
never say die, well, not right away. 
I will plant them right on the com- 
post pile.

Toy instruments like these are 
a good introduction to “adult” in- 
struments.

his years, says Henry Nigrine, vi- 
olist of the New York Philhar- 
monic. This musician, who at three 
played a toy violin and at ten 
joined a students’ orchestra, says 
early training creates awareness of 
the well-ordered world of music, 
makes a child sensitive to coloring 
and timbre, sharpens his critical 
faculties, and develops his knowl- 
edge of symphonic balance, which 
would ordinarily be over his head. 
How well your child’s musical 
awareness is nourished by these 
methods of exposure will depend 
upon his age, his area of interest, 
and his other involvements. At 
seven he may reject all induce- 
ments to listen, including the gift 
of a record player and records of 
his own. But at eight he may be- 
come a real buff, mooning dream- 
ily over the tones of two clarinets 
blending in Scheherezade. 
Whatever happens, let the whole 
family hear, enjoy, and explore 
all kinds of music. You may find 
your youngster introducing you to 
a wonderful new world of music.

Although marrying fruits to the 
pirits from which they derive is 
he best way to begin, let your curi- 
sity take you on from there. 

You'll discover, as my friend did, 
hat such a voluptuously sweet li- 
ueur as Cherry Heering, or apricot 
yrandy, can subdue the harsh edges 
yf fresh pineapple or any tart fruit. 
With a little experimentation, you'll 
liscover that a herby liqueur can 
escue full-blown bananas and oth- 
+r peak-ripe fruits from a cloying 
sweetness; that sweet peaches, 
years, and figs can gain interesting 
lavor from the anise seed of ani- 
‘ette, from the caraway seed of 
ciimmel, and from a bouquet of 
1erbs of Strega or Galliano. 

You'll discover, from the recipes 
vhich Housr BEAutIFUL and I have 
worked out (see below), that cook- 
ng brings out the flavor of fruit 
when blended with liquor. 

Try flaming some of your li- 
quored fruits. Small fruits, such 
is berries, can be flamed raw. 
flaming not only makes the des- 
ert more attractive, but heating, 
sven briefly, burns up the alcohol 
und reveals a truer fruit flavor. 
Blazing is made easier when you 
ise high-proof liqueurs and bran- 
lies. If you use low-proof liqueurs 
or wines, it’s a good idea to add 
brandy or rum to the dessert for 
Caramelizing a _ dessert 
(see technique explained for 
Peaches Blazed with Bourbon,

page 62) and warming the liqueur 
before igniting it also make it 
easier to get a nice flame. 

The ideal temperature at which 
to keep and serve raw fruit is be- 
tween 75 and 80 degrees, the natu- 
ral warmth of the summer orchard 
at the peak of picking. Many peo- 
ple, however, find chilled fruit 
more refreshing. 

There are ways of blending fla- 
vors of fresh, uncooked fruit and 
spirits. A gadget 
fruits—into 


syringe-type 
shoots liquid into 
whole melons, even into bananas 
still sealed in their skins—without 
having to open and expose their 
flavors. If you don’t have such a 
gadget, cut a tiny trap door from 
the stem end of a melon, pour in 
your liqueur, and then close melon. 

Poaching, we think, is one of the 
best ways to cook fruit in wines 
and liqueurs. Poaching, which is 
not to be confused with stewing, 
gives a most delicate flavor to such 
hard-fleshed fruits with stones or 
pits as pears, peaches, cherries, 
nectarines, and apricots. You sim- 
mer lightly and hardly cook these 
fruits (with or without their skins) 
for 3 to 7 minutes, depending upon 
ripeness. After poaching, remove 
fruit immediately from its liquid 
and chill in refrigerator. Serve 
in its own liquid, separately chilled. 

In the recipes we give, you can 
in most cases substitute the fruit 
you happen to have for the one the 
recipe calls for. If you have any 
doubt as to the compatibility of 
your fruit and the wine or liqueur 
to use, take a look at the chart at 
the end of the article. It will sug- 
gest combinations we haven’t space 
to cover in the recipes below. 


RECIPES 


For success in poaching fruit— 
the first five recipes below are for 
poaching—simmer it a brief 3 to 
7 minutes, 
ripeness. Then put fruit into an 
iced bowl immediately, since it 
will continue to cook in its hot

Pears Poached in White Wine 
6 ripe pears, whole and peeled or 
unpeeled but with stems intact

a boil. Add pears, woodruff, and 


simmer for from 3 to 7 minutes, 


depending upon ripeness of fruit. 


Pineapple-and-Grape Compote 
1 large pineapple 
1144 quarts water 
Y pound of sugar (more if pine- 
apple is tart) 
2 ounces kirsch or Framboise 


14 pound seedless white grapes 


Peel pineapple, remove core, 
and cut in vertical segments. Bring 
water and sugar to a boil, then 
lower flame and add liqueur. Add 
pineapple, and barely simmer for 
3 to 7 minutes, depending upon 
ripeness. Serves 6.

6 ripe whole peaches, peeled

YY pound sugar 
1 cinnamon stick 


6 ounces red wine 


Bring water and sugar to a boil 
and add cinnamon stick. Reduce to 
a simmer, and add peaches, cook- 
ing 3 to 7 minutes depending upon 
ripeness of the fruit. Serves 6. 


Oranges Glazed with 
Grand Marnier 
6 whole oranges, peeled down to 
the flesh 
1 quart water 
%4 pound sugar 


2 ounces Grand Marnier 


Shred, julienne-style, the rind of 
three oranges. Boil water and su- 
gar to make syrup. Add shredded 
orange and simmer a few minutes. 
Blend in Grand Marnier and pour 
syrup over oranges. Place in pre- 
heated (375° F.) oven for five 
minutes or until oranges are 
glazed. Serve warm or chilled. 
Serves 6. 


Peaches Blazed with Bourbon 


6 halves of fresh, peeled peaches 


| TURN FRESH FRUITS INTO 


1 tablespoon grated orange rind 
3 tablespoons butter

Pierce peaches all around with a 
fork. Blend grated orange rind into 
butter and heat in a chafing dish.

Oddly enough, despite the reams 
of information that have been pub- 
lished on the subject, the matter of 
getting a passport is a puzzlement 
to many. Any American citizen of 
upright and decent behavjor who is 
on good terms with the law and the 
Internal Revenue Department can 
easily get the U. S. Government’s 
to travel out of the 
country—which is what a passport 


permission 
amounts to. 


ERTAIN simplifications in the 

form and looks of the U. S. 
passport have lately been made, but 
the regulations regarding the pass- 
port remain the same as they were 
set up on September 14, 1959. A 
issued on or after that 
date is good for three years, and 
can be renewed for another two 
years, so one passport has a five- 
year life. The original passport 
$10. A renewal costs $5. 
After five years, you must apply for

| a new passport. 


Passports are issued by Pass- 
port Agencies of the U. S. State 
Department in New York, Boston, 
Chicago, Los Angeles, Miami, New 
Orleans, San Francisco, Seattle, 
and Washington, D. C. If you do 
not live in these areas you must ap- 
ply to the Federal Court in your 
vicinity. 

For your first passport, you must 
bring along proof of citizenship, 
which may be in the form of a birth 
certificate, a baptismal record that 
indicates the date and place of 
your birth, naturalization papers, 
proof of your parents’ citizenship, 
or a statement of your having been 
listed from the Census Bureau, 
plus an affidavit by someone who 
has known you all your life and 
can testify to your birth in the 
U. S. A. A previous passport is ac- 
ceptable identification, of course, 
for all subsequent passports. If 
you had a passport as a child, take 
that along. 

You will save time if you have 
with you the two required identi- 
cal, full-face photographs, taken 
no longer than six months pre- 
viously. They can be black and 
white or in color, measuring from 
2% inches to 3 inches square. It’s 
a good idea to get a supply of such 
photographs. You will need extras 
if you are going to be traveling in 
South the Orient, the 
Near East, or in the few European 
countries which still require visas, 
because you may have to furnish 
pictures. Even if you won't use 


America, 


these pictures on your present tri 
extras may come in handy on { 
ture trips during the life of yo 
passport. 

Our Passport Agencies do a1 
markable job of processing pa: 
ports with speed and dispatch, b 
to be on the safe side, it is 1 
quested that you apply for yo 
passport at least 30 days befo 
your departure.

This processing takes time, 
you must have your passport wi 
in advance.

Fees for visas and the requir 
number of photos vary.

n make a major difference 


@ Newness. itself, is not a virtue. And yet, when we think 
of improving our living conditions, we tend to think in 
terms of a new house. We do not realize that our present 
house might be greatly improved or that an older house, 
desirably located, might be purchased and made as good as— 
or better than—new. The house shown here illustrates 
that this can be done. It was renovated under the guidance 
of Designer Lloyd Flood. 

Now seemingly new and fresh, it was. not too long ago, a 
somewhat run-down, nondescript mongrel of a house. It was 
purchased by its present owners because of its choice 
location on Belvedere Island in San Francisco Bay. Although 
it approximately fitted their needs in terms of space. it 
fell far short of meeting their needs in terms of style 


and distinction. And, although it was ideally located, it

did not enable them to live as they wished nor to enjoy 
fully the visual and climatic advantages of the site. 

It is difficult to believe. when comparing the before and 
after photos of the house, that only minor structural changes 
were made in the original house. This proves that an ap- 
parent change does not always depend upon how much is 
done but upon what is done and how it is done. 

\ big part of the change in this house, both in use 
and in appearance. was brought about by the addition of 
one feature. the porch on the end of the living room. Ex- 
ternally, as seen from the bay, it provided a dominant cen- 
ter for an otherwise unrelated group of elements. Internally 
it changed the whole character of the living room.

feel to the room—a sense of openness and release. Even with 


complete walls of glass, you may feel confined if you know 


you can’t walk out freely. (This same result on a smaller 
scale was achieved in the master bedroom and the guest room 
by the installation of sliding doors leading to a balcony in 
one case and a deck in the other.) 

But the porch also serves other purposes. The roof pro- 
vides sun protection for the room during the warmer mi 
days of this particular location. Its floor shields the room 
from glare reflected off the water. It is an outdoor van- 
tage point, shaded during the day but warmed by the sun 
in the chill of the later afternoon. (Please turn the page)

The fireplace, as a feature of the living room, was simpli- 
fied and broadened. Previously a masonry element spotted on 
the wall, it was related to the room architecturally by add- 
ing storage units at each side, making it the width of the 
space between the roof tie beams. Then the whole was covered 
with a teak plywood sheath. Sliding doors at right of fire- 
place open to terrace outside dining area (photo, page 134). 





study area was provided by a 
convenient grouping of furniture in the 
living room at right of opening to en- 
trance hall. Sliding screens at doors to 
the porch have panels woven with wood- 
en slats, echoing character of porch 
rail. They provide a way to control 
light. Note that oak flooring in house, 
seen in photographs below, and on 
page 77, required only refinishing to 
recapture its original beauty. 


A bar and sound reproduction equip- 
ment were installed in the closet at left 
of opening to the entrance hall.

As usable space, the porch enlarges the effective area of 
the living room, which was already a good-size space, by 
about one-third. 

Other apparent changes, both inside and outside the 
house, were not a matter of adding new features but of 
upgrading those already present. There are many examples 
of this. Many of them are the sort of things that, with a gen- 
eral plan of procedure in mind, could be done one at a 
time and without the upheaval of a major remodeling job. 

In the living room, the fireplace and storage units at 
both sides of it were made into one simple, big element 
covered with teak plywood. On the opposite side of the 
room, a former catch-all closet was fitted with a bar and 
shelves for sound reproduction equipment. The doors of this 
closet were replaced with others made of narrow teak ply- 
wood panels that fold back out of the way when open. The 
change was completed by covering the walls with grass cloth. 

A combination bath and dressing room for the master bed- 
room was made by removing a part (Please turn to page 134)

‘hey had to remodel 


ecause everybody cooked

@ It wasn’t the size of this 12’ x 19’ kitehen or its outdated 
appearance that compelled this remodeling. It was the 
frustration of trying to cope with too little work-counter 
and storage space in a household where cooking is a family 
affair. Dr. and Mrs. George Rezek and their two young sons 
share a lively interest in fine food and its preparation. They 
all like to cook. 

The remodeled kitchen is as convenient for four cooks 
as it is for one. This was accomplished with few structural 
changes, by utilizing former waste space for work centers 
and point-of-use storage. 

A center island, 3 feet wide and 8 feet long, solved part 
of the problem. The entire family can work comfortably 
around its four sides. A six-burner cook-top, at one end of 
the island, is usable from three sides. Within a few 
steps are two ovens with a (Please turn to page 148)

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Study the six ways living space has been added to this house: 
1. Front door was moved so full living room could be used. 
2. Partition between living room and bedroom was removed so 
space is more flexible and convenient. 3. Roof was continued 


@ When you see what happened to this tiny prefab on a 
narrow lot, you will realize that no situation is hopeless, 
that any house, no matter how drab or modest, can turn into 
a spacious and private world. The “before” and “after” plans 
above deserve study, for they reveal how to make the most 
of every inch you start with and how to make every added 
inch count for more. Here are the six ways in which space— 
or the feeling of it—was added to the house: 

1. The front door was moved. When the front door of a 
house leads right into the living room, you must give up 
valuable space inside so that guests may be properly greeted. 
This space must also be kept clear of furnishings to provide 
a traffic-way to the rest of the house. When the door is 
closed off, as it was in this house, the living room can 
be used to its fullest. Here it required only four feet of 
width added to the side of the house to make a new and 
proper entrance. 

2. The living room-bedroom partition was removed. Space 
is not made hy counting rooms, but by its usefulness in a

to form shelter for terrace (carport in winter). 4. 2,000 
sq. ft. of exterior space was screened for full summer use. 
5. Year-round room was added at rear. 6. Boundary-line 
fencing was erected to make every foot of property usable.

living situation. Two small box-like rooms, each creating 
cramped quarters, count for less than one large free space 
that creates a sense of release. In the case of this couple 
who have no children, the new living-sleeping area can 
serve as a large entertainment room when necessary, yet it 
has all the comfort and privacy they need. 

3. Continuing the roof line gave them an outdoor room. 
The original house had no driveway, no garage, so the own- 
ers planned a sheltered outdoor room, usable in all but the 
worst weather, at which time it would turn into a carport. 
The space has a full roof overhead, a wall in front to give 
it privacy, and a paved floor. During the summer weather, 
it is furnished like a part of the interior, with carpeting, 
reclining chairs, a dining table, etc. At other times, the 
three panels on the street side fold aside to admit the car. 

4. Screening made 2,000 sq. ft. of outdoor space useful. 
In many climates, outdoor space is of no use after dusk 
falls, because of the bugs. Here, screening was used, not (Text 
continues on page 149.

A deck is the best solution 


when living space is needed on a hillside lot

® Living in a hillside house, with a back yard that slopes 
down a very steep grade, can be just like living in a five- 
story walk-up. There are just too many steps to climb and 
no way to walk but up and down. This was the outdoor-living 
situation that faced Mr. and Mrs. Justin Day, the owners 
of the property shown here. What made it worse was the fact 
that this side of the house has a magnificent view they 
couldn’t enjoy. 

When the Days first consulted Landscape Architect Thomas 
Church, they felt certain they wanted real garden space, 
rather than a wood deck. They loved plants and wanted lots 
of room to grow succulents, flowering shrubs, and flowers 
for cutting. They were afraid a deck wouldn’t provide any 
of these. But on a lot such as theirs, the cost of building the 
necessary retaining walls to “make” land would have been 
prohibitive. They found that a deck with simple post sup- 
ports could give them living space high in the air at about 
half the cost. 

What finally evolved was a happy combination of some 
“made” land held up with a small retaining wall, plus the 
wonderful deck that reaches out into the very tops of the 
trees. All the Days’ original requirements were met in this 
new garden-deck. They have their succulents, cutting garden, 
and terrace-like space. They can relax among the trees with 
the view spread out before them. (Please turn to page 146)

@ Tackling the remodeling of the house shown above was 
no easy job. The site was right and the purchase price was 
reasonable for this California resort town. where property 
values have sky-rocketed. But the house itself was definitely 
wrong by the standards of the sixties. 

Built about 30 years ago, its fagade was dated. Its U-shape 
floor plan wrapped around a pleasant patio that was promptly 
neglected. The interior was inconvenient as well as unin- 
spired, with all the spaces about the same size. From a 


funny little front porch you walked smack into the living 


room. And though it is popularly believed that houses of 
this period have good storage facilities, it was certainly not 
true here, Although there were four bedrooms, only two 
had passable wardrobe space. There was only one hall 
closet, which had to serve for guest coats, sports equipment, 
cameras, and all the other equipment that we have come to 
consider essential to a good life. 

Designer William Iddings decided a real re-shaping of 
space was necessary—and worth it. The floor plans here 
reveal what was done.

Old courtyard had never been used as an integral 
part of the house. There were doors leading from 
the inside, but the garden had never been prop- 
erly developed.

It was cleared for use as a true sun 
court, The concrete and brick paving pattern and 
new breakfast bay window are pleasing adjuncts 
from both inside and outside the house.

Had the arched plaster ceiling in the old living room been 
done with more distinction, it might have been worth re- 
peating. Instead Mr. Iddings decided to keep ceiling planes 
uncomplicated, adding interest with strong wood moldings.

how the walls of living room, dining room, and bedrooms 
were pushed out. A new entrance foyer was created with a 
storage wall as a buffer between it and the living room. 
About 414 feet of space was “borrowed” from the sun 
court for dining room storage, hi-fi equipment, powder 
room, and a walk-in linen closet. There was a re-alignment 
of the kitchen-laundry facilities, adding a bay window that 
also steals space from the court. (The new kitchen will be 
shown in a future issue as will the new master bathroom. ) 
One of the four bedrooms has disappeared—three feet be- 
came a wardrobe for the back bedroom and the remainder 
was converted into a spacious master bathroom. 

What the floor plan doesn’t show, but what can be seen 
in the photographs, is how the exterior facade has been 
upgraded. New roof lines, more interesting glass areas, and 
the new terraces connecting house and garage in a more 
gentle climb to the front door. all make this house more 
livable. And as the plaating matures. the house will merge 
more completely with the hill.

Look again at the floor plans on the previous page to see how this 
wardrobe wall came into existence. Behind these paneled doors are 
well organized shelves, drawers, and hanging rods. Insets of cane 
in each door allow constant air circulation, helping to keep clothing 
fresh. Another long wall of drawer space was built into the adjoin- 
ing master bathroom (to be shown in a later issue). All this built-in 
storage eliminates the need for so many free-standing pieces of 
furniture, so the bedroom always maintains an air of serene retreat, 
simply furnished with the few essentials for sleeping and relaxing.

Bigger windows

Small panes and limited window areas are a carry-over from an 
age when it was not possible to make glass in large sheets and 
when windows were leaky and cold. Note how consolidation of 
windows of yaried sizes and shapes unified and simplified the 
house design. Removal of pergola also helped banish clutter.

@ Big windows, fortunately, are not the exclusive property 
of newer houses. Incorporating them into an existing struc- 
ture is simple and can be the most dramatically effective 
of all remodeling projects. Properly used, bigger windows 
ean lift an older house out of drabness, make it look and 
live like a newer house. 

In the case of this house in Pebble Beach, California, 
the replacement of existing small-paned windows with new 
enlarged ones meant a greatly improved view of the nearby 
bay. With so magnificent a sight at hand, what sense did 
it make to clutter every window with interfering cross- 
pieces? Expansion of the glass area also created a striking 
architectural feature, attracting the eye to the main area 
of the house and to its entrance, giving it the importance

In this room where privacy was a_ § 
factor (it is convertible into a guest 
bedroom), translucent shoji screens 
were used to unify the broken-up 
window area and create, in effect, a 
window wall. Observe how the panels 
spread and diffuse light and what a 
wonderfully luminous background 
they establish for the furnishings. 
When a view outdoors is desired, the 
lightweight panels, mounted on travy- 
erse rollers, slide easily aside.

it deserved. It added a needed focal point in the design. 

A pergola that fronted one wing was removed to simplify 
the house facade. Windows on the two wings were kept 
smaller than those in the central sector, the more modest 
scale serving to keep the over-all design in balance. Here, 
too, the distracting muntin bars that divided the windows 
into many separate panes were removed. On the interior, 
shoji screens were used in some rooms to spread window 
light and gain the effect of walls rather than windows, easing 
the problem of furniture placement and eliminating need 
for draping. 

The enlarged windows face principally south, the best 
placement for major windows in most areas. This southerly

In remodeling, the 4” x 4” posts of the existing porch 
were removed to prepare for the installation of the sliding 
glass doors. A 4” x 12” beam with new corner-supporting 
posts was used to hold up the roof and span the 16-foot 
opening. Since sliding glass-door units are not designed to 
bear any weight, the structure above them must be self-sup- 
porting. The porch floor was raised to interior level with 
2” x 6” joists, tapered slightly to compensate for the slope of 
the concrete. The space between these joists was exploited 
to run ductwork for a year-round air-conditioning system 
(see registers in photo above). The new floor is made of

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Beauty and utility are indistinguishable in this well-furnished 
kitchen. Long runs of easily maintained, oil-rubbed teak 
cabinets and counters are interspersed with the jewel-like 
gleam of stainless steel appliances.

One im- 
pressive proof of the value of the remodeling is that counter 
work space jumped from a secant 314 feet to 27 running feet. 


@ How can you make the decision to completely remodel a 
kitchen that is “modern” by most standards? It’s pretty 
hard, until you finally conclude that disorder in the kitchen 
is the prime stumbling block to a well-ordered life. Certainly 
the kitchen shown in the “befores” on these pages was far 
from old. It had such up-to-date appliances as built-in ovens 
and range top, garbage disposer, dishwasher, and large com- 
bination refrigerator-freezer. But it still didn’t work. It was 
inefhcient—and unattractive. 

Since the kitchen had not been designed for their family 
of seven, Mr. and Mrs. Harry Lawenda expected some up- 
lating when they purchased this home. But they were com- 
pletely dismayed by the way this poorly planned kitchen 
quickly dissipated any degree of family serenity. It took 
all the pleasure out of meal preparation and entertaining. 
even discouraged the simplest kind of family participation.

The biggest change in this 
Spanish mission villa was 
made by opening up the 
rooms to the lovely terraces 
that already existed.

When you start with a house that already has architectural distinction, 


you must take even greater care not to violate the integrity of its basic design 


@ The problems of bringing an old house up to date are 
considerably complicated when you respect its original archi- 
tecture. For you are often loath to do the things that require 
doing. to rip out or tear down or cover over. It takes 





restraint—even compromise—to end with a house that 
works for you as a modern house should, yet maintains the 
original character with which it began. 

The house on these pages was built in the authentic Spanish 
mission style. It had many of the hallmarks of this style— 
arched openings, thick plaster walls, solid oak doors and 
wood trim, hand-pegged floors, handmade roof tiles, carved 
balconies. fountained patios. It also had more rooms—and 
larger ones—than today’s houses. It had so much, yet it 
was not really attuned to contemporary life. The interiors 
were dark and gloomy, the plaster walls textured in the old- 
fashioned manner. Though there were many doors and 
windows, they were small and tended to shut the garden out 


rather than invite it in. 


How to modernize this marvelous roomy structure yet- 


retain its grandeur was the problem that faced Mr. and Mrs. 
Arnold Albert, its then owners. Their first decision was to 
open up all the rooms toward the patio. Glass walls and 
sliding doors were installed in (Please turn the page) 
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The original character of the house is best judged by this 
walkway, which was retained exactly as it was before remodel- 
ing. It reveals the leisurely charm of the Spanish mission 
style in which the whole house and grounds were conceived.

many of the downstairs rooms and in the master bedroom. 
But because this was done on a scale and in a manner to suit 
the house, they seem perfectly at home. Note the new beam 
over the doors in the dining room (page 112). Its hand- 
hewn look matches the original beams in the ceiling and 
keeps the new doors from seeming out-of-place. 

Brightening the interiors and unifying them was the 
second problem. This was done by sanding down the dreary 
textured plaster walls and covering them with burlap in 
natural color. This and the wall-to-wall carpeting created 
quiet backgrounds against which to display the furnishings. 

The third big job was to re-allocate space in the master 
bedroom wing so that separate studies and dressing rooms 
could be developed adjoining the master bedroom. This meant 
removal of a partition and taking over former storage space. 

Though their design taste is contemporary, the Alberts 
understood what gave this house its special character and 
retained many of the features—beams, grillwork, balconies, 
arches, outdoor lanterns, etc. By so doing they were able to

A bedroom just down the hall from 
the master bedroom was turned into 
a study for Mr. Albert. The room 
was perfectly plain before and, 
though the wall structure was not 
touched, see how much architectural 
interest was added by the installa- 
tion of a lighting cove and built- 
in desk, cabinets, and bookshelves. 
To set the far wall off from the 
others, it was lined with dark cork. 


Mr. Albert’s dressing 
room was created out 
of a former storeroom. 
Both walls were lined 
with special storage 
drawers and cabinets 
in various sizes and 
shapes.

the most remodeled house tn the world

@ Since its cornerstone was laid in 1792, the White House 
has been constantly changing. Either an old project was 
being completed or a new one was about to start. Occupied 
now for 160 years, it is a hand-me-down dwelling as youth- 
ful in spirit as you can find anywhere—an old house that 
has always stayed young through constant remodeling. 

Even Abigail Adams, the first President’s wife to move 
in, had to supervise construction. She wrote to her daughter 
in 1800: “Not one room or chamber is finished.” But she 
soon made it “habitable,” even though the stairway was 
makeshift, the walls were damp, there were no bathrooms, 
the roof leaked, and firewood was scarce. She echoed many 
present-day homeowners when she complained about the 
workmen: “Promises are all you can obtain.” 

Ever since Abigail Adam’s troubled four-month stay, 
Presidents and their families have been moving in and out 
of this now-gleaming mansion, writing new chapters in its 
history, adding personal touches to its rooms, creating 
major changes in its structure, and giving it a reputation 
as America’s (and the world’s) most remodeled house. 

Almost as soon as President John F’. Kennedy moved in six

glare from the ubiquitous torchéres. She has shopped around 
for cachepots and other objets d’art, borrowed paintings 
from the Smithsonian and elsewhere to hang on the walls. 

Trained as an artist and photographer, she knows that the 
total effect derives from details—and no detail of a room 
composition escapes her. At every ash tray throughout the 
house, she has placed folding book matches of her own 
design—severe, without imprint, and a glistening white. 

\s the world already knows, Mrs. Kennedy’s most am- 
bitious project is to find authentic furniture more in keeping 
with the 18th- and 19th-century period in which the White 
House was built. To locate it, and to raise the money needed 
to buy it. she has named a committee headed by Henry 
Francis du Pont, creator of the famous Winterthur Museum. 
The committee will work under direction of the National 


Fine Arts Commission. which must approve new acquisitions. 


\s the eyes of the world again focus on the quiet splendor 
of 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue. eagerly awaiting changes to 
be made by the 33rd First Family, an old fact gains new 
emphasis. For in all its guises and disguises—and despite 
its gaudy history and its grandeur—the White House is 
primarily a private home. From year to year, much depends 
on the attention given it by the President and his wife. 

In the changes they make, John and Ja queline Kennedy 


will be following a tradition that has given this official 
residence a life that never ends: that keeps it in tune 


with its times and brings it up to date, avain and again; 
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that rescues it from abandonment and destruction, as it has 
done more than once; and that keeps it cleanly polished as 
the sparkling mirror of its many eras. 

Situated on the second most important rise of ground in 
Washington, the.White House started out as the President's 
“Palace.” Thus was it named by Maj. Pierre Charles 
L’Enfant, the French officer chosen to lay out the city of 
Washington more than 170 years ago. 

But “palace” was not a term the Founding Fathers liked. 
When Thomas Jefferson wrote an advertisement inviting 
architects to submit designs, he called it the “President's 
House.” Not until Teddy Roosevelt boldly printed “The 
White House” on his presidential stationery more than half a 
century ago did the long-popular nickname for the executive 
mansion receive government sanction. Even today, White 
House silver is stamped “The President's House.” 

The plan for the executive mansion cost the struggling 
government the magnificent sum of $500. This amount was 
awarded as a prize to James Hoban, an Irish architect living 
in Charleston, S. C. His design won out over another sub- 
mitted anonymously by Thomas Jefferson, the talented states- 
man and amateur architect, who was to become the second 
President to move in. In L’Enfant’s plan, and by the wishes 
of the nation’s founders, the White House was to take pre- 
cedence over all other Government buildings except the 
Capitol, in which Congress was to meet.

Through the 
doors and from the balcony you can now enjoy the magnifi- 
cent view. On the south side, doors now open from the kitchen 
and dining room to a trellis-shaded spot for outdoor dining. 

This opening-up to the outside is, however, only sympto- 
matic of a more general opening-up that occurred within the 
house to make it more pleasant and useful. 

Prior to remodeling, the interior of this house was the 
usual aggregation of odd-size cubicles. The living room, 
dining room, and entrance hall were on an axis connected 
by pairs of sliding doors. Vision and movement within 
these rooms were determined by this rigid, axial arrange- 
ment. In remodeling, partitions between these areas were re- 
moved to create a larger living area. And, with these parti- 
tions removed, vision and movement were freed. 

Now as you enter the house, you can see through the tall

The entrance door. seen from the exterior in the photo above 
and from the interior in the photo at right, is deep-set be- 
tween wood fins. flanked by shelves, inside and out, for art 
objects and potted plants. Note how fins and shelves give 


depth and penetration to a previously flat, shallow doorway. 
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The master bedroom, seen in phote at left before alteration, 
illustrates how a room can be unified and quieted by fairly 
simple means. The horizontal band of wood at door height re- 
peats the line of the lower ceiling in the main living area. 
It brings down the scale of the room and, with the aid of 
color, ties together a busy assortment of unrelated doors and 
windows. The storage units at the sides of the fireplace are 
joined to it by the extension of the mantel shelf. The gold 
leaf on the fireplace wall gives it a diffuse quality and makes 
it seem less weighty in character, less intrusive in the room.

balcony and the view. Moving farther into the entrance area 
you can also see through the dining room and its glass doors 
to the balcony on the south. From any spot in the living 
area you now enjoy long, unimpeded views in several direc- 
tions. These give a sense of unrestricted movement and 
freedom as well as of more space. 

This opening-up of the interior was not limited to the 
horizontal dimensions of the plan. All of us know the sense 
of release experienced as one moves from a low- to a high- 





ceiling space—a sense of expansion, of opening out. In 
the interior of this house, as you move from the low-ceiling 
entrance hall or the dining space into the higher-ceiling 
living room, you have this experience. 

However, the lower ceilings also serve practical pur- 
poses. They add necessary light to the previously gloomy 
interior. These ceilings are, in effect, light fixtures spread- 
ing a soft glow over the area they cover. Their frame-work 
of redwood members supports a large-scale pattern of open- 
ings cut into plywood. Triangular blocks were added to this 
pattern as accents. (This pattern is similar to that of the 
parapet of the balcony, seen in the photographs on this 
page.) Plastic panels above this diffuse the light and conceal 
its source from view. 

The lower ceilings also provided a simple means of con- 
cealing the beams that were needed in some places to sup- 
port the ceiling and roof construction after the partitions 
were removed. (A word of warning here: If you are con- 
sidering the removal of partitions in your house, have its 
structure examined by an architect or a building contractor. 
Some partitions can be removed without concern. Others may 
be quite essential to the structure. ) 

The changes in the master bedroom required less construc- 
tion than those made in the rest of the house. They did not in- 
volve changes in the structure. They (Please turn to page 143)

hether you are planning 

to remodel your own 

house or dreaming of 

buying a house to do over, 

here are basic things you should know to in- 

sure a happy ending. Some of them are rules 

followed by professional remodelers; others 

are the distilled wisdom of homeowners who 

have encountered the pitfalls and have come 

away knowing what they would do differently 
“next time.” 

This one conclusion stands out above all 

others: The more you know about remodeling 


in general, the better your specific job will be 


done, the less it will cost, and the greater will 
be your satisfaction with the outcome. 

Almost everyone seems to agree you can get 
“more house” by remodeling than if you go 
out and buy or build anew. But don’t count on 
it. Whether you will or not depends on the lo- 
cation and condition of the house, and 
whether you are merely correcting a few 
flaws or undertaking a complete renewal. The 
latter inevitably tends to cost more than new 
construction. You may well get a handsomer 
piece of land with older houses. Their land- 
scaping is well established and mature. Other 
expenses that go with bringing a new house 
into being have also already been incurred. 

But that’s only one part of it. If you are 
now living in an older house, you know that 
there are factors other than economic ones for 
staying where you are—social and emotional 
ties, such as friends, schools, warm memories. 
These are things you can’t easily write off. 

What changes does a house require to 
make it worthy of your residence? Is it a 
sound house structurally? You don’t want to 
pour money into a house that is better aban- 
doned to the wreckers. Ask an architect what 
he thinks. Or get the name of an independent 
estimator from your bank. You want the opin- 
ion of someone who has nothing to gain, no 
matter what the verdict is. 

Is it the best house in the neighborhood, or 
in the bottom third of its class? The worst 
house in a neighborhood is inevitably a more 
attractive investment and deserving of tinker- 
ing with than the best. Its value is enhanced 
by the better houses around it, never dragged

down. The only way it can move is up. You 
can lavish money on it without worrying 
about “overimproving” it beyond its class. 

However, if you are in a neighborhood that 
is on the upgrade, and where all houses are 
about equal in value, “overimprovement” 
need not be a serious worry either. Why? An 
addition that enriches your house is likely to 
be followed by imitative action on your neigh- 
bor’s part. 


Should home improvement always be 


expected to pay off in a financial way? 


Overimprovement has another aspect, as 
well. People live happily for years in apart- 
ments with no financial return whatever from 
their monthly rent. Why should you expect 
more? Some families, who make a decision to 
stay in a house, plan to get their return in 
years of more comfortable living. After all, 
money spent on home improvement yields 
richer returns than evenings at the theater or 
hectic vacation trips. You have to decide what 
you are investing for. 

On the purely practical side, you should 
know that the law of diminishing returns ap- 
plies relentlessly to improvement spending. 
The simple, inexpensive changes that make 
the big differences are the safe ones. Costly 
but subtle changes, and ones that may be im- 
portant only to you, should give you pause. 
Kitchen and bathrooms are cases in point. 
They date a house more quickly than any- 
thing else. The front entrance is also impor- 
tant. Money spent on these three yields the 
‘highest return. The attitude of the profes- 
sional remodeler (who is remodeling strictly 
for resale) can be summed up: Put the money 
where it can be seen. Whether you follow this 
to the letter depends again on what you’re try- 
ing to get out of the remodeling. The hidden 
needs of a house matter very much too. 

A house does not have to be ancient to re- 
quire improving or altering. Most houses be- 
ing improved are under ten years old. In that 
lies an important lesson to all of us who are 
planning a new house, as well as to those who 
are remodeling. The lesson is: Look forward. 
Many kitchens only seven or eight years old

were ten years behind the times when they | 
were built, so are now fifteen years out of 
date. The same lag in thinking can be found 
all over the house—in bathrooms, in use of 
materials, in orientation and design. If home 
buyers had been well informed enough then | 
to demand what they rightfully should have | 
had, the house would not now be showing pre- 
mature obsolescence. | 

But more than technological advances make 
a house obsolete. If you want the best house 
for your needs, adaptive changes must be | 
made in it almost as often as you and your | 
family situation change. No one need tell you | 
when you require more space.

space. The same is true for enclosing a porch 
and making it work year-round. 

Better use of outdoor areas, and easier ac- 
cess to them, can also play a significant role 
in taking the pressure off a house. Eliminating 
the barrier of a wall and opening a room to 
the outdoors with glass is more than mere vis- 
ual enlargement. It can mean more real space 
if such an area as a floor-level wooden deck 
is right outside. A deck can be built of inex- 
pensive fir framing lumber and is the lowest 
cost (perhaps also the best) outdoor living 
space you can provide. 

If none of these less-costly ways is avail- 
able, the only recourse is to build new space. 
This is a wonderful opportunity (the house 
ean be greatly improved), but it also has pit- 
falls. Where shall the addition go? What shall 
be its design? How shall it function in the 
house pattern? To be completely successful, 
an addition should not look like an addition. 
If it does, there’s trouble somewhere. A house 
butchered by an “improvement” is quite com- 
mon. You can lose your shirt in other than 
monetary ways. 

Resist the temptation to accept the sketch 
of a contractor or other person ill-equipped 
to design. At most you'll get a passably rou- 
tine solution instead of an outstanding one. 
Avoid the trap of deciding on your own that 
“there is really nothing else that can be 
done.” 

The design of houses is a highly skilled 
specialty and, though any of us may know 
what we want, the varied opportunities 
abounding when tinkering with a house re- 
quire talent and imagination to perceive. It 
demands art to take a mediocre house and 
turn it into a comfortable dwelling that has 
style and distinction. An architect is certainly 
no guarantee of success. but the odds are 
that he can do it a lot more successfully 
than a carpenter-builder or an appliance 
salesman. 

To be fully rewarding, remodeling should 
never focus exclusively on the particular 
problem at hand. It must consider the over-all 
plan of the house and how any one change re- 
quired can work to the best advantage of the 
whole. Adding a room, for example, is not 


necessarily a tacking-on affair. If we need a 
new bedroom, it does not inevitably follow 
that the room to add is a bedroom. It just 
might make better sense to add a new living 
room, converting the old one into a bedroom. 


Often you have extra space, 


but it’s in the wrong place. 


A common failing in houses is space in the 
wrong places, traffic patterns that make the 
living room a thoroughfare, and rooms _lo- 
cated without regard to convenience or utility. 
In the days before our streets were taken 
over by speed and noise, a pleasant practice 
was to turn the living room to its serenely 
passing parade, with the untidy kitchen hid- 
den at the rear, handy to the servants’ en- 
trance. For today’s needs, it often makes bet- 
ter sense to locate the kitchen where it can 
command the front door, and relocate living 
areas to the private world at the rear of the 
house, where the outdoors can be made to 
function as a useful extension of the indoors. 
Turn to an architect when you’re thinking of 
such major switching. 

An oversight on the part of many who are 
building an addition to a two-story house is to 
make it only one-story high. Roof and founda- 
tion are essentially the same whether you 
build one story or two; almost the only added 
expense in getting twice as much space for 
your money is the fractional one for walls to 
enclose the added story. This, too, an archi- 
tect can tell you. 

A shed dormer may be fine for gaining 
added space, but it can ruin the lines of a 
roof. It may make your house look too tall, ill 
at ease on its lot. A better solution may be to 
open up the attic’s gable end, adding out- 
riggers to support an extended overhang. 

All these factors an architect is best 
equipped to explore and assess. But don’t be 
surprised if the man whose work you admire 
most is hard to come by. Remodeling is not a 
profitable enterprise for architects, and many 
will refuse to undertake it. Certainly the ten 
per cent architectural fee commonly asked in 
new construction is inadequate. A fee equiv- 
alent to twenty per cent of the cost of the 


project would be more in line, or a flat fee to 
be decided upon as fair. 

A more economical possibility for you may 
be to get a bright young architect just start- 
ing out, with the time and eagerness to devote 
to a challenging but unremunerative job. Call 
your regional AIA (American Institute of 
Architects) office. They often act as a clear- 
ing house for young draftsmen. Or call an 
architectural school to find if an instructor on 
the staff might be interested. Another alter- 
native would be to call in an architect for 
consultation only. For $250 per day, or $30 
per hour, he perhaps could thoroughly study 
your problem and come up with a floor plan 
and rough elevation sketches that your builder 
could follow. Don’t count such an architec- 
tural outlay as an extra expense. Consider it 
as insurance against loss from poor design 
and early obsolescence. If it means gaining 
character for a house that had none, it will be 
more than made up in its higher value, and 
that is likely to be the case. 


The final decision will rest 


with you, so you must prepare for it. 


Whatever your source of design help, you 
alone will be the final arbiter of what is done. 
If you are besieged by the second-rate ideas 
of ill-advised friends, you must be prepared to 
refute them. When an architect makes sug- 
gestions, you must be equipped to under- 
stand them. A good guide is that offered by 
the greatest of all architectural teachers. 
Frank Lloyd Wright: “Take what is good 
about the house and play it up. Then, if pos- 
sible, add something good beyond that.” 

Changes, whatever they may be, should be 
consistent with the existing structure. They 
may help erase the scars of old remodelings. 
They should help knit everything together so 
that the whole is more than just the sum of its 
parts. If you lack a rendering, and are doubt- 
ful of how changes will look, draw ihem 
with a ballpoint pen on a photograph of the 
house. You can make erasures with a damp 
cloth. If you have the skill and time, build a 
scale model.

@ England, for all its “progress,” remains the mild, 
quiet, half-tone country of every-man’s-home-is-his- 
castle, of high hedges and garden walls for privacy.

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Prince of Instruments

e The mellow, gentle lute is mak- 
ing itself heard again in the land. 

Once the prince of instruments, 
it reigned supreme as the most 
popular, most esteemed musical in- 
strument of the intensely creative 
16th Century. As our modern en- 
thusiasm for music in the home 
grows, this instrument, so per- 
fectly suited to intimate playing 
and listening, is being rediscov- 
ered, Now the lute can be heard 
on records and occasionally in the 
concert hall. And even though it is 
as difficult to play as the classic 
guitar, more and more people are 
learning to pluck and strum its 
rich repertoire. 

The round-bellied, many-stringed 
instrument is about the size of the 
guitar but lighter in weight. Its 
melon shape and its round, carved 


sound hole make it easily recogniz- 
able. 

The lute’s sound is somewhat like 
that of the classic guitar but rich- 
er, mellower, and softer. Its loud is 
medium to our ears. Its medium is 
soft to us, appropriate for a living 
room but too tiny for a large con- 
cert hall. Its tone and volume are 
just right as accompaniment for 
the amateur voice. 

Nowadays, all of us know the 
lute as a common decorative item. 
Its picture appears on wallpaper, 
clothing, Christmas cards, place 
mats, and even dish towels. Its per- 
haps dubious recognition as the 
symbol of music does indicate the 
depth of the lute’s influence on 
music, past, present, and future. 

The lute was one of the first in-

His songs are one of the 
landmarks in music, a very per- 
sonal, intimate expression. 

Other English composers for the 
lute were Thomas Morley, Thomas 
Campion, Robert Jones, John Wil- 
son, William and Henry Lawes, 
and Alfonso Ferrabosco of Bo- 
logna, who was lutanist for Queen 
Elizabeth I. 

Music of the 17th-century 
French school strove for pictur- 
esque expression, a delicate tex- 
ture, and free use of ornament. 
French lutes often had as many as 
24 strings, permitting rich elabora- 
tion while demanding great vir- 
tuosity. 

Haydn wrote for, and performed 
on, the lute. Bach wrote four suites, 
two preludes and two fugues for it, 
owned and played a lute himself 
and even taught it at one time. He 


also used the lute for accompani- . 


ment, as did Handel. 

The lute tends to be associated 
with love songs and dances, but it 
was also closely connected with 
religious music in the first two 
centuries of the Reformation. The 
singing of psalms was popular with 
early Protestant sects and was 
heard daily in the homes of 
French, Dutch, German, and Eng- 
lish Calvinists. John Calvin, him- 
self, contrary to general opinion, 
thought highly of the power of mu- 
sic. In 1559, a complete psalter 
lute accompaniment was 
brought out. One Dutch collection 
had 50 psalms and a German one 
employed all 150 psalms. 

One of the most popular ways in 
which 16th- and 17th-century mu- 
sic is revived today is through mad- 
rigal singing. There is a madrigal 
group in nearly every music school 
in the country, as well as amateur 


| groups, and one of the lute’s uses 


is for their accompaniment. This 
is one way in which the lute is in 
demana today and has appeared in 
concert and on television. 

Because its instrumental char- 


acteristics were specialized, music 


| was composed to fit the lute ex- 


actly, so that its capabilities could 


| be exploited to the fullest. In this

way the lute and its music influ- 
enced the development of pure in- 
strumental forms; that is, music 
written for a specific instrument 
for the purpose of showing off that 
instrument to the best of its abili- 
ties. 

Also, the dance suite used by 
lutanists was the germ for later 
keyboard suites. The lutanists ar- 
ranged three or four dances in 
slow-fast-slow-fast movements and 
played them as one -performance. 
The keyboard suite is a natural 
outgrowth. 

Today the rise of interest in 
house music is bringing about the 
rediscovery of early music with its 
great feeling and charm. A desire 
to hear music performed on the in- 
strument for which it was written 
is helping create this growing au- 
dience of delighted listeners.

A leading firm like Maid Line 
Cruisers (Thames Ditton, Surrey) 
provides a wide choice of boats, 
equipment that runs from refriger- 
ator to wine glasses to foam rub- 
ber mattresses, grocery delivery 
service, and a staff ready to meet 
emergencies anywhere, anytime. 
The boats, cruising at seven to 
eight miles an hour, are as easy to 
handle as a small car; the river of- 
fers no navigation problems; the 
locks, all tended, are a pleasure, 
breaking up the journey into a 
series of interesting episodes as 
one climbs from low country to 
the Cotswolds between the White 
Horse and the Chiltern Hills. 

The farther upstream you go, 
the more pastoral and serene the 
river becomes. but the wonderfully 
animated little market towns are 


especially appealing. Wallingford, 
one of the oldest royal boroughs 
in England, still has three of its 15 
medieval 
many of its older buildings and 


churches, along with 


two Tudor inns. 

There is so much more: The inns 
of Dorchester, Bray, Benson, Hen- 
ley, Hurley, Godstow. Wargrave. 
Oxford (especially Hopcrofts Holt 
at nearby Steeple Aston), New- 
bridge, Hampton Court and Wind- 
sor—all venerable, and each with 
its special atmosphere; the gaily 
painted houseboats used as river- 
side clubs by the Oxford colleges: 
the walk across the fields from 
Day’s lock to the magnificent Ab- 
bey church of Dorchester, a_vil- 
lage that was Roman Station, 
Saxon stronghold and cathedral 
city of Wessex; and nearby the 
lovely gardens of Burcot and the 
pretty backwater that leads to 
Long Wittenham. 

Here are the great houses with 
their parks and gardens, varied ex- 
amples of that “country-house civ- 
ilization” that created the glories 
of English domestic architecture. 
Close to the river are several of 
these, still “alive” and lived in, 
and open to visitors: Greys Court 
(Henley). a 13th-century fortified

Hoban got the job of building the 
mansion. This was a task that took 
four years to finish—and then had 
to be done all over again. For, in 
1814, the British burned both the 
Capitol and the White House. Only 
the damaged outer walls of the 
mansion were left standing. Part of 
the wall on the northwest corner 
was entirely destroyed. 

To rebuild the residence, Hoban 
was employed again. Thus began 
the first of three major reconstruc- 
tions in White House history, along 
with a continuing program of re- 
modeling, modernizing, expanding, 
redecorating, and renovating. 


\ OST recent work of this kind 

was the addition of the sec- 
ond-floor Kennedy kitchen to make 
intimate family dining more con- 
venient. It also provides a suitable 
place in which to prepare food for 
three-year-old Caroline and John 
F. Jr., the baby. The new kitchen 
supplements a large “hotel-type” 
food center on the ground floor, 
and another on the third floor, built 
for Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Today the White House is a self- 
contained world of more than 130 
rooms. It has its own power gener- 
ators, in case of city-wide power 
failure. In subterranean areas un- 
der the north lawn, its own laun- 
dry, plumbing shop, carpenter 
shop, electrical shop, paint shop, 
and cabinet shop are busy all the 
time. As many as 75 persons on 
the White House domestic staff 
keep operation of the residence al- 
most automatic. 

A dinner for a hundred persons 
or more—or sandwiches, cake, cof- 
2,000—can be 
up without Auto- 
matic dishwashers have a capacity 
of 2,000 dishes an hour. The whole 
building is air-conditioned to fight 
off the Washington 
summers. Not even traffic noises 
penetrate the 32-inch-thick ma- 
sonry walls. Amid the 16 acres of 
landscaped grounds in the heart of 
Washington, life inside the house 
is quiet and serene, sequestered 
behind high wrought-iron fences, 
guarded gates, and a hushed punc- 
tilio.

Of the vastness of the place. only 
a few people are aware. A million 
tourists a year (Mondays through 
Fridays, 10:00 a.m. to noon) enter 
the colonnaded East Terrace, file 
through the ground-floor corridor 
of the main house, climb to the 
first floor, quickly pass through the 
mammoth East Room, Green Room, 
Blue Room, Red Room, State Din- 
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ing Room, and the Main Corridor, 

They leave by way of the front 
entrance, stopping for a quick look 
around or, perhaps, to take a snap- 
shot of the pillared North Portico, 
completed by Hoban in 1829, On 
this tour, visitors see the showiest 
part of the White House—the 
“public rooms,” the impressive, mu- 
seum-like section used by the Pres- 
ident and his family chiefly for 
ceremonial occasions. Containing 
five rooms and constituting almost 
the entire first floor, this formal 
section represents hardly more 
than a tenth of the total White 
House space. 

Deep under the White House it- 
self are two “full basements” be- 
sides the ground fioor. Sprawling 
beneath the front lawn as far out 
as the fountain is a full story of 
additional space for mechanical 
equipment and workrooms. Stretch- 
ing eastward, also beneath the 
earth, are additional special-pur- 
pose rooms and tunnels. A huge, 
ventilated bomb-shelter dives un- 
der the East Wing, a half block | 
from the main residence. It can be 
used by as many as 200 persons in 
case of emergency and is always 
stocked with rations. Few persons 
know that a concrete underground 
escape-route connects the White 
House with the courtyard of the 
Treasury Building a block away. 

The three large floors of the 
White House are also  supple- 
mented by special-purpose rooms 
in the colonnaded East and West 
Terraces. Here are the President’s 
swimming pool, gymnasium, a flor- 
ist’s room, and a small movie the- 
ater. Both terraces lead to large 
buildings almost hidden from view 
—the so-called East and West 
Wings—where a part of the Presi- 
dent’s staff is quartered. 


N OVAL room in the West 
Wing’s south side, overlooking 
the Washington Monument, is the 
President’s Executive Office. Adjoin- 
ing it is the Cabinet Room, where 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk, Vice- 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, At- 
torney General Robert F. Kennedy, 
and other Department heads meet 
regularly with the President. Near- 
by is the office of Pierre Salinger, 
the President’s press secretary. 

In the adjacent President’s Re- 
ception Room, visitors on official 
business assemble, piling their hats 
and coats indiscriminately on a 
huge table sent as a gift to the 
White House by Emilio*Aguinaldo, 
the famous Philippine patriot. Mrs. 
Kennedy’s social secretary, Letitia 
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Baldridge, has her office at the op- 
posite end of the grounds in the 
East Wing. 

For years, the main part of the 
White House was cluttered with 
office workers. Thomas Jefferson 
built a separate office on the site 
of the present West Wing. He also 
designed adjacent low buildings 
for stabling horses and to store 
meat, ice, wood, and wine. 

But during the War of 1812, Jef- 
ferson’s separate little efiice build- 
ing was destroyed by the British. 
With the office rooms thus forced 
back inside the White House, pres- 
idential wives constantly had to 
battle for living space. The space 
problem, along with inadequate 
lighting (candles and oil lamps in 
the early days), draughty rooms, 
and recurrent dinginess made 
many presidential families dread 
the thought of moving in. 

Mrs. James K. Polk moved into 
the White House in 1845 under 
protest. She would have preferred 
to rent a private residence else- 
where. But move in she did, and by 
1848 had gas lights installed for 
the first time. A quarter century 
later, the drab and clammy old 
place was in such bad repute that 
Mrs. Ulysses S. Grant outspokenly 
expressed a preference for keeping 
her own house on nearby I Street 
as a private residence. 


OR YEARS, people had been 

despairing that the White House 
could ever be made a desirable resi- 
dence once more. Periodic neglect. 
plus its early, uncorrected faults, 
partly due to the fire, frequently led 
to talk that it should be torn down 
completely. But instead of aban- 
doning the residence, Congress 
realized what had become obvious 
to everyone: The White House was 
an unsafe, out-worn, dingy place 
that had to be renewed. At that 
time, it didn’t even have closets. So 
Congress told the Grants to go 
ahead with renovations. Before 
long, the residence was “up-to- 
date” again. But the brand of dé- 
cor was so bizarre as to remind 
more than one person, even then, 
of the flamboyant interiors so pop- 
ular in old-time Pullman cars or 
Hudson River steamboats. 

The Grants’ “re-do” was the first 
big change since 1817, when Presi- 
dent Madison and his wife, Dolly. 
moved back into the White House 
after Hoban rebuilt it from the 
fire-scarred ruins left by the Brit- 
ish soldiers. 

Yet only four years later, the 
White House was outmoded again. 
President Chester A. Arthur was so 
disenchanted with the looks of 
things that he hauled away 24 


wagon loads of furniture, objets 
dart, and odds and ends, including 
hair mattresses and cuspidors. This 
rotund widower-President then em- 
ployed Louis Tiffany to create a 
gay new interior image for the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion. 


S THE years went by, the White 
House continued to be deco- 
rated and redecorated in the current 
modes. About the only thing that 
never changed was the abundance 
of palms, ferns, and potted plants 
that adorned almost all the public 
rooms. The last’ vestige of these 
traditional decorations never en- 
tirely disappeared until Jacqueline 
Kennedy removed a few tenacious 
leftovers from the entrance corri- 
dor soon after she moved in last 
January. 

By the time President Benjamin 
Harrison was ready to take over in 
1889, Mrs. Harrison made no secret 
of her despair over the cluttered 
living quarters. Use of part of the 
White House for offices left her, 
she said, “only five sleeping apart- 
ments, and there is no feeling of 
privacy.” 

She took things in hand, how- 
ever, and gradually succeeded in 
making some changes. But she was 
thwarted in her desire to attach 
two grandiose wings to the main 
residence. Architects raised a 
ruckus in opposition. Congress de- 
cided the proposal was fantastic 
and threw it out the window. 

Interestingly enough, Mrs. Har- 
rison succeeded in switching the 
location of the President’s office 
from the library to another room 
while he was absent. His office was 
redecorated as a sitting room for 
family use. This is now the oval 
President’s Study on the second 
floor, directly above the lovely Blue 
Room. 

When the changeover was made, 
a large oak desk made from the 
timbers of the British ship “Reso- 
lute” was moved into the new office 
Mrs. Harrison prepared for her 
husband. This is the desk that Mrs. 
Kennedy discovered in the White 
House ground-floor broadcasting 
room and dusted off for her own 
husband’s use. Now in President 
Kennedy’s executive office, the desk 
was originally used by President 
Rutherford B. Hayes more than 80 
years ago. It came to the White 
House as a gift from Queen Vic- 
toria. The last users before Mr. 
Kennedy were F.D.R. and Harry 
Truman. 

By 1902. the White House was 
undergoing another major overhaul 


—the most extensive of all up to |

MAJOR result of this renova- 
tion under President Theodore 
Roosevelt was the removal of five 
the 


West Terrace and west grounds. Re- 


unsightly greenhouses from 
placing them was a West Wing of- 
fice building detached from the resi- 
dence. This was a goal long sought 
by Presidents and their wives, and 
opened additional space inside the 
main residence for family use. At 
the same time, a large East Ter- 
race and “social entrance” were 
added, and the State Dining Room 
was greatly enlarged. In the fash- 
ion of the day, the dining room was 
then adorned with stuffed heads of 
moose, deer, and elk shot by Teddy 
Roosevelt. 

The 1902 remodeling was under- 
taken “in such a manner that the 
house will never again have to be 
altered,” the architects said. But it 
turned out to be only a prelude to 
a whole series of other changes. 

In 1927, the Calvin Coolidges 
were forced to move out for months 
so that a new reinforced concrete 
roof and an attic story could be in- 
stalled. 

Right after Franklin D. Roose- 
velt was inaugurated in 1933, the 
first White House swimming pool 
built in the West Terrace. 
Shortly afterward came a new all- 
electric kitchen and a group of

tration and the New Frontier, the 
total White House space was near- 
ly doubled in size, almost all of it 
under Mr. Winslow’s direction. 
These projects included complete 
reconstruction of the West Wing 
executive office, tripling its size; 
building of East Wing offices dur- 
ing World War II; and much work 
underground, including construe- 
tion of the huge bomb shelter. 

Perhaps the boldest builder of 
all the Presidents was Harry S. 
Truman. Balked in his proposal to 
construct a big extension to the 
West Wing offices, Mr. Truman 
went ahead with a $10.000 second- 
floor balcony on the South Portico 
that is certainly the best known— 
and the least costly—White House 
addition of modern times. Soon 
thereafter, Mr. Truman set in mo- 
tion a project for the complete re- 
construction of the entire White 
House which left standing only the 
outside walls and concrete roof put 
on in the Coolidge era. 

Noticing a serious vibration and 
swaying of the floor of his study in 
January, 1948, Mr. Truman began 
to doubt that the structure was 
safe.

Rebuilding the White House re- 
quired more than two years, cost 
$5,800,000 and wasn’t completed 
until March, 1952. While the work 
was going on, the Truman family 
lived in the President’s Guest 
House across the street. They came 
back for a stay of less than a year 
before the Eisenhowers moved in. 


URING President Eisenhower’s 
tenure, Mrs. Eisenhower had 
the National Society of Interior Dec- 
orators furnish the Diplomatic Re- 
ception Room.

made was worth one-third as much. 
Not everyone shares this opinion, 
fortunately or unfortunately, and 
the greatest German wines, pro- 
duced as they are in extremely 
limited quantities, and only once 
or twice in a decade, often bring 
prices that appear fabulous to the 
uninitiated, who do not realize how 
much skill and knowledge, yes, 
and love and care, have gone into 
their making. 

While it would be hard to con- 
ceive of French cooking without 
French wine, few if any of the 
typical and characteristic German 
dishes really call for wine, par- 
ticularly the sort of fragrant, deli- 
cate, flowery wine which the better 
Moselle and Rhine vineyards pro- 
duce. The Germans, as a matter of 
fact, drink many of their best wines 
between meals, on a terrace, on a 
sunny summer afternoon, or in the 
evening after dinner, and of all the 
light wines of the world, the Mos- 
elles and Rhines are certainly the 
most agreeable so served. There do 
exist a few German dishes (though 
not exclusively or typically Ger- 
man) which go magnificently with 
wine—trout from the Black Forest 
or the Eifel, cooked au bleu (Blau- 
forellen), crayfish (Krebs), sal- 
mon from the Rhine (Rheinsalm) 
or tench (Schleie), chicken, if 
cooked simply, or cold cuts, which 
are generally excellent. But per-

ject than to judge a pianist’s per- 
formance, or appreciate a good 
play, or even watch and enjoy a 
football game under similar condi- 
tions. The concentration required 
to judge and enjoy a wine involves 


| perhaps a minute, certainly less 


than three—a brief space to inhale 
and weigh the bouquet of aroma, a 
few seconds to take a sip or two 
and hold the wine in one’s mouth 
while inhaling and then exhaling, 
then just the time to judge and en- 
joy the aftertaste. 


N EXPERT can tell a great deal 


about a wine by its color, but 


| it’s not easy for the amateur since 


such judgments have to be based 
on a great deal of experience and 
a very accurate memory for fine 
shades. It is possible to say that 
all German wines, except the very 


| great and sweet ones, should be 


pale gold, with a certain amount 


| of green in their make-up, as trans- 





parent as water, and so brilliant 


in lamplight or in sunlight. The 
greater and sweeter wines are gold, 
not green, and when they begin to 
show a coppery tinge, they are 
reaching the end of their career. 
The Moselles are the palest of all. 

In German wines the question of 
bouquet is primary and _all-impor- 
tant. But the special, recognizable, 
and characteristic bouquet, which 
certain wines possess, cannot be 
described. It is as subtle and evan- 
escent as the scent of a flower. 
Nevertheless, it is not difficult to 
distinguish, on the basis of bou- 
quet alone, between a great and a 
fairly good and a poor German 
wine, nor does one have to be any 
sort of expert to tell a Moselle 
from a Rhine wine, providing one 
can sniff them comparatively at a 
single tasting. The faculty which 
permits a professional taster to 
give a wine’s class, and often name 
the township and precise vineyard 
which produced it, is much less 
a matter of talent and aptitude 
than of long practice and taste 
memory. It requires a high degree 
of concentration. 

A wine’s bouquet is most appar- 
ent and can be best appreciated 
when it is not too cold, when it is 
served in large glasses filled to no 
more than a third of their capacity, 
and when the wine has been 
swirled or shaken in the glass be- 
fore it is brought to the nose. This 
swirling and shaking, which looks 
rather ridiculous to the uninitiated, 
is anything but silly; the entire 


inner surface of the tulip-shape 
glass thus becomes coated with 
Wine and serves as a sort of chim- 
ney, concentrating the wine’s 
aroma and channeling it upward, 

Even to a complete beginner, 
the bouquet of a fine wine is im- 
mediately more agreeable than 
that of a small, common, or poor 
one. Of course there are pitfalls 
and one can make mistakes. The 
odor and taste of sulphur (which 
generally makes itself known by a 
slight prickling in the nose, and an 
odd, almost faintly “pasty” im- 
pression on the tip of the tongue) 
is sO common in cheap German 
wines that I have actually seen fine 
German wines criticized, by Ger- 
mans, because they had none of it, 

It is also possible to mistake the 
first, early traces of maderization, 
or oxidation, or old age, for some- 
thing much better—the bouquet of 
a great wine, still sound. All wines, 
especially white wines, tend to de- 
velop a special bloom before they 
die; they acquire a sort of false 
funereal beauty which is immensely 
attractive on first acquaintance. 
Let them stand half an hour in 
their glasses, and you will readily 
recognize them for what they are. 

The elements to look for in the 
bouquet of a fine German wine are 
principally fruit and breed. Neither 
is easy to describe. The wine 
should have a scent as definite as 
that of a very ripe peach or plum 
Or quince or strawberry, though 
very different from these, and a 
good deal more complex, so that 
you find yourself bafled when you 
try to define it in terms of any- 
thing else. It should be even more 
interesting and even more baffling 
when you sniff it for the tenth 
time, with nothing in its make-up 
which you could describe as heavy 
or fatiguing or flat. But these are 
only words. 


ASTE and aftertaste can only be 

judged and appreciated in the 
same way, and only described in 
equally vague terms. Both should 
be wholly agreeable if the wine is 
good, and any trace of anything 
else should render a wine immedi- 
ately suspect. Both should be in 
keeping with the wine’s bouquet 
(the aftertaste of a too old wine is 
generally not) and both, basically, 
should be appetizing, so that you 
are left sorry that there is not 
more in the bottle, and reluctant to 
drink the last drops in your glass. 
This, essentially, is the proof of a 
fine wine.

1. He has made an error. 2. His 
standards of workmanship are not 
what you expect. 3. He is dishonest 
and out to make his profit in de- 
vious ways. If you award such a 
bidder the job, he may never finish 
it to your satisfaction, or may go 
broke in the process. The bank- 
ruptcy rate among contractors is 
high. 

An honest price on remodeling 
allows a 30 per cent gross profit. 
Out of this, 17 per cent may go for 
overhead, 8 per cent for advertising 
and selling the job, 5 per cent for 
net profit. Be on guard against fly- 
by-night contractors who go after 
a 200 to 300 per cent gross profit. 
They are especially active in the 
sale of such aluminum products as 
storm windows and siding. 

Don’t pay for a remodeling op- 
eration in advance. A payment re- 
quired after materials have been 
dropped at the site or when work 
begins is an accepted practice. 
Otherwise, pay only for what is 
done after it is done. Have the local 
building inspector make his final 
inspection and approve the job be- 
fore you sign a completion certifi- 
cate and make final payment. If 
you sign and pay ahead of time, 
you may never get the work fin- 
ished, or finished properly. When 
work is done under FHA Title I 
loan requirements, no payment of 
any kind is made until after sign- 
ing of the completion certificate. 

How can you be sure the work 
will be completed on promised 
schedule? If the time for comple- 
tion is specified in the contract, a 
one-week leeway is reasonable. An 
attic finished into one room com- 
monly takes one week. If a dormer, 
two rooms, and a bath are involved, 
three weeks is reasonable. Not all 
delays are to be blamed on the 
contractor, of course. Many are 
caused by the homeowner who asks" 
for changes not originally planned, 
or who insists upon a fixture not 
immediately available.

Remodeling prices vary widely according to geographical area 
and to conditions encountered in doing the work. The same quality 
of 210-pound asphalt shingles that in Texas costs 13 cents per 
square foot, installed, may cost 25 cents in Massachusetts. An 
electrical outlet priced at $6.50 in one house may cost $12.50 in a 
more difficult installation next door. 
The following tables indicate what might be included in three 
typical remodeling operations and the minimum price range within 
which you should be able to buy them anywhere in the country. :

@ Revolution is not too strong a word for what has recently 
happened to our concept of gardens—and gardening. Our 
attitudes have changed more in the past 25 years than in the 
previous 200. Although the changes are recent and still 
occurring, the pattern for the new era has been set. The 
remodeling of this Connecticut garden typifies the change 
and documents both the old and new points of view. 

In 1934 Mr. and Mrs. B. B. May called on a young land- 
scape architect, Charles Middeleer, to design their garden. 
They wanted a mixed border of perennials, space for a few 
annuals, high hedges, a formal rose garden, and an expanse 
of lawn. These were typical requirements for gardens of the 
day. The approved design was formal and balanced. The 
hedges created vistas “on the axis.” There were displays of 
plants rigidly controlled by the orderly hand of man. This 
was a direct adaptation of the 18th-century English Garden.

the Great Garden Revolution 


In the beginning maintenance was no problem. Their full- 
time gardener could cope with the edging, trimming, shear- 
ing, pruning, planting, dividing, and constant grooming that 
all such gardens require. The Mays enjoyed the garden for 
many years. But tastes change and they wanted something 
fresh and new outdoors—as well they might after 25 years. 

It was also getting to be too much for their gardener (the 
same one) to handle. The hedges and shrubs began to get 
woody and more difficult to keep within bounds. New diseases 
appeared. The old lawn needed frequent renewal. 

In 1959 the Mays again asked Mr. Middeleer to design a 
garden for them. This time they wanted a place with more 
usefulness, less maintenance and a fresh new look. They 
wanted a few of the things they enjoyed most in the old 
garden, such as roses, perennials, and annuals for color in- 
doors and out. Again, what they were asking for was fully in 


keeping with the times and the new approach to gardening. 

In the old garden there were no comfortable places to sit 
or easy surfaces to walk on. The new one takes into account 
the pleasures of strolling or sitting in the open air. The 
brick walks are wide and the surface is smooth enough for 
walking. Terraces are designed to easily accommodate furni- 
ture for lounging and dining in the garden. There’s a choice 
of places to sit at different times. A warm terrace, out of 
the wind, is used for early spring and late fall. A shady 
terrace, located to catch the prevailing southwest wind, is 
used most in summer. Contrast of the brick paving with the 
lawn is part of the permanent garden pattern. 

More usefulness, less maintenance and the awareness of 
new concepts of beauty to be found in space, form, and color 
are the basic elements of this new garden. These are the 
elements of the garden revolution occurring everywhere. 

(Please turn the page for plans and more photographs) 
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These two plans, created by the same landscape 
architect 25 years apart, show the essence of the 
recent garden revolution. The 1934 plan is de- 
rived from the Greek belief in geometry and 
symmetry as an aid to design. While their con- 
tribution was inestimable, it is not inviolable. 
Such plans were more concerned with a balanced 
set of lines on a piece of paper than with 
people in the garden. The 1959 plan typifies 
the new attitude that plans must serve people 
and that balance need not be symmetrical.

5.5. | cured my Larchmont soil of 
club root by digging in before win- 
ter a large handful of powdered 
limestone where each plant would 
stand in the spring. 

One cup of calomel suspension, 
made with a level half-teaspoonful 
to a gallon of water, poured into 
the transplanting hole will also 
make your cabbage turnip safe 
from finger-and-toe. Stir as you 
pour. 

Kohlrabi is not really a slow 
grower, but it seems to be. You 
hardly believe that curious bulb 
will actually appear, but it does. 
Do not allow it to grow much more 
than two inches mm diameter before 
you pull up the plant and trim out 
the bulb, for if it gets too big it 
will become woody and lose its 
flavor. Some say that you must not 
peel the globe before cooking, be- 
cause the skin holds in the pristine 
goodness, but I am not sure about

If some bulbs are getting too big 
and there is no rcom on the menu 
for kohlrabi, harvest it anyway; 
kohlrabi stored in a cool place for 
a couple of days is better than the 


| woody thing it becomes, if you 


leave it in the garden to toughen 
its storage house against the fu- 
ture. Many like it best chopped 
raw into cubes for a salad, or eaten 
by hand in the field as we used to 
like turnips when I was a boy.

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The only people we are sure you 
don’t tip are owners, proprietors, 
public servants in uniform, ship’s 
officers. and airline personnel. 

It is usually considered appro- 
priate, except in exuberant Amer- 
ica, to tip porters the equivalent of 
12 to 15 cents a bag, if you can 
figure it out in foreign currency. 

On the continent, in South Amer- 
ica, and in the Orient, a service 
charge is added to 
tel and restaurant bills—anything 


usually ho- 
from 10 to 24 per cent, according 
to local regulations. You're still 
chambermaids 
and waiters a little something— 


expected to leave 
about 15 cents a day for the maid; 
the loose change on the plate for 
the waiter. You tip the doorman 
whenever he serves you—about 10 
cents. Your friend the concierge 
deserves about 15 cents a day, if 
he’s been generally of service. In 
theaters abroad, the usher 
expects a pour boire, usually about 
10 cents. Washroom attendants set- 
tle for about 5 cents. A sightseeing

guide deserves 50 cents a person. 

The truth is that all these figures 
vary in appropriateness, depending 
chiefly upon the custom and econ- 
omy of the country. Which is why 
it is good to have some idea of the 
salaries and the cost of living so 
that your tip is in fair proportion 
to the country you’re visiting. With 
all good will, you are innocently 
upsetting the balance if you over- 
tip, quite apart from the frustrat- 
ing fact that you may be unkindly 
regarded as a show-off American, 
and secretly despised by the very

who takes your money. 

By now, the scale of what to tip 
on a First Class steamship cross- 
ing is pretty well established—$10 
to a dining steward, $10 to the 
cabin steward, $3 per chair to the 
deck steward, with extras for any 
exceptional services when they are 
performed. Shade these down for 
Cabin or Tourist Class. On cruises. 
figure $1 a day each to dining 
steward and cabin steward. 

We subscribe to the traveler’s 
check as a safe way of transport- 
ing your money—and mostly in 
$10 denominations because. while 


person 


they are a bother to countersign 
before you leave. they are more 
likely to be cashed than the larger 
denominations. Make a record as 
you change them and keep the 
record on your person—not in the 
checkbook. If the checks are lost, 
have the record to present 
when you notify the issuing bank 
and ask for your refund.

But for tipping porters and taxi 
drivers on arrival in a foreign land, 
its worth the trouble before you 
leave home to change three or four 
dollars into the foreign currency 
you'll need. 

Having listened to the problems 
of other travelers, we are encour- 
aged to finalize our list with our 
three personal fetishes of travel 
equipment: malted milk tablets for 
times when you can’t get a meal; 
milk of magnesia tablets for diges- 
tion, as well as for tooth brushing 
and white shoes in a 
pinch; hair spray for times when

These were set with adhesive on 
plywood. Pavers are an _ interior- 
exterior type of tile, larger and 
thicker than ceramic mosaics, but 
with the same dense character. 
They are smooth, easily cleaned. 
highly resistant to wear. 

The handsome sliding glass doors 
used here are a new wood-framed 
type which can be painted or stained 
as you choose. In this case they were 


painted to match existing trim. 
Eight standard-size doors were 
used, plus one matching fixed-glass 
section, to complete one side. 


Screens, too, are wood-framed and. 
if desired, can be removed for stor- 
age during the off-season. All glass 
is one-inch Thermopane. This use 
of insulating glass, coupled with 


the fact that the sliding doors are 
exceptionally weather-tight, makes 
the room always comfortable—no 
matter what the temperature.
